PART I. 


GENERAL SUMMARY, 


I.—GENEEAL AFL POLITICAL. 

1. TLe year 1905-1906 was not on the whole a prosperous one in the Madras General. 
Presidency. The partial failure of both monsoons and the ooutiimed rise in the prioes 

of food-grains had theii' efeot on most branches of the administration. Considerable 
amounts of the land revenne had to be remitted and in several districts the coUeetion 
of a proportion was postponed, the area under cultivation was reduced, crime increased 
and with it the population of the jails and the work of both the civil and criminal 
courts was heavier. On the other hand in spite of the nature of the season there was 
a considerable increase in the total volume of the trade of the Presidency, the revenue 
expanded and the traffic on the railways showed a further development. There was a 
rise in the birth-rate probably due in the main to improved registration and a decrease 
in the death-rate, the result of the very satisfactory diminution in the mortality hum 
plague. 

2. The office of Governor and President in Council continued to be lield by the Personnel of 
Eight Hou’ble Ai'thiu' Oliver Villiers, Baron AmpthiU., g.o.s. 1 ., g.c.i.e., until the llth 
Eebriiar’y 1906 on which date he resigned. The office then devolved upon the Hoii’ble 

Mr. Gabriel Stokes, c.s.i., I.O.S., Second in OouncE, who held it until the 28th March 
1906, when the Hoii’ble Sii' Arthm- Lawley, k.c.m.g., took his seat as Governor. At 
the commencement of the year the Members of Ooimcil were the Hon’ble Sir James 
Thomson, K.c.s.i., I.O.S., and the Hon’ble Mr. Gabriel Stokes, c.s.i., I.C.S. On tlie 6th 
October 1905 the Hon’ble Sir James Thomson was deputed on special duty as Presi¬ 
dent of the Excise Conunittee, and the Hon’ble Mr. George Stuart Eorbes, c.s.i., LC.S., 
was appointed temporary Member of Council in his stead and continued to hold that 
office itntil the end of the year. Dni’ing the period that the Hon’ble Mr. Gabriel 
Stokes acted as Governor, the Hon’ble Mr. Murray Hammmk, c.i.n., I.C.S., held the 
office of temporary Member of Ooimcil. 

3. Their Eoyal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of WMes visited tlie Madras Visit of 
Presidency towards the close of their Indian tom-. They ai-rived in Madras on the 24th 
January and left for Mysore on the evening of the 28th, their visit being confined to the Prince 
the Presidency Town. During their stay addresses were reoeived hum the Municipal of’wSer^^* 
Commissioners of the City of Madi-as, from a, deputation of the laiidjiolders of the Pari II, 
Presidency, and from the Eeception Committee on hehah of the Presidency as a 

whole. The ruling chiefs, with the exception of the Maharaja of Travancore who was 
unable to be present through ill-health, the principal Zamindai’s and several prominent 
Indian gentlemen were received in audience by the Prince of Wales who also, accom¬ 
panied by the Princess of Wales, laid the foundation stone of the Victoria Memorial 
Hall. Their Eoyal Highnesses also visited the Genti-al Museum and Port S, George. 

The Princess of Wales inspected the Eoyal Victoria Hospital for Caste and Gosha Women 
and several Indian ladies had the honom- of an intioduction to her at a Purdah Party 
at Government House. 
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4. DmRg the course of the year His Excellency Lord Ampthill made 5 tours, 
bringing the number of toui's tuidertakeu by him during his tenure of the office 
of Groveruor to 20. Leaving Ootaeaniund on the 27th A.pril 1905, on his sixteenth 
tour he visited Coonoor, the chief object of the visit being to open the new Mmncipal 
water-works. His Excellency also visited several public and private institutions and 
places of interest and received and replied to adcb’essea from the municipality and the 
residents of Coonoor. The addi'esses contained several requests in coiineetion with tlie 
improvement of the station, the appoiutiueiit of a European Divisional Officer with 
head-quarters at Coonoor, a.nd the conversion of the local suh-trcasury into a diahursiug 
ti’casmy. On his seventeenth torn' His Excellency left Ootaeanurnd on ihe 12th 
August 1905 on a visit to Hyderabad and retui-ned to Ootacamund on. the 21th,. O.n 
hi,s way to Hyderabad, he broke his journey at Madras ehiehy wilh tho object of 
inspecting the famine relief camp which had tlien been recently established at Mada- 
varam. At Hyderabad he received visits from His Highness the Niaaiu, tJio Prime 
Minister and the chief Nawabs of the Slate. Dining his stay all places oC i.ntoroHt in 
the locahty were posited and on the 18th August tho ti'oojis in garrison at Scoimdcrabad 
and Bolai’um were inspected by His Excellency at Seouiidevabad. On Jus eighteonlh 
tom His Excellency proceeded to Cochin for the purpose of opening tho Oocliin Eorest 
Tramway. He left Ootacamund on the 25t!i Septcmbei’ 1905 and I'cturnod to Outaea- 
muud on the 4th October 1905. The nineteentli tour iindei'taken by His Excollouoy 
was to the Trichiiiopoly and South Areot distiicts. Ho left Ootaeanurnd on tlio 23rd 
October 1905 and arrived the next mornhig at Triohinopoly whore ho visited soveml 
institutions and received and replied to addi'csses from tJio Mtiuici])al CVumcil and 
the District Board and received deputations from the Miihammadans and Mirasitlars. 
His Excellency opened the Corouatiou Hall at Sitraugam and also received an address 
from the Municipal Council. Leaving Tiichiimpoly on tho 26th, ho reaohod Cuddaloro 
the next inorniiig. His Excellency received addresses from the Cuddaloro Municijial 
Council, the District Board, tlie Tiruvaimdmalai Municipal Council and tho I'csidonts 
of ViUupuram. He visited an Experimental Farm at Cuddaloro on tlic 28tli October 
and reached Madras on the 30th. His Excellency’s last toiii' was to Bombay, 'bins 
was a private visit to bid farewell to Lord Curzou. His Exoeliouoy loft Maibas on 
14th Hovember 1905 and returned on the 22nd. Tlie Uou’blo Mr. Gabi'icl Slolcos, 
O.S.I., I.O.S., did not undertake any tours during his teuuve of office as O-ovornor. 


Travanoora. 5. The total laud revenue collected in Travancoiu was s.Lig.btl'y loss than in tho 
previous year owing to larger remissions and the fact that the coIleotionH foil from 
11 to sit. 96-57 of the demand to 95-54 per cent. The aim of wet lands showed a small decreaso 
as a result of the exact are-a by sm-vey being recorded instead of tlie approximate 
Land. measm-emeiits of previous years. The survey of the State was almost oompJoted. 

The former settlement system having proved unsatisfactory in most res]loots and the 
process of settlement having lasted more than 20 yeai-s, the department was reorganised’ 
and a simpHfled procedm-e introduced. 

Protection. d A populai’ assembly of representatives of the landliolders and merchants was 

constituted by the command of the Maharaja to enable tlie peopile to oxpiress their wants 
or views regarding the administiation. Fom- Eegnlations were passed by the Legisla¬ 
tive Council. There was little variation in the strength of the police foi'ce, tlio conduct 
of which improved. There was a decrease under most grave crimes, bnt a large 
increase in murders. The total number of oases reported by the police was slightly less 
than in the previous yeai- and more than a third were referred as false, bnt tlie avei-ago

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duration of investigatiouf? increased "by a day and-a-tialf. The total mimber of cases 
reported to the criminal courts also decreased, but the average duration of inquiries 
and trials increased considerably. The percentage of convictions in aU oases was very 
low and declined both in Magistrates’ and Sessions Courts, bat judged by the results 
of appeals there was an improvement in the work of both classes of Courts. The 
average number of prisoners in the distnct jads decreased owing to the concentration 
of long term convicts in the central jail. There was a fall in the death-rate at the 
central jail, but the method of ealculatiug the health statistics made them appear more 
favourable than they were in reality. The increase in jail earnings led to a considerable 
reduction in the average cost of each prisoner. There was a decrease in civil litigation 
as far as the Mnusifs’ Courts were concerned and a small increase in the district courts, 
but the percentage of disposals declined in each ease and by as much as 11 per cent, 
in the district com'ts. There was a small increase in the number and value of the 
■documents presented for registration. 

7. The season was unfavoiuable in the greater part of the State, the rainfall being Prodnotion 

6T5 inches below the normal. There was a small increase in tlie area of the reserved 

... , Dution. 

■forests with a corresponding increase in the ontpnt of timber, but a considerable area 

was burnt in consequence of the drought. In trade, impoi’ts declined by nearly 50 per 

■cent. a.nd there was a large falling off in the exports, mainly of copra. The expenditure 

on public works was again 26 per cent, of the total revenue. Serious defects involving 

further heavy expenditure were discovered in the channel works of the Modayar Project. 

8. The total revenue excluding debt heads w'as lower than that of the previous Revenue and 
year by nearly seven lakhs of rupees and the expenditime exceeded it by about eight 

lakhs. There was a falling off in almost all branches of the revenue, but principally 
in the excise and salt receipts. The expenditure decreased by four and-a-half laklis 
mainly as a result of a smaller outlay on public works and a reduction in the expenses 
of 'the palace. Various important reforms in the financial system of the State were 
introduced during the year in the direction of co-ordinating the accounts and fixing the 
financial responsibilities of the different departments. 

9. There was an increase in the nnmber of births registered and a sHght decrease Vital StatiB- 
in the deaths. The number of vaccinations and the percentage of success increased. 

There was a small fall in the number of iii-patients treated in the hospitals and 
dispensaries, while the number of out-patients showed a fair increase. 

10. There was a decrease both in the number of educational institutions in the Instiuction. 
State and in the nnmber of scholars attending them. The proportion of males of 
school-going age declined, but there was an increase in the proportion of girls. The 
expenditine on primary education was higher than in the pre-vtions yeai’ in pimsuance 

■of the accepted pohey that the State should educate aU children in the piimary stage 
free of cost, bnt it was still below that incimred for secondary education. 

11. The land revenue demand was practioally stationary and the proportion Cochin- 
collected eonti]iued to be over 99 per cent. Disputed mvears which had been ac mim n ■ 
lating for many years were made the subject of a special enquiry duiing the year and 35 io Ifl. 
■eventually an amount equal to nearly four years’ demand was ordered to be written off. 4'^niiiiistra,- 
The new settlement, resulting in a considerable increase in la,iid revenue, was introdneed Land, 
into three taluks. 

12. Tour Eegtilatious were passed during the year and the Indian Evidence Act Protection, 
■of 1872 w'as brought into force in the State by a proclamatiou of the Eaja. There was 

a small increase in the effective police force, but its conduct appears to have seriously 
deteriorated as the number of departmental punishments increased by 43 per cent. 
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There was a considerable increase in grave crime and also in the percentage ol eonvio- 
tiona in cases charged by the police, but there was a large fall in the number of eases 
for disposal in the Magistrates’ Courts. False cases again appear to have been very 
nuinerons, over 73 per cent, of the persons charged being acquitted : to only 2 per cent, 
of them however was compensation awai’ded. The proportion of convictions reversed on 
appeal was high, hut lower than in the previous year. The average luimber of prisoners 
in the jails increased, and there was a corresponding decrease in the net cost of each 
convict. The munher of civil suits instituted dechned by 18 per cent., but the number 
disposed of was not proportionate to the fall. The number of documents I'egistered 
was much the same as in the previous year. 

13. The season, though not imfavoiirahle to agriculture, was less favourable than 
ill the 3 preceding years. The forest revenue, however, increased by more than 50 per 
cent., and i£ the large sums spent on the extension of the forest tramway and the 
construction of inclines are excluded, the net revenue also nearly doubled. There was 
a small decrease in the net earnings of the State Railway and as the capital expenditure 
was increased by nearly a laJdi, there was a considerable reduction in the dividend 
earned. 

14. The total revenue and expenditure each increased by about 16 per eont. and 
the year closed with a small surplus. The increased expenditui-e was piincipally on 
the forests and public works, but the entertainment of distinguished visitors was also a 
considerable item. The increase in receipts was mainly due to the expansion of the 
gross revenue from the| forests and railway which enabled the whole amount expenrled 
on the forest tramway and connected works to be met from current I'eveniie. 

15. The registration of vital statistics continued to be very iijipejfect. Thoj-'e 
was a considerable increase in the number of patients treated at the hospitals and 
dispensaries and a great improvement in vaccination. 

16. There was a decrease both in the niimher of .school.and sohoLars, The pro¬ 
portion of boys of school age under instruction fell from 57 to 56, while tlio pvoporlio]! 
of girls was the same at 22. The net expenditure on education increased liy ratlier 
more than 4 per cent. 

17. The season in the State was again very unfavourable, the raiiiFall unchir both 
monsoons being much below the average. There was considerable fail iiiu of oi'ops in 
consequence and the collection of about half the ciuient demand of revemi,c and iiiost 
of the an-ears was suspended. Two Regulations were passed during the year. T’he 
number of cases reported to the police more than doubled, and tlierc was a very onii- 
siderable improvement in tbe percentage oO detection. The proportioji of oonviotions 
was also much higher. Though the total munher of cases in the magistmto.s’ couj'ts 
increased by 70 per cent., the proportion disposed of was eoiisiderab].]^ gi'eatcr as well 
as the proportion of sentences oonfii’med on aqipeal. The oousequeut increase in the jail 
population was not followed by any deterioration in the health of tlie prisoners, I'lie 
amount of civil litigation increased mainly in the rural small cause courts Imt the 
percentage disposed of was very good. The number of documents i’egistered .was 
slightly in excess of that in the previous year. The total revenue of tiie State was much 
below that of the previous year owing to the suspended coIlectionH of land rovoiiLLO but 
there was a considerable increase in the expenditure with the result that the year closed 
with a large deficit. There was a considerable faU. in the number of persons treated in 
the various medical institutions in the State, but there was a small improvement in thC' 
number of vaoeinations. A large increase was recorded both in the birth and death

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rates and the registration -work showed considerable improvement. The public health 
was good except for a somewhat severe outbreak of small-pox. A larger amount 
was spent on education and the total number of pupils increased though the attendance 
at the State schools was smaller. 

18. The work of reorganising the admmistration of the State was continued Saugaua- 
throughout the year and made satisfactory progress under the direction of the Assistant 
Pohtical Agent. A system of village accounts modelled on those in use in the Madras S5 ta 81. 
Presidency was introduced and the laud revenue demand for two years, including the 
previous one when the State was taken over, was fixed on an ecpiitahle ha.sis. All the 
aub-jaghirs in the State which had absorbed neaidy half the villages were resumed, 
the sub-jaghirdars being compensated. There was some improvement in the work of the 
police, but the small percentage of the total ntuuber of prisoners brought to trial who 
were convicted shows that the number of false or frivolous prosecutions was very high. 

The number of civil suits instituted increased by nearly 100 per cent. The season was 
not unfavourable on the whole, but tliere was a considerable rise in the price of food- 
grains. A large sum of money was spent on reijairing the roads which had been much 
neglected for several years. Several new primai'y schools were started dmiug the year 
and the educational system placed on a more satisfactory basis. Owing to the incompe¬ 
tence of the village officers the vital statisties recorded are not of much value.

of equalising the existing ra.tes. It did not result in any increase lu the revenue, gg. 

There was a sins.ll decrease in holdings and also in the area cultivated, the season being 
somewhat unfavourable and the rainfall below the average of the previous five years. 

Trade in grain increased owing to the high prices prevailing in the siuinunding districts. 

There was little serious crime, the gravest offence being a robbery of a small amount of 
money. There was a small increase in both the revenue and expenditure, that in the 
latter being due to the minor Eaja’s visit to Madras to see His Eoyal Highness the 
Prince of Wales. There was a fall in the births registered, hut au increase in the deaths 
owing to an outbreak of cholera. The attendance at the dispensary declined owing 
to a change of medical officers. The attendance at the schools diminished though an 
increased amount was spent on education during the year-. 

20. The season was unfavourable, the rainfaE in most districts having been below Condition of 
the average during both monsoons. The prices of the principal food-grains rose in 
consequence. There were no appreciable changes in the average rates of wages except in II, para. 
those of liorsekeepers in Guntiir, of carpenters and masons in South Arcot and of black¬ 
smiths in NeUore and South Arcot. There was some increase in emigration. The 
birth-rate was the highest recorded mainly as the result of improved registration, hut 
there was a faU in several districts. There was a decHne in the death-rate as a result 
of the large decrease in the plague mortality. The incidence of taxation was slightly 
less, though that of the land revenue and excise was somewhat higher. There was no 
material improvement in the condition of the people and little jirogress was made in 
education. 


II.—ADMHsTISTEATIOE OP THE LAHD. 

21. The flnetuations, as compared with the previous year, in the cuiTent demand 
of peshkash payable to Government on permanently-settled estates and of quit-rent on 
villages held on shrotiiyam or other favourable tenure, were insignificant. In tlie current 
demand of land revenue under “ ryotwai’ and miseeUaneous ” there was a decrease of 
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about Es. 33 lakhs due chiefly to -the iinfa-vourable character of the season and the grant of 
large remisaions dui’ing the fasli. The total current demand, including cesses, decreased 
by Es. 32 lakhs and was lower than that of the previous three faslis, while the amount 
collected was lower than in fash 1313 by Es. 39 lakhs. The season I'emissions granted 
were nearly nine times as large as those in the previous fasli and amounted to Es. 39 lakhs, 
the lai'gest amount granted since fasli 1286, the year of the great famine, The principal 
amounts were in Chingleput, ISTorth Arcot and Nellore. The total balanoe outstanding 
at the end of the fasli increased by more than 60 per cent. There was a considerable 
increase in the cost of district administration as a result of tlie constitiitiou of the new 
Guntiir district. 


22. The principal work of the Survey Department dining the year consisted iji 
the cadastral re-survey and revision survey of Government lands prior to le-settleinent. 
The initial cadashal survey of a taluk in tlie Ganjdm district, of some propin’etary 
estates and of 2 municipalities was also undertaken. The operations of the 6 
survey parties extended over 11 districts. The actual onttimn of work was 2,983 
square miles wliieh was 19 per cent, below the estimate. About two-thirda of the 
revision smwey v'ork was in the districts of Cuddapali, Salem and Tinnovolly. Tliere 
was an increase in the average cost of the sm-vey per square mile, and the total 
expenditure on the department increased. A large number of village and town maps 
were printed. 


23. There were 6 settlement parties at work dining the yean The two parties 
making the initial settlement in Malabar and South Cauara were abolished in the 
middle of the year after the completion of aU. the work connected with tlie introduction 
of the new rates in those districts. Ee-settleinent was in progress in the Guntiir 
Nellore,^ Salem, Eurnool and Tinnevelly districts. New rates were introduced in some 
of the hill villages in Salem and a large m'ea was classified. Tlie work in Tiiuiovclly 
consisted largely in the measniing of sub-divisions and tlie counting of palmyra ti'cos, 
The settlement jiroposals regarding whole inam villages in Guntiir were approved and 
new settlement rates for dry lands were inti'oduced in a large number of villages in 
Knrnool. Thei-e was a considerable decrease in liie total expenditiu'c of tlie deiiart- 
ment as a result of the reduction in the number of settleinont parties. The total land 
revenue demand in the districts either newly settled or re-settled was 28 per cent, 
larger than the demand prior to the re-settlcmeat. 

24. Considerable additions were made to the Land Eecoi-ds staff during the year. 
The staff was mainly engaged in the preliminary operations connected with the coitcc- 
tion and completion of field maps and in geneiully carrying out the maintenanco miles 
sanctioned by Government. In several distinets it worked under tlie settleinont.oflieers 
and in two it was employed on survey work. 

25. There was a very large increase amounting to 27 per cent, in the ai-oa left 

fallow within patta and mam holdings and the cultivable waste land oilier than fallow 
also increased as a result of the unfavourable season. The area classed as not available 
ioT cultivation decreased to a smaE extent through transfers to forest. I'lie increase in 
holdings was very smaU though a large ai’oa in South Cauara where settlement had 
been recently introduced was included for the first time. Compared with the figures 
for the fasli preceding the great famine of 1876-1878 the extent of ryotwaii holdings 
showed an increase of more than 3 million aoi'es. ^ 


26. The number of estates under the management of the Court of 'Wards at the 
end of the fasli was 32, one estate having been handed back diming the year and two new 
ones taken under wardship. Two of the estates Edlahasti and Edrv6tnagar, w.hich were 
under management on account of the financial embarrassment of the proprietors, were 
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aubsequently banded back aftei' the death of their former owners. The net receipts 
of all the estates decreased by 28 per cent, aaid the net charges by *1 per cent. The 
latter however did not include 12J lalchs of rupees invested in Goveniment securities 
and lakhs devoted to the repayment of debts. An agricultural expert was engaged 
by the Court and the detailed inveatigatioii of the agricultural conditions of the estates 
was postponed pending his ariival. Tire various farms already established continued 
to work during the year and piuposals were entertairred for estabhshing similar institu¬ 
tions on other estates. A eousiderahle sum was coUeeted out of the debts due to the 
estates, but not much progress was made towards liquidating those due from them, 
especially in the case of the more heavily encumbered among them as their financial 
position was adversely affected by the character of the season. Besides the general, 
mental and physical education which 13 of the wards received at Newington, several of 
them were taken on educational tours in various parts of India. The senior wards 
received practical insbTiction in estate management on their own estates and with two 
exceptions all the wards were reported to have made satisfactory progress in their 
studies. The forests on several estates continued to he worked in accordance with rules 
framed under the Berest Act, and various steps were taken to improve their conserva¬ 
tion. The Senigada estate, which was handed over to its proprietor on his attaining 
majority, had been under the Court’s management for 7 years, during which period the 
debts had been discharged and a sui’plns aeemnnlated, while the annual income had 
increased hy nearly 42 pei' cent. The percentage of establishment charges and Govern¬ 
ment commission to the receipts was somewhat higher than in the previoirs year on 
account of the decrease in the receipts, but it only exceeded 20 per cent, in two of the 
estates which remained under the Court at the end of the year. 

27. The principal revenue-paying classes of the Piesidenoy are zamindaxs holding Revenue and 
pei'uianently-settled estates, shrotruyamdars holding villages onfavomuble tenure, minor 
inamdars and ryotwari pattadai's. Of the total laud revenue demand 84 per cent. feU (Fasli i314.) 
upon ryotwari land, 8-6 per cent, was paid by zamindai-s as peshkash, I'B per cent, by 
shrotii)Umdai’s as jodi, while the quit-reut paid by minor inamdars amounted to 4 per 
cent. The total ai’ea of pattaholdings only irrcreased by about a thousand acres. The 
rent-paying classes consist of the tenarrts in zaniindaris and slirotriyam villages aird the 
sirb-lessees of pattadars in ryotwari tracts. The latter are most numerous in the West 
Coast districts, hut the practice of sub-letting tends to increase. The relations between 
landlords and tenants were satisfaotoiy on the whole and there was not much resort to 
■coercive processes. 


III.—PEOTECTIOK 


28. Pour meetings of the Legislative Council were held during the year. Only 
■one measure was passed—the Madras City Police Act Amendment Act.' The Madras 
Estates Land Bill was introduced and referred to a Select Gonmiittee. 

29. The sanctioned sheiigth'of the pohce force decreased owing to the reduction 
■of the tempo! aiy plague establishment and the total cost was also lower bv about a 
lakli of rupees. Eecmiting improved owing to prospects of better pay and there was a 
considerable reduction in the proportion of iUiterate constables. The conduct of the 
force showed some improvement as the muuherhoth of departmental and judicial punish¬ 
ments declined. Eewards also were earned in a larger number of instances than in the 
previous year. The Police Training School at YeEore was placed on a permanent 
footing and reorganised on a new system with a class for the training of probationary 
•sub-inspectors. The year was one of agricultural depressiou and continued high prices 
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witli a conseq^uent maiied increase in crime. The munber of true cases of cognisable' 
crime increased by 12 per cent., and. there was an increase under all heads of grave crime 
except mui'de'r. There was only a small increase in oases under special and local laws, 
hut the numher of nuisance cases increased by nearly 8 per cent. There was some 
improvement in detection, but the recovery of stolen property declined from 25-dpei’ ceiit. 
to 23'7 percent. A satisfactory amount of personal investigation into grave crimes 
was made by Superintendents and Assistant Supeiinteudents. The percentage of suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted eases was 79 as in the two previous years. There was a considerable 
increase in tire munber of eases stiuck off as maliciously and wilfully false, but the 
complainants were only proceeded against in 8 per cent, of the cases : about oiie-fourlli of 
these prosecutions were successful. The registi-ation of known depredators and sua])eots 
received greater attention than in the previous year, but that of receivers of stolen 
property coutimied to be unsatisfactory. The number of houses of bad repute on the 
registers continued to increase. There was also a considerable increase in the nnmbei' 
both of wandering and permanent criminal gangs who were registered, but there was a 
deehne in the sti'ength of the former. The lumiber of old oifendcrs eonvieiod under 
section 75, Indian Penal Code, iuereased considerably as did also tlie number o,C known 
depredators and other bad characters eonvioted dmiiig tlie year, while tlie nnmbcj' of 
offenders ordered to notify residence under section 565 (1), Otiniinal Procedure Code, 
rose by 24 per cent. The woik of the Piiiger-print Bureair continued to incJuaKO and 
was satisfactorily performed. The number of references for the antecerlenls of sus¬ 
pected persons increased by 8S per cent, and that of persons traced to bo old ollouders 
by 38 per cent. The preventive sections of the Criminal Proeediu'e Code wore inorC' 
freely used and with greater success than in previous years. Tlieve was a somowliat 
serious riot in Gaujam and another in Salem, but otherwise tlie public peace was 
weU maintained. 


Oriniinal 30. There was an inci’ease of 3’3 per cent, in the total number of eases instituted 

criminal courts during the year. The increase took place in all classes of ooui'ts and 
MiYlir'' ^^S^esf, in proportion to the number of cases instituted, in Courts of Session. The 
number of robberies and dacoities in wbieli the accused were brought to trial rose by Id 
per cent. The total number of persons braugbt to trial before all courts ijicicased by 
rather more than 4 per cent. The percentage of convictions botli uiidei' tli.o Penal 
Code and under special and local laws was sHghtly higher thmi in the luovious year, 
but under the Penal Code only 23-3 per cent, of the eases tried resulted m oonv'wliona. 
There was an increase in the number of appeals preferred before Magistrates and Ooiivts 
of Session, but a small decrease in those preferred before the High Court. The 
percentage of sentences confirmed on appeal by Magistrates was sliglitly lower iliaii' in 
the previous yeai’ and by Courts of Sessions somewhat higher ; in the Iligli Court the' 
percentage was 3'4 lower. There was little variation in the average duration of 
hearings both ^ original cases and appeals, and there was a decrease in Urn numher of 
Witnesses detained for more than 3 days. In view of the considerable iueroase in the 
business of the coui'ts these laets point to a distinct improvement in the promptness^ 
with which oases were disposed of. 

Msons. 31. The accommodation in ttie Central and District Jails was ez.darged during tlie 

XJ, parat. hut transfers had to he made in several eases to avoid overcrowding. The number 

m to m. of priaoners admitted was tire largest since 1901 and tiie daily average urns 12 per cent 
Hgher to in the previous year. The increase took place under all classes of prisoners!, 
There was a regi’sttahle increase in the number of juvenile convicts, tbe number both of 
boys and girls being considerably higher to in 1904. The proportion of eonviota 
■ sentenced to impnsonment not exceeding one month decHned, while there was a 
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coiTeispoiidiiig increase in the nuniher serving longer sentonc-es. More than 4.3 per cent, 
of the prisoners admitted rvere coniuntted foi' tJieft and about one-third for offences 
under .special and local law.s. Tlie proportion of pn-evioiiKly eonvic-terl offender,s 
decreased though tliere was an increase in the total number (-onvietefl. In .spite of the 
increase in the jail population there was a deerease of 26 per cent, in the jail offences 
coiiiniitted. By far the largest proportion of jiiinislmieut.s wa.s ineiiri'erl by habitual 
oUenders. The ‘ inaik system ’ eontinueil to work well. There \i'as considerable 
iinprovenient in tlic health of tlie prisoner, the propmtion of .sick being the lowest 
recorded. I'he gross expenditni'e of the Jail Depai-tmeiit increased by 14 per cent., hut 
the net cost of each prisoner was only 2-9 per eent. Jiighei- as the result of the iiiciease 
in value of the nianufactui’es and supplie.s made in the jails. 

32. C'eitain alterations wereinadeiii tlie juiisdiGtion of the adjacent District C'ourts 
and in some of the subordinate courts by the e.-,tahlisliment of the neii' District Court at 
Guntur. There was a considerable increase, amounting to 7 per cent, in the luunber of 
original suits instituted, but the number of appeals declined by no less than 19 per cent. 
There was a small increase in the nimiher of village eourte cxerei.sing civil jurisrlietion, 
and there was a rise of 12 per cent, in tlie nuiuher of cases disposed of by them. The 
number of suits in the I'egular courts in the mufassal increased by 5 per eent. and those 
in the courts in the Presidency Town by 9 per eent. Hearly 67 per cent, of the 
total number of suits were instituted in the courts of District Miuisifs. The value 
of the subject matter involved iii suits increased by about Rs. 10 lakhs. There 
was an imjirovement in the u'ork of the .subordinate Mufassal Courts judged by tlie 
re.sult of appeals to the Distiict Courts, hut tliere was an inerea.se in the number of 
both original and appellate decrees reversed on appeal to the High Court. The disposal 
of suits was not propiortioiiate to the increase in the mniibei' instituted, and there was 
a consideitiblo accumulation of arrears in most courts. Owing to tJie pressure of 
criniinal work there was a decrease in the nimihev of original suits disposed of by the 
Disti’ict Coiuts. The arrears under appeals and second appeals in the High Court 
were still very large, the luiiuber of a^ipeals disposed of being le.ss than half that foi' 
disposal. The total receipits of Civil and Criminal Courts inoreased by 2’d per cent., 
while the total ehai’gcs decreased by I' l per cent. 

33. The number of documents registered was the highest on record and showed an 
increase of 7 pier cent, over the figures of the pirevions year. The aggregate value of 
the transactions registered also inGrea.sed by 7 pier eent. The increase W'as chiefly due to 
the unfavourable season. There was a small increase in both the receipts and expondi- 
tui'e of the department. There was a very large increase in the nmuher of companies 
registered during the p^ear, the vast majority being life insui’auce and marriage endow¬ 
ment societies. The total nominal eaphtal invested at the end of the j'ear had increased 
bp^ Es. 42 lakhs but the proportion of paid-up capital to nominal capital was onlp' 
46 per cent. 

34. Two new Distinct Boards were constituted diuing the pmar and there was a 
consequent increase in the total number of membei’s, but the propiortion of nominated 
officials, including ex-qfficio members, and of elected members remained piractieally 
unaltered. There was an increase of 2 in the number of Taluk Boards and a propor¬ 
tionate increase of merabei's, but tlie percentage of official to non-official members was 
slightly higher than in 1904-1905. The total I'eeeipts of the Local Boards, excluding 
the ti’Euisactions under debt heads, increased hy more than 28 pei' cent., mainlp" as the 
result of a. large increase in the aniomit of the land cess. The expenditure I'ose bp’ 10'5 
poor cent., hut was oiilp^ 90 pei’ cent, of the receipts, and thei'e was a considerable increase 
ill the closing balance. About 48 pier cent, of the expenditure was devoted to public 
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works and about 26 per cent, to the repair of coinmin.ieations. The outlay on oducatjon 
increased ,bv 2'1 per cent. Tlie inmiber of liospitals and dispensaries was slightly more 
than in the previous year, and there was an increase in the total number ot patients 
treated in them. The outlay on medical institutions was about fr? per cent. oC tlie total 
expenditure. The profit derived by tbe Tanjore District Board from its railway 
was 5-9 per cent, of the total outlay on the line. 

.B5. The number of niimicipalities was tJie same as in the ])rcvious year. In 
consequence of its inefficient administration, the number of elected members on the 
Municipal Coiineil of ICumbakdnain was reduced and tlic Council itself supoiseded for 
seven months, fn the other Councils the propoidion of ex-offino and iiommatcd coun¬ 
cillors to elected eouneillors was 8 to 7 as in the previous yeai-. d’he propoi'tiou 
of Indian members to Europeans and Eurasians showed a slight inoroase. Tlu) total 
current receipts of the muiiieipalities were about 7 per cent, less than in 1901-1905, 
but there was an increase of 8 pies per liead in the average incidenco of numieijial 
taxation. The total expenditure was rather more than 96 per cent, of tlio I'oeeijits 
against 93-2 in the previous year, but there was a considerable increase in tlu; balance 
at the end of the year. More tlian a quarter of the expeiiditiivc was devoted t.o public 
works, and the outlay outlie eoiistniotion and repair of roads was nearly 82 per cent, 
of the revenue from tolls. The public debt outstanding against the nnmicipalilios at 
the close of the year was about 62 ]ier cent, of their annual rovemio and a little more 
than twice tbe amount of tbe balance : the sinking fund amounteil to 5 ixn' eont, of tlio 
liabilities. 

36. The total receipts of tlie Coiqwraiion of Madras were 20 pei.' (“ont . higher than 
in the previous veai’, but about a tim'd of the total wn.s made up of a free grant from 
Government and a loan. Tlie cxpenditiu'c ineieased by IS per cent, and the closing 
balance was shglitly larger. Rates and taxe.s provided more than a tl.iird, of tlio roceipls 
and the incidence of taxation iier head was 7-6 per cent, higher than in 190d.~.1905. 
The amount spent on imblie works w'as d9'9 per cent, of the t.olal exjieiidituro and 
that on conservancy 19'7 per cent. I’he length of new sewer pipes laid was oonsidernbly 
larger than in tlie previous year hut much loss was done in the way of repairing roads. 
The death-rate was the higliest since the famine year of 1877 and tho city snflhi'ed 
from a severe epicleniie of cholera. On the other hand, there was n considerable 
improvement in the birth-rate. The debt at tlio close of tlio year was Rs. 67-9 laklia, 
about 29 per cent, of which was covered by tlie sinking fund. 

37. A eompany of Electiical Engineer,s attached to the Madras Artillery Volun¬ 
teers was re-formed and a company of the East Coast Volniiteors was transferred to the 
Madi'a,s Presidency. There was a coiisidei'ahlc increase in the strengtli of the varioLis 
corps partionlarly in the number of extra-effieieuts. 

38. Tho Madi'as Harbour Trust Board was constituted a Port Trust Board iuid the 
Landing and Shixiping Pees Act was extended to various ports. There was a nunsidcrablo 
extension of the dredging work earned out at the vai'ious harbours. The passenger ti'affic 
increased, notably at Tutieoriu, where tlie number of arrivalB and departiiros increased by 
17 per cent. There was a considerable fall in the receijits of the various marine fi.mds 
owing to the inclusion of a special item of repayment in the iii’evious year, but tho 
charges rose by 15 per cent. There were no shipping casualties of any iinportanoe. 

39. There was a considerable increase in the total inim.ber of licenses issued under 
tbe Indian Arms Act, but tliere was a further decline in the number of persons licensed 
to go armed for purposes of sport, protection or disjilay. There wa,s a small increase in 
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tlie iiuiiibei' of sulphur licenses, hut the quantity of sulphur covered hy them decreased. 
The number of prosecutions under the Indian ^Arms aud Explosives Acts increased hy 
15 per cent., hut the propoition of eonvietioiis remained the same. 


IV.~-PEODUCTION AND DISTEIBUTTON, 

40. The chief vork of the Agricultural Department at the BeUary and 
Koilpatti farms coiiaisted in experiments with regard to manui’ea and methods of tillage. 
At the Samalkota station the cultivation of sugar-cane hy improved methods was 
eoTitinued and the canes raised were widely distiihuted among ryots. The study 
of ground-nut at Balur and the invastigation of the diseases of the pepper vine at 
Ta,liparamha were in too early a stage to yield definite results. Pimping experiments 
were continued during the year and vaiious loans gmited to promote the use of 
mechanical power for raising water. A new pumping station was opened in the Bellary 
district for the investigation of problems eoiiuected with the irrigEition of black cotton 
soil. The chief economic investigations hy the Groverninent Botanist were made in 
connection with the improvement of the ground-nut, sugar-cane and indigo crops in 
Soutlv Areot and the pepper plantations in ilalabar and tlie introduction of Bengal jute 
in the Godavari delta. Not much progress was made in the botanical survey of the 
Presidency. The Veterinary College at Madras worked well during the year and the 
pireventive inoculation of cattle weis carried out on an extended scale. Cattle shows 
were held at selected centres. The pony-breeding operations were not very successful. 
Agiioultiu'al. bulletins were issued Eind 2 agiieultural notes were translated and 
distributed among ryots. 

41. The rainfall under the south-west monsoon was somewhat deficient tlu ougl)- 
oiit tlie Presidency except in Ganjam, Vizagapiatam and Kurnool. The north-east 
monsoon began well in many districts, but ended poorly. The rainfall was unevenly 
distributed and the outturn of crops was considerably below the normal in several 
districts. Tlie total area under cultivation was larger than in tlic previous year, 
but was 3 per cent, below the normal. The area, under cholam, sugar-cane, ground¬ 
nut, cotton and tobacco showed an increase as compared with the nonnal area, while 
there was a decrease under paddy, enmbu, ragi, gingeUy, castor and indigo. The 
outturn of orop.s was in no case above the noimal. 

42. The Government Botanical Gardens and the other ornamental gardens and 
parks at Ootacainund and Cooiioor were maintained in good order and somewhat 
extended. The quality of rubber from various spiecies of rubber trees in the Burliar 
Gardens ivas tested. A survey of the different species of eucalyptus to he found at 
Ootaoamund and Coonoor was commenced with a view to their further pi'opagation. 
Demonstrations in the methods of extraeting the fibre of “ Manilla hemp ” were given 
and the subject of plantain fibre extraction also attracted much intei'est. Experiments 
were made with nitrogen-fixing bacteria. 

43. The Dodabetta, Nedivattam aud Hooker cinchona plantations were maintained, 
but the 2 latter suJIered somewhat from drought and a considerable number of young 
plants perished. The total crop of bark harvested was abnormally large owing to the 
cleaiunee of plots for repilanting. A large quantity of bark weis purchased and less 
than half the amount worked up in the factoi-y cEune from the pilaiitatioiis. The 
estate bark was poorer in quinine, but yielded a larger proportion of febrifuge than 
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the pui'cliased hai-k. The cost of manufacture iiiereiiseil ami the quaiititj" of quinine 
issued '.vas considerably larger, hut there is'as a liea\' 3 ’' fall in the aiiiouut, sold at 
post offices. 

Porests. dJ. Tlie ai'ca of re.sei'ved forests was increased by ISl square miles, or 1 i)t!r oent., 

during the year. The emplopueiit of Special Forest Settlement officers was dis- 
200ioil!i. eontimied, and the .small amount of forest settlement which reraaiiied was ontrusted 
to rerenue officers. A confei’euec for the settlement of a pj'Dgra,miue of suinajys and 
to decide a scale for forest maps was held at Bangalore, d'he jumihcr of woikiiig-idaiis 
prepared -was small, as most of the offieera of the dcpaitinciit worn fully o(icu])icd 
i]i inti'oduc-iiig the system of located coiqie foiling,s and the ojtoning of doiiots. SjKicial 
fire protection was attempted over a eonsidei'ably increased area and vnis Kucecssliil o\’or 
about 91 ])er cent, of it. iSlatnral rcprodiictLon from cojipico was genoi'ally good, 
hut reproduction from seed was ojily satisfiLCtory in specially prohadcil areas. (.)oji- 
sideralole success attended the atteinpt to make the (jhcnclius in tho JSJallamalais work 
as eoolie.s and assist in fire prevention ijisteacl of dcsirol'iiig the .I'ort'stH as tlu>y had 
been aeenstomed to do. lTa 3 '-making expcriinenla wor(' continued. Idu’est offences 
increased bj’-nearly 5 per cent., but the miiuber of cattle Iniponmled was below tliC 
average of the previous 1 j^ears. There was a eonsid('ral>lti iiujri'ase in hoik the 
receipts and expenditure of the dejiartmeut, but tiu' net siu'plus decreased hy .'hH 
per cent.

'I’liero was a small increase in Die iumih('r of 
fatal aud serious accidents. 
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46. The eliief industries carried on in factories wore cotton-woa.ving and Hjiiiuiiiig, 
eoflee-eunng, tile-making, cotton-ginning and pressing, lymtiiig, sugar-rofining ami 
tobacco-euiiiig. Tire number of operatives employed rn faclorios inereased by 12 ]ier 
cent., and the various cotton industries cmqdoyed about .17 ])er ceiil. of the total, Thero 
was an increase in the number of a.icidents but fewer fatal itio,s. 4ho sanilary cunditiim 
of ino.st of the factories was salisfacdory. 
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■17. The total sca-hoine trade of thePinsideuey iiuM'cuscd hy Its. llBnl laklis or hy 
3-2 per cent. About three-fourths of the increase was contributed by ex])orlb. Tlio 
interpoital trade increased by five and-a-half laldia,bat wa.s cuiisidorably lower tliantlie 
total reached in 1901-1902. 


Foreign 

Triide, 


48. Ill the trade with foreign eountnes, exelitding trovermuent transaotioiis, tho 
imports decreased bj^ Hs 6b lakhs oi' 8 por cent., while Die expoits increased bj' Its, 79 
lakhs or 5 per cent. The decrease in imports was chiefly in betel-nnts, rimnfined 
sugar, cotton piece-goods, kerosine-orl, copper maimfaetures, aixris and ammunition. The 
fall m Die imports of kerosine-od, which were little more than lialf of tliose of the 
Fevions year, was due to the short supply from Ens.sia consequent on Die disluibanOGS 
in the Baku district. The imports of cotton declined by 17 per cent, owing to the 
unfavourable character ol the previous season. The irrerease in exports vms nrainly 
contributed by coffee, tea, pepper, hides and skins, cotton twist and yarn and cotton 
piece-goods, There was a fall in the expoi-ts of grain and pulse and also of oils and 
seeds. The expoits of coffee were the largest for 30 years and the ex]iansiou was duo 
to the shortage of the coffee crop in Brazil. The value of the skins and Irides exported 
nearly dorrbled rnamly a,s a result of the increased demand for leather-goods caused by 
the Brisso-Japairese war. The balance of trade in favour of the Ti'esidcney was 
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Ks. 760 laklis, an increase of 21 per cent, over tlie previous year. Tlie imports of gold 
increased by 25 per cent., the exploits being insignificant. Both exports and nnports 
of silver decreased, tlie former by nearly 50 per cent. Nearly half the foreign ti'ade 
of the Presidency was witli tbe United Kingdom and Ceylon, Prance, the United 
States, Germany, Belgium and the Sti'aits Settlements absorbed about thi’ee-c[uarters 
of the remaiiidei'. 

49. Tlie total coasting ti’ade increased b}’ Es. 106 lakhs, of which Es. 102 laklis Coasting 
was ill trade with other Provinces in British India. Tlie distinctive feabire of the 

year was the large importation of food piroduets, ehiefly grain and pnilse which increased 
by nearly Es. 92 laklis as a I'esiilt of tlie reduction of tbe outturn of food crops in the 
Presidency, a fact which detracts somewhat from the indication of commercial prosperity 
given by the increased volume of b'ade. There was a eonsiderable. increase in the 
interportal ti'ade, but a decrease in the ti’ade with non-Biitish Indian ports. 

50. There was a considerable falling off both in the number and tonnage of tlis Shipping, 
vessels entering ports in the Presidencv* from foreign polls. Of vessels engaged ill the 
coasting trade there was an increase in the number entering and clearing with cargo and 

also in their tonnage. The number and tonnage of native craft, however, showed a 
small decrease. The aggregate tonnage of vessels built in tbe Presidency increased. 

51. The expenditure of the Public Works Department on the construction and Buildings 
repair of civil buildings and on original road works and repaira was lower than in the 
previous year. The department only maintained T’T per cent, of the metalled and 8'8 ani^kt. 
per cent, of the luimetalled roads in the Presidency excluding those within mnuicipal 

limits. Two new Oolleotorate ofiSoes, a District and Sessions Coiut and a District 
Police office were iiiidei' ennsEnetion during the j’ear, 

52. The I'ailways under the control of the Government of Mach'aS continued to be Eadways 
the Madras and South Indian Eailway sj’stems, and the Bezwada extension of tlie ^^ys. 
Nizam’s Eailway within British teriitory, a total length of 2,988miles, of which 2,885 

were open for traffic and 103 were under oonstruetion, the increase of open line during 
the year being 41 miles. The Eailway officers of the Madras Government made 
periodical inspections under the provisions of the Eailway Act on these lines and also 
on the whole of the Nizam’s Eailway. Two new hues of the 2' 6" gauge, both in the 
Salem District, were opened diiring the year, and worked by the Madras Eailway. 

53. Good progress was made in the eoiistriiction of the Azhikal-Maiigalore State Linea undei 
Eailway, and a portion of tlie line was expected to be shortly opened for traffic. The 

work on tbe extension of the South Iiidiau Eailway to Edmeswaram, of the Nilgiri 
Eailway to Ootacamund and on the connecting lines between ttie North-East line and 
the Madras Eailway proper near the City of Madras also made satisfactory' progress. 

The lines sanctioned for construction were the Bezwada-Masulipatam Eailway in the 
Kistna District and a line connecting Vizianagram with Eaipiir in the Central 
Provinces. A hill list of the other lines either surveyed or projected is given 'in 
Part II of this report. * 

54. There was a decrease both in the number of passengers and the weight of Madras 
goods carried on the Madi’as Eailway proper diming the year, and the net earnings 
declined E’om 4’72 to 4-37 per cent, of the capital outlay. On the North-East lino 
there was an improvement both in the passenger and goods traffic, and the dividend 
earned rose from 2’47 to I’lO per cent. There was a fall in the net earnings of the 
Calieut-Azhikal extension and also in those of the Kolar Gold Fields, the Nilgiri, and 

the Shoranur-Coehin, Eailways. 
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.55. Oil the South Indian Eaihvay there was a small decrease both, in the passenger 
and goods tiaffle, and the dividend earned fell from 8'31 to 7'69 per cent. There was 
an expansion in the passenger traffic on the Tanjore I)iatrict Board EaiLway, and the 
net earnings both of it and the Tiavaiieore Branch Eailway increased. 

56. Theic was eon.sideiable increase botJi in the passenger and goods traffic on the 
British .section of the Nizam’s Eailway, and the dividend earned rose from 15'22 to 
17'32 per cent. 

67. The length of the Madi'as Eieetric Tramways .system increased, but (lie uiimber 
of miles nin and of passenger.? eai'i-icd declined. 

58. The canals on which navigation was carried on during llio I'car W'cre the same 
as in the previous yeai‘, but the ton-mileage and value of goods ciiri'icd as well as the 
niuiiber of passengers declined, partly as the result of railway conqiotilioii and pai'tly 
tlu’ougb the temporary closure of some of the canals. 

,59. The total outlay on irrigation works exceeded tliat at the previous year by 
Es. 2’68 lakhs or by .S'5 percent. There was a large increase in the exjieiuliture on 
major productive works owing to the starting of the IJivi Pumping Projoel; and also on 
protective works, as the Mopad Project was only started at ilie close of the ])roviouR 
year. There was a cousidciable decrca.se in the ex])eudiLuro under (iujiital account 
on the minor works for wliieli capital and revenue aecounts a,re inaintaiiiod. The total 
area irrigated under the major productive and protective woiks incroaKod b)' 2’6 per coni, 
and the area under all olasae.s of indgation works hy 7-5 per cent. The revoiiuo derived 
from the major ivorks was the highest on record, and the not return from • prodneiive ’ 
works was 5'69 per cent, or, excluding the Kurnool-Ondtlapah canal, 9'67 ]Ksi' cent. 
The Eusbikulya Project, a ‘ protective ’ work, contiiuied to bo worked at a coiisiderablo 
loss. Tlie revenue from minor works with capital and reveniio accounts incireaHcd by 
more than 15 per cent. Up to the end of the year I39'2 per cent, of the area to bo 
investigated under the Tank Restoration Scheme had been examined, a progress for 
tlie J'ear of '2 per cent. The pla.ns and estimates for the Tungablmdra Project, which 
hadheeii investigated in the prerdous year, were submitted to the G-ovei'iimont of India, 
but were returned for revision. The principal protective woik sanctioned during the 
year was the Bhavanasi Tank Project in the Nellore District. 


T.—EEVENUE AND PINANCB. 

60. Ike gross revenue and expenditure under Imperial, Provincial and Local 
Puiids amounted to Es. 1,676 laMts and 929 lakhs respectively. There was thus 
a siu'plus of Es. 746 lakhs on the transactions of the year or 6 lakhs less than that of 
1904-1905. 


61. The receipts from Land Revenue amoturted to Rs. 586 lakhs ajid exhibited an 
improvement of about Es. 28| lakhs over those of 1901-1905 due mainly to prompt 
collections and the reahsations of revenue suspended in the previous year. On the 
other hand there was a laB in customs receipts of Es. 6| lakhs caused by smaller 
exports of rice and paddy to foreign ports and hy a decrease in the import duty on 
petroleum and cotton manufactures. The customs expenditme was the same in both 
yeais. The revenne fr-om Salt was lower than that of 1904-1905 by Es. 37^ lakhs or 
19 per cent. as. a result of the reduction in the Salt duty fi’om 22nd Maimh 1905, 
The expenditure wa.s Es. If lakhs higher than in 1904-1905. The quantity of salt 
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mainifaotiired during tiie year exceeded tliat of the previous year by 8|- lakhs of 
niamids and was the liighest on record. The issues of salt foi' Home and Inland 
consumption, which amounted to nearly 101. lakhs of iiiaiuids, fell below those of the 
previous year by 2 lakh.s of maunds. The stamp revenue exhibited an improvement Stamps, 
of over Es. 5i lakli-s in consequence of an increase in litigation and in monetary 
ti’ansaotious. Tlie expenditiue was also liigher than in 190-1-1905 hy 11s. J lakh 
mainly owing to the larger discount paid to vendors. The opium revenue was practically Opium, 
statiouav}'. The receipts from excise amounted to over 182^ lakh.s of rupees and were Exeiee _ 
higher than those of 190-1-1905 by .Hs. 3f lakhs. The revenue from toddy and foreign 
liquor chiefly contributed to this improvement. The charges on account of coUeetions 
were about 5 jier eejit. of the receixits and remained almost the same as in tJie previous 
year. Under assessed taxes the revenue realised during the year was only slightly in AeausBud 
excess of that collected in 1901-1905. The expenses of coUcctioii were almost the same 
in both yeai’s. The revenue derived from forests was higher than that of 1901-1905 hy Foreeta. 
over Es, 1^ hikli.s, hut tlie exjienditure exceeded that of the jirevious year by Es. 2^ 
lakhs. 

62. The •revenue and receipts from other Imperial sourco.s amounted to nearly otlier 
Es. 248 lakhs and were Jiigher than those of the jireidous year by a,bout Es. 17 lakhs, 

The improvement was mainly in the traflic earnings of State Railways, the result of an 
inci'ease in both the grain and passenger traffic. Under Interest receipts there was an 
increase of over Es. 1} lakhs due to tlie payments of larger amounts by tlie Madras .Port 
Trust Board under the new system of monthly payments and to the recovery of interest 
from the Coast Lights Dues fund op the loans made to the fund. The expenditme 
from other Imperial sonroos amounted to Es. 278^ lakhs and exceeded that of the 
jirevions year by Es. lalchs. The charges on account of working expenses of State 
Railways were higher hy about Es. 8 laklis. The largest excess occurred on the South 
Indian Railway owing to an extraordinary outlay on strengthening girders and flood 
Xproteetive works. There was also an inoreased expenditure of over Es. 2J lakhs under 
Capital expeuditiu'e on Irrigation Works, which is not charged to Eeveirae, mainly 
owing to the .starting of the Nagavalli and Divi Pumping Projects. On the other hand 
the charges on account of the Construction of Protective Railways decreased by more 
than Es. 9 lakhs, the lines from Hospet to Kottur and from Tiruppattfh' to Krishnaghi 
having been completed within the flrat half of the year. 

63. The receipts on account of Provincial Funds rose from Es. 367 lakhs to Provincial 
Es. 417 lakhs. There was also an increase in the charges, as the expenditure in ^art^^^paras 
1905-1906 was Es. 415 lakhs against Es. 381 lakhs in the previous year. The net io998. 
result on the transactions of the year was a siuplus of Es. 2 laklis aga.iiist a 

deficit of Es. 14 lakhs in 1904-1905. The improvement was due mainly to the contri¬ 
bution of Es. 10 lakhs from Imperial Funds for the Police Reorganisation Scheme not 
having been spent during the year and to the I’ealisation of Land Eeveniie coHeotions 
suspended in 1904-1905. The Provincial receipts from Land Revenue amounted to land 
Es. 252 lakhs and were more than those of the previous year hy about Es. 46 lakhs in 
consequence of special eontaibutions amounting to nearly Es. 38 lakhs having been made 
from Imperial Funds in connection with the reorganisation of Pi-ovincial services and for 
additions to the Local Fund expenditure on commiimcations and also to the collection of 
arrears referred to above. The expenditure under Land Revenue rose hy Es. 2 lakhs 
owing to the further increase in the Land Records staff and to lai-ger charges on 
account of District Administration. The registration receipts w^ere larger than those Eegislration. 
of the previous year hy about Es. f of a lakh. The charges were higher than those of 
the previous year by a quarter of a lakh of rupees. The receipts under the remaining 
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Proniicial Heads amounted to Es. 40 laklis and diifeiod very little from those ol the 
preidous years. The only variations requiring notice were ati increase uiidei' “ Contri¬ 
butions from .Local “ and a decrease in the receipts of tlie Scientific Departments. 
The former ivas due to the recovery from the Proprietarj^ Estates Yillage Service Fund 
of the cost of enfranchisement opei-ations, incurred from Provincial Funds in previous 
Years, and to the payment of certain other contributions by the District Eoards, while 
the latter was the result of the lower price aud the smaller sales of quinine and 
febrifuge and the abolitiou of the Lower Secondary and Primary Examinations. TTie 
expenditure was higher than that of the previous year by about Es. 31. lakhs. The 
increase oeeurred mainly under eoidrihutioiis to Local Funds for expenditure on Primary 
School buildings' and Commmiieations and to the Madras Corporation for sewerage 
and drainage. 

64. The receipts on account of Local Funds under Act V of iSSi aiiioiinted to 
Pis, 128 lakhs and were better than those of the previous year by Es. 27 laklia. This 
improvement was due to tlie special eontrihiitioiis from Pj'oviiieial Funds amounting 
to Es. 20 lakhs mentioned above and to the eollections of the cesses suS|)endcd in 
1901-1905. Tlie expenditure amounted to Es. 116i laldis and was higher than 
that of 1901-1905 by Es. 11 lakhs. This increase occurred mainly undov Civil 
■Works in charge of Civil Officers and was due to enliaiiced expenditure on Ooinnuini- 
cations and Primary School buildings from the special grants referred to above, 

65. The receipts of the Eyotwari Village Service Fund amounted to Es. 51^- laklis 
and were nioic than those of the previous year by about Es. 4 lakhs owing to tlie 
collection of the ce.sses susiicnded in 1901-1905'and to an assigniiioiit freuii G-oiieral 
Eeveniies equal to the arrear collections thus made. The charges of the j'cai' amounted 
to Es. 53 laklis and exceeded those of 1901-'J905 by about .Es. lakhs. This fund 
ceased to exist from 1st .April 1906, the levy of tho cess having been di,seonliiiiiod from 
that date. The Proprietary Estates Yillage Service Fund opened with a balance of 
ovei' Es, lakhs on ist April 1906 and closed with a balance of about Es. 1 lakh at 
the end of the year. The decrease was due mainly lo tlio repayment 1o Provincial 
Funds of the cost of enfianehisement opeiations in qireviou.s years, Tho tiansactions 
of the Irrigation Cess Fund were comparatively small. The balance to 1’Iio credit, of 
this fund at the close of the year amoiuited to over a quarter of a laldi of rupees. 

66. The receipts and charges of the Poid Funds during the year amounted to 
Es. df laldis and Es. 3| lakhs respectively. The balance to',the credit of tho fund at 
the close of the year was Es. 2f laMis. The Madras Coast Lights Fund closed with a 
balance of nearly a laldi of i-upees. 

67. The total receipts of inufassal municipalities were Es. 38'3 laklis and wei'e 
lower than those of the previous year by nearly Es. 2f lakhs. The fall was mainly due 
to the smaller grants received from Provincial Funds. Tlie expenditure was lower by 
Es. lakhs at Es. 36-8 lakiis owing to reduced outlay on public works and sanitation. 
The average incidence of municipal taxation per head of the population, including tolls, 
rose by 8 pies. The receipts of the Corporation of Mach’as iiioi'eased from Es. i7'14 
lakhs to Es. 28-18 lakhs and the expenditm-e from Bs. 23-36 lakhs to Es, 27-56 lakhs. 
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VI.—VITAL STATISTICS AND MEDICAL SERVICES. 

68. Diu’iTig tlie year inider report increased attention continued to be paid by the 
i-evenue authorities to the registtation of vital statistics in imal areas. Compulsory 
registration was extended to 52 new towns and villages. The returns from zamindaii 
tracts continued to be defective and untrustwoitby, but better results may be hoped for 
ill futui'cfrom the extended enforcement of the Proprietary Estates’ Village Service Act. 
The birth-rate for the Presidency rose from 30 7 to 32-0 per tliou.saud wliieh was the 
highest hitherto I'Ceorded, but, as there was a deehnein the birth-rate in those districts 
where the high price of food-grains was most felt in the previous year, the hnprove- 
ment was probably dne in tbe main to better registration. In municipal towns the birth¬ 
rate rose from 35'5 to 39'8 per thousand. Tbe number of male births continued to 
be considerabl)’ in excess of tbe female births. Tbe highest birth-rate was among 
Mubaminadans. _ Tire number of deaths was considerably lower than in the previous 
year as tbe result of tbe decreased mortality from plague and the death-rate fell from 
22’5 per thousand to 21'I. The deaths among males eoiisiderahly exceeded those 
among females, and the exee.sa proportion of male deaths was larger than that of male 
births. There was a satisfactoiy dechne in infant moidahty and also in the number of 
deaths fi-oni cholera and plague, hut the death-iate in munieipahties was eonsiderahly 
higher than in the previous year. The number of deaths from smaU-pox nearly doubled. 

69. There was a small inorease in the number of coohes emigrating to Natal and 
a considerably larger irambei' returned compared with tbe previous year, though the 
sapiugs they brought with them were smaller. Emigration to Trinidad was started for 
the first time dming the year. There was h very large increase in tbe number of 
persons leaving tbe Presidency for tbe Straits Settlements, Ceylon and Burma and a small 
increase in tbe niunbei of pa.sseTigei'S arrhung at tbe various ports in the Presidency. 

70. The number of medical institutions in tbe Presidency increased during the 
year by 8, and there was a more than proportionate increase in the number of patients 
treated, thorrgh thei'e was a falling off in the attendance of women and children. There 
was a considerable rise in the death-rate among in-patients due to a large niunber being 
received in a moribund condition. Tbe most common diseases treated continued to 
be worms, malarial fevers, rheumatic affections, skin diseases, and diseases of tbe eye, 
ear and digestive organs. There was a considerable increase in the nmnber of operations 
performed. 

71. There was a alight increase in tlie number of lunalios treated in the 3 asylums, 
hut a fall in the number discharged cured. Tbe commonest form of insanity continued 
to be mania. 

72. The condition of the water-supply was fairly satisfactory in most of the towns 
supplied with water-works, and new woiks were under constnictiou in several niunici- 
pahties. Various drainage schemes were ]irepai'ed and plans and estimates made for die 
erection of hospitals in several large towns. AH works of a sanitary nature estimated 
to cost Es. 1,000 and upwards coutmuedto he subject to the approval of the Sanitary 
Board. 

73. The vaccination staff was strengtliened,but there was a fall of 1-2 per cent, in 
the total number of vaccinations, though there was a large increase in the number of 
re-vaccinations and of vaccinations of ehildi'en under 6 years of age. The proiiortion of 
success in both primary and secondary vaccination showed a considerable improvement. 
AU operations by Local Pmid vaccinators were performed witli lanoline paste from the 
King Institute of Preventive Medicine, Guindy. 
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t'll.—INSTEUCI’ION. 

7J. Tlie year was not, on the whole, one o£ substantial adyance in education tliongh 
yaiiou.s changes were introduced ivhieh may be expected to be the giouiidwoik o£ better 
progress in the future. The Iiispectoi-ate was atrcngtheued and a special roourring 
gi-ant of Es. 6 laJchs wins placed at the disposal of the department for expenditure 
on elementary education. The results grant system was abolished and a separate code 
for European schools was sanctioned. The iiverease in the total number of schools and 
scholars was .sinali, and there were fewer scholars on the rolls of tlie public institutions at 
the end of the I’ear than at the hegiiiiiing. The decrease among male pupils was veiy 
noticeable tliougli it was partially eounterbalaiieed by aii increase among female pupils, 

75. The Senate was occupied during the year in preparing a revised body of 
regulations luider the Indian Universities Act of 1904 and a oommission was apjiointcd 
to inspect the affiliated colleges. Thei-e was a fall in the numboi' of candidates who 
presented themselves foi' the M.A., B.L. and E.A. examinations, but an inci'oase in 
tliose appearing for tlie B.A. and Mah'iculation examinations. Tlie ])evcoutago of 
success at the B.A., B.L,, E.A. and Matriculation examinations was smaller than in the 
previous year. A noteworthy occurrence of the 3 ' 0 iU‘ was the success of 2 oi’tlioclox 
Brahman ladies at the B.A. degree examination. At tlie 2 Oonvoisations held during 
the year the number of candidates admitted to degrees was iimeli smaller tlian in the 
previous j’ear. 

76. The number of first-grade colleges was the same as in 1904, but tlicro was one 
less second-grade coEoge and the total immbor of .studcjits attending the B.A. classes 
declined. There was a further serious fall in tlie strength of the Law CoJlcgo, but 
both the Medical College and the College of Engineering at Madias attracted more 
students. The two tiainiiig colleges for teacliers coidimied to work satisfactorily. 
Owing to proposed changes in its constitution, no fresh students were admitted to 
the Agricultural College during the j’ear, but 3 of the students obtained diplomas against 
2 in 1904. 

77. There were a few more candidate,s for the Upper Seoondiiry examination than 
in the preAious year, but at the end of the year onl 3 >- 97 stndonts had completed the test 
since its institution in 1890. The number of boys in the Upper Secondary doiiavtment 
showed a small increase which was more than counterbalancod h)^ a coiiHidcrablc falling 
off ill the Lower Secondary department as a result of the abolition of the Lower 
Secondary examination. The number of girls in tlie secondary stage of instruction' 
increased by ]'5 per cent. There was some improvement in the qnalifir.ations of 
the -teaching staff in secondary schools. The pro])ortion of teachers not qualified 
under the Educational Exiles was 28 per cent. 

78. Though thffl’e was an increase of 1-7 per cent, in the number of jmblic primai-y 
schools for boys, the alteiidauce at the end of the year had decreased by -26 per cent, 
in consequence of Eie diseoiitiimanee of the primary examination as a service test. On 
the other hand the number of girls in the primary stage of education increased by 3 per 
cent. There xvas a considerable increase in the slafis of primary schools botli for boys 
and girls, which combined xvitb the higher salaries given in many schools should 
result in a similar increase in their efficiency. 

79. further improvements xvere effected in the aeeoimnodation, equipment and 
general condition of the ti-aining schools. All had better staffs and a large number of 
the Goverimient Training schools were provided with hostels and school gardens. There 
was an increase in the number of trained teachers xvho entered for the examination for 
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teaohei-s’ certificates) bnt there was a decrease in the pereeatags of passes. The Se.ssional 
schools worked on the same lines as in the previous year, except that the teachers trained 
in them were reqniied to pass an examination in the subjects of the fourth class in lieu 
of the primary examination. Technical education made some slight progress during 
the year. 

SO. There was an increase botli in the number and strength of private and indi- Private and 


genous schools. The nmnber of schools tcaelihig Saiiski-it, Arabic or Persian was 
comparatively small and foui'-fifths of them were Saiiskiit sehools.

ance at public institutions. Only 16 per cent, of the total number of pupils were girls, 

and more than half of them were reading in hoy.s' schools. The percentage of boys 

of a school-going age attending either public or private inatitutioiis declined from 29T 

to 29'0 per cent., while the percentage of girls rose from 5-2 to 5--J. 

82. The total fees received in aU classes of institutions increased by 15 per cent., Financial, 
but the propoitioii of direct expenditure covered by tliem was 36 percent, against 37 in 

the previous year owing mainly to the increased amount spent on inspection. The total 
expenditure on education for the jmar was Es. 93-6 lakhs against Es. 89-3 lakhs in 
1904.-1905. Most of the increased expenditure came from Provincial Funds, and there 
was little variation in the amounts expended by Local Boards and Municipalities. A 
special grant of Es. 5-66 laklis wa.s paid during the year to Local Boards for the con- 
struotiou of new buildings lor primary sehools. The pa 3 mient of results grants was 
discontinued during the year. 

83. The abolition of the Lower Secondary and Pnmai’y examinations reduced the Government 
number of Government examinations from 10 to S. The proportion of passes in most ^ons. 

of the examinations was lower than in the previous year, and the receipts from fees J/.pdra. 
decreased by 58 per cent. 

84-. There was an inci'ease in the numbers in the both the male and female Lawrence 
branches of the Lawrence Asylum and the financial condition of both improved during ^ar^I^p'ira. 
the year, but the work in tlie former suffered fi’om the outbreak of various minor 
epidemic diseases. 

85. The number of juvenile offenders in the Eeforinatoiy school was the highest on TheReforma- 
reeord. Both the discii>line and liealth of the school Jiowever continued to be good, and 

judging from the reports on former pupils, the results achieved were fairly satisfactory. 

86. The attendance at the drawing classes continued to increase, and the proportion School of 

of pupils who were successful in the Government examinations in all subjects was paras. 

satisfaotoiy. A large amount of good wook was turned out in tlie wood-work, metal 
work and weaving departments, and the net cost of the school decreased. 

87. The number of I'ea.lers in the Connemara Lihrarj' decreased, but iiioi'e volumes Libraries, 
were issued. Maiy important iiiamiscripts were added to the Oriental Manuscripts 
Library, hut the number of visitors dcchned. There was a considerable increase in

mainly directed to solar obsei-vations. for which the year proved favourable. At the 
Madra.s Obfervatori' chservatioiis w'ere dhected solely to the detcnnuiatiou oJ' time.

10. Dui'ing the course of their Indian tour Their Royal Highnesses the Prinoe and 
Prineeas of Wales paid a short visit to the Madi’as Presidency. They reached Madras 
from Rangoon on the afternoon of the 24th January and were met on their an-ival hy 
the Governor of Madras, the Chief Justice, the Bishop of Madras and the 2 Members 
of Connoil who proceeded on board H.M.S. Rmom to welcome them. On la.nfli-ng at 
the harhonr they were received by the Governor and Lady AmpthiU and a large 
assemblage of the Chief ofideials, the ruling chiefs and other prominent Europe^ 
and Indian gentlemen as well as by the members of the Port Trust Board and the 
Municipal Commissioners of Madras. An addi-ess was presented hy the President of the 
Corporation on behalf of the City of Madras'and after His Royal Highness had replied 
the Royal Party proceeded to Government House. The procession which followed was 
composed of aU the principal officials of the Presidency and the various ruling Chiefs 
and Zamindars in order of precedence. In the evening a State Banquet was held at 
Government House followed by a Levde at which a large number of gentlemen were 
presented to the Piiuce. On the morning of the 25th the ceremony of Mizai Pnrsi was 
performed on behalf of the Rajas of Cochin and Pudnlclcottai by members of their suites 
and later in the morning both Rajas paid a State visit to the Prince of Wales. The 
Ma,haraja of Travancore was unable to be present in Madi-as at the time of the Royal 
visit on account of ill-health. In the afternoon His Royal Highness granted audiences 
to numerous Zamindars who had been invited by Government to be present in Madras 
at the Royal visit. On the same day Her Royal Highness the Princess of Wales paid 
a visit to the Royal Victoria Hospital for Caste apd Gosha Women in Triplicane. In 
the evening a deputation of the landholders of the Madiras Presidency headed by the 
Raja of Venkatagui presented an address to His Royal Highness who replied to it. 
Later ill tlie evening Their Royal Highnesses were pi’eseiit at a public entertainment in 
tneir honour on the Island. The members of the Reception Committee were presented 
and an address on behalf of the Presidency was read by the President of the Committee 
Su S Subramama Aiyar. The Prince’s reply was followed hy an Indian entertainment 
which included various kinds of jugglery and a dance by some Khonds, members of an 
aboriginal tiibe in Gaiijdm. All the public buildings and also the greater part of the 
town were illuminated. On the next day Them Royal Highnesses visited the Govern¬ 
ment Lential Museum in the morning and wei'e received and shown round bv the 
Superintendent. In the afternoon the Prince of Wales paid a return visit to the Raja 
of Cochin and ^erwmds received in private audience the Nawah of Bangaiiapalie, 
ffie Ea]a of Sandim, Sir V. Bhashyam Aiyaugar, Raja Sir S. Eamaswamy MiidaJiai^ the 
Honhle SmS SuWmya Aiyar the Mahairaja of Bobhili and the Honouiuble the 
Sr lioyai Highness accompanied by tlie Princess of 

Wales laid the foundation stone of the Victoria Memorial Hall. Them Royal Highnesses 
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were received at the site of the Hall by the Governor and the Council of the Institute 
who were presented to the Prince. An address on the objects of the building waa read 
by the President of the Institute, Sir Geoi'ge Aihuthnot, and after making a suitable 
reply the foundation stone was laid by His Eoyal Highness and the proceedings 
terminated with a speech by the Governor. The same evening 500 poor persons were 
fed by tbe Eeception Committee. On the afternoon of the 27th Their Eoyal Highnesses 
visited Port S. George and in-spected the various historical sites in the fortress inclnding 
S. Mary’s Church, the Council Chamber and tbe Eeeord Hoorn. Tbe same afternoon a 
Purdah Party was held at the Banqueting Hall at Government House at which several 
Indian ladies had the honour of an introduction to the Princess of "Wales. His Eoyal 
Higliness the Prinoe of "Wales on the same day oonfeired the honour of knighthood on 
Mr. H. C. King and Mr. "7. C. Deisika Chariar, 2 of the Honoi-ary Secretaries of the 
Eeception Committee. In the evening by the command of the Prince a firework display 
was given in the harbour on H.M.S. Hiiacinth and Fox. On Sunday the 28th of 
January Their Eoyal Highnesses attended the Paiade Service at S. Mary’s Ohuroh, 

Port S, George, in the morning, and in the evening left the Presidency Town for 
Mysore.

12. The cuiTent demand for the year -was Es. 24,89,026, or Es. 54,471 more 
than ill M.E, 1079, The demand on wet and diy lands rose from Es. 1,8,29 258 and 
Es. 6,66,809 to Es. 13,31,393 and Es. 6,85,185 respectively. The demaiid under 
‘ misce-Uaneous ’ revenue also rose from Es, 4,38,488 to Es. 4,72,448. The area of LandiavenuG 
wet lands at the end of the year was 582,299 acres, or 6,991 acres less than in the 
previous year. The decrease is apparent rather than real as it arises from tlie actual 
area by survey being compared with the rough measm-ements of former years. Out of 
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the total demand remissions were granted to tlie extent of Es. 1,26,052 against 
Es. 1,07,213 in 1079. Of this sum Es. 58,053 were non-seasonal standing remissions 
and Es. 67,999 on account of perished crops and fallows. The net demand was thus 
Es. 23,62,974 against Es. 23,27,342 in 1079. The collections amounted to Es, 22,57,636, 
the percentage of collection being 95‘54 against 96-57 in 1079. The demand under old 
Arrears. arrears was Es. 2,00,429, of which Es. 9,946 were written off as irrecoverable, lea-viug 

a net demand of Es. 1,90,483. Of this balance Es. 41,684 were recovered, the percent¬ 

age of collection being 21'88 against 29'23 in 1079. The aggregate receipts under 
Eeoeiptoand land revenue amounted to Es. 22,99,320 against Es. 23,88,994 in 1079, while the 
expenditniB. espenditui'e including siu'vey and settlement rose from Es. 6,61,602 to Es. 7,16,113. 

The number of coercive processes increased from 53,388 to 68,471. Property was 

attached in only 834 cases against 1,677 in 1079, but was sold in 297 cases against 115 
in that year. 

Survey. 13. The ai’ea surveyed and made ready for settlement was 337-13 square miles 

against 425-59 in 1079. The boundary soi’vey of the whole State and the field 
survey, excepting 1 "village, were completed by the close of the year, but there was 
a decline in almost every branch of work. Out of 250 students trained in the Snrvev 
school 197 were deelai-ed quahfied. A scheme lor the maintenance of survey records 
is under consideration, a.nd awaits the completion of the survey of the whole State.

14. The sj^stem of settlement hitheido in vogue having proved both unsatisfactory 
and unduly expensive, the department was reorganized during the year and a greatly 
simplified procedme inEoduced. The enquiry into titles wa.s entrusted to officers of a 
higher grade than foimerly and the system of appeal hitheito allowed was abolished, a 
general revisionary power being retained by the superior ofideers of the department. 
Enquines into cases of escheat, the settlement of sendee iiiains and the registry of 
poramboke lauds -were transferred to the Eevenue department, A programme of 
work was drawn up under which it is expected that the settlement of the whole State 
which has been in progress for more than 20 years will be completed in another 4, 
The work under the new scheme was only actuaUy in progress duiing the last 4 months 
of the year.

Deduct¬ 
ing the number employed in the reiserve, jails, etc., the effective strength was 1,417, 
me ratio ot police to population and area being 1 poEceman to every 2,083 inhabitants 
i umubei- of departmental punishment fell from 1,316 to 

i,UU8, the decrease being mainly under ‘ fines ’ and ‘ black-marks.’ Tlie munber of 
desertions rese from 19 to 21, while the number of dismissals was 16 as in tlie previous 
year.

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17. The total inimhei' of offences reported declined fi'oin 20,759 to 19,572. 
The fall was heavy in offences under speeial and local laws, while there was a sh'ght 
increase in offences under tlie Penal Code, The percentage of eonviction fuither 
declined from S2-31 to 2S'79. The number of women prosecuted was 2,499 against 
2,699 in the previous year, hut the percentage of conviction was only 9'60. Pifty- 
seveu juveniles were eonvieted, hut none weie sent to the Keformatoiy. The niimbei' 
of public servants prosecuted was 137, hut only 20 were eonvieted The arrears in the 
magistrates' courts inoreased from 138 to 270 though the number of new cases for 
disposal decreased by 1,187. The average dmatioii of preliminary enquiries was 
25 days against 20 days in the preidoiis year, and of other trials 11 days against 9. 
Out of 46,372.piersons accused, 248 w'ei'e committed to the sessions for trial. The total 
number of eonvietious was only 6,782, or 15'31 per cent, agiiinst 17'52 per cent, in 
1079. Of those convicted 66-94 per cent, were sentenced to line only against 70-12 in 
the previous year. Less than 1 per cent, of the witnesses were detained moi'e than 3 
days. There was a fall in the uiiniher of appeals prefen-ed before Distnet Magistrates 
from 1,665 to 1,530 and the decisions of the Subordinate Magistrates were upheld in 
57-31 per cent, of the appeals against 52-82 per cent, in the previous year. One 
huiidi-ed and twenty-three eases were conniiitted to the sessions eoiiits. Out of those 
and the arrears of the previous year 126 cases wei-e disposed of, lea-ving 4 cases in 
arrears. The percentage of coinuctioiis showed a further fall from 45-09 per cent, to 
44-89 per cent. The niimher of witnesses detained for more than 3 days fell from 55 
to 48. Two hundred and Bixt 3 '-live appeals were iireferred to the sessions courts 
against 261 in the preceding j'ear and inehidiug ai-rears all but 2 were disposed^ of. 
The decisions of the lower Court were confinned in 49 per cent, of the appeals against 
56 in the previous year, but the percentage of revei-sal also decreased. In the High 
Court there -were 10 oases for confirmation of sentence The sentences were confirmed 
in 5 oases, reduced in 2, enhanced in 1 and in the other' 2 the accused were acquitted. 
The iiumher of appeals decreased from 137 to 122, while the percentage of confirmation 
rose from 54'9 per cent, to 64-S iier cent. The High Court disijosed of 347 revisioti 
cases against 468 in the previous year-. Tire decision of the lower Court was upheld in 
66 per cent., quashed in 27'95 per cent, and modified in 6-05 per cent, of flie oases. 
Judged by the result of the appeals there was considerable improvement in the work 
both of the magistrates’ and Sessions Courts. The total amount of fine.s imposed by all 
courts was Es. 41,475 and the uimecovered balance outstanding at the end of the year 
-was Es. 19,991. 

18. There were one central jail and 2 district jails as in the ])revious year. The 
avei'age daily .strength of the central jail i-ose from 438-34 to 482-75, tlie irreroase being 
attributable to the concentration ther-e of long-time prisoners. There was a further fall 
in the sick I'ate from 1-86 per cent to -69 per cent, but these figures do irot represent 
the actual state of affairs as patients are usually treated as ‘ under- ohsei-vatiou ’ for the 
first 4 days after admission and not entered in the i-etnrn of sick. The death-rate 
also dechned from 3-42 to 3-03. There was 1 death from suicide, and 2 prisoners were 
released on medical gi'oimds. Tlie large increase in the iimuber of jail offences was due 
partlji to the increase in the number of prisoners and partly to a stricter enforcement of 
discipline. The total expenditure on the central jail decreased from Es. 46,814 to 
Es, 42,494. The receipts from jail manufactures rose from Es. 6,082 to Es. 8,748 and 
the value of laboiu- done outside tlie jail fr-om Es. 10,464 to Es, 11,262. The average 
net cost of a prisoner was therefore Ks. 44 against Es. 69 in the previous year. In the 
Quiloii Jail the average daily strength fell from 67 to 23. The percentage of sick was 
only -67 per cent., hut there were 2 deaths. The average strength of the Alleppey 
Jail was 58 against 83 in the previous year and the sick rate was 2-84. There were 
no deaths. 

19 The number of courts exercising civil jurisdiction was 28 as in the previous 
year. The year’s extension to the temporaiy Itinerant Muiisif’s Coin-t having expired 
in the last quarter of the year, its eontinuaiiee for another year was sajietioned to afford 
relief to some of the courts which still had lieavj'^ arrears. The total luiniber of w-igiiial 
suits instituted decreased fr’oni 40,589 to 40,313 and tlie appea,ls also decreased from 
3,077 to 2,945. In the munsifs’ courts 19,988 ordinary suits and 19,759 small cause 
suits were instituted. The disposals exceeded the number of suits instituted in both 
cases but including arrears the percentage of disposals to cases on file was 80-69 against 
81-51 per cent, in the previous year. Arrears increased from 9,197 to 9,628. Suits 
pending for more than 1 and less than 2 years increased from 452 to 943 and suits 
pending for moi-e than 2 years from 1 to 9. The average duration of contested suits 
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showed a slight improvement from 6 mohtlis and 7 days to 6 months and i days. In 
the district courts 516 original suits were filed against ISI m 1^9 and 20 small oanses 
against 4-5. There was a large falling off in the percentage of disposals from 59 17 to 
47-9-i per cent, and the arrears under ordinary suits increased from 408 to 508 and 
under small causes from 8 to 11. The aveiage duration of contested suits lose iroin 
13 months and 7 davs to 14 moiitlis and 1 day. Suits pending for more than 1 year 
increased from 55 to 123, and those pending for 2 j;^ars from 3 to 8. Ihe total ™mhei 
of appeals in district couits was 2,051 against l.,_86 in 1079. Ihe peicentage of 
disposals fell from Bl-94 per cent, to 55-28 and the aiieare increased from 1 215 to 1,476. 
The luimher of appeals for disposal iii the High Court was 1,114 against 1,044 in the 
previous vear, and the ai-rears inereaseti from 318 to 485. There was a slight decrease 
in the niimher of appeals from the decisions of muiisifs and the pei'centage of confirma 
tion rose from 52-21 per cent, to 57-63. The percentage of appeals from original 
decrees of the disti-ict eoui-fs rose from 54-05 to 79-85 per cent, and the percentage of 
confirmation from 53-SS to 55-05, In the case of appellate decrees the percentage 
of appeals rose from 20-,35 to 22-89 and that of eonfirmatioji from 68-12 to 7Tb5. 
Judged by the appellate results there was a slight improvement in the quality of the 
work of the coiiits of all grades. The receipts under Civil Justice miio-unted to 
Es. 2.87,244 against Es. 6,39,822 in me prevdous yeai-, the expenditure wasEs. 3,43,219 
against Es. 3,43,358. The total expendihu-e under Civil and Criminal Justice exceeded 
the receipts by Es. 1,73,124. 


20. The number of Ecgistratioii offices was 51, the same as in the previous year. 
The mimher of iusbiiments presented for registr-ation rose from 180,145 to 186,703 
and their aggregate value from Es. 3,93,39,478 to Es, 4,16,37,215. The percentage 
of documents i-egistered on tlie day of piresentation was 98-8. The nnmber of 
wills registered rose from 190 to 205. The receipts of tlio department amounted 
to Es, 3,19,826 against Es. 3,01,173 and the expenditure_ was Es. 1,08,530 against 
Es. 1,03,863. Twentv-six companies were registered during the year against 6 in 
1079. 


21. The military force maintained in the State during the year consisted of 2 
battalions of infaiiti-v' and a detachment of artillery numbering 1,272 and 30 men 
respectively. The cost of the force was Es. 2,22,917. 


22. The ]iumber of vessels which called at ports within the State fell from 577 
to 554 and their aggregate tonnage from 470,972 to 396,642. The receipts of the 
Marine department inereased from Es. 28,86t to Es. 30,768 and its expenditme from 
Es. 22,363 to Es. 26,769. 


23, The season was uiifavomahle to agriculture in 3 out of the 4 divisioiis of the 
State and there was a rise in the pn-ices of food-grains. In the Kdttayani division the 
season was normal and puices showed no appreciable valuations. The average of 
the rainfall recorded at 39 stations was 74-10 inches against 111-16 in 1079 or 5-15 
inches below the normal. 


24. The area of reserved forests under the Eorest and Cardamom departments at 
the close of the year was 2,245 square miles and 416 acres and of reserved lands, 192 
squai'e miles and 290 acres, a total increase over the previous yeai- of 44 square miles 
and 479 acres. Owing to the partial failure of the monsoon and the consequent 
ch'ought there were several fires, the total area burnt being 85 square miles a,nd 289 
acres. In spite of the scanty rain-fall the natural reproduetioji of the trees was reported 
to he satisfaeto^ 3 ^ The quantitj' of timber removed by State agency inereased from 
56,657 to 58,025 candies and that removed by private individuals from 2,901 to 5,150 
candies. The number of forest offences reported during the year was 697 against 
818 ru 1079. The receipts of the Eorest department deer-eased from Es. 6,75,311 to 
Es. 6,38,523, while the experiditm-e rose fi'om Es. 4,73,292 to Es. 4,97,625. The chief 
reasons for the decrease in receipts were the aboEtion of the daily sale of timber in the 
depots arrd tire slack demand for timber owing to the nature of -the season. The total 
area under cardamom cultivation was 14,089-46 acres agarirst 13,693-39 in the previous, 
year. The receipts of -flie Cardamom department increased from Es. 1,07,783 to 
Es. 1,22,978 and the expenditure from Es. 40,333 to Es. 48,017. 


25. There were 44 factories, 1 more than ui the previous year. They employed. 
3,501 hands, 532 of whom were women. The average daily wages were stationary at 
from 4 chs, -to 14 ehs. 4 cash per head. The number of boys and girls employed was 
1,216 eai-ning from 2 ehs. 15 cash to 7 ehs. per head. 
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26. The total exports from the State cleoliued from Es. 2,05,29,^96 to 
Es. 1,71,18,056 and the imports from Bs. 1,08,75,217 to Es, 57,41,216, the shrinkage 
in the total value of the external trade being no less tiran 27‘2 per cent, from that of 
the pievious year. Of the external trade 36 pier cent, was em-ried by sea, 49 by back¬ 
water and 15 by land. The most important aiticles of export were as usual the 
products of the cocoaniit, hut tJiough there was a slight increase in the value of the 
coir expoi'ted which amounted to Es. 39‘12 lakhs against Es. 38'J lakhs, copia fell off 
in value by nearly 74 per cent., the total exported being only Es. 15'45 lakhs against 
Es. 44-96 lakhs. There was a falling off under ahnost all other expoits. Among the 
imports theie "vvas an increase under cotton and thread and a most phenomenal fall 
under tohaeco from Es. 39'32 lakhs to Es. -81 lakh. 90-2 per cent, of the total 
external trade was with Biitish India against 85-8 in 1079. 

27. The total expenditure on pnhhe woiks was Es. 24,71,222 against Es. 26,83,081 
in the prernoiis year, hut its ratio to the whole I'eveime of the State reiuained the same 
at 26 pier cent. The expenditure in the Chief Engineer’s department was Es. 20,41,900 
and in the Maramat depiartmeut Es. 4,29,232. The amoiuit spent on coniimmieations 
was Es. 8,21,193, half of which was on new road works. The expenditure on irri¬ 
gation works was Es. 6,31,120, of which Es. 6,25,775 were spent oii the Kodayar 
Pi'oject. The total amonnt spent on the project npi to date was Es. 36 J laldis, hut 
dming the year very serious defects wei'e discovered in the channel banks which will 
involve further heavp" expenchture. The railway line from Shencottali to Piuialore 

opened and through oonimuuication between TinneveUy and Quilon estabhsiied 
on the 26th ISTovember 1904. The guaranteed interest at 3| per cent, paid by the 
State during the year on the railway debentures amounted to Es. 2,78,157. 

28. The number of ar.ehal offices was 150 as in the previous year, while letter¬ 
boxes increased from 179 to 185. A branch line was opiened during the year and 
the length of mail coinmunioatiou was 943 miles against 928, There was an 
increase of 553,006 ill the luuiiber of covers dealt with, the total being 5,454,615, 
The piostage on parcels was reduced fi’om 4 to 3 chuekrams for the first 20 tolas. 
The money order transaotioiis amounted to Es. 10,38,029 and the number of orders 
issued increased fi’om 67,315 to 72,961. 

29. The total revenue of the State exclusive of debt heads amounted to 
Es. 94,98,845 and the expenditure to Es. 1,02,94,363, the figures -for the previous 
year being Es. 1,02,01,853 and .Es. 1,06,24,320, This reduction in both revcime and 
expenditure was due in part to the net profit only of the Salt department being credited 
to revenue, the gross receipts and expeuditiu'e being omitted from the accounts. The 
total expenditure thus exceeded the receipts by Es. 7,95,518. The year closed with a 
balance of Es. 77,53,718 against an opening balance of Es. 85,49,236. There was 
a falling off in almost all branches of revenue, the large appiarent increase under 
stamps of Es. 3,55,927 being due to com-t-fees, which liad formerly been colleoled 
iu cash and credited to law and justice, being collected in stamps for the last five 
mouths of the year. The excise receipts decreased by Es. 1,88,795, there being a 
fall of 1 lakh iu tobacco duty and Es. 90,000 in country liquor. The reduction in 
the salt duty in the latter half of the year resulted iu a fall of Rs, 90,644 in the 
salt receipts. In expenditure there was a decrease of Es. 0-84 lakh under palace 
expenses and of Es. 1-77 lakhs mider public works. There was an increase of 
Es. 0-64 lakh under land revenue, of Es. 0-53 lakh under medical and sanitary 
services, of Es. 0-36 lakh under stationery and printing and of Es, 0-35 laVli under 
charitable institutious During the year various • impoidant reforms in the methods 
of accounts were iatrodiiced The Central account and Audit office was reorganised 
and a Einancial Secretariat created. A new set of Civil Service Eegulatioiis 
were drafted and sanctioned. A rerised form of budgeting was introduced and 
adopted and general rules iuchcating the financial respousihilities of the various 
depaitments were laid down. 

30. The consumpition of home-made salt increased from 214,385 to 241,212 
maunds and of Bombay salt from 530,865 to 538,136 mauuds, hut the onttnni of 
home-made salt decreased from 257,201 to 178,461 maunds. The consumpitimi of 
salt per annum per head of the population was 21-8 lb. against 20-8 lb. in 1079. 
The gross receipts were Es. 14,93,003 and the expenditure Es, 1,47,474. The 
net revenue however showed a decrease of Es. 1,17,879 owing to a reduction in 
the selhng price. A scheme for the estabEshment of a separate Excise department 
to administer the re-venue under salt, abkan, customs, tobacco, ganja and opium

Stamps. eilcct from the heginiiiiig of 1081. The total receipts from stamps increased from 
Es. 4,19,674 to Es. 8,05.601, the increase being mainly due to the introduction 
of Court-fee stamps during the year. The expenditure fell from Es. 23,398 to 
Tobacco. Es. 17,670. The sales of tobacco amounted to 12,196 candies, 5,110 candies coming 
from Jaffna, 4,865 from Coimbatore and the remainder from Tinnevelly. I'lie 
net rex’emie dechiied from Es. 11,81,411 to Es. 10,78,667. The net receipts from 
Abk6ri. abkari, opium and bhang were Es. 7,20,093 against Es. 8,08,996 in the previous 

Customs. year. The total customs revenue iuclucLLng Es. 41,241 received from tire British 

Government under the Interportal Trade Convention was Es. 8,12,341. The net 
revenue decreased by Es. 79,907 to Es. 7,81,322, the fall being due to diminished 
exports owing to the unfavourahle season. 91'1 per cent, of the revenue was from 
exports. Tlie total receipts of the mint were Es. 15,048 and the net jriofit 
Es 5,387. The operations were oJiiefly eoufiued to copper and the 2 smallest 
silver coins. 
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31, Theniimherof births registered was 58,657 against 54,292 in the previous 
year: the mimher of deaths was 42,243 against 42,293. The birth-rate rose from 
18-58 per mille to 19-89, while the deatli-rate declined from 14-47 to 14-33 per mille. 
Tliere was a considerable decline in the deaths attributed to fever from 15,585 to 
12,341 and no important variation in the deaths from other causes. 


32. Exclusive of special institutions, there were 22 hospitals, 21 dispensaries, 5 
bi-weekly dispensaries and 6 weoldy dispensaries. The number of iii-patients 
treated fell from 15,739 to 15,574 and that of out-patients rose from 607,904 to 
615,861. The number of siu-gical operations performed was 26,944 against 26,682 
in 1079. Tbe number of labour eases attended fell from 1,604 to 1,507 though the 
number of midwives employed was 35 against 32. In tlie Lunatic Asylum 174 patients 
were treated, and in the Leper Asylum 275. Eight European institutions and 64 
Vydiasala received graiits-in-aicl. The number of eases treated in the Yeterinary 
hospital was 269 against 224 and 255 animals were discharged cured, The total 
expenditure of the department was Es. 2,82,232, an increase of Es, 6,214 over that 
of tlie previous year, 

33. The expeuditiu'e of the Sanitary department was Es. 58,383 against 
Ea_. 61,141 111 1079._ The Town Improvement Committees spent Es, 60,972 in 
Irivandnnn, Nagercoil, Quilon, Alleppey and Kottayam and the health of the towns 
was fair. The total number of vaccinations rose from 150,117 to 155,655, of which 
23,635 were revaceiiiations. The a.yerage cost of oach successful vaccination fell 
from 4 clis. 13 cash, to 4 ehs. 6 cash. The percentage of success was 93-35 in primary 
and /4-97 in revaeciiiation eases. The percentage of infants vaccinated to births 
registered was oiily 23-53, 


o4, There was a decrease both in the number of schools and scholars in 1080, 
iE™^ering 3,631 and the scholiws 195,999 against 3,727 and 197,385 in 
1979. lire decrease was entirely in unaided schools, State and aided schools havino- 
increased both in niunber and attendance. 27-3 per cent, of the scholars were hr 
htate schools, 31-4 in aided schools and 41-3 ni private unaided schools. Of tlie total 
number under mstrnction 75-7 per cent, were boys and 24-3 per cent, girls. The 
perceiitage of the population of school-going age under instruction was among 
Christians 28-1 per cent, of the boys and 4-5 per cent, of the girds ; among Hindus 
38 9 per cent, of the boys and 10-8 per cent, of the girls; among Muham¬ 
madans 43-3 per cent. of the boys and 22-1 iier cent, of tlie girls. There were 5

275 per annuni, There were 
5 students in the Mahai'ajals College for girls, one of whom passed the E.A. examination 
during the year "being the first Nair lady in Travancore to do so The strength of the 
Law College feU from 120 to 102 owing to the absence of proper hostels or other 
accommodation for students and to the increased late of fees. The receipts from fees 
were Es. 13,036 and the net cost to the State Es. 3,018 The number of students in the 
Sanskrit College rose from 180 to 197 : the net cost was Es. 8,56.3. The Industilal 
School of Arts sent various articles to exliibitions in Bombay and London which received 
medals. It was also fairly siieoessful in the results of the Madras Technical 
Examinations.

He is 53 
years of age and lias male lieira. He was educated privately iu Englisli, Sanskrit and Malayalam The 
Bnjii pays a tribute of Es. 2,00,089 and maintains a military force of 319 men. According to the 
census of 1901 tie population of tte State was 812,025. The gross revenue is estimated at Es, 33,32,966, 

The chief articles of trade are paddy, cocaaiiat-s, coffee, })epper, timber, carcUimoms, arccanuts, hides, 
cocoiiiiut-oil, coir yarn, coir mats and grass mats. Mr. &. T. Mackenzie, I.C S., was Eesident for the 
first 3 and Air. J. Andrew, I.C.S., for remaining 9 months of the year.] 

35. His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore visited Cochin in December 1904 General and 
and was the guest of His Highness the Eaja for two days. The Maharaja of Benares Political, 
also paid a visit to Cochin in March 1905 as the guest of the Eaja. In Eebruary 1905 

His Highness the Eaja went to Madras to be present on the occasion of tlie investitui’e 
of the Hon’ble Sir James Thomson with the Insignia of Knight Commander of the 
Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. His Highness the Eaja also made four toms 
in the State during the year. 

36. The cm’reut demand of land revenue (including devaswom) was Es. 7,77,881, Administra/- 
of which Es 7,70,210 were coILeoted and Es. 2,994 were written off as irrecover- tion ofthe 
able. The collections were 99'014 per cent, of the demand. The arreai' demand 

w'as Es. 35,718, of which Es, 25,253 were collected and Es. 5,297 written off. Erom Land revenue, 

these figures are excluded a very large amount of disputed arrears. A special officer 

was appointed to enquire into the cases concerned witii the result that Es. 27,86,680 

were ordered to be written off and a fmlber sum of Es. 46,046 ordered to be ooILected 

as aiTears. Six hundred and ninety-eight acres of unassessed wet lands Mhich had 

been occupied by ryots were brought to account dmlng the year, making a total area 

under wet cultivatiou of 136,092 acres. Nine hundred and ninety-six gardens similarly 

occupied were also assessed, but figures for the total area of garden and cultivated dry 

lands ai’e not available. The theodolite survey of 151 square miles v'as completed Sm-vBy. 

during the yem at an average coat of Es. 92-8-3 per squai’e mile, and the field 

survey of 184 square miles at Es. 301-4-3 per squai'e mile against Es, 62-4-0 

and Es. 365-10-2, respectively, in the previous year. The total expenditure of the 

department was Es. 83,736 against Es. 74,852 in the previous year. The new settle- Settlement. 

ment having received the approval of the Madras Government was introduced into the 

Kanaganur, Cochin and Crangaimi' taluks, and resulted lu an increase in land revenue 

of Es. 75,812. The ordinaiy expenditure under land revenue was Es. 92,013 against 

Es. 92,657 in the previous year, while that on survey and settlement increased from 

Es, 94,241 to Es. 1,13,846. 

37. Eour Ee^ttations were passed during the year:—A Regulation to amend Protection. 
Eegffiation I of 1062 on the subject of religious brdldings, the Comt Fees Eegulation, legislation, 
the fiorest Eeguls.tion, and the Companies Eegulation, By a proclamation of tiie Eaia 

dated 2nd February 1905, the Indian Evidence Act of 1872 was brought into force in 
the State from the first of Meenom. 

38. The strength of the police force on the last day of the year was 72 officers Police, 
and 4 -j 9 men, oi ‘wliom 70 officers and 352 men wei’e engaged exclusive^ on police 
duties. There was one effective policeman to 1,924 persons and to 3-2 square miles. 

The number of departmental punishments increased from 266 to 382 and the nmnber 
of policemen rewarded for good work feU from 87 to 56. Out of 54 cases in the year 
in which poLoemen were criminally prosecuted, only 2 resulted in conviction while 45 

3 
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^vere thrown ont. Including pending cases from the preTioriR year 594 cases of grave 
crime were investigated by the poUce against 521 in 1079. Three hundred and fifteen 
cases were eventually eliarged by the police, in 213 of which convictions were obtained 
Thirtv cases were pending at the end of the year. The percentage of convictions in all 
cases charged rose fi'om 73 to 80 per cent. The percentage of property recovered rose 
from 86 to 92-S per cent. This very high percentage is said to be dne to almost ail 
the property involved in a heaiw case amounting to Es. 10,500 having been recovered. 
The average dmatiou of investigation ni cases charged fell sligW from 13'07 to 
l''>-99 The numher of known-depredators registered decreased by 87 trom 389 to , 
the names of those in jail which were included in 1079 having been excluded from the 
reo’ister. The total cost of the police increased from Es.'67,093 to Es. 77,003, making 
the net cost 1 anna 5'8 pies per head of tlie poX)alation. _ The reason foi* tlie considci- 
able increase in the coat of the police has not been explained. It is apparently poartly 
due to the establishment of a finger-print bureau during the year and partly to the 
formation of a small body of military police to be employed on treasure escoits aiid 
other special duties. 

39. The number of cases foi' disposal in magistrates’ courts declined from 4,127 
to 3.302, of wliioh 35 were pending at the close of the year. Out of 6,233 persons 
charged before magistrates, no less than 4,587 were acquitted oi' discharged, but 
compensation was only oi'dered to be given to 105 persons. In appeals to the 
Disbict .Magisb'ates the decisions of the subordinate magistrates were confiimed in 
48 per cent, of the oases—a sbght improvement over the previous year. Out of 11 
appeals preferred to the Sessions Coiu't 1 was summaiil}' rejected, while the sentences 
were confiraied in 5 and leversed in the other 5 cases. No witnesses were detained 
for more than 3 days either by the magistrates or the Sessions Courts. The average 
diuation of bials before first-class magistrates was high, being 25-94 days against 6-8 
in the previous year ; before second-class magistrates there was a slight increase in 
duration from 8-3 to 8-7 days. The Sessions Courts disposed of cases in an average of 
5-25 days against 6'6 in 1&79. Forty-seven persons were tried by the Sessions Court 
and 28 coiivioted. The Chief Coui't disposed of 15 appeals and 75 i-evision cases. 
The total amount of fines imposed by the magistrates and Sessions Courts was 
Es. 13,188, out of which Es. 8,462 were realised. Es. 2,026 were written off as 
h’recoverabie, bnt the amount pending realisation at the close of the y'ear was Es. 11,837, 
most of which had been brought forward from the previous year. The receipts under 
Criminal Justice were Es. 7,605 against Es. 7,683 in 1079. The expenditure was 
Es. 48,996 against Es. 39,697. 

40. One central jail and 9 subsidiary jails were maintained as in previous years. 
The average daily number of convicts in the central jail was' 145'2 against 139'9. 
The number of deaths increased from 2 to 5. The proceeds of the jail niaiiLifactures 
and other convict labour wei'e Es. 4,265 against Es, 3,862 in 1079. The net cost of 
each coniuct was Es. 42 against Es. 47, and the total expenditm-e Es. 10,558 against 
Es. 10,691. The Superiiiteudeiit was dismissed for misconduct early in the year and 
subsequent to its close an experienced British jail officer was appointed. The expendi¬ 
ture on the 9 sub-jails was Es. 2,515 against Es. 2,263 in the previous year. The daily- 
cost of dieting each prisoner remained stationary at 1 anna 8 pies. 

41. The number of courts, original and appellate, was the same as in the previous 
year. There was a large decrease in the number of suits instituted and disposed of, the 
figures being 7,562 and 7,590, respectively, against 9,207 and 9,215 in 1079. The 
pendency at the end of the j'ear was 502 against 530. The inunsifs disposed of 6,652 
suits out of a total of 6,849 for disposal. One thousand eight hundred and nine 
contested suits were decided witli an average duration of 78'3 days in ordinary suits 
and 28'4 days in small cause suits. Tweirty per cent, of appealable decrees were 
appealed against and in 64 per cent, of such appeals, the decrees were confiraied, 
the percentage of confii-mation being the same as in the previous year. The 
District Judges disposed of 244 suits out of 271, the number of contested suits 
disposed of being 147, The average duration of contested suits fell from 172-5 
days to 164-5, Fifty-two per cent, of the decrees of the District Courts were 
aqipealed against and their decrees were upheld in 44 per cent, of the appeals 
against 38 per cent, in 1079. The District Cotu'ts disposed of 458 appeals, the 
number pending at the end of the year being 40, the same as at the beginning. The 
average duration of appeal suits declined noticeably in both oonrts. Tlie Chief Court 
decided 236 appeals out of 444 for disposal, the work of the court being hampered by 
the absence of some of the Judges on extraneous duties for varying periods. The 
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average duration of appeals rose from 136 to 177 days. His Higliness the Eaja’s CoiU't 
of Appeal disposed of 1 of the 2 appeals for disposal. The total receipts on account of 
Civil Justice increased from Rs. 1,32,713 to Ks. 1,13,021, and the expenditure was ■ 

Es. 93,278 against Es. 93,532 in 1079. The net receipts under Civil Justice exceeded 
the net expenditm'e uudei' Criminal Justice hy Es. 13,352. 

42. The number of documents registered was 36,210 against 36,564 in the Registration, 
previous year. 99’6 per oetit. of the docimients were registered on the day of 
presentation. Eegistration was refused in 89 cases. The receipts amounted to 

Es. 56,519 against Es. 51,242 in the previous year ; the expenditure was Es. 26,087 
against Es. 26,616. The strength of the infantry and artillery at tlie end of the 
year was 290 : the strength of the body guard was 16. The expenditure on tlie troops 
was Es. 38,218, or Es. 31 more than in 1079. The munher of vessels which entei'ed 
and cleared at the port of Malipuram was 138 against 84 in 1079, and the increase in 
tonnage was from 76,930 tons to 150,113 tons. The iiort dues increased from Es. 5,125 
to Es 9,414. 

43. The season was not imfavoui’able to agrieultime, but was less favourable than 
in the preceding year. The mean recorded rainfall was 80-48 inches against 109-36, 

112-02 and 93-32 inches in the 3 preeeding years. The area under matnre colfee 
decreased slightly from 3,567-5 to 3,493-5 acres, but the average yield per acre rose 
from 91 lb. to 156 lb. The area under the Forest departiuent was the same as in the 
prev-ioug year', 605 square miles. The work of demarcation was continued, hut not 
mueh progress was made. There were 20 eoiiviotions for forest oflence.s against 24 in 
1079 and 34 in the year previous. Ijurge quantities of iml and teak-wood were 
supplied to the Madras and Southern Mahratta Eailwaj^s, for sleepers and bridge timber, 
and teak was also exported to the Kolar Gold Fields and the Calcutta and Madras 
markets, ^ A further extausioii of the forest tramway for 15 miles was sanctio-ned and 
2 self-acting inclines of 5,000 a-Qd 7,000 feet in length were under construction, The 
protection from Are continued to be efficient, the only lire which occurred being 
extinguished without damage. The people were allowed to remove head-loads of fuel, 
bamboos and thorns for fencing, and lea'^’-es for mamu’e, free of charge, and fi-ee grazing 
■was also permitted in the outskirts of the forests. There was a large iiiorease in both 
the receipts and expeiiditm-e of the department: the increase in expenditure being 
chiefly on account of the ti-amway extension which cost Es. 2,54,627, The receipts 
were Es, 8,86,082 against Es. 5,84,272 and the expenditure Es. 8,15,767 against 
Es. 4,99,152 in tlie previous year, Exclusive of tlie sums spent on the traniwa)’- 
extension and on the acquisition of a small teak ai-ea the net revenue for the 3 ’ear was 
Es, 3,30,351. The only statistics of trade available are those of the port of Malipuram. 

The imports were valued at Ea. 4,800 against Es. 3,130 in 1079 and tlie exports at 
Es. 3,600 against Es. 6,371. The expenditure on public works was Es. 3,02,610 
aga,iiist Es. 2,54,623 in the previous year. Pour hundred and fifty miles of I'oads were 
maintained and including new works Es. 68,995 were spent on commnnications. 

A further sum of Es. 80,507 was expended on tlie Shoraniir-Cochin Eailway, raising 
the net capital expenditure to Es. 68,10,437. The net i-eeeipts for the j^ear amounted 
to Es. 1,90,407 representing interest at 2-8 per cent, on the capital expenditure at the 
end of 1904. Two new a.nchal offices and 5 letter-boxes were opened dining the year, 
making a total of 40 offices and 60 boxes. The length of mail comnumicatioii increased 
from 284 to 287 miles. There was a very large increase in the number of articles dealt 
with, the increase being due to various increased facilities and to a general improvement 
in the work of the department. The total number of covers earned was 948,857 
against 779,484 in the previous year. Tlie receipts inoreased from Es. 9,517 to 
Es. 9,947 and the expenditure from Es. 16,459 to Es. 17,535. The average cost to the 
State of each official cover carried fell from 4 pies to 3 -14 pies. 

44. The total receipts under service heads amounted to Es. 33,32,966, an increase 
over the previous year of 4^ lakhs. The total expeiiditiue was Es. 33,29,568 against 
Es. 28,84,914, leaving a sm-plns of Es 3,398. The increase in receipts -was mainly due 
to the iiici-ease in revenue from the forests and railway. Tlie increased expenditure 
was principally in the Forests and Public Works departments and under miscellaneous 
heads which included the entertainment of distinguished visitors to the State. The 
whole amount of Es. 2,54,627 expended on the forest tramway and ooiuiected woi-ks 
which was prantioalLy a capital expenditm-e, was met from the eurrent revenue. There 
was a decrease in the receipts from customs of Es. 1,10,500 as compared with 1079, 
but in that year the collections covered 2 years’ amounts due under the Interportai 
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Trade ConTeiition. A temporary loan of 21akbs of rupees was raised towards the close 
of the year, bringing the total liabihties of the State to Ks. 22 lakhs, l^o fmthei 
progi'e 3 .s was made towards the e.stahlishmeut of the pi-oposed siulcing lurid. 

45 The total qnantitj' of salt imported during the yeai’ was 212,888 inaunds. 
The quantity sold was 199,527 maunds, an ii’.crea,se of 674 niaunds over the previous 
year. The average consumption per head of the population was 20'21 Ih. against 
20T5 lb. The receipts fell from Es. 4,86,1.S3 to Es. 4,56,358 and the net revenue 
from Es. 3,32,580 to Es. 3,23,638, the decrease being due to the reduction of the duty 
to Es. ]-S-0 per maund. There were 17 convictions for salt offences. There was a 
small increase in the ahkiiri revenue from Es. 1,47,128 to Es 1,48,300. Thirty new 
licenses were granted, and 6 taverns opened for the sale of foreign liquor during the year. 
The Abkdri Eegulation was brought into fores during the year and 128 conviotious 
obtained The revenue from opium and gauja was practically stationary at Es. 26,232. 
The iiumher of licenses .for the sale of tobacco increased from 1,725 to 1,933 and tlie 
amount of the fees collected frum Es. 22,920 to Es. 28,460. There wei'e 147 coimo- 
tions mider the Tobacco Eegulation. The receipts from stamps rose from Es. 2,37,252 
to fis. 2,49,240 and the exjienditure t’om Es. 12,107 to Es. 13,333. 

46. The number of births registered was 7,975 against 7,419 in the previous year; 
the number of deaths was 8,455 against 7,193. The ratios of 9’82 per tliousancl for 
bii’ths and 10‘41 per thousand for deaths point to veiy imperfect registration. The 
public healtli was fairly good, but the mortality from dysentery and dianfroea was con¬ 
siderable and iiiereased from 2,930 and 1,204 to 3,105 and 1,537. Ten hospitals and 5 
dispensaries were working dining the year. Pour thousand and four in-patieiits and 
204,930 out-patients were treated—an increase of 329 and 23,460 over the previous 
year’s figures. There was a considerable increase in the number of women and chilch’eii 
fr'eated at the Mattaiicheri hospital. The number of women ti'eated increased by 2,130 
to 21,334 and the iiiraiber of children by 2,714 to 15,841. The number of labour 
cases attended was 499 against 421. Ten in-patients were treated in the lunatic asylum. 
The exiienditure on the Medical department decreased from Es. 61,622 to Es. 68,924. 
The expenditure on sanitation and conservancy was Es. 22,907 against Es. 20,736 in 
the previous year. There was a satisfactory increase in the nninber of vaccinations 
from 23,932 to 33,572 and the percentage of sueeessfiil operations also improved from 
79'9 to 83'5 per cent. Twenty-two per cent, of the children under one year of age were 
vaccinated. Tiie cost of the depaiiinent was’Es. 4,870, or Es. 101 more than in 1079. 

47. The total nmnber of schools in tlie State decreased in tlie year from ].,510 to 
1,501, and the nmnber of pupils from 48,079 to 47,647. There were 34,021 hoys 
under iiistniction, 56 pei‘ cent, of the male population of school-going age : the girls 
muubered 13,623 oi' 22 pei' cent. The one second-grade college in the State was 
attended by 111 pupils against 91 in the pi’evious year, the average cost to the Darbar 
of each pupil, being Es. 32-2 against 20-8 in 1079. There were 16 high schools, of 
which 7 were maintained by the Dai-bai', 7 were aided and 2 unaided. The number of 
primarj’’ schools was 1,193, of which the Da.i'bar maintained 56 and aided 121. The 
total expenditm-e on education was Es. 1,14,283 and the net expenditure Es. 66,387 
against Es. 63,425 in 1079: 48-3 per cent, of the net expenditiu-e being on primai'y 
education against 50-3 per cent, in thar year. A revised Grant-in-aid Code was 
introduced during the year, which is expected to increase the number of aided aeliools.

The mili- 
taiy force maintained hy the State consists of 109 infantiy and the Baja’s body-guard of 19 men. 
The principal aitioles of production are paddy and other grains, red ochre and granite. The Collector 
of Tnchinopoly ie ex-ojjicio Political Agent for the State.] 

48. His Highness the Baja paid a visit of State to His Eoyal Highness the Prince- 
of Wales at Madras on the 25th January 1906 on the occasion of the Eoyal visit and 
in April 1906 he exchanged official visits with the Governor at Madras. The Eaja 
went to Europe under meffical advice shortly afterwards and did not return before the- 
end of the year. 
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•19. There was an increase of 5,231 acre.s in tlie ooonpied area of the State which 
amounted to 311,973 acres. Nearly one-third of the increase was in wet land which 
wms 38 per cent, of the total occupied area. Thei'e was a fall of Es, 5,675 under 
iiiisecllaneons items of deniar.d, .so that in spite of the increased area under cultivation, 
there was an increase of only Es. 101 in the total laud revenue demand which was 
Es. 8,61,867. The collections amounted to Es. 4,62,932 or 53'71 per cent, of the 
demand against 58'42 per cent, in the previous fasli. The small proportion of the 
collections to the demand w'as due to the unfavourable cliaraeter of the season in both 
faslis. Of the total demand Es. 28,671 were due as quit-rent on-inairL and jaghir land 
ivliere the piereentage of eolleetioJis ivas only 41’63. The total arrears outstanding at 
the end of the fasli including quit-rents were Es. 8,91,267. The collections only 
amoiiJited to Es. 31,301, The que.stion as to how thi.s large amount of arrears was to 
be eoUeeterl was under consideration, the proposal of the Machas Governniejit being 
that a reasonable percentage should he accepted by the Darhar in full satisfaction 
Coercive processes were only resorted to in a very few eases during tlie year and the 
amount realised by sales was only Es. 1,203. 'J'he chief work done by the Survey 
Dejiartineiit during the year was the theodolite and eadastiul survey of the re.sumed 
Chinnaramnanai Jaghii'. The settlement operations were not eoinmenced peudijig the 
oompleEon of the training of a special officei. 

50. Two Ecgulation.s were x)assed during the year, one to amend tlie Eeveime 
Arrears Eecoveiy Eegiilation and the other to regulate the control of printing 
presse.s. The police force continued to he under the control of the District Supeiin- 
teiident of Police, Tnchinopoly, assisted by a Chief Inspector. The actual strength 
of the force on the last day of the yeai- was 269 and the proportion of the foi'ce 
to the population and area was 1 policeman to 1,414 persons and to 4'4 square 
inile.s. The iiuiuber of cases repoited to the police was 1,702 more than double 
the number in the preceding year, and the munhei- detected was 1,578, an improvement 
of more than 12 per cent. The conduct of the force was far fi'oin satisfactory judging 
by the number of punishments inflicted. The total imiuher of cases for disposal in all 
Coui'ts increased from 2,354 to 3,769, the increase being mainty under nuisance cases 
though, there was also a large increase in cases mider the Penal Code particularly in the 
ofL'eiices of theft and insult. The percentage of disposals was 98-2 against 921, and 
there was a faU in the average duration of eases. Only 7 eases were committed to the 
Court of Session, all of which weie disjiosed of. The number of appeals heard by the 
Chief Magistrate was 116 and the decision of the lower Coimts was upheld in 73 eases. 
In the 4 appeals heard by the Court of Session all the sentences were confimed. The 
Chief Court disposed of 9 out of 20 appeals and the original decision was only reversed 
in one case. As in the previous year there was one central jail and 7 subsidiary jails. 
The inmiher of admissions were 481 males and 21 females against a total of 366 in 
fasli 1314. The total expenditure increased from Es. 6,380 to Es. 7,960 and the 
average daily charge for dieting from As. 1-6-9 to As. l-9‘9. The health of the 
pi'isQiiers was fairly good aud the daily average of sick Ml from 0-38 to 0-33, The 
value of jail labour wa.s estimated at E.s. 2,190. The jiuiuber of original .suits for 
disposal in the Chief Court fell from 2,182 to 1,993, but thcj-e wa.s a decline in the 
disposals fi'oin 1,909 to 1,732 and the arrears increased from 22,3 to 227, of which 34 
had been pending for more than a year. In the Em-al Small Cause Courts the number 
of suits increased from 2,450 to 3,140 and the percentage of disposals rose from 94-1 to 
96-4. The mmrber of appeals in the Chief Court w-as 135 against 124 in the previous 
year, but the disposals fell from 89 to 62. The receipts of the Civil Coui'ts were 
Es. 67,634 against Es. 56,898 and the expenditm-c Es. 32,590 against Es. 82,483. 
The number of documents registered in the 13 registry offices rose from 22,079 to 22,795, 
an increase of 3-2 per cent. The percentage of documents registered ou live day uf 
presentation fell from 8167 to 74 85. The aggi-egate value of the dociunents 
registered was Es. 34-5 laHis, The receipits of the Eegistraiiou Department increased 
from Es, 30,320 to Es. 31,703 and the expenditure from Es 20,560 to Es. 21,195. 
The strength of the militaiyr force remained unaltered, butthei-e was a small increase in 
the cost which rose from Es. 23,379 to Es, 24,157.’ The infantry ooiusisied of 19 
officers and 90 men, and the Eaja’s body-guard of 3 officer and 16 men, 

BJ.. The season was as unfavourable as in the pi-ecedii-.g fasli tliougli there was 
slightly more rain. The rainfall was 30-8 inches against 27 2 and 43-6 iii the two 
previous years. Almost all the dry crops failed and tlie onttru-n of the wet crops was 
"veiy meagre. The high prices of the previous year continued and were exceeded in 
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tlie ease of the 4 principal food-gmins. Cattle sliows were held at Pudukkdttai and at 
the liead-qnai'tei’s of the 3 taluks. The receipts of the Porest Department decreased 
from Es. 41,895 to Es. 35,283 and the expenditure from E.s. 11,610 to Es. 12,573. 
The total expenditure on pnhlie works increased from Ra. 2,54,318 to Es. 2,70,230. 
There was a large increase in the expenditure on comiminioatioiis w'hich amounted to 
Es. 78.056. Twenty miles of unuietalled road were opened in the fasli, making tlie 
total length of eommnnieations, 210 miles of metalled and 110 miles of unmetalled roads 
and 250 miles of nllage ti-aeks. The expenditm-e on irrigation rose from Es. 73,418 
to Es. 76,900 and 384 tanks wa'e repaired. 

52, Tlie total revenue of the State decreased from Rs. 12-84 lakh.s to Es. 10-66 
lakhs. The receipts from land reveime were only Es. 4,94,238 against Es. 5,20,709 in 
the previous fasli and the excise receipts decreased from Es. 97,536 to Es. 96,512. 
The salt receipts -ff'erc Es. 38,000 or half those of the preceding year when the 
amomit for two fashs, paid h};- the Madras Government under the Salt Oonveiitioii, was 
brought to aoeonnt. The total expenditure rose fioin Es. 12-50 lakhs to Es, 14-62 
lakhs. There was an increase of a lakh of rupees on account of the Eaja’s visit to 
Eiu'ope and there was increased expenditure on tlie survey and settlement departments 
and on repairs to conmiunieations and irrigation works. Increased allowances to 
memhers of Eaja’s family accounted for Es. 6,477. The olosi-iig balance decreased 
from Es. 12-09 lakhs to Es. 8-23 lakhs. 

53, The number of births registered rose from 8,260 to 9,384 and the deaths from 
4,943 to 6,978. The registered birtli-rate rose fi-om 21-4 to 24-67 per thousand and 
the death-rate from 12-99 to 18'34. There -were 31 deaths fi-oin cholera against 2 in 
the previous 3 ’-ear and there was a severe epidemic of small-pox resulting in 420 deaths, 
but the public health was otherwise fairly good. 4’here was a decrease in the number 
of in-patients in the Town Hospital from 455 to 447 and in ont-patiejits from 29,222 
to 26,538, The attendance at the dispensary for women and chiMren fell -from 8,503 
women and 4,375 children to 8,434 women and 4,487 children owing to the absence 
of the Lady Apothecary for a month. The patients treated at the rural dispensaries 
n-niLibered 39,/87 against 44,340 in the previous j’-ear. The total jiiimber of labour 
cases attended by the 8 midwives at the various institutions was 388. The expeudi- 
tiu-e in the Medical Department was Es. 27,677 against Es. 24,482. The number of 
vaccinations rose from 10,411 to 10,825, but there was a small fall in the percentage 
of successful operations from 99-4 to 99-3. The expenditure on vaccination was 
Es. 2,884 against Es. 2,859 and the average cost of a successful operation fell from 
As. 4-5 to As. 4-1, 

54, I'he total number of educational institutions ineieased from 294 to 327 of 
which 53 were iiiaiiitained by the State and 145 were aided. The total number of 
pupils rose fi’om 9,202 to 10,148, but there was a decrease in the attendance at the 
State schools where the nnmber.s were 2,129 against 2,474. The number of girls 

tlie pupils was 989 Tlie number of students in the P.A. classes of the Puduk- 
kottai College rose from 39 to 4.5 though there Avas a fall in the attendance in the other 
classes. The total expeuditime on education was Es. 40,520 against Es. 37,799 m the 
previous year, and the net cost to the State was Es. 28,122 against Es. 24,830 : of the 
net outlay Es. 15,265 were spent on primary educa-tion.

55. Hawab Saiyrid Eateh ’All Khan Bahadm-, c.s.i., who had been deposed on 
IstEebimary 1905, died on 21st April 1905, having been in faihng health for some 
years. Jiis son Saijnd Ghnliim-i-Ali Khan Bahadm- was recognised as the Nawah by 
the Goyeniment of Madras which however decided that the administration should be 
conducted for sometime fm-ther mider its orders. In Jannai-y 1906, Nawab ^aiyid 
Ghnl4m-i-Ah Khdn Bahadur paid a visit to His Eoyal Highness the Prince of Wales 
in Madras, He also visited and received a visit from His Excellency the Governor of 
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Madras. The administration of the State eontimied throughout the year to be under 
the management of the special offieer deputed for the purpose and entitled the Assistant 
Political Agent. Previous to his assumption of eliargc the affairs of the State were in 
a chaotic condition and as no proper returns and accounts were maintained, the figm-es 
in previous reports were inacciuate and untrustwnrtlw. The statistics now given afford 
therefore the first authoritative statement of the actual condition of the State. 

56. Previous to the assumption of management by the Madras Government, no 
systematic village accounts were kept and the exact land revenue demand was unknown. 
Occupancy right was not recognised and land was leased out in lota for what it would 
fetch. Village aceoiuits modelled on those in use in the Madras Presidency have now 
been issued to all ^ullages and the holding of each ryot registered and the demand 
thereon fixed with refeience to the survey numbers in his possession. Settlement opera¬ 
tions on the Madras system have also been commenced. The total acreage in the State 
under cultivation dmliig the year was 106,104 acres. The land rerenLie demand for the 
year, including quit-rents, was Es. 1,7.5,970-12-1, hut as it had been foimd impossible 
to adjust the accounts for the previous year dmlng which the State was taken over, an 
an ear demand of Es. 72,645-15-6 was brought forward, making the total demand for 
the year Es. 2,46,616-11-7. Before the State was taken over 27 out of the 63 villages 
in it were enjoyed by various 'sub-jaghirdars mostly relations of the Nawab who 
enjoyed praeticallj' all the revenue from their villages and made little or no contri¬ 
bution to the general expenses of the State. All tiiese snb-jaghirs were resumed by 
the State from 1st July 1905, tiie dispossessed sub-jaghirdars being granted pensions 
for one or more lives and certain other pnvileges. The pensions granted amounted 
to Es. 1,200 per mensem. 

57. The police force at the close of the year consisted of 1 inspector, 4 head 
constables and 59 constables. One head eoustahle was reduced during the year and 3 
constables were removed. The police were assisted by 131 talayaries or village police. 
Out of the persons prosecuted by the police 76-6 per cent, were convicted. The per¬ 
centage of stolen propel ty recovered was only 5-2, There were 2 Criminal Comts, that 
of the Assistant Political Agent or Saddar Court, exercising the powers of a Sessions 
Court, and that of the Tahsildar-Magisti’ate, exercising the powers of a first-class 
Magistrate. Six cases were disposed of by the Saddar Court and 216 by the Tahsildar- 
Magistrate. In the latter Court out of 551 prisoners brought to trial, no less than 401 
were discharged or acquitted, showing that the proportion of false or frivolous 
prosecutions was very high. Out of the 7 apjieals heard by tlie Saddar Court the 
sentences were confinued in 4 cases, modified in 1, and reveraed in 2. There were 2 
Coiii'ts exercising Civil Jui’isdiotion, that of the Distinct Munsif which exercise 
jm-isdictioii in srdts not exceeding Es. 3,000, and that of the Assistant Political Agent 
or Saddar Coimt with the powers of a District Judge. The Munsii’s Court disposed 
of 125 original suits and 139 small causes against 77 original suits and 62 small canses 
in the previous vear, showing a considerable increase of pmblio confidence in the 
administration of justice. The Saddar Court disposed of 3 original suits, and 13 appeals 
in 7 of which the lower Coiu’t’s decision was affirmed. The mnnher of documents 
registered increased from 218 to 667 and the value of tlie property involved from 
Es. 53,462 to Es. 1,05,122. 

58. The season ultimately proved to be not unfavourable, but the weather was 
very uncertain and a serious failure of crops was apprehended at one time, The rainfall 
for the year was 21'86 inches against 11-15 in the previous year and an average 
of 18'63 for the past 5 years. Pigures are uotavadable for the areas under the vaiious 
■crops, the principal of which were korra, cotton and cholam. Tire 2 latter jdelded an 
outturn of 8 and 12 annas respectively. There was arise in the price of most food- 
grains particularly in korra which rose by 39'4 per cent. The money spent on repairing 
the long neglected roads affoi'ded the necessary relief to the laboming classes which 
were considerably affected by the previous bad season. The principal exports of the 
State were skins, ghee, cholam, castors, cotton and mangoes; the imports consisted 
mainly of sugar, jaggery, cloth and kerosine-oil. The expenditui-e on public works 
was Es. 16,800, about haff of which was spent on repairing the roads and Es. 1,148 
on irrigation. The other prinoipial items of expendittme were Es. 33,250 on survey 
operations and Es. 20,199 under allowances to the Nawab and his family. 

. 59. The total revenue coEeeted was Es. 2,86,620-11-7. Of this total Es. 1,89 892 

was contributed by land revenue, Es. 46,334 by vaiious cesses, Es. 23,828 by abkari, 
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opium, and salt and .Rs. 10,769 by stamps. Tlie year closed with a balaiioe of 
Ra. 1,75,775 or sufficient to defray the estunated ordinary expenditure of the forth¬ 
coming year. 

Vital 60. The nmnber of births rejiorted in the year was 721 against 810 in the previous 

Statistics. year and the deatlis 577 against 513, but owing m the backward condition of tlie 

village offieers little reliance is to be placed on these figures. The State maintained 1 
hospital wliioli wa.s botli efficient and popular, the number of out-patients being 11,14,5 
and the number of in-patients discbai-ged cin-ed being 32 out of 3.S. Vaccination is said 
to be very unpopular in the State. The number of vaccinations was 684, of which 576 
were succe-ssful. 

Instruction. 61. At the beginning of the year tliere were only 2 schools in the State. Eight 

new priniaiT schools were stalled and equipjied and the 2 existing schools improved 
though the one at Bauganapalle bad to be I'educed from the secondary to the piiinarv 
grade. The total number of children on the rolls during the year was 343 and the 
average daily attendance 233.

67. The number of births registered was 3S4 against 400 in the jiievious year : 
the number of deaths was 349 against 309. The increase in deaths wa.s due to cholera, 
which carried off 61 persons out of 136 attacked. The measui'es taken to pievent 
the impoi'tation of plague were again successful aud no ease oeemred during the 
year. The total admissions to the Sandm’ dispensary fell from 16,385 to 14,094 owing 
to changes in the medical subordinates hi charge of tlie dispeusai'y. Tlie number 
of surgical operations performed was 175 against 96. The midwife aiteuded 155 
labour cases against 179 in the previous year. The iramher of vaccinatioiis was 564 
against 555 with a slight increase in the percentage of suecess.

COMDITIOM OP THE PEOPLE 
(Pash 1315—1st July 1905 to 30th June 1906.)* 

69. The season was generally unfavoui-ahle, the rainfall in most districts having 
been below the average during both the monsoons. The mean rainfall of the 
Presidency was 40-13 inches against 36-45 in the previous year and an average of 
45-25 inches for the previous 35 yeai's. The rise in the prices of the principal food- 
gi-ains which had been considerable in the preceding year continued and prices were 
everywhere above the ‘normal’ rates as given iu the Madi’as Pamine Code of 1905, 
but the so-called ‘scarcity’ i-ates were either reached oi- exceeded in only four 
distriets—Salem, North Arcot, Madura aud Tiiiiievelly. As however these rates V'ere 
fixed in 1896, their implication can no longer be considered as exact. There was a 
slight upwai'd tendency iu the wages of agricultmal lahom-ers -wlncli were ]-etui-]ied at 
Es. 4-14-8 in the middle of the year and Es. 4-15-6 at the end against an average of 
Es. 4-14-0 for the preceding year. As a very lai-ge pi-oj)oriioii of agi-iouitural 
labourers are paid in kind statistics as to their wages give no veiy exact criterion of 
their condition. The lahom-ers paid in gi-ain were probably not as iiiuoh affected by 
the high prices as those paid in cash, but they luidoubtedly suffered somow'hat from a 
reduction in their wages. The wages of liorsekeepers showed a considerable rise in the 
four districts of Guntur, South Arcot, Tanjore ajid theNilgiris. The increase was from 
Es. 6-8-0 to Es. 7-8-0 in Gimtui- as the result of a lai-gely iuoreased demand foi- their 
services. The wages of oarpeiiters, masons and blacksmiths rose fi-oni an average of 
Es. 13-12-0 to Es. 15 in each trade in South Arcot. There was a still lai-ger rise hi 
the wages of blacksmiths iu NeUore, while in Madura the wages of inasous rose from 
Es. 15-12-0 to Es. 16-6-0 in consequence of large building operations connected with 
the temples in the district.. The recorded hirth-iate for the year was 32 per thousand 
the highest yet attained, but as there ivas a decrease iu 8 districls, the improvement is 
to he taken as due to bettei- registration rather than as a sign of pro.sperity. In NeUore 
the rate was 3-8 per thousand below that of the preidous year. There wms a decline in 
the death-rate fi-om 22-5 per thousand to 21-4. The deaths from oliolera were 6,221 
less than those in 1904, but the mortality from small-pox nearly doubled. Plague -was 
much less vii-uleut and widespread and the number of deaths from it was 71 per cent, 
less than in the previous year. This partial abatement of plague was a very sensible

to the calendar year 1905, and tho information 
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relief as the precautioiiaiy measures necessary to comhat tlie spread of the disease cause 
Taxation. a considerahle amount of unavoidable hardsbip. The iueidenee of taxation per head of 
the population fell hy 5 pies to Rs. 2-12-6. The incidence of the land revenue rose 
from Rs. 1-7-6 to Es, 1-8-6 varying from Rs. 3-10-4 in Griintiir to Es. 0-8-5 in 
Yizagapatam. There \m a fall in tlie incidence of the salt duty from As. 6-7-8 to 
As. 5-1-6, hut the incidence of the excise revenue increased hy 2 pies to As. 7-8. 
The fall in the former was due to the reduction of the salt tax and the rise in the latter 
to the higher rentals obtained for liquor shops of all sorts. Altogether the year was 
Education, not one of material improvement in the condition of the people. In education there -was 
also little progress, there being a deei-ease in the number of children in the lower 
secojidaiy stage which was not altogether coiuiterhalanced by the small increases in the 
nmnhers in the upper secondary and primary stages. Of the male population of school 
age the percentage under instiuction fell from 29-1 to 29-0, hut the percentage of 
girls rose from 5'2 to 5-4. 


POLITICAL PENSIONS (1905.) 

70. The aniQLiut of political peusio])S in force on the Jst January 1905 was 
Es. 4,13,435. The amount newly sanctioned or transferred from other provinces duiing 
tire year was Ps. 5,060. Pensions amounting to Rs. 28,467 either lapsed or were 
commuted or transferred to other provinces. Porty-two pensioners died dming the 
year and 25 commuted their pensions. The amount of political pensions in force on 
the 1st January 1906 was Rs. 3,90,028 which was distributed among 692 pensioners. 
The amount paid diming the year* to the Carnatic stipendiaries was Rs. 2,67,896-2-0 
and to those of the Taiijore family Es. 63,041,

EEALIZATION OP REVENUE. 

(Pasli 1314— isT July 1904 to 30th June 1905.) 

\Iieporis on the Settlement of the Land Revenue of the districts in the Madras 
Presidenny for Jasli 131k- 

71. The total amount of pesUcash, or revenue from permanently-settled estates, Peshkash. 
payable during the fash was Es. 49,91,515 or Es. 283 less than in the preceding year. 

There was a reduction of peshkash amounting to Es. 342 consequent on the acquisition 
of laud for public pm-poses and of Es. 184 as compensation to certain Zamindars 
on account of loss of jodi on resumed inams, whEe there was an increase of Es. 268 
ill the peshkasli of the Kotapad pargana. The total demand, arrear and cmTeiit, 
was Es, 51,80,287, of which Es. 49,32,435 were coEeeted, leaving a balance of 
Es. 2,47,802 against Es. 1,88,722 at the beginning of the fasli. 

72. The quit-rent payable on villages held on shi’otriyam or favoiu’able tenui’e Shrotriyam 
amounted to Es. 7,57,733 or Es. 849 more than in the preceding year. The increase Jod'. 

was mainly due to the enhancement of quit-rent in certain villages in Gddavari and 
to the inclusion under whole inam villages of 5 villages in Tricliinopoly, which 
had previously been treated as minor inams. The total demand, arrear and current, 
was Es. 7,69,825, of which Es. 7,42,394 were collected and Es. 288 remitted, leaving 
a balance of Es. 27,143 against Es. 12,092 at the beginning of the fash. 

73. The current demand for the fash under ryotwar and miscellaneous was Ryotwar 

Es. 5,17,79,395 against Es. 5,51,15,285 in fasli 1313. There was an increase of Miscel- 

Es. 8'22 lakhs in the assessment on ryotwari holdings, 98 per cent, of which was 

due to the iiiEodnction of new rates of assessment into the districts of Guntur and 
South Canara during the year. Water-rate and second-crop charges decreased from Wiitex-rate 
Es. 28’26 lakhs to Es. 20‘80 lakhs; Es. 4'46 lakhs of the decrease relating to second- and esoond- 

erop charges on wet land and the remaindei- to wa.ter-rate on dry land. The bulk of the olaiTj'e. 

decrease under watei-rate occurred in the North Arcot, South Arcot, Guddapah, Nellore, 

Anantapur and Salem districts and was caused by inadequate supply in the irriga¬ 
tion soiu’ces. The decrease in second-crop charges was mainly in Chiugleput, North 
Arcot and South Arcot. There was a large increase m the demand for and consequently 
in the revenue from canal water in Goddvari, ifistua, Guntur and Tanjore owing to the 
defective rainfah. Owing to the unfavourable character of the season there was a very 
large increase in the season remissions granted which amounted to Es. 39-22 lakhs Unminainna 
against Es. 4-72 laklis in the previous fash. The increase oecuiTed under all classes of 
season remissions except that of “ injury by flood.” The amount remitted on lands left 
waste was Es. 13,42,202, of which Es. 9,805 referred to dry laud and the remainder 
to wet. Wet remissions were granted in nearly ah the districts, the largest amounts 
being in North Arcot (Es. 2-21 lakhs) and Chiugleput (Es. 2-00 lakhs). The amount 
remitted for shard or short crop was Es. 19-06 lal^s against Es 1-67 lakhs in 1313. 

The largest remissions were those given in Ohingleput (Es. 4-85 lakhs) and Nellore 
(Es. 3-56 lakhs). Tirwakammi remissions gi-ant^ on wet lauds cultivated with di-y 
crops owing to the insufficiency or failui-e of the water-supply and representing the 
difference between the wet and dry assessments amounted to Es. 6-57 lakhs. They were 
largest in NeUore, Guddapah, Ohingleput, Noidh Arcot and Salem. Fixed remissions 
or abatements of the demand granted from year to year for vaiious reasons amounted to 
Es. 14-29 against Es. 14-70 lakhs in the pre-vious yeai-. Es. 1-03 lakhs were granted 
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for iirigation by bit and Es. 24,491 for the iiiaintenanee of irrigation works. The 
most important item was the inerement remissions or abatement allowed on the intro¬ 
duction of settlement or re-settlement rates. "Wlien such rates are more than 25 per 
cent, in exces.s of the original assessment the excess is imposed in annual instabnents 
increasing every year and the increments not due in any year are treated'as remissions. 
These inerement remissions amounted to Rs. 12-6S lakhs, of which Es. 12-53 lakhs were 
granted in the Ghintm-, South Canai-a and Malabar districts. Miscellaiieous revenue was 
Es. 75-99 lakhs, a decrease of Es. 28,592 fi-om the pi-evious year. There was a decrease 
of half a lakli in the revenue derived from poramboke cultivation and of Es. J.-35 lakhs 
from land ooeupiecl without the issue of patta, while the water-rate on minoi- inams in 
i-yotwari village was lower by Rs. 61,071. Water charges in siamindari and inam 
■villages increased by Es. 1-81 kikha and the penal eliarge for water on lauds ii-rigated 
without peniiission hy Es. 76,476. 

74. The total current demand under cesses Avas Es. 83,11.556 against Es. 81,86,135 
ill fash 1313, The land cess on permanently-settled estates was Es. 11,25,998 which. 
Avas practically the same as in the pi-eA-ious year. The demand under land ce.ss on 
Avhole inam A-illagea was Es. 3,34,484 against Es. 3,15,629, the increase being due to 
tlie caleulation of land cess in the Eistna district on the basis of the settlement rates' 
of assessment. Under land and village cesses on lyotAvari and iniscellaneous revenue 
the demand increased from .Rs 67,45,876 to Rs. 68,51,074. This increase was chiefly 
due to the inclusion of railway eess in Salem and Eninool and to tlie introdnetioii of 
tlie settlement rates of assessment in Guntiir and South Canara.

75. The total current demand under land i-cvcnue and cesses amounted to 
Es. 6,58,40,199, pf which Es. 6,40,18,974 or 97-2 per cent, were collected within the fasli 
and Es. 924 written off as irrecoverable. Tlie piercentage of collections to current 
demand in the pi-evious fash Avas 98-4. The total an-ear demand under all heads at the 
beginning of the fash was Es, 12,40,338, of Avhich 80-3 per cent. Avas collected within 
the fash, and 5-9 per cent. Avritten o-tf. The balance ontstanding at the end of the fasli 
under both arrear and cui-reiit demand Avas Es. 19,91,545, 70-8 per cent, of which had 
been collected hy the end of October 1905. More than three anrl-a-half lakhs of the 
balance Avere due from the 4 districts of Bellary, Nellore, Gnntii]- and Kuvnool. About 
Mlf tbi.s amount represented sums the' collection of wliicli Avas ])ostpoiied in Bellary and 
Euriiool 01.1 ^lc?ount of the uitfavonrable seiison.

There was hoAvever an 
merease m the number of demand notices issued in Trichinopoly OAAniig to the oj-der of 
riovernraent not having received proper attention in that district "The inimher of 
rtiF*amts and attachments increased from .875,441 to 398,620 and the number of sale 
iiobees from 173,755 to 197,747, but m both cases the figures were lowei- than those of 
lasiis idi and 1311, The principal increase in distraints and attachments urns in 
Uungleput Avhere they increased hy 50,035.

The area of land honght in by Grovernmont for want of bidders 
was 1,679 acres of wet and 7,991 acres of di-y land. The nuniherof processes served 
by special agency declined from 172,110 to 81,038 ; special process-servers were only 
employed in 12 districts against 13 in the previous year and the number of xn'oeesses 
served hy tlieiu wa.s 2-4 per cent, of tlie total number' issued. 

77. The advances made under the Loans Acts amoiuited to Es. 5'01 laklis against Loan and 
Es. 2'43 lakhs in the preceding year. About half the amoiiirt was granted under the Advances. 
Land Improvcnient Act and the remainder under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act, The 
increase oecmred mainly in the lurrarool, Clringleput, Bellary, Salem and Cuddapah 
disti'icts, and was due to the increased demand foi' State help caused hy the unfavourable 
char’aeter of the season. 

78. The charges on aceoiiirt of district administration which were debited to land Expenditure. 
I'evenue, including the salaries of Eeverrue Inspectors but not those of village estabhsh- 

ments, amounted to Es. 16,16,028 or- 7-1 per cent, of the land revenue aud cesses 
realised, against 6-6 per cent, in fasli 1313. The irrereaseof Es. 93,485 compared with 
the charges of the previous fasli was mairrly due to the oonstitutiori of the rrew Guntur 
district. 
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SUEYEYS, (1905-1906.)

79. The number of sorwey parties working during the year' was 6 : one in each of Area 
the districts of Ganjdrn, Kurnool, Crrddapah, Guntur, Salem and Tinnevelly. In May Surveyed. 
1905 the paily that had been working in Guntur moved to Chirrgleput. Tlie total ®sueral. 
outturn of the 6 parties was 2,983 square miles which fell short of the estimate by 699 
square miles. It comprised the cadastral siuwey of 198 square miles of Government 
land and of 22 square miles of pruprietary estates, the oadastrul resurvey and revision 
of 2,762 square miles arrd the special oadasEal stuwey of 1 35 square miles in the 
Municipalities of Madura and Karui'. The average cost per square mile was .Es. 152 
against Es. 136 iir the preceding year. 

50. In the Gaujam district the cadastral survey of the Goomsur taluk was corn- By clistEots. 
qrleted, the area so sirrveyed being 180 square miles. Only 26 sqirare rrriles of revision 

suiwey wer'e completed against an estimate of 451 sqirai’e miles, this very poor outturn 
being attributed to the irreffieieuey of the available staff, the unhealthy char'acter of the 
climate, and the difficult iratur'e of the country rrrider' survey. Irr addition to the 
regular survey party a special staft was employed irr preparing a correct register of 
holdings for' the suiweyors to -vrer'k upon. The outtur'ri of the special staff was 167 
square miles. Irr Cuddapah 789 square miles of revisrorr surve}^ were completed 
against an estimate for the year of 657 square miles Irr Kur'irool tire revisiou survey 
of the Xoilkirntla taluk was completed arrd 391 square nitles in the Patiikoncla tahrk 
Avere re-smweyed. The demarcatiorr of .suh-diAdsioris and field bends were also carri ed out 
over an ai'ea of 210 square miles. Irr Tirmevelly 521 square mile.s of cadastr'al re-survey 
were carried out, the taluks of Tenkasi and Tirmevelly being cornpileteci and the woric 
in 2 other taluks, commeuecd. Sixteen square miles of resnrvey wer'e made in the 
Giintiir' district completing the re-survey work irr the Ougole taluk and 367 squaru 
rrriles of revisrorr survey Avere car'r'icd out irr the Saidapet aud Clringleput taluks of the 
Clringleput district. The estimate of wor'k to he done in these 2 districts during the 
yea,r’ Avas 622 square miles. In Saleur 475 square nrrles were re-surveyed aud an initial 
eadashal survey of 22'75 miles carried out. 

51. The area for' which viEage maps wer-e printed dmirig Ere year' Avas 3,414 Maps, 
sqirar'e rmles. Seven taluk maps Avere qiuhlished arrd 4 tanah maps for tire Yraianagram 
zamindari. Maps were also pr'epared aud printed, on a scale of 10 inches to a mile, for 

7 rmrnicipahties and ward maps orr a larger scale for 5 other municipalities. 

82. Seven Assistant Collectors and 1 probationary Assistant Dir'ector- of Siir-vey Survey 
were instructed in surveying besides 76 Eevenue Inspectors, 21 elei'ks and 40 court Training. 
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a ruin s Tliirtr-ltvo Laud Eecords Inspectors attended a 6 months’ course of survey 
training at Cudclapali and 1 Land Eecords Talisildar and 26 Land Eecords Inspectors 
were similarly trained at Cliingleput. 

8.L The f>"ros 3 expenditiu'e was Es. 6,do,7.'13, of which Es. 6,23,313 was ehargeahle 
to Government and Es 22.390 to proiirietary estates. Deducting recoveries from the 
proprietors of estates and other adjustments the net expeiiditnre dmang the year was 
Es. 5.78.810.

81. Six settlement parties were at woi-k during the year in South Canara, Malabar, 
Gniitiir. Nellore, Salem, Kni-nool and Tiiuievelly. I.Tic 2 parties working in South 
Canara and Malabar were abobsbed during the year on the completion of the settlement 
of tbo.se districts; the partie-s in tlie other districts worked tlirOLigbont the year. 

S5. The survey of mulpatta holdings in South Canara was eoinpdeted and the 
remaining diglotl registei's and descriptive memoirs written. The Special Settlement 
oifioer’s report oil the introduction of the now settlement was siibiuitted to Government 
and tlie settlement party was abolished in August 1905. 

86. In Malabar the remaining diglott registers and descriptive memoirs were 
completed and .tlie Special Settlement-officer’s report on the introduction of the new 
settlement submitted to Govenimeut. The new settlement rates were also introduced 
into British Cochin iueliidiiig Anjcngo and Taiigassdri. 'Ldie sottlemeiit party ivas 
disbanded in June 1905. 

87. The lieariiig of objection petitions in the Yiinikonda taluk, Guutiir district, 
and in the reclassified delta U'aots was completed. '.L'he sub-divisions ordered at lire 
re-settlement were plotted into the I'e-survey fields and rc-settlement registers for tlie 
whole clistriot were written and fair pattas given to tlie '.I’ahsildars for delivery to 
the ryots, Tlie proposals of the Board of Eeveiute for the Settleiuent of the whole 
inam villages m the distiict were approved by Government and rough pattas wei'e 
issued to 11 9 I'illages. 

88. The work done iii NcUore-dmliig the year consisted mainly in the introduetioii 
of re-survey areas and the hearing of objections arising thei'efrom. The eiassifioation of 
waste land which had been left unclassified at tlie last settlement was also ooinpleted in 
223 villages. 

89. Settlement rates ivcrc introduced into all ilie liill villages in the southern talulcs 
of the Salem district, rough pattas were issued and objection petitions disposed of, Tlie 
preparation of fair accounts for all these villages and the wilting of diglott I'egisters 
and descriptive memoirs foi‘ 77 of them wei'e also completed. In connection with the 
re-settlement of the 5 southern taluks the diglott registers of 955 villages and the 
descriptive memoirs of 681 villages were written Objection petitions with regard to 
alterations in area and classification and transfers from wet to di'y and nice versil were 
heard and iLisposed of. In the I northern taluks the pre])aratiou of preh'uiiiiai'y 
accounts was proceeded with and rougli pattas wei'e issued for 46 villages. 

90. The new settlement I'ates for dry lands were introduced’in 339 villages in 
Kurnool and fair accounts fm-uished for 194 villages. An extent of 308,126 acres or 
481 square miles was classified in 4 taluks including tho Baiiganapalle jagliire. Ohjec- 
tiou petitions were heai'd and disposed of in 339 villages, T’he iireparation of a sohenie 
for the settlement of the Baiiganapalle jaghire was postponed pending the orders of 
Govei'jimeut regarding the treatment of iiiains in the jaghire, 

91. Irrigation sources were classified in 3 taluks of the Tinnevelly district during 
the year. Thtety-five thousand one hundred and eighty-four sub-divisions were 
measured and 488,150 palmyra trees were counted. Eight thousand four hundred and 
seventy-two applications for transfer of pattas were enquired into and disposed of in 
51 villages. The Special Settlement-officer was chiefiy engaged in the preparation of a 
scheme for the re-settlement of the 3 taluks of Tinnevelly, Tenkdei and Ambdsamudram 
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and in the tahnlation of statements showing the financial results of the clasBification of 
iiTigatioii sources and the adoption of the proposed wet and dry rates. 

93. During the year 2,575 diglott i-egisters were scrutinised in the office of the 
Board of Eevenue and 2,322 registers were piinted. The Commissioner inspected aU 
the distiicts in which the work of settlement was m progress. 

93. The total expenditure of the department wasEs. 4,23,513 against Es. 4,64,710 
in the previous fash. The expejiditnre on the vaiious settlement parties was 
Es. 2.37,934, on the cont’olhng office Es. 1,33,579, and the cost of printing registers 
Es. 52,000. 


LAND EECORDS. (1905-1906.) 

No. 816.J Revenue, dated 22nd August 19067\ 

94. The Land Records staff working at the end of the year consisted of 4 
Supei'intendents, 18 Tahsildars and 109 Inspectors, aU working under the control of the 
Deputy Director of liond Records. The additional staff which was posted during the 
year consisted of 4 Tahsildars and 24 Inspectors. 

95. In Guntur, Salem, Kiunool, Nellore and 'L'iuueveUy the Land Records staff 
worked under the orders of the Special Settlement-officers and in Ganjam and Cuddapah 
the sta.ff was employed on sm'vey work. In the other districts it was mainly engaged 
in the prelhninary operations connected with the eorreetion and completion of field 
maps and in carrying out the maintenaiiee rules. In all the taluks of Yizagapatam, 
Bellai’y, Anaiitapur, South Areot, Taujore and Coimbatore, which were suiweyed o]i the 
‘ triangles ’ system, the plotting of the field maj)s from the original records was under¬ 
taken and where aLeady plotted the maps wei’e checked and inked. All sub-divisions 
for wliich plottable records of measurement were available were plotted into the field 
maps and lists made of all cases rec[uiriiig re-measimement on the ground. Except in 
Anantapur where the number of quahfied karnams was insufficient, the work was done 
by selected karnams working under the supervision of Laud Records Tahsildars and 
Inspectors and some Inspectors specially appointed for the pni'pose. The work was 
completed in Tanjore and Bellary and was in progress in the other districts at the dose 
of the year. In the taluks surveyed on the ‘ block map ’ system in Auantapim, BeUaiy, 
Godavari, Kistna, Taujore, and Trichinopoly, it was proposed to compare Ihe field 
maps witli the block maps, of which the former should he ti’acings, as the existuig maps 
had been found for the most pari to he inaccimately prepared. During the year copies 
of the block maps were supplied in Trichinopoly and some progress was made in the 
pireparation of correct field maps. The work in the other distiicts had to he postponed 
pending a supply of the block maps. Disbict Suiweyors continued to work in North 
Arcot, Madina and the Nilgiris. 

96. Out of 1,902,312 simvey stones which w'ere found to he missing or out of 
repair, 616,725 or 32 pei' cent, were replaced or repaired during the year. The work 
wa.s hampered by the lack of a sufficient mimher of stone depots. Eunds have since 
been qilacert with CoUeetors for the estabEshiiient of \illage atone depots and the 
necessaiy rules regarding maintenance under Act IV of 1897 have been issued. In 
districts where a re-snrvey is in progress, the missing stones will he replaced by the 
Survey Department. At the end of the fasli field measui’emeiit hooks had still to be 
completed in 3,698 villages and the number of suh-divisions to he measured was 
2,699,016. The niunher of such suh-divisions was largest in Tiunevelly, Chinglepnt 
and Cuddapah. In almost all distiicts the village and taluk accounts were examined 
by the jamahaiidi officers and were generally found to have been well maintained. The 
Xirogress made in the writing up and cheeking of village statistical registers and firka 
books was pioor in most districts, except Godavari, Taujore and Vizagapatam. 

97. Eorms of village aooounts for Malabai’, South Caiiara and the Nilgiris were 
under the consideration of the Boai’d of Revenue diuing the year and have since been 
issued. The revised draft of the manual of village accounts for use in other districts 
was still under consideration at the end of the year. 
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WASTE LANDS. 


(Fasli 1314 — ^IsT JuLT 1904 to 3Uth June 1905.) 

98. Excluding zamiudaii and other tracts for wldclr no retiuais exist, the net 
area of the Presidency as shown m the village accounts was 62,618,728 acres. Of this 
total the area included within forests was 12,860,038 aci’es against 12,470,094 aci'es 
in the previous fasli. The increase was mainly due to 353,980 acres iu the Agency 
tracts of Vizagapatam being classified as forests for the first tune. In tire Bellary 
district the forest area decreased by 40,000 acres and in Anaiitapoi' by 14,500 acres. 
There was a fiu'thei' fall in the area treated as not available for cultivation, but not 
included in forests, from 12,443,211 to 12,376,168 acres, the difference being due 
mainly to a fall of 40,000 acres iu C'uddapab and of 36,000 and 33,500 in North 
Arcot and Malabar partially comiteibalauced hy an inci-ease of 48,000 aoi'es in 
Anaiitapiir The I'emaining area available for cultivation ui the Presidency was 
37,282,522 acres. The extent left fallow in patta. lioldings, minor iiiams and whole 
inam villages was 7,290,069 acres against 5,738,304 acres in the previous yeaj'. This 
lai’ge increase was due to the unfavoui'able character of the season and amounled to 
225,000 acres in Cuddapah, t60,000 in Coimbatore, 144 .000 in Aiiantapur and 142,000 
in NeUore. the dishicta in w'hich the untimely character of the rainfall was most 
felt. The extent of other cidtivahle waste land increased from 5,475,1.14 to 
5,857,189 acres as the result of less laud outside holdings being talcen up for 
oidtivatiou in consequence of the nature of the season. In Ananiapur tlio increase 
amounted to 105,000 acres and in Cuddapah and NeUore to 61,000 aore,s eaeJi. 

99. The reduction in tlie cultivated area whicli EeP from 25,869,646 acres to 
24,136,264 acres occurred iu every district except South Caiiara wliicli sliowed an 
increase of 34,000 acres. It was most ma-fped iu Auantapnr and Cudda])'!!.!!, iu each of 
which disti’iots there wasadeoreaseof over a quarter of a million acres and in Coimbatore 
where there was a decrease of 160,000 aci’es. The percentage of area cropped to the 
total ryotwari holdings fell from 83’0 in faisli 1313 to 79. Conqiarctl with fasli 1285 
the yeai’ preceding the gi’eat famine of 1876-1878, the total area under ryotwari 
holdings during fasli 1314 showed an increase of 8‘33 niiUioii acres or 16-61 pei’ cent, 
and, including tlie area occupied otherwise than on patta, the total increase was 4'05 
million acres. The net increase in lioldings for the fasli wms 1,078 acres, hut owing to 
tlie scanty rainfall the area of cultivable lands, including fallows, left waste increased 
from 11,213,418 acres to 13,147,258 acj-es.

101, The munboi' of estates under wai'dsliip at the begiiiiiiiig of the fasli was 31. 
One of these, Seiiigada.was handed over to the propiietor on the 29lli of August 1904, 

date on which he attained majoiity. 3hvo estates, Parlakiniedi and Oluiiidi, wei’e 
taken under the Court’s management during the j-ear. Of the 32 wards who were 
under the Comt at the end of tlie fasli, 1. was incapacitated by imbecility 26 bv 
mmoiity, and 3 by sex. The other two estates, Kalabasti and K mVetn agar, v' ere taken 
under management owing to the financial embai-raasment of the xa'oprietoi's. 

102. During the Court’s management of Bie Sdrugada estate, which lasted, a little 

a quarter, the aumial emrent demand of the estate rose from 
increase of 41-8 per cent. Debts due to the estate 
amounbng to Es. 46,985 were collected and debts due by the estate amounting to- 
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over Es. 22,300 were discharged. More than Es. 16,700 were spent on repairs to 
irrigation works and other improvements, and a net surplus of Es. 36,586 was handed 
over to the proprietor. The ward was educated at Newington, where he spent over 
6 years. During the last year of his tutelage, the Court appointed a special 
guardian to instruct him in the detaila of the practical management of his estate 
and in Eevenue law and aocounts. 

103. The total cash balance of the estates at the beginning of the fash, including 
that of Serugadd, amounted to Es. 9,65,541. The total cash receipts of the estates were 
Es. 43,08,698, and the total assets for the fash therefore amounted to Es. 52,74,242. 
The expenditure, including a sum of Es. 12,54,485 invested in Government promissory 
notes and Es. 2,56,930 devoted to the repayment of debts, amounted to Es. 44,75,839, 
leaving a balance at the close of the fash of Es. 7,98,403. The nominal value of the 
Government securities and Eaugoon Municipal debentures held on behalf of certain 
estates was Es. 52,18,300 and the estimated value of the gi-aiii on liand at the end of 
the year was Es. 48,547, making the total balance to the credit of the estates at the 
end of the fash Es. 60,65,250. Deducting the sale-proceeds of property, the amounts 
borrowed and the debts I'ecovered, the net receipts for the fash were Es. 31,18,950. 
The net charges after the deduction of the amounts invested in Government seeuritiea, 
and those devoted to the repayment of debts, were Es. 29,64,424. The net receipts and 
charges in the previous year were Es. 40,19,898 and Es. 31,76,212 respectively. 

104. Exeluchng estates involved in debt and those handed over to their proprietors 
either during the year or after its close 12 estates had smplus balances of over Es. 10,000 
on the last day of the fash. The largest surplus balance was that of the Pitlrdpruam 
estate Es. 14T9 lakhs, the Telaprole and Sivagiii estates coming next witli balances of 
Es. 9-26 and Es. 4'64 lakhs respectively. 

105. In Eithdpm’am Es. 1,11,462 were spent on the improvemeirt of imgation works 
and buildings. The Court lent Bs. 6,80,000 to the minor’s maternal aunt at 5 per cent, 
per annum on the first mortgage of the estates of Kolauka and Viravaram. In Telapi'ole 
Es. 45,118 were expended on reproductive irrigation works, repairs to estate huilchiigs, 
sinking wells, and making roads, and a loan of Es. 6,000 healing interest at 5 pei' cent, 
per annum was advanced to the Guntur MunicipalCoimeil. Es. 12,835 was invested in 
Government seeunties on behalf of the Bodogodo estate. The Court purchased landed 
property at a cost of Es. 1,000 for the V.TJ. i^yyaniia estate. In the Arm' e,state over 
a lakh of I'upees was spent in the restoration of iiiigation works, which had been long 
neglected by the late Jaghirdar. After discharging the remaining debts of the estate 
the available balance in Sivaga.uga, Es, 27,221, was invested in Goveinment pi'omis.sory 
notes. No fuither investments were made during the yeai- for any of the estates in 
seeurities other than Government promissory notes. 

106. Pending the appointment of an agiieultimal expert whose whole services wih 
be at the disposal of the Coimt no detailed investigation into tbe agricultural conditions 
of and possible impro'vemeiits in tbe estates was possible. An expert lias now been 
secui'ed and he is expected to arrive in Madras shortly. The operations at the farm 
started in Pithapuram during fash 1313 were hampered by want of rain and a failure 
of freshes in the river Yeleru. To secure a constant supply of water an arte-sian weh 
was sunk, hut the results were unsatisfactory and another boring is to be tried, The 
veterinary dispensary on this estate continued to be both popular and successful. On the 
Eomarainangalam estate the Court directed the estahhshment of an exjierimental farm 
and the installation of an oil-engine and pump is contemplated. It is also proposed to 
stai’t a farm on the Eavalappara estate. The work at the home farms on the Maruiiga- 
puii and Sivagiri estates was impeded by the unfavourable character of the season, hut 
on the latter estate considerable purchases were made of winnowing machines and other 
agricultural implements. 

107. Tab'ng ah the estate.s together, the percentage of estahlisbrnent charges and 
Government commission to normal receipts was 16’4 against 12 per cent, in the previous 
year. Excluding Kalahasti, Earvetnagar, Marimgapuri and Sivasamudram which have 
since been handed over the percentage only exceeded 20 in the Ami and V. U. Ayyanna 
estates. The general decrease in the net receipts accounted for the increase in the 
percentage of the establishment charges. The total expenditure on public works was 
Es. 6,90,925, of which Es. 4,58,787 were spent on irrigation works and Es. 1,44,536 
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on buildings. The outlay on public works was 23'3 per cent, of tbe net ebarges for 
the yeai’ against 12-5 per cent, in the previous year and 10-09 per cent, in fasli 1312. 

lOS. The total debts due to the various estates under management which were 
outstanding at the beginning of the fasli amounted to Es. 4,35,713. Including loans 
newiy granted and the interest which accrued dming the year, the total sum due 
was Es 11,86,942. The .amount coUeeted in the year was Es. 1,00,166 and Es. 9,816 
w-ere written of. Tlie largest outstanding debts w^ere Es. 7,21,129 hi Pithdpm-am, 
Es. 1,95,421 in Komaramangalam and Es. 18,671 in Paunattiir. In Pithapm-am the 
question’of recovering the greater portion of the outstanding debt is reserved for the 
ward’s decision on his attaimng his majority. In Komai-amangalam, over a lakh of 
rupees is covered by decrees which have uot yet fallen due. 

109. The total funoimt of debts due by the several estates at the beginning of 
the fash was Es. 1,14,59,797. Adding debts newly contracted, debts newly brought 
to account, and the interest which accrued dm-iug the year, the total liabilities of the 
estates amoanted to Es. 1,24,56,754. Of tliis amount Es. 2,53,225 were repa,id and 
Es. 53,075 disallowed after im'estigation, leaving a balance at the end of the year of 
Es. 1,21,50,454 due from 13 estates. The largest ouislaiidiiig debts were Es. 43,78,330 
in the Kdlahasti estate, Es. 70,66,175 iu the Xdivetnagar estate and Es. 3,68,377 in 
the Uttumalai estate. All these 3 ai'e treated as encumbered estates. Schemes for the 
liquidation of the debts due by the Kalahasti and Kdrvetnagar estates were submitted 
to Goverimieiit during the year-, but as the proprietors died while the schemes were 
under consideration the estates were suhsequeutly handed over to tlieir present pro¬ 
prietors with the liabilities undischarged. A scheme for the liquidation of the debts 
of the Ettumalai estate was under consideration at the end of the year. 

110. At the hegiimiiig of the fasli 13 wards were under the care of the Comt’s 
Bm-opeaii tutor and his Assistant at Newington. The Bodogodo, Sdlurii and Siva- 
samucb-am -wards left Newington dming the year to receive practical instruction in 
Eeveime law, aud m tlie details of estate mauagemeut on their estates. The Maruiiga- 
puri wai'd was prevented by iU-health from receiving similar- training and had to spend 
moat of the year lu the favom-able ohmate of BeUaay which benefited ].um considerably 
The conduct of all the wards at Newington was reported to have been satisfactory, 
The general education of most of the wards made satisfactory progress. Their physical 
development ooiitiiiued to receive special attentiou, gymnastics, bicycling, riding, tennis 
and cricket forming part of the daily i-outme. Diu-ing the year 4 of the senior wards 
toui'ed in Northern India under the escort of the Assistant tutor of Newington and 6 of 
the junior wai'ds made a shorter tour in Travauoore and Cochin escoi-ted by another 
tuio?. The Jarada aud Par-lakimedi wards joined Newington during the year. Otlier 
-wai-ds were taught in various local colleges aud schools aud with two exceptions their 
progi-ess was favourably reported upon. 

111. As ah'eady stated the Kalahasti and Earvetnagar estates were handed back 
after tlie death of their former propi-ietoi-s. Three claims i-elating to ICdlahasti and 79 
claims relating to Kdi-vetiiagar wei'e pending decision -w'ith the Decree Collector at tlie 
close of the year. A sum of Es. 45,221 ivas paid or adjusted toAvards the debts due to 
the creditors of the Kai-vetiiagai- estate The curi-ent demand in the Kulaliasti estate 
Avas Es. 2,56,400 against Es. 5,58,512 in the previous year aud in Kdrvdlnagar 
-Ea. 3,86,350 against Es. 6,36,714. In both cases the large decrease Avas due to the 
uufavourable character of the season. The collection amounted to ,Es. 2,34,188 in 
Kalahasti aud Es. 3,80,255 in Kdrvdtinigai’. In Kalaliasti 409 irrigatiou Bourees had 
been repau-ed by the end of fasli 1314 at a total cost of Es. 1,54,527 and 2,510 acres 
previously lying waste were assigned on reduced rates of assessment and 6,291 acres at 
full assessment. In Kdrvetnagar works oostiiig .Es. 1,14,183 had been carried out by 
the end of the year. Nearly the whole extent of arable land in this estate was already 
under oecujiatioii. In the Uttumalai estate enquiries were set on foot as to the feasibi¬ 
lity of developing the resources of the estate in the following directions ; firstly, by the 
substitution for the present assessment on dry lands, which varies with reference to the 
crops and to the actual areas cultivated, of equitable aud fixed assessments on tlie lauds 
payable whether they are cultivated or not; and secondly, by the substitution, for tl.ie 
sharing system, iioAv in vogue in the ease of wet lands, of a system of money rents. 

112, The Maniiigapin-i and Sivagii-i forests continued to he worked under the 
rules sanctioned by Government under aectioii 26 of the Eorest Act and si'-iTn'E.r rules 
were introduced during the year in the forests of the Arid estate. The inspection of 
the Pithapuram forests was completed during the year and the entertainment of an 
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estatlisliiuent of guards and watchers for their proper conservation was sanctioned by OF THE 
theCWt. 

113. The sni'vey of 36 villages of the Komai'amangalam estate was completed and Siirvey. 
that of the Kalyaui Mittah belonging to the same estate was in progress. 

114. Village accounts were reported to have been satisfactorily maintained in 13 YiUage 
estates. Owing to the adverse season it was not found possible to introduce in aocounte. 
Sivagiri the proposed scheme for the substitution of fixed grain rents payable in cash 

in the place of the pernicious sharing system now in force. 


EEVENUE AND EENT-PAYING- CLASSES. 

(Fasli 1314— 1st July 1904 to 30th June 1905.) 

115. Of the total land revenue demand for fasli 1314 which amounted to Eeyenue- 
Es. 575'28 lakhs, the peshkash on zamhidaiis or permanently-settled estates was 

Es. 49'91 lakhs, the shrotriyam jodi or quit-rent on villages held on favourable tenure ^ 
was Es. 7'57 laJdis and the quit-rent on minor iuams included in Government villages 
was Es. 22'99 laldas. The total assessment on ryotwari holdings was Es. 483'50 
lakhs, an increase of Es. 8-22 lakhs over the previous fash. Omitting water-rate, 
penal charges and other miseeUaneous items 80'6 per cent, of the ordinary land-revenne 
demand fell upon lands held under ryotwari tenure. The most important zamindaris 
are situated iu the Northern Cirears, and in the districts of Nellore, North Areot, 

Madura and TinneveUy. Inam viEages are most extensive in the Tanjore, Salem, 

Cuddapah and Gbdavari distiicts. 

116. The number of ryotwaii villages in the Presidency at the close of the fasli Ryotwari 
was 24,126 against 24,840 in the previous year. There was a decrease of 59 villages Laud, 
in Guntiir and 158 villages iu South Canai'a due to the clubbing of villages at the 
re-settlement of those distriots. The statistics as to the number of single and jomt 
pattas, their value ajid the average area of holdings are compiled every 5 years. The 
figures for the quinquennial rent-roU prepared in fash 1310 are to be found in the 
admiinstratiou repoit for 1903-1904. In fash 1314 there was a small increase of 

1,078 acres iu the patta holdings, making a total area of 24,086,380 acres. The area 
cropped decreased from 19'39 million acres to 18-96 million acres though the latter figure 
included for the first time 738,732 acres in the South Caiiara district into which 
settlemeut was completely introduced during the fash. The decrease was due mainly 
to the scanty rainfall. Including cases pending from the previous fash the total 
number of patta transfer cases for disposal during 1314 was 165,859, a slight increase 
over the previous fasli. The number of apphcatious presented through Eegisti’ation 
officers was 60,122, a rise of 5-6 per cent.; the greatest increase ocoiured in Salem. 

The number of applications yireseiited direct to Eevenue officers was 62,314, a rise of 
’8-8 per cent. The increase which occurred in 13 districts was largest in Tinnevelly. 

In Tanjore and South Aieot there was a considei-able decrease. There was a large 
rednctioii iu the eases taken up by Eevenue officers on their own initiative, the 
number being 21,360 against 30,111 in the previous fasli. The decrease was most 
noticeable in Taujoi-e, South Ai'cot and Ti-iohinopoly. 

117. The rent-paying classes of the Presidency consist largely of the tenants in Rent-paying 
pennanently-settied estates, who iiB.y the dues on their laud to the zamiiidars in the Classes, 
shape of rent. The estimated income of the vai-ious zamiiidars from their rents was 

Es. ■191-25 lakhs, of which they had to pay Es. 49-91 lakhs to Governmeiit as peslikaah. 

The growth of snh-lettmg by pattadars in ryotwiu-i ti-acts continued dui-ing the yeai- 
in most disti-icta. There is a considerable body of landownei-s of the higher castes 
who do not cultivate their own lands and wet laud is a favoui'ite foi-m of investment 
for merchants and retired professional men. According to the census of 1901 the 
number of caltivating landowners was 6,970,515, while the number of tenants was 
2,196,368 and since that date the pi'oportiou of tenants has appai-eiitly steadily 
increased. The ratio of tenants to cultivating laudowuers is largest in the 2 "West 
Coast districts of Malabar and South Canara. The relations of tenants with their land¬ 
lords were generslly harmonious, bpt in 1 or 2 of the zamindaris there were complaints 
-of the zamindar ha.viug attempted to raise the rents or having neglected the upkeep 
and improvement of irrigation works. Tlte nmnber of suits under the Eent Eecoverv 
Act of 1865 was 7,322 against 7,563 in fasli 1313. 
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118. Vide pages 131 and 132 of the Eeport on the Administration of tiie Madras 
Presidency during the year 1901-1902. 


COUESE OE LEGISLATION. (1905-1906.) 

119. The term of office of 4 official members and 6 non-official members expmed 
during the year. The oritgoing non-official members included 3 appointed on the 
recommendation of the Northern and Southern Groups of Municipalities and the 
Southern Group of District Boards, respectively. All the officials and 3 of the non- 
offi.cials were reappointed. To the remaining 3 vacancies new appointments were made. 

• Two officials resigned dining the year—one prior to his proceeding on leave out of 
India, and the other owing to his retii’ement from service, The former was reappointed 
on his return from leave. The other vacancy as well as that caused hy the elevation 
of an official member to tlie Executive Ooniieil was also duly filled up. Including 2 
adjoiumed meetings, 4 meetings of the Council were held; tlie average attendance of 
additional members being 18 (10 officials and 8 non-officials). 

120, Only one measure was passed during tlie year, viz., the Madras City Police 
Act Amendment Act, 1905. The object of the Act is to seorn’O the lighting of vehicles 
at night whether tliere be moonHgbt or not, and so to remedy a provision of tlie fonner 
Act which was found to result in various practical difficulties. The Madras Estates 
Land Bill was inti’oduced and referred to a Select Committee on the Vth April 1905. 
No drafts of bills were submitted by the Local Government to the Government of India 
with a view to their introduction into tlie Governor-General’s Legislative Council. 


POLICE. (1905.) 

\lleport on the AdminisLraiion of the Folice oj the Madras Fresidency for the year 1905; 

Judicial arid Adminisbraiwe Statistics of British India — VII. FoliceI\ 

121. Dioing 1905 the pohoy of shifting District Superintendents of Police as. 
httle as possible was continued. In 12 distiicts out of the 23 there was no change, in 
8 districts there was one change and in the remaining 3 two changes in each. Six 
suh-divisions were for a time without a separate Assistant Superintendent, bnt the 
vacancies did not last long except in 2 instances where they were due to want of 
officers. Excluding the punitive poEoe and private guai’ds the strength of the force at 
the end of 1905 was 3,182 officers and 20,577 men including 104 village watchers. 
This was a decrease of 767 from 1904 and was due to the reduction of tlie temporary 
plague estahhshinent. Eecroiting improved owing to prospects of better pay. In 
BeUary district, where the police force had generally been much under strength, most 
of the vacancies were filled owing to the grant of a local allowance of one rupee. 
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■ The improvement in all districts was however rather in quantity than quality. Ihere — 
was some improvement in the conduct of the force, the pereentage of punishments for all PuiiisthmsiitEi. 
offences, including ahsence without leave, being .8.S'S agaiii.st ?>7'5 in 1901. North 
Areot, Madura and Aimiitaimr were the worst districts in this I’e.spect, the percentage of 
punisliments in them being IB'G, -JB-l and 46-5 respectively. The total number of Offences, 
dismissals showed a faitber increase from 504 to 537, 31 of tlie latter being officers, 
but the immbei- of men 'judicially punished deeimsed from 309 to 26S and the 
percentage of those so punished for offionees in tlieir official eapaciti’ fell from 70-6 to 
68'2 per cent. The most serious offence committed in the year was in Madura where a 
constable atternprted to murder an inspector by shooting him with bis carbine. He was 
sentenced to 10 yeai’s’ rigorous impiisonmeiit. There was a very satisfactory increase Eewarda. 
ill the amount of rewards received for good work, Rs. 7,705 hcing so awarded against 
Es. 5,584 in 1904 and the number of recipients being 1,338 against 927. The highest 
reward sanctioned by Government was Es. 581 for tlie detection and arrest of a gang of 
expert coiners in Cocanada. The number of good-conduct stripes awarded was 2,998 
against 3,017 in 1904. The percentage of illiterate constables declined from 15'8 to 
12'7 per cent, but it was still found imposBible to recruit many literalc constables in 
the Ceded Districts with the cmisequonce that the xiercentage of illiteracy in the Central 
Eange was 22-2. The Police Training School at Vellore was made a permanent Vellore 
institution from October 1905 and reorganised upon a new s}'stem, the inspectors’ and 
station-house offioers’ classes being abolished and a new class opened foi' tlie training of °° ' 

probationary sub-inspectoi's—the future investigating officer’s. The course of instruc¬ 
tion was extended from 6 months to 1 yeai' and a curiieulum conforming to the 
recommendations of the Police Commission adopted. The probationary Assistant 
Superintendents who arrived in December 1904 were under training in the Training 
School until the latter part of the yeai' when they were posted to vaiious districts and 
their places taken by thi’ee other probationers. The Giuhydttam division of the North 
Ai'oot disti'ict continued to be attached to the school for purposes of practical training. 

The total cost of the force was Es, 46,00,280 against Es. 47,77,336 in 1904, the Cost, 
decrease being due to the reduction of the tempoiary plague jioliee and to a reduced 
expenditure under ‘‘ clothing and arms,” tlie supply of Martmi-Hcnry carbines having 
been completed in 1904. There was very httle improvement in the work of the village VillagsPolios, 
police which was niisatisfactory in almost all disti’iets. Pirst reports of crime were 
however sent in by village magistrates wtith fair promptitude. The issue of badges and 
staves to village talaiyaris was completed in 4 more districts and only 4 ebstriets 
remained to be supplied at the end of the j^ear Tlie ghat lalaij'aris continued to do 
useful work except in Anantapur. There were no pumtive police force employed during 
the year. The reserves at distiict head-quarters were mobilised in most distiicts and Eosoi-vn, 
measures for strengthening them were taken oii the lines indicated by the Police 
Commission. The Railway Police force was maintained at its sanctioned strength of Pailway 
100 head constables and 715 constables, but those numbers have been found insufficient Police, 
for the work required from the force. 

122. The year was one of considerable agncultimil depve,ssiou with a rise in the Crime, 
piices of food-grains and a consequent increase of grave crime. It is not possible 
however to make a very acemute comparison of the statistics for the year with those of 
former yeai's as under the orders of the Govei'ument of India they have been prepared 
in revised forms. Material changes have also been iiiti'oduced in the classification of 
“ true ” and “ false cases.” Cases dealt with under section 157 (5), Ciiminal Procedure 
Code, and cases which the Magistrate declined to strilcc off on pohee referred charge 
sheets and which be did not try are ti'eated as “ ti’ue ” instead of false,” while eases 
which were referred by the police but in which the Magistrate sent for the accused, 
tried but did not convict are classed as “ time ” or “ false ” according to the Magistrate’s 
order instead of all being classed as “ false.” The effect of tliese alterations in classifl- 
cation is to swell the number of “ true” cases, and to prejudicially affect tlio results of 
police work as judged from statistics. Tliis fact is to be borne in mind in judging the 
various statistics given below, especially those regarding detection and prevention. The 
number of cognisable offences under the Penal Code, excluding nuisance cases, returned 
as true was 49,167 against 43,843. Tliere was little vaiiatioii in the number of cases 
under Special and Local Laws which was 25,596 against 24,385 in 1904, but the 
number of nuisance cases increased from 120,901 to 130,144, the increase being 
chief}’ in Madras City and Madura. The districts where grave crime was most 
prevalent were TinneveUy, Kistna, Guntiir, Kurnool, Bellary, the Nilgiris and 
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Madia.e Citt'. in eacli of whioh there was an average of one serioas offence to every 
i;000 to 1,500 persons. Ganjam showed the lowe.st pereeiitage of grave ciiine, tliei'e 
being only ] case to every .3.500 of the iidiahitants. There was a slight deci'ease in the 
laimber of murder's from JS6 to 472; Coimhatoi'e with 66 eases as nsual heading the 
li.st. and Madiwa coming next with 43. In Tinnevell}^ a station-house officer' was stabbed 
to death while trjung to arrest a peivson charged with robbery and in Coimhatoi'e another- 
station-house officer was nim-dcred by an ex-constable of the plague police whom 
he liad failed to screen from a prosecution for theft thougli he had taken a bribe to do 
so. Four cases of infanticide ending in the conviction of the rrrothers wei-e r-epoited 
during the I'ear. There was a ser-ioiis riot in a idllag-c in Ganjam wliei-e an irrspector 
aird some corrstable.s were attacked by a mob while searching some houses in connection 
with a gi-aiii (l-acoity. The mob tlrreatened to tire the house in ivhich the police took 
r-etage and were only dispensed after the Inspector had .shot orre man with his revolver-. 
For-ty-four parsons were eventually eonvieted in eonnectiori with tlio dacoity and r-iot. 
In Salem a prisoner hanged lumself in a jjolice lock-np and a largo cr-owd which is said 
to have nrimhered 2,000 persons collected outside the statioir hustled a police inspector 
and beat some eoustahles. The uioh could not be dispei-sed until the r-cserve police 
were called out. The number of daooities reported was 539, an increase of 9d, 19 of 
which Avere due to the new classification. Seventy oocim-ed in Goinibatoi-e and there 
was an increase in jSTellore, South Ai'oot, Salem, Kistiia, Guntur, Kiirnool and Bclkiy. 
In the last 4 districts many of the dacoities ai-e committed by gangs from the Nizam’s 
Dominions, the frontier conditions facilitating their operations. In Bellary a constable 
shot a daooit in .selE-defeiice with the result that there wa.s a cessation of dacoity for 
some moiitli.s and it is probable that if resistance was offered in more cases this class of 
crime would greatly dimini.sh. Cases of house-breaking showed a large increase, the 
natural result of a period of high prices and the number of thefts also increased, but the 
new method of classiflca.tioii is pai-tly responsible for tlie highei’ figures. CatUo thefts 
numbered 3,895, an increase of more than 50 per cent, over the previous year’s figures. 
Seven Ininffied and eleven of the cases oconrred ift Coimhatoi'e. The ividely pi'evalent 
system of tuppukuli or eluehire makes this particular crime very difficult tii combat. 
Ihere were 86 cattle poisoning cases against 4.6 in 1901. I'lie luimbcr of coinage 
offences reported was 52 against 90, the most important esisc being that in which the 
^e^val'a refeiTed to above was granted. 

123^ The proportion of the total cognisable ca,ses, excluding nuisances, detected 
was 32-9 per cent, according to tlie new classification. The lowest percentage was 
111 imiieveli}' whei-e only 14-8 per cent, of true cases were detected.

The total number of cases struck of as mali¬ 
ciously and wilfiiUy false was 4,535 against 4,050 in 1904. False eoinplainants were 
eveiitu-ally proceeded against in 351 cases and of the number prosecuted 28-8 per cent 
were convicted against 25-8 per cent, in tlie previous year. V percentage of cases 
prosecuted by Bie police but declm-ed to be false after trial feU from 1 -4 to 0% per cent

persons. Die mimber of known depredators sKghtly decreased owing to a large nimber 
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haring been sent to jail. The registvation ol reoeivei-s was still defective in several 
districts. The proportion of had characters who were out of view on the last day of 
the year was 1.3'8 per cent as in 190-1; tlie number of old offenrleis who -were cmivioterl 
during the year was 2,220 against 1,798. Kve hundred and ninety-two persons were 
ordered to notify their residence after release from jail under section 565 (1) of the 
Criminal Procedui’e Code against 178 in the previous year. Theie was a finther 
increase in the numher of houses of bad repute registered from 2,622 to 2,741, of 
which 1,561 weie the houses of receivers. Wandering criminal gangs niimhered 252 
against 217 in 1901, hnt their strengtli declined from 2,008 males, 2,006 females and 
3,381 childi'en to 1,761 males, 1,615 feiualea and 2,130 children. One hundred and 
twenty-six menihers of tliese gangs were in jail on the last daj’’ of the year, hut during 
the year only 121 were convicted against 190 m 1901. The number of permanent 
gangs ino-eased from 626 to 613. Their str-eugth was 9,673 males, 9,111 females and 
16,065 children; 160 of the males and 18 of the females were in jail at the close of the 
year, the numher of eonvictious during the year being 312. There was considerable 
increase in the work of the T’inger-print Biuean, 6,596 references being received 
again.st 1,911 in 1904 and 1,127 person.s being thereby tooed as old offenders against 
815. The number of persons put before magistiates under the security sections of the 
Criminal Procedure Code increased from 2,979 to 3,501 and the percentage of those 
bound over in the eases disposed of was 66T against 65 per cent. Out of 1,974 
pjersons hound over 1,333 wei'e sent to jail. The average amount of security demanded 
by magistrates was Es. 152 as in the previous year.

121. There was no change in the courts of criminal jurisdiction in tlie Pre,sidenoy Tribunals. 
Town. In the mufassal 2 new courts were established during the year. The new 
revenue disti’ict of Gimtui' was created a Sessions Division from the 1st October 1905 
and a Couit, of Session established at the head-quarter station, Gnnhir. A Magistrates’ 

Bench Court was also established at Berliampur in the Ganjam district during 1905. 

The coni'ts exercising criminal jurisdiction in the mufassal were those of 1,862 Village 
Magistrates, 59 Benches of Magistrates, 5 Cantonment Magistrates, 60 Special 
Magistrates, 478 Subordinate Magistrates, 91 Sub-Divisional Magistrates witli appellate 
powers, 23 Distiict Magistrates (including 1 additional District Magistrate in Madura), 

21 Sessions Judges and 1 additional Sessions Judge. There wcie also as in previous 
years 3 Sessions Judges and 2 additional Sessions Judges for the Agency Tracts. The 
number of Village Magistrates who hied eases (4,362) was practically the same as in 
the previous ymar (1,370). 

126. Coguiaable crime has already been dealt with in the sections deahng with State of 
the work of the Pohee. T’lie number of cases of non-cognizable offences for disposal Crime, 
dming the year was 114,329 against 140,971 m the yirevious year and was 
proportionate to the increase under cognizable offences. The number ending in 
conviction was 60,984 or 42-25 per cent. The number dismissed without hial was 
17,330. There w-as a remarkable decrease of 2,071 cases in the immber of offences, 
covered by Chapter XIV of the Penal Code, against public lieaith, convenieiioe, etc. 

The niunher of offences reported under Special and Local Laws increased considerably 
chiefly with reference to the Towns Nuisances Act, the City Police Act, the District 
Municipalities Act and the Eorest Act. ITio increase is to be ath-ibnted in all oases to 
greater v-igilance on the part.of the authorities concerned. There was a .slight improve¬ 
ment in tlie percentage of convictions in cases brought to trial under the Penal Code 
which was 23-32 against 23-06 in 1901. Tlie percentage of convictions under Special 
and Local La.ws -^vas 87-22 against 86-13 per cent. The convietioiis wcz-e below the 
average of the previous 5 years in cases under the Penal Code and slightly above it in 
cases under Special and Local Laws. The percentage of convictions -was highest in 
eases under the Abkiiri Act wliere they were more than 98 per cent. 

126. The total number of cases and appeals instituted during the year increased. Business in 
-the figures being 310,331 and 10,080, respectively, against 300,365 and 9,517 in 1904. the Courts. 
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Tbe district of itadma was responsible for the greater part of the increase. Eighty- 
six European Eritisli subjects were brought to trial during tbe year, '14 being convicted 
and 12 acquitted. Twenty-four were convicted under the Penal Code and 20 under 
Special and Local Laws “The number of eases instituted in tbe Coiu'ts of Village 
Magistrates again increased, the number being 11,073 against 10,533 in the previous 
year. The muuher of persous under trial was 18,315, of whom 5,850 were convicted, 
4.203 being inipiisoiied and the rest confined in the stocks. At the end of the year 398 
cases were pending against 324 in 1904. The number of cases instituted before 
regular Magistiates in the mufassal during the yeai- was 231,579, an increase of 9,049. 
Magistrsitea in Two thousand thiee huiidi'ed and thirty-one cases were left pending at the end of the 
the mnfaBBal. against 2,256 at the beghming. The total number of persous under trial during 
tbe year was .398,638. Tbe eases of 391,427 persona were disposed of. 193,114 were 
eoiLvieted and 3,627 wei'e committed to sessions or sent to a supeiioi’court for enhanced 
punishment. Of the persons convicted 1,105 were juveniles (3,329 boys and 776 girls). 
The perce7dage of convictions was 49 79 in the eases tried against 4S'57 per cent, in 
the previous year. Both uie number of pei’sons tried and the iiiimber convicted or 
committed weie considerably higher tbaii in 1904. The number of pei'sons awaitiiig' 
tiial at the end of the year was 7,211, of whom 730 were in custody. Of those in 
custody only one had been awaiting trial for more than 6 months and 31 for more than 
2 months, an improvement on the figimes of the previous year. As a natural cojise- 
quejice of the greater immher of persons convicted there was an increase under eacJi class 
of puni,shmeiit, iuipi'isoimient, fine and whipping. The largest increase was undei' fines 
which were imposed in 8,573 more cases than in the x>revious year, but iiotwithstauding 
this the total ainmint imposed decreased from Es. 7,61,1.98 to Es. 7,60,551, The total 
sum collected was Es. 6,48,006, of which Es. 37,092 was paid as compensation to com¬ 
plainants. Nine hundred and sixty-two juveniles were sentenced to wbiiiping and in 
aU but 7 eases tbe whipping was in lieu of other punishment. The average pendency 
of oases was practicaEy the same as in the previous 2 years vai'ying from 1 day in the 
Courts of Bench Magistrates to 18 days in the Courts of Joint Magistrates. The 
highest average duration (82 days) was in the Court of the Assistant Magistrate, 
Tiichiuopoly. It was attributed to a change of Magistrates and the issue of vaiious 
commissions for the examination of wdtnessos. In Gnntiir, in the Coiu't of the Joint 
Magistrate, the average duration was 44 days. The number of witnesses examined was 
358,050 agaiii.st 838,152 in 1904. No witness was detained for more than 8 days 
ill aiiy of the coio.'ts of South Ai'cot, BcUaiy, South Canara, Ohingleput, Coimbatore, 
Godavari, Guiitiu', Kistna, Madura, Nellore, the Nilgiris and Salem districts, a fact 
very creditable to the coiu-ts concerned. The number of wiliiesses detained beyond 
8 days in Tiniievolly and Tanjoie was still high, viz,, 218 and US, hut this was an 
improvement over the jirevious year when the figures wmre 360 and 125 respectively. 
The number of witnesses examined during the yeai' was largest in Madura (27,318), 
where as ahuady noted no witness Avas detained for more than 3 days. The amount of 
diet money and travelling expenses paid to witnesses duiing the j'eai’ was Es. 94,182 
against Es. 79,397 in the pircA'ious year. Seven thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
seven a 2 Dpeals were preferred by 14,991 persons during the year against 7,377 appeals 
from 14,313 ajipellaiits in 1904. The increase in appeals is partly to he accounted foi' 
by ’the increase in eomuotions. It was most noticeable in Madmu and Nellore. In 
Madura it followed an inci'eased institution of cases resulting in increased eoiivictions 
and in Nellore an unusual miiuber of appeals were filed against orders passed under tire 
preventiA'e sections of the Criminal Procedure Code, Arrears increased from 266 in 
1901 to 288. The average duration of appeals before District Magistrates increased 
from 13 to 14 days, while that of appeals before Snb-Divisional Magistrates fell front 
17 to 16. The percentage of appeals in which conA’'iotions were confirmed was 61'72. 
against 62-50 in 1904. The proportion of whoEy unsuccessful ajipellants was lai-gest 
in file Yizagapatani Agency (83-05), Nellore (77-05) and the Godavari Agency (78-53).. 
Of the 665 revision cases dealt witli by MagisEatea during the year, 522 were appli¬ 
cations fi'om parties and the rest eases taken up by the courts suo moiu. 

127. The nniuher of cases committed to the sessions courts in the mufassal 
iiiereased from 1,139 to 1,207, the iuci-ease being largest in the Salem and NeUore 
districts. The number in Salem, 123, was the highest since the famine year of 1877 
and was attributed by the Sessions Judge to 2 successive years of drought. I'he 
number of persons tried was 2,974 against 2,793. One thousand four hundred and 
sixty-three were tried by jury, 1,196 with the aid of assessors and 15 partly by jury

and partly with assessors. The oases of the remaining 300 persons were disposed of 
without the aid of either jurors or assessor.?. Most of the Sessions Judges seem to have 
heeii satisfied with the working of the jury system during the year, but the Sessions 
Judge of Godavari found that jurors took no interest whatever in tlieir duties and 
gave the Judge no assistance and the Sessions Judge of Tiunevelly found that the 
juries in the district were very unequal, some being good and some quite useless. One 
thousand two hundred and fortj'-eight pereons or 43-65 per cent, of those dealt with 
"were convicted. The total amount of fines imposed was Es. 5,120, out of which 
Es. 2,153 were recovered. Fifty-.six persons were sentencod to death, but the 
sentences were only confimred by the High Court in 35 instances, and in 13 cases tire 
sentences were commuted to transportation for life. Tire average duration of sessions 
trials was 33 days as in 1904. The durabon was highest in Coimbatore (51 days), 
Kiu'nool (47) and hTellore (47). The number of witnesses detained more than 3 days 
increased from 1,311 to 1,791. The number so detained was high in Hellore (300) 
and Kurnool (293). Es. 45,551 were paid as hatta and travelling expenses to witnesses 
against Es. 43,486 in 1904, the number of witnesses examined being 11,238 against 
10,673. The number of appeals to sessions courts increased from 1,344 appeals by 
1,886 appellants in 1904 to 1,508 appeals by 2,106 appellants in 1905. The average 
duration of appeals disposed of was 26 days as in the previous year. The percentage 
of cases in which the sentences appealed against were confirmed was 71’41 against 
70-63. Eoiu' hundred and forty-nine revision eases were filed dmirig the year and the 
number of persons concerned in tlrem was 1,679. Eighty-one of these oases were 
taken up by the courts suo motii and the others at the imstance of parties. The 
percentage of unsuccessful petitions was 72-01. 

128. The number of cases instituted before the Presidency Magistrates was 66,428 
against 66,120 iii 1904. The increase rvas mainly in cases under the City Police Act. 
Seventy-five cases in which 205 persons were concerned were pending at the end of the 
year. The percentage of convictions was 91-73 against 89‘83 in 1904. The number 
of witnesses examined was 15,465 against 15,666 and the amount paid as batta 
decreased from Es. 4,262 to Es. 1,997. A sum of Es. 6,209 levied as fines in cases 
of craelty to animals was paid to the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 

129. In the High Court 44 sessions cases were received for trial against 48 in 
1904. The number of persons coiioerned was 56. Eorty-three cases were disposed of, 
2 of which were tried with the aid of special jurors. The number of persons convioted 
was 41, the percentage of convictions being 74 against 77 in 1904. One case was left 
pending at the end of the year as the accused was a lunatic and 2 cases from 1903 were 
still pending for the same reason. The amount paid as batta and travelling expenses 
to witnesses was Es. 1,801 against Es. 2,268 in the previous year. Including 1 case 
from 1904 there were 18 references by Sessions Judges under section 307, Criminal 
Procedure Code, for disposal, of which 16 were disposed of, Yerdicts of “guilty” 
were upheld in 1 case and set aside in 2 cases; verdicts of “ not guilty ” were upheld in 6 
eases and set aside in 7 cases. Out of 58 persons whose death sentences were referred 
to the High Court for confirmation, 10 were acquitted, 13 had their sentences oommnted 
to transportation for life and in the cases of the remaining 35 the sentence of death was 
confirmed. Excluding 51 appeals from sentences of death, 654 appeals were filed 
during the year, of which 32 were appeals against acquittals. Including cases pending 
from the previous year, 23 appeals against acquittals and 598 appeals against convictions 
were disposed of. Eorty-seven per cent, of the appeals against acquittals were dismissed 
and 88 per cent of the appeals against convictions. Twenty-five revision cases were 
taken up by the court suo vioirn., 131 eases were reported by Sessions Judges and 
District Magistrates and 393 applications for revision were received from parties. The 
figures foi' 1904 were 40, 117 and 461 respectively. The proceedings of the lower 
Gomts were not interfered with in 73 per cent, of the total number of eases decided. In 
64 per cent, of the eases reported by Sessions Judges and District Magistrates, the 
proceedings were quashed or modified, while in only 17 per cent, of the cases in which 
the paities moved the High Court were tlie proceedings of the lower coiuts disturbed. 
Two thousand five hundred and five calendars of trials and appeals disposed of bv 
Sessions Judges and District Magistrates were perused during the year. Two hundred 
and ten miscellaneous petitions were disposed of.

130. There were 8 central and 9 district jails at the close of tire year against 7 
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central and 10 district jails in the previous yeai', the Bellary district jail having been 
converted into a second-class cenRal jail in December 1905. The number of subsidiary 
jails remained unaltered at 304. There was accommodation in the central and district 
jails at the end of 1905 for 12,126 prisoners against 11,959 in 1904; 164 cells for 
male prisoners and 3 for females having been added during the year. The total 
number of cells available was 3,518. To avoid overcrowding transfers had to be made 
from the Yizagapatam, Nellore, Cuddalore, and Madura jails during the year, while the 
• excess of prisoners in the Madras Penitentiary wRere there was an outbreak of choleia 
had to be confined in temporary sheds outside the walls. 

131. The number of prisoners admitted either on direct committal or by transfer 
from other jails was 96,363, the highest figui'e since 1901. The daily average number 
of prisoners was 12,264 against 10,976 in the previous year. The increase is to be 
attributed to the high prices which prevailed and to the generally tiiifavoui'able nature 
of the season. The total number of prisoners under trial was 44,987 against 35,915 in 
the previous year, but the average period of detention was the same, 15'5 days, wRich 
shows that cases,were more promptly disposed of by Magistrates. Thirty-six under-tidal 
prisoners escaped, all from sub-jails, and 20 died against 33 escapes and 25 deatJis in 
1904. The number of civil prisoners was 2,143 against 1,659, the daily average being 
215, while that of the previous decade was 175-5. Two died during the year-, 1,818 
were released and 2 wez-e transferred, leaving 321 civil prisoners in jail at tlie end of 
the year. Of the 2 State prisoners in jail at the end of 1905, 1 was released and 
placed under police surveillance iu NeUore. The other fcmained in jail. 

132. The total number of convicts admitted was 29,643, an inei-ease of 26'5 per 
cent, over 1904, More than a 1,000 convicts were received from 13 out of the 23 
districts iu the Presidency, the largest number 3,683 coming fi'om Madras. All 
Rstricts except Anantapru-, Malabar- and the Nilgiris contributed to the increase. TRe 
pei'centage of Hindus, Muhammadans and Christians among tlie convicts was 89-7, 8 
and _2-3, respectively, the percentage being slightly above that of the population outside 
the jails in the case of MiRammadaus aird Hindus and slightly below in the case of 
Christians calculating on tlie_ basis of the census figures of 1901. The mimber of 
juvenile couvicts was 605 against 507 in 1904, hut the percentage of juveniles to total 
admissions fell ft-om 2-15 to 2-04 per cent. The number of girls convicted was 181 
against 164, Of 441 youthful offenders nnder 15 years of age and eligible for 
admission to the Eefomatory school, only 57 were sent there. The percentage of 
previously connoted offenders showed a further faU from 10-81 to 10-72 per cent., 
though the to-tal number of old offenders convicted was 2,651 against 2,047 in 1904. 
Of the convicts sentenced to imprisonment imder the Penal Code no less than 43 per 
cent, were convicted of theft and 29-4 per cent, of other offences against property. 
The percentage of convicts sentenced to 1 month’s imprisonment or less was 41'1 per 
cent, against 42-2 in 1904, showing a progressive decline from 1898. Among the 
longer sentences imposed the most noticeable increase was in those of above 6 months 
and not exceeding 1 year, ivhich increasedfi-om 4-39 per cent, in 1898 to 9-57 per cent, 
m 1905, Twenty-eight coimcts escaped during the year, IS of whom were recaptured. 

1 hough there was a lai-ge mcrease in the jail population, the total number of jail 
offences committed by convicts fell from 14,346 to 11,326, There was a general 
reduction under all forms of punishment with the exception of ‘handcuffing.’ Minor 
punishments declined by 20-6 per cent, and major punishments by 25-6 pei cent, hut 
diseiphne was not relaxed as is seen from the facts that the exaction of tasks and the 
onttui-n of work for the year were fully maintained. The mart system contiiined to 
work sabsfaotorily. There was a large increase in the number of convicts who earned 
Re special good-conduct remissions and 2,673 were released under the remission rules 

3 to 75. 

f and medical statistics show a continued improvement in the health 

of the jail popdation The death-rate of 15 per thousand and the daily siek-rate of 
19 per thousand are the lowest on record. There were 33 attacks and 13 deaths from 
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■cholera, mostly in the Eajahmnndry jail where most of the prisoners had to he taken 
into camp. No deaths from plague were reported. A special hospital for the treat¬ 
ment of tuhercular diseases was under construction at Bellary. 61-3 percent, of the 
prisoners discharged during the year had gained in weight, 18 per cent, had lost and 
20-7 per ceiit. had maintained their original weight. 

134. The gross expenditure of the department, excluding the outlay on buildings, 
was Bs. 13,70,077, an increase of Es. 1,75.274 over that of the previous year. The 
increase was due partly to the large increase in the pnisou population and partly to the 
high prices ’vv’'hieh prevailed diuing the year'. Tire average amiual cost of dieting a 
prisoner was Es. 27-4-2 against Es. 23-9-9 in 1904, while the total cost of each 
prisoner increased from Es. 65-6-10 to Es. 65-10-10. The net coat per prisoner was 
Es. 54-15-0 against Es. 53-6-0. The net cash earnings from manufactures were 
Eb. 1,31,757 as compared with Es. 1,32,652 in 1904, hut the value of supplies made 
by the jail to the public departments increased from Es. 3,04.414 to Es. 4,01,703. 
The Coimbatore jail was supplied with a new weaving shed and with certain finishing 
plant to complete the weaving apparatus. Tliere was a large increase in the value of 
supplies made by the jail for the u.se and consumption of prisoners, the total value 
being calculated at Es. 72,936 against Es. '46,637 in 1904. The total expenditure by 
the Jail and Public Works departments on jailbmldings was Es. 1,85,848. 


CIVIL JUSTICE. (1905.) 

[^eporl on tlie Administration of Civil Justice in the Madras Presidency for the year 
1905; Judicial and Administrative Statistics of British India — III. Civil 
Jttstice7\ 

135. During the yeai’ a new Distinct Court styled the Distinct Court of Guntur 
was established, and located at Guntur with effect from 1st October 1905 with juris¬ 
diction over the local limits of tlie revenue district of Guntiir. The local limits of the 
Juiisdictious of the adjoriiiiig Distiict Courts of Gddavaii, Enstua and Nellore were in 
consequence made conterminous with their respective revenue districts which had been 
affected by the creation of the Gmitdr revenue district. This change necessitated 
several alteiations in the subordinate civil courts in the districts concerned. In the 
Itistna district, the Suhoi'dinate Judge’s Court of Masulipatam was abolished as such, 
but was established at Ellore instead witli jurisdiction over the local limits of the 
juinsdictions of the Distiict Munsifs of Narasipui-, Tanukii and EUore and was 
empowered to exercise small cause j urisdiction up to Es. 600 within the local limits of 
the jurisdictions of the District Munsifs of Narasapiir, Bezwada and Gudivada. The 
court was also empowered to entertain appeals from the decrees and orders of the courts 
■of the Distiict Munsifs of Narasapfrr, Taiuiku and Ellore. In the Godavari district, 
the jmisdiotion of the Suhoi'dinate Judge’s Court of Cocanada was curtailed by with- 
diawing the munsifi of AmaMpuiam from its jurisdiction. The additional Subordinate 
Judge’s Court of Goddvaii at Eajahmimdiy was ahohshed as such, but it was established 
at Trichinopol]'- instead, to afford much needed relief to the DisEict Coiu't, with local 
jurisdiction over the whole of that disti’ict and small cause jurisdiction over the Trichi- 
nopoly^ and Srirangam Munsifis. The number of District Munsifs’ Coui'ts in the 
Gbdavari district was reduced from 8 to 4 and of those in the NeUore district from 5 to 
4 and the number of Disti’iot Munsifs’ Courts in the new Guntur disti'ict was fixed 
at 5. The District Mimsif’s Com't of Bhimavai’am was abolished and a new Distiict 
Munsif’s Court styled “ The additional District Munsif’s Court of Masulipatam ” was 
established at Masulipatam in order to afford rehef to the Principal District Munsif of 
the Kistna distiict. With a view to a more even distiibution of civil work and in order 
that, as far as practicable, each Munsif’s jurisdiction might consist of one or more 
■complete revenue taluks, the local limits of the jurisdictions of the District Munsifis of 
Guntui', BapaEa, Naj-asaiaopet and Tenali in flie Guntur distiict were also altered. 
'The additional Subordinate Judge’s Comt of Tanjore continued to work till 20th 
December 1905 and was then aboHshed. The additional District Munsif’s Court of 
Nellore continued to work till the end of the year- when the period for which it had 
been sanctioned expired. The number of Village Courts which exercised civil juris- 
■diotion increased from 5,236 in 1904 to 5,340 in 1905. There was a total increase of 
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144 courts over those of the previous year in tho district of Malabar which is attributed 
to the growing popularity of the system of trial by village muiisifs and also to the- 
interest taken by the Eevenue Department in tlie district in the efficient working of 
these courts. There was a decrease of 7.S and .58 in the number of Village Courts 
which exercised civil jurisdiction in the districts of Chingleput and Mellore, respec¬ 
tively, for which no satisfactoiy explanations have been adduced. 

136. The number of suits instituted during the year was 359,116 or 24,775 suits 
more than in 1904. The increase occurred in all classes of courts (except Eevenue 
Comts), but chiefly in Village Munsifs’ Com-ts vyhere 11,450 more suits wei'C instituted 
than in the previous year and in District Munsifs’ Courts wliere the increase amounted 
to 9,493 suits. The increase occmred in 16 dish’iots and was noticeable oliiefly in 
Coimbatore where the number of suits filed was 5,906 more than in the previous year. 
In'many cases the ffierease is aacribable mainly to local causes. The abatement of 
plague in certain districts tended to an increase in institutions, while in otliera tlie 
prospects of a bad season led money-lenders to file suits with a view to the prompt 
realization of their debts. The number of appeals preferred decreased from 12,419 in 
1904 to 10,371 in 1905. The total value of the subject-matter involved in suits 
increased from Es. 4,00,53,860 to Es. 4,10,38,440 and the amount involved in appellate 
litigation decreased from Es. 57,77,000 to Es. 42,89,107. .The number of suits 
instituted in Village Courts increased from 82,478 in 1904 to 93,928 in 1905. 
The inoreaso was most marked in Madura, Malabar, Coimbatore and the Mlgiris. 
The increase in Madura is attributed to the fact that the people are becoming awai'e of 
the benefits of getting suits tried by Village Courts particularly as regards facility of 
institution and speed of disposal. In Malabar and in the Nilgiris the increase is 
explained to be due to increased eflPoifis in the Eevenue Department to rouse village- 
munsifs to a sense of them responsibilities in the disposal of civil cases. The increase 
in Coimbatore is attributed to the subsidence of plague. The number of suits filed in 
Eevenue Courts again decreased from 8,171 in 1904 to 7,330 in 1905. The Kdlahasti 
and Xarvetnagar Estates in the North Arcot distriot which in 1904 contributed largely 
to the litigation in Eevenue Courts in that distiict contributed only a few suits in 1905. 
This accounts for the greater part of the decrease of 895 Eevenue suits filed in the 
North Arcot district. There was an increase of 513 suits filed in the Tanjore distriot 
which is accounted for by the fact that a large number of patta suits were filed during 
the year by the Eeceiver of the Tanjore Palace Estate. The numbers of ordinary and 
small cause suits filed in District Munsifs’ Courts were 82,995 and 128,811, respectively,, 
an increase of 3,308 and 6,185 over those instituted during 1904. The increase in the 
number of ordinary suits was considerable in Kistiia (908) and South Aroot (814), 
while there was a decrease of 905 in Coimbatore. The increase in Kistna was lai'gely 
due to the changes in tribunals and their jurisdictions in that district, of which 
mention has already been made. Tlie increase in South Arcot is attributed to the fact 
that the District Mansif’s Court of Cuddalore was presided over from Stb. December by 
an officer who had only ordinary smaE cause powers and so had to try all suits over- 
Es. 50 on the original side. The expansion of the groundnut trade, enlianoed prices 
obtainable for paddy and the improvement in the weaving industry at Chidambaram 
are also reported to have given rise to an increase in the number of suits filed. 
In Coimbatore the decrease in ordinaiy suits was lai-gely due to the fact that certain of 
the Distiict Munsifs in 1905 had extended small cause powers, while in 1904 tlieir 
predecessors only exercised ordinary powers up to Es. 50. The increase in the number 
of smaE cause suits was very considerable in Coimbatore (3,482). Probably tliis 
increase was mainly dne to the cause which brouglit about a decrease of original suits- 
before Distiict Munsifs in this dis'triot, viz., the fact that certain of tlie munsifs were 
invested with extended smaE cause jiirisdietioTi in 1905. The decrease of small causes 
instituted in Chingleput (1,959) and NeEore (1,258) is noticeable and is attilbuted in the- 
latter distinct to absence of rent siuts from the Venkatagiri estate and in the former to 
the unfavourable season. The number of ordinary and small cause suits instituted in 
bubordinate Judges’ Courts rose from 833 and 20,534 in 1904 to 974 and 22,510, 
^ increase in the number of smaE causes was marked in Madmu 

(632) and Kmnbakonam (523). The increase in Madura was due to the District Mmisif of 
DmdiguL who took charge of the comfi from 3rd July and the Distriot Munsif of Periya- 
kuiam not being invested with extended smaE cause powers. The number of oi’dinmy 
suits instituted in the District Courts increased from 438 to 519, whEe the number of' 
smaE causes decreased from 636 to 629. There was a deoi’ease in the number of 
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regulai’ appeals filed fi-oin lO,27Y in 1904 to 8,S-17, while the niimher of miseelLaneoiis 
appeals increased slightly from 3-58 to 871. The decrease in regular appeals in Ganjam 
was 1,169 and was due to the fact that, while m the prenons year, large batches of 
Tent appeals were filed, in 1905 such hatches were coiispicuou.s by their absence. 

There was a noticeable increase of I'egular appeals in Tanjore (397) which is explained 

as being due to an increase in the disposal of contested ordinary suits and also to the 

filing of a greater number of rent appeals. The nrmiher of suits instituted in the Oouitsinthe 

Presidency Court of Small Causes inoi'eased from 17,964 to 19,655. The average value Presidency 

of suits was Es. 78 as against Es. 72 in the previous year-. The number of apphoations 

for ejectment of tenants also increased from 398 to 599. In the City Civil Court the 

number of suits instituted during tlie year was 330 or 46 more than in 1904, The 

average value of suits feU from Es. 823 to Es. 704. In the High Court there was a High Court. 

stiU further increase in the number of suits filed from 251 to 273, the average value of 

suits being Es. 11,770 as against Es. 11,581 in the previous year. The number of 

appeals of allkinds preferred to the High Court was 2,268 against 2,360 in the previous 

year and an average of 2,473 for the xrreeeding five year's. 1 he aggregate and average 

values of appeals from original decrees wereEs. 38,35,011 andEs. 10,773, respectively, 

against Es. 36,97,216 and E,s. 9,289 in 1904 and the corresponding values of appeals 

from aprpeUate decrees were Es. 4,54,061 aird Es. 327 against Rs. 5,29,113 andSs. 360 

in that year. 


137. In Village Courts 93,392 sxrits were disposed of. Arrears increased fr'om Disposal of 
5,970 to 6,506, hut both the penderrcy arrd disposal were in pjroportion to the increased Busrness. 
number of suits filed. The niunher of suits disposed of in Eeveirue Courts was 7,587 
. against 9,259 in 1904 and tire arr'cars decreased from 2,286 to 2,113. The average 
dm’atiorr of urreontested suits was high in Kistna (148 days) and Salem (176) and of Courts, 
contested suits in North Aroot (208 days). The high dru-ation in lustna is attributed 
to the disposal during the year of many old suits which awaited the decision of the 
High Court in similar cases. The number of suits disposed of in the Agency Com'ts Agouoy 
increased from 856 to 959, but notwithstanding the greater number of suits disposed 
of during the year the arrears at the close of the year increased fi'om 141 to 188 
The duration of the one contested suit disposed of by the Government Agent, Goddvari, 
was very high (984 days) and is attributed by him to prolonged correspondence with 
the Government iii connection with the suit and long adjournments granted at ilie 
request of the parties. The District Munsifs disposed of 81,232 ordinary suits and Dietriot 
127,504 small causes against 81,362 and 124,544 respectively in the previous year—a Munefia’ 
decrease of 130 ordinai'y suits aud an increase of 2,960 small causes. Thirty-eight 
thousand three hundi’ed and thirty-seven ordinary suits and 25,890 small causes were 
disposed of after contest as against 38,782 aud 25,327, respectively, in tlie previous 
year. Thirteen District Munsifs exercised extended small cause powers up to Es. 100 
and disposed of 2,758 suits between Es. 50 and Es. 100. Twenty District Munsifs 
exercised extended small cause powers up to Es. 200 and disposed of 9,405 suits 
between Es. 50 and Es, 200. The average duration of contested oi'dinary suits exceeded 
a year in only 2 courts, namely, Bhimavaiam (391 days) and Tenali (375 days); but 
it exceeded 300 days in 7 courts, namely, Mangalore, Pedddpuram, Alattrir, Srhangam, 
Masulipatam and Bezwada. The disposal of old suits or suits remanded on appeal is 
said to account for these high averages. The average duiation of contested and 
unoontested small causes was very high in Anjengo (227 and 193 days respectively). 

It is explained that there was no presiding officer in that court for 4 months in the 
yeai'. The duration of contested small causes was high in Gndivdda (131 days) and 
Masulipatam (125 days). This is accounted for in Gudivadaby the disposal of 20 
small causes of 1903, along with the ordinary suits connected with them, and in Masuli¬ 
patam by the District Mrmsif insisting on personal service of summonses on the parties 
concerned. The number of ordiua,ry suits and of smaE causes jiending at the end of 
the year increased from 24,890 aud 9,104 in 1904 to 27,979 and 11,337 sho-^^ing an 
increase in arrears of 3,589 ordinary suits and 2,233 small causes. The inCi'ease of 
arrears of ordinary suits was most marked in South Aroot (693) and Kistna (671). The 
increase in the number of pending small causes was very large in Coimbatore (663). 

The number of ordinary suits disposed of in Subordinate Judges’ Courts decreased Subordinate 
from 1,049 to 960, while the number of small causes disposed of increased from 20,483 Judges’ 
to 22,553, the numbers disposed of a,fter contest being 684 oi'dinary suits and 7,045 Oourta. 
small causes as against 769 and 6,599, respectively, in 1904. The average duration 
of ordinary contested suits exceeded a year in Palghat, Tinuevelly and Mangalore. In 

10 
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5 other eoiu’ts the average duration exceeded 300 days. As in the case of District 
Munsifs, the explanation for these high figures showing average diwation is chiefly 
that preference was given to the disposal of old suits. In ordinary suits arrears 
increased from 576 to 668, while the immher of pending small causes was reduced 
from 3,576 to 3,461. The number of ordinaiy suits pending for over a year and the 
iiumher of small causes pending for over 3 months were reduced from 112 and 757 in 
1904 to 94 and 459 respectively. The increase in the arrears of orchnaiy suits was most 
noticeable in Madrua (East), Zistna and Cocanada. In Madiu'a (East) 1 ordinai-y suit 
occupied the Judge for 62 woiking days and so tended to increase arrears. In Eistna 
it was partly due to the removal of the oourt from Masulipatam to Ellore. The average 
iiumher of days available in Distiict Courts for eml work dmdiig the year was 133 
against 136 days during the previous year. The District Courts disposed of 360 
ordinary suits and 650 small causes as against 479 and 648,1'espeetively, in 1904 a 
decrease of 119 in the riumhei' of ordinar 3 " suits disposed of during the year. The 
average duration of eontested ordinary suits was very high iu Eistna (792 days) 
Eurnool (595),^TriehinopQly (585), Kellore (578) and Tanjore (509) and of uncon¬ 
tested suits in Emnool (215). The high average in Eistna is attributed to the disposal 
of 3 suits remanded by the High Court. In Ti'ichiiiopoly it was due to the pendencv of 
a suit of 1900 which awaited the result of a eoimected appeal to the High Court and 
to a eomphcated partnership suit of 1901. The iiumher of ordinary' suits jiendiiig at 
the end of the j'ear increased from 400 to 553, while the iiumher of pending small 
causes was induced from 100 to 78. lire iiumher of applications for disposal diuiiig 
the year in aU the courts in the mufassal was 268,623, of which 239,979 apphoations 
were disposed of. There was an increase in the number both of institutions and dis¬ 
posals in ah the classes of courts except Revenue Courts and the Cantonment Court of • 
where there was a decrease both in the numbers instituted and disposed 
of. The number' of applications which are described as wholly iufi'uctuous (179 868) 
beai’s a large proportion to the total rmmber disposed of, but under this head m’e 
included 110,814 apphoations which wer'e withdr'awn, not pr'o.seouted, or I’ejeoted 
iridrcatirig either that the claims wer’e settled out of cour t or wer'e not legally support¬ 
able or else, that the apphcations were made nrerely 1 o keep tire decrees alive for 
execution at a mor'e favoimahle time. AiTears increased from 23,332 to 28,644. The 
number of iiisolveney applications for disposal was 935, of which 710 were disposed of 
Ihere were 338,228 niisceUaneous apphcations for disposal and 326,126 were disposed 
■ ' o V Coiu'ts 52 out of 61 appeals were disposed of. Of the 2,278 appeals 

nr Suhordrnate Judges’ Courts 1,714 were disposed of, of which 1,562 were contested. 
Ihe average duration of appeals exceeded 6 months in Cocanada and in the additioiiai 
Subordinate Judges Court of Ra,jahmundry. The uumher of appeals disposed of in 
District Courts was 7,060, of which 5,958 were eoiitested. The average pendency in 
the appeals disp^ed of both hr contested and uiicoutested ajjpeals, exceeded 6 months 
in -Noidh Arcot, GodJvari, Bellary, Vizagapatam, South Carrara and Gohnhatore, and in 
contested appeals in Eistna and Salem. The high duration iu Bellary is ascribed to the 
disposal ol old appeals and heavy sessions work, iu Coimbatore to heavy sessions work 
an in Vizagapatam to the tiial of the Yiziaiiagram succession suits.

Owing to the 
congested state of the files, especially of appeals and second appeals the Hon’ble the 
Chief Justice and the Judges found it necessary to address G-overnment with a view to 
the appointment of 1 permanent additional Puisne Judge and 1 temporary Judge for 
2 yeai‘s in order to clear ofiE arrears. The matter is stiU under the consideration of the 
local Grovernment. There were 172 applications filed for the benefit of tbe Act for Inaolvent 
the Rebef of Insolvent Debtors during the yeai-. The total number for disposal was Comt, 

473, of which 141 were disposed of. Relief was granted in 65 cases. Of the 193 
persons who applied for rebef in the year, 10 were Goverimient seivants, 12 Govern¬ 
ment pensioners, 71 employees of private individuals or companies, 54 traders and the 
remaining 46 unemployed. The total amount of debts in respect of wbiob relief was 
sought was Rs. 9,69,847. Protection wms granted in 99 cases. Two hundred and 
fifty-four applications w'ere filed by tbe Official Assignee and 60 miscellaneous applications 
were also disposed of. The High Comd had for some time under consideration the 
desirability of revising the rules regulating tbe procedure of the Insolvent Court and 
introducing several important changes in practice wliicb had become necessary. The 
rules were accordingly redrafted and brought into force from 1st August 1905.' They 
were submitted to His Majesty the King-Emperor for approval and correction and the 
Royal approbation was received in May 1906. 


139. As given bj' tbe Accountant-General the total receipts and charges of civil Pinancial. 
and criiuLiial courts amounted to Es. 65,75,564 and Es. 52,82,313, respectively, against 
Es, 64,20,149 and Es, 53,68,292 in 1904. The process fee receipts in the mufassal 
after deducting discount for the sale of court-fee stamps amounted to Es. 12,59,734. 

The charges of the process service establishment amounted to Es. 7,12,776. There was 
thus a veiy large surplus of process fee receipts over the charges during the year, vi^., 

Es. 5,46,958, The net receipts from the sale of copy stamp papers in mufassal civil 
courts after deducting the cost of sale at 20 per cent, was Es. 1,97,176 and the cost of 
the copyist estabbshment amounted to Es. 1,63,847. 
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140. During the year 6 advocates and 35 vakils were enrolled in the High Court,, 
the enrolment fees under the Stamp Act and under the Court Tees Act amounting to 
Es. 20,500 and Es. 820 respectively. Two hundred candidates wei’e admitted to the 
pleadership exaiihuation, of whom 20 passed in the first grade and Y8 in the second 
grade. Pleadership certificates were issued by the High Court to 178 pleaders, tlie 
stamp and admission fees amounting to Rs. 2,233 and Es. 1,122 respectively. Two 
thousand four hundrefl and eightj^-one pleadership certificates wej'e renewed diuing 
1905, the renewal fees amomiting to Es. 46,066. Eighty-eight Courts of Subordinate 
Judges and District Munsifs out of a total of 139 were inspected by District Judges 
dming the year. No Subordinate Comts were inspected in tlie Coimbatore district 
either in 1905 or 1904.

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141. Eour new .sub-registry offices were opened during the year, 2 in the South 
Malabar district, 1 in Horth Arcot, and 1 in Tmnevelly. The total number of registra¬ 
tion offices at tlie end of tlie year was 454, of wbicb 22 were under EegisEars, 421 
under Sub-Eegistrars, and 11 in eliarge of Revenue officers. 

142. The number of registrations in the year was 1,061,594- against 986,632 in 
1904. This total is the highest on reeoid. The increase took place in all districts 
except Cliiugleput, North Malabar, and the Nilgiris and was largest in Madura, 
Coimbatore and South Arcot. It is to be attiubiited chiefly to the adverse nature of the 
season in the latter part of 1904 and the beginning of 1905. Tire fall in registrations 
in Malabar was due to an abnormal increase in the previous year in tlie renewals of 
leases which were in abeyance pending tbe completion of the settlement operations. In 
Chingleput the fall was attributable to tbe liberal grant of State loans to ryots. The 
increase in registration was mainly under mortgages and sales. Moi’tgages of values 
below Es. 100 increased by no less tliaii 19 per cent., this large iuei'ease being the 
result of the Iransfei' of Property (Amendment) Act VI of 1904 which mndered the 
regish’atiou of such documents compulsory. Mortgages of the value of Es. 100 and 
upwards increased by 9 per cent, and sales of value below Es. 100 and of Es. 100 and 
upwai'ds increased by 5 and 8 per cent, respectively. The number of leases and wills 
registered declined. The number of documents registered whose registration was 
compulsory increased by 103,.131 to 936,862, while tlie number of optional registi'ations 
deehued fi'otn 111,498 to 79,553. I'be aggregate value of the documents registered 
increased from Es. 21-89 crores to Es. 23-54 ei'oi'es, hut the average value of each 
document remained the same, namely, Es. 323. 

^ 143. Eight prosecutions under section 82 of the Eegistration Act were instituted 
during the year by officers of the department. Eive resulted in convictions, 1 in 
acquittal, and 2 were pending disposal at tbe end of the yeau’. 

144. There was a further decHiie in tbe percentage of 'documents transcribed in 
the registers on the day of presentation E'om 62-03 to 60-00 per cent. This deciease 
was due to heavy registrations in most offices. One thousand six hundred and three 
documents were refused registration against 1,497 in 1904. 

145. The total income for the year increased from Es. 15-65 lakhs to Es 15-85- 
lakhs and the expenditoe from Es. 10-67 lakhs to Es. 10-86 lakhs. 

146. During the year the Inspector-General inspected 75 offices. AU the sub¬ 
offices were inspected by tbe District Eegistrai-s and 150 were inspected by officers of 
the Eevenue Department. 

147. The number of registering officers appointed as Notaries Public during tbe 
year increased from 219 to 220. The number of instruments dealt with dming the year 
was 109 (88 hills of exchange and 21 promissory notes) against a total of 140 instru¬ 
ments _ in the previous year. I’he decrease was chiefly due to a large fall in the 
operations in I'eEicheny and Cochin which -wras ascribed at Telhcheny to the depressed 
condition of flade during tbe year. No siieoial cause was assigned for the fall in 
Cochin. Out of the 109 instruments dealt with, only 3 bills of exchange and no- 
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promissory notes were protested. Seventy-eiglit of tbe instrumeiits were for non¬ 
payment and 31 fornon-aceeptance against 122 and 18, respectively, in 1904-1905. 
The aggregate value of the transactions fell from Bs. 1‘48 lakhs to Rs. I'OS laklis. The 
amount of fees realised was Es. 307-10-0 and the total ehaiges were Es. .36-1-5-6. 
There were no inspections hy District Judges under rule 4 of the Notarial Rules. 

148. Ronr hundred and forty-two oonipanies Avere legistei-ed during the year, 112 
of Avhieh were limited by shares and 330 hy guaiantee. 1 his is the laigest number of 
companies ever registered in a single year and is more than three times as many as were 
registered in the preAdons year. No ooiupaaiy u'itli unlimited liability Avas registered. 
T’iftj'-four of the newly registered companies, limited by shares, were insurance 
companies, 32 were hanking and loan companies and 14 were trading nuiiipanies, 
the nominal capital of 2 of the latter being Es. 13 laklis and Es. 10 lakhs. The 
total nominal capital of these 112 companies was Es. 72,61.428 and the paid-up capital 
Es. 18,11,389. Of the 330 companies limited hy gnaiuntee which w'ere registered 
during the year, 281 were either life insurance or life insurance and marriage endowment 
funds, while 48 were exclusively for the purpose of maiiiage endowments The one 
remaining company was the Madura Cohege Board, the object of aa'Iu’cIi was to manage 
the Madura NatE'e College and the Setupati High School witli their hranehes. The 
great increase in this class of company AVas mainly in the distiict.s ul Tixagapatam, 
Godavari, Kistna, Coimbatore, Tanjore, Madm-a and TinneA-elly. Tliey are repoited 
to he for the most part Avorked on utteidv unsound principles and to be lacking in 
all tlie conditions essential for stability. The total membership of tbese companies 
registered during the year was 225,281. Eifty-six companies were wound up during 
the year, of which 52 Avere companies limited by shai-es. Their total nominal aud paid- 
up capitals Avere Es. 43,79,305 and Es. 25,29,183 respectively. Two-hundred and 
sixty companies increased their nominal and paid-np capitals, the total increase under 
nominal capital being Es. 13,53,080 and under paid-up capital Es. 33,03,335. The 
total number of companies working at tbe close of tbe year was 975, 528 of them being 
limited by shares and 447 limited by guarantee. Their total nominal capital Avas 
Es. 7,60,38,863 and their total paid-up capital Es. 3,58,69,234. The average paid-up 
capital of the joint-stoek companies was Es. 66,987 wdiieh Avas less than the average of 
1904-1905, but was greater than in any of the three preceding years. The amount 
of fees receh^ed during the year increased from Es. 28,025 lu 1904-1905 to Es 68,298, 
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LOCAL BOARDS ADMINISTRATION. (190-5-1906.) 

{Judicial and Adminuiralice SlalisUcs of Briluli India — XVIII. Local Boardal] 

149. In aE the Districts of the Presidency except Madras where the filadras City Local Boards 
Municipal Act III of 1904 was in force, tlie Madras Local Boards Act (Y of 1834), and Union 
as amended by Madras Act YI of 1900, continued to be iu operation There were 23 Panchayats. 
Distiict Boards or two more than in the previous year, the District Boards of Guntiu' for District 
the distiict of Quntdr and Koraput for the Eoraput division of the Vi7agapataiii Boards, 
district having been neAvly constituted at the hegiiiiiing of the year Each Board con¬ 
sisted of the CoEector of the distiict as ex-officio member and President and (except in 
the Nilgiris) not less than 24 other members, the officers in chai'ge of Eeveiiue Divisions 
being ex-officio members. In the Nilgiris the minimum numher of member.s, excluding 
the President, Avas 12. On the last day of the year, the total strength of these District 
Boards was 727 or 92 more than in the previous year, Avhile the maximiiin strength 
rose from 699 to 747. Of the total numher, 109 were ex-officio meinhers, 276 (74 
officials and 202 non-officials) were nominated hy Goveininent and tlie remaining 342 
(112 officials and 230 non-officials) were elected by the Taluk Boards. One-half of the 
sanctioned number of members of each Distiict Board were elected by the Taluk Boards 
iu all the districts except the Nilgiris and Ivoraput, in AA-hich there Avere no Taluk 
Boards, and Goddvaii where the number of elected members had been fixed at less than 
oiie-half. The number of meetings held by tbe District Boards was 254 or 25 more 
than in the previous year, and the average attendance of meinhers at each meeting rose 
from 17 to 18 (7 officials and 11 noii-officials) out of an average strength of 32. The 
number of Taluk Boards was 82 or 2 more than iii 1904-1905, each Board consisting of Taluk Boards, 
the Revenue Dmsional Officer as ex-officio member and President and not less than 12 
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other member's appointed by Government; but on the Berbampur, Giintni' and 
Gudivi'rda Taluk Boai’ds there were 2 Divisional Officers, of whom the Berhainjnir, 
Guntrir and Gudiviida Divisional Officer’s were, respectively, ex-officio member's and Pre¬ 
sidents and the Head-quar'ters Deputy Collector of Ganjdm and the Deputy Collector's 
of Teriali and Masulipatam were members. The sairetioned strength of the Taluk 
Boards rose from 1.214 to 1,223, and on the 31st March 1906 there wer-e 1,206 member's 
or 59 more than irr the previous year. Of these, 369 were officials. The total irumber' 
'of meeting.s held bj’ tire Taluk Boards was 1,043 or 29 more than in 1904-1905 and the 
average attendarree of members continued to be 9 (3 officials and 6 iron-officials) out of 
an average sti'ertgth of 15. The Presidents of District Boards continueil to exei'cise the 
powers of r-eappointing member's of the Taluk Boai'ds originally appointed bj' Goverir- 
rrrent and of acceplijig tire resignations of the members of tlie District and Taluk Boar ds. 


Union In all the distr'icts, except South Carrara, Malabar', the Milgii'is and Kor'aput, tire 

Panehayats. Taluk Boards had Union Panohayats -woi'king as their agents. Ther’e wer'e altogether' 
381 Union Panchayats. one more than in tlie previous year', each of which consisted of 
rrot less thair 5 members, the headmeir of the I'eveuue villages wholly or pai'tly included 
iir the Uirions being ex-officio members, arrd the other raemhers being appointed bv tire 
Presidents of District Boards to -whom the power of appointing aird removing mernbers 
liad beerr delegated by Goverrrmeirt. The number of members on the Paricba 3 ’'a’ts at 
the close of the year i-ose fr'orn 3,659 to 3,589, of whom 802 were village officers, 289 
other officials arrd the I'emaining 2,498 rron-officials. The number of meetings held by 
the Panchaj'ats also rose from 4,978 to 5,070. The work done by these bodies was' 
generally corrfrned to the making of sanitary arrangements irr the Unions and the eoir- 
struction, repair arrd lighting of the r’oads lying within their jurisdiction ; but in some 
cases the management of choultries and markets was entrusted to them by the Tahrk 
Boards togetlier with the funds required for their maintenance. On the whole, the 
woi’king of the Local Boards and Union Panchayats continued to he satisfactoi’y. 


Keceipts, 150. The laud cess was levied at As. 2 per rupee of the assessment in the Nilgii’is 

(except a portion of the South-East Wynaad where the rate was 1 anna), at rates 
varying from As. 1-4 to As. 2 in Malabar, at As. 1-6 in South Canara, and at ] anna 
in the remaining clisti’iets. In Tanjore, one-fourth of the receipts under this liead 
qoijtiimed to he set apart for railway construction. In the disti’iots of South Arcot 
Coimhatoi'e, Guntiir, Kistiia, Kurnool, Salem, Tinnevelly and Trichinopoly a special cess 
of 3 pics iu tire rupee oii the annual rent value of all occupied lands was also levied 
for the construction of railways. Tolls upon eamages, coids and animals wei'e levied 
in all districts except Gbddvari, and the number of toll-gates was 307 or 6 more than 
in the previous 3 ear. Uouse-tajc was levied in all the Unions. The maximum I'ates 
wei'e in force iu 288 Unions, three-foimths rates in 60, two-thirds rates in 5, and half 
rates in the remaining 28. Excluding the transactions tinder debt heads and the coiitri- 
lU' one District Board to another, the year opened witli a balance of 
Ks. 31,49,8/5 or Es. 4,35,019 less than in 1904—1905. The actual receipts increased from 
Es 1,01,05,396 to Rs. 1,27,99,292. Excluding the receipts from the special railwa 3 " 
cess, the revenue from rates and taxes rose by Es. 6,47,447 as the result of increases of 
Es. 5,98,750 in land cess, Es. 19,243 in house-tax, and Es. 29,448 in tolls. Tlie 
increase tmder .kud cess was due to the realisation of a sum of Es. 4,51,574 hv the 
newly-constituted District Boards of Guntiir and Korapiit and a rise of Es. 4,42,907 iu 
17 districts, which was partly counterbalanced by a fall of Es. 2,97,225 in the remaining 
4. The decrease^ oocui'red chiefly in Goddvari (Es. 2,54,635) owing to the transfei' 
01 a portion of this district to Kistna. The larger eoUections under tolls was the net 
result of an increase of Es. 36,028 in the revenue realised from the Local Eiind toE-gates 
and a decrease of Es. 6,680 in the contributions paid by Municipal Councils as llie 
Local Bund share of the tolls collected by them. The iuerease ocourred chiefly in 
Malabar (Es 15,454) and Coimbatore (Es. 10,711), but it was also partially accounted 
lor by the collection of toUs in the two new districts of Guntui’ (Es. 16,290) and 
Koraput (Rs. 10,034). The larger receipts under house-tax, which occurred iu ah 
drsti'iets except Bellary, Ganjam, Gdddvari, Kistna, Kcllore and Salem, were due to the 
lev 3 " or tlie tax m the new district of Gimtdr, to the revision of house-tax registers in 
Madiuu and to the eoEectiou of the arrems of previous years. The grants received from 
Erowncial Funds amounted to Es. 26,49,624 or Es. 18,95,593 more than in the previous 
year. Of this amount, Es. 13,67,528 were contributed, mainly for roads and bridges, 
Irom the special grant of Es. 14 lakhs made by the Government of India Es 2 14 873 
tor roads and other public works, Es. 9,12,789 for education, Es. 52,877 for hospitals 
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and dispensaries, dls. .S3.d89 for plionltrics. .Tis. J.d-66S for general purposes and 
Es. 23,000 paid to tlie Xellore and Salem Dishicl Boards to wipe off the deficits wild 
wbicli the accounts of ih.nse Boards closed at the end of the year. The grants for 
public works were paid chiefly to the District Boards of Granjam (Es. 81,462) and 
Koiaput (Es. 32,690) for tire upkeep of tire roads taken over from Government on the 
constitution of Local Boards in the Agency tr-acts, to the District Board of the Ndgiris 
(Es. .59,290), irr eonsideratioii of the snraUness of its revenue arrd to that of Eistna 
(Es. 18,.371) for the eoristrrrction of a r-oad from Masuhpatam to tire Salt Bactory at 
Manginapndi. Of the grants paid on aceount of edrreatioir, Es. 1,38.207 were ilisbursed 
by lire Dir ector of Public Irratr-uction under the provisions of the Grairt-iir-aid Code as 
grunts to Board sc-lrools and the Local Boards received subsidies to the exterrt of 
Es. 2-03,582 to enable them to coutirructhe grants to the schools aided by them on the 
same scale as in the previotrs year, while a srrm of Es. 5,66,000 out of tire 6 lakhs grarrt 
given by tbc Goveiiirnent of India in aid of Primary education was granted to Local 
Boards for tbe corrstrnetion of rural school buildings. Tire grants paid on aeeomit of 
hospitals and dispensaries represented chiefly the Provincial share of the paj^ and allow¬ 
ances of the medical subordinates employed in the irrstitutions maintained by the Local 
Boards. The grants for chunltries were paid to the Local Boards in 10 districts in lieu 
of lands originally assigned for the mainterrauee of ehoirlEies by their founders and 
subsequently resrrmed by Govenunent. Of tire gr-auts for general purposes Es. 39,710 
were given to tire District Board of the Nilgiris irr consideration of the smallness of its 
I'evenne. 
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161. The total expenditime of the Local Boards rose from Es. 1,05,40,415 to Expenditure. 
Es. 1,16,45,525 arrd the year closed with a balance of Es. 43,03,642, Iirformation in 
regard to the expenditure on education wiU be found in Chapter YII. 

152, The oirtlay on public works increased from Es. 45,50,899 to Es. 66,43,634, PuHio works, 
of which Es. 21,78,935 were spent on the corrsEuction of roads, bridges, sebool-bonses, 
dispensaries and markets, and the remaining Es. 34,64,699 on repairs to existing works. 

The length of new roads constnreted was 269 miles against 169 miles in the previous 
year', and the expenditure thereon rose from Es. 2,14,305 to Es. 4,25,541. The length 
of roads repaired was 22,846 miles against 21,457 in 1904-1906 and the expendiErre 
was Es. 30,20,530 against Es. 30,37,336. Except in Eoraput where the supervision 
of public woi'ks was left to the Taluk officials, the Local Boards maiirtained their own 
engineering establishments, but in a few cases tbe consEuotion and marntenance of 
roads rrriining along tank bunds and canal banks were enb-usted to the Public "Works 
Department. 

153. One hundred and twenty-severr hospitals and 239 disperrsaries were maintained MeJieal 
by tbe Local Boai'ds against 124 arrd 236, r’especEvely, in the preceding year. The cost iaetitutions 
of maintaining these insEErtious rose frorrrEs. 5,59,108 to Es. 6,69,429 and the number 

• of patients treated in them Eom 3,232,086 to 3,2-78,365. Irrclnding 9 locaUy-Eairied ' 
uur'ses in the Cuddapali disbiet, the irumber of midwives employed by Local Boards 
was 271 at a cost of Es. 37,681 against 265 at a cost of Es. 36,851 in the previous 
year, and the number of oases abended by them rose from 21,269 to 22,167. Seven 
hundred arid sixty-four vaccinators including probationers were employed by the 
District Boar'ds. The average cost to the Boards of each successful operation by the 
vaccinators increased from As. 2-3 to As. 2-6. 


154. The expenditure on sanitation rose from Es. 5,83,104 to Es, 6,01,023, the Sanitation, 
increase occurring chieflj" under improremerrt of water-supply. 

155. The balance in favour of the Eailway Guarantee Bund of the Tanjore District Tairjore 
Soar'd at the beginning of tbe year was Es. 7,23,200 in Gbvermrient securities and ^istr-ict 
Es. 1,52,300 in cash. Tbe gross earnings of the District Boar-d’s railway rose from 

Es. 5,47,236 to Es. 5,99,484. The expenditure incui'red irr surveying the Kumha- 
konam-Mairnargudi and tire Tirntturaipprindi-Vedaranniyam lines was Es. 14,400 and 
the working expenses of the District Board’s railway amoimted to Es. 3,28,393. In 
.addition to this, the Disti'ict Board repaid a sunr of Es. 1,08,723 to Provincial Bunds on 
account of the Government share in the railwray, which is treated as a loan, arrd 
Es. 23,418 to the debentiu'e holders as interest. The profit derived by the District 
Eoai'd fi'oin the working of the railway during tire year was Es. 2,71,091 or 5'7 per' 
cent, of the capital outlay. The balance in favour of the Guarantee Bund at tbe end of 
vthe yea]' was Es. 7,23,200 in Government securities and Es. 3,27,105 in cash. 
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156. The munber of municipalities administered under the Madras District 
Municipalities Act, 1884, continued to be 60. The number oJ: elected members on the- 
Sn'rangam and Cuddalore Municipal Councils was increased from 8 and 7, respectively, 
to 12 in each case, a corre.sponding reduction being made in the number of nominated 
members. The Municipal Council of Kumbakcmam having been found unequal to the 
task of administering its affairs in an etEcient manner, the number of elected conncillora 
was reduced from 18 to 12 and the council itself was superseded under section 4-B of 
the Madra.s District Mimieipabties Act for a period of seven nioutlis from 1 st September 
1905 to .list March 1906. A Special Officer was apipoiuted to exercise all tlio powers 
and duties of the council dmbig tlie period of supeisession. Ijeaving this council out 
of account, the other 59 Municipal Councils had, on the 3i.st March 1906, a total 
strength of 905 members, of whom 70 were ex-officio councillors, 415 were nominated 
by Government and 420 were elected by the rate-payers and i nbabitants, the corre¬ 
sponding figures for the previous year being 67, 417 and 421. The number of 
Eiu'opean and Eurasian members fell from 163 to 159. The four Municipal Couiioils of 
Adoiii, Ellore, Kurnool and Chidambaram consisted entirely of native members. The 
total number of meetings held hy the Municipal Councils was 1,591 or 9 less than 
in 1904-1905, but the average attendance at each meeting rose from S’6 to 8'7. 
The system of electing coimeillors contimied to be in force in 58 municipalities ; of 
these 50 were divided into ward.s for electoral purposes and in the remaining S 
the elections were made by the town as a whole. The piivilege of electing the 
Chairman was withdrawn from tlie Municipal Conucil of Kumbakdnam in conse¬ 
quence of the inefficiency of the administration of the council as then constituted. 
Thirty-five councils were thus empowered to elect their Chaiiinan against 36 in the 
previous year. 

157. The total opening balance of Municipal funds was £b. 9,74,496, against 
Es. 7,00,444 in 1904-1905. The current receipts fell from Es. 40,90,055 to 
Es. 38,.34,977. The decrease occurred cbiefi.y under fines, grants and contributions from 
Government, sale-proceeds of Government securities and loans; birt it was jiartly 
counterbalanced by increases under the tax on buildings and lands, the water and 
drainage tax, income from markets and slaughter-houses, recoveries foj' sei'vices 
rendered to private individuals and advances recovered. As in previous years, the 
prinoipat taxes levied were those on buildings and lands, the water and drainage tax 
and the tax on arts. The revenue from these sources was Es. 10,07,207, Es. 2,13,151 
andEs, 2,19,058, respectively, against Es. 9,67,031, Es. 1,94,916 and Es. 2,14,956 in 
the previous year. There was an increase from Es. 4,25,106 to Es. 4,35,322 in the 
income from tolls and from Es. 2,41,799 to Es, 2,59,632 in that from markets axid 
slaughter-houses, while the revenue from fines fell from Es. 96,912 to Es. 10,064. 
The fees and revenue from educational institutions amounted to Es. 1,46,424 against 
Es. 1,46,893 in 1904-1905. The total amount of grants from Provincial Punds was 
Es. 2,29,576 against Es. 4,29,421 in 1904-1905, and of this sum Es. 36,826 were 
paid for schools, Es. 54,917 for hospitals and dispensaries and Es. 1,37,833 for other 
purposes. The loans received from Government by miinicijialities also decreased from 
Es. 3,30,880 to Es. 2,60,700. Of this sum, Es. 30,000 andEs, 1,20,000, respectively, 
were taken by the Mmiicipal Councils of Gndiyattam and Vellore for expenditure on 
cbeir water-works, Es. 62,000 by the Coimba,tore Mimicipal Council for the improve¬ 
ment of insanitary areas, Es. 2,000 by the Chieaoole Council for the repair of damages 
caused by a cyclone, Es. 11,400 by the Municipal Council of Coonoor for the acqui¬ 
sition of lands for the qmovision of house-sites and Es. 20,000 by the Mangalore 
Municipal Council for plague expenditure. 

158. The average incidence of municipal taxation per head oE the population 
continued to rise. Including tolls, the incidence was Es. 1-1-10 against Es. 1-1-2 in 
the previous year’; excluding tolls, it was As. 14-2 against As. 13-8. In Ooiaoamund 
the incidence was Es. 5-10-9, in Kodaikanal it was Es. 4-11-2, and in Coonoor 
Es. 3-11-0. Among other municipahties, taxation, including tolls, was heaviest in 
Adorn where it was Es. 2-1-11 per head of the population and lightest in ParMkimedi 
where it was As, 8-3.

•159. The total expenditure of municipalities amounted to Es. 36,83,673 agaiust — 

Es. 38,10,052 in the pre\’iou3 year. There were decreases under puhhe woihs, Bzpeaditure. 
sanitation, repayment of debt and investments, winch were partly ooimterbalancecl by 
an increase under hospitals and dispensaries, compensation for lauds and advances. 

The expenditure on pubho works was Es. 9,88,122, or about 1'33 laklis less than in the Public Works, 
previous year. The outlay on the construction and i-epair of roads was Es. 3,53,825, or 
81'V per cent, of the revenue from toUs. The water-works for Guntur and Coonoor 
were completed within tire year, and schemes for the water-supply of YelLore and the 
drainage of Ootacamund were being carried out by the Public Works Department. 

Each municipality bad at least one hospital or dispensary, for the maintenance of which Medical 
a contribution was I'eceived in most oases fi-om Local Pnnds. The number of in- Belief, 
patients ti’eated in these institutions rose from 23,198 to 25,736, and the number of 
out-patients from 1,537,594 to 1,548,960. The total cost of their maintenance was 
Es.

160. The amount of puhlio debt outstanding against the several luumoipalities at Debt, 
the end of the y'ear was Es. 23,41,582, towards the repayment of which there were 
sinking funds amounting to Es. 1,28,320.

The total receipts in the previous year amounted to Es. 17,14,919, and the charges to 
Es. 23,36,149. The income from mnnieipal rates and taxes was Es. 51,311 in excess 
of that of the prerdons year. The incidence of taxation per head of population was 
Es. 2-5-8 against Es. 2-3-0 in 1904-1905. The revenue derived from municipal 
property and powers apart from taxation decreased by Es. 24,032. In addition to the 
usual yearly contribution of Es. 32,050, the Government gave a free grant of Es 3 
lakhs for the improvement of the water-supply and the new diainage for the City, and 
Es. 25,000 for the plague charges, making a total of Es. 3,57,050 for the year exclusive 
of the subsidy of Es. 8,460 paid for educational grants. The receipts from miscellane¬ 
ous Booroes rose from Es. 74,351 to Es. 86,787. As usual Es. 50,000 were contributed 
to Provincial Funds. The expenditure on supervision and management was 
Es. 1,02,728, or 3'65 per cent, of the total receipts in the year. The debt at tire close 
of the year inclusive of Es. 7 lakhs raised for drainage works and Es 50,000 for plague 
charges amounted to Es. 67,90,000 and Es. 2,64,320 were paid towards interest against 
Es. 2,63,851 in the previous year. Government promissory notes and Madras mnni- 
oipal debentures to the value of Es. 1,01,000 were purchased at a cost of Es. ].,01,199 
bringing the total amount of the Sinking Fund of the several loans to Es. 19,43,600 
in Government promissory notes and Madras municipal debentures and Es.' l'762 
in cash.

162. The outlay on Public "Works was Es. 13,75,294, or 49'91 per cent, of the 
total expendiEire against Es. 12,21,596 in 1904—1905. Of this amount Es. 8,30,510 
or 60'38 per cent, were spent on new works, Es. 4,53,027 or 32-94 per cent, on repairs 
and Es. 59,113 or 4-29 per cent, on establishment. A double vent culvert in SullivanB 
Garden street at the junction of Apparsawmy Cuvil street was constructed, and the 
eombmed ineineratoi' and pumping station at Lang’s Gardens, Egmore, was completed. 
Pumping at aU statons built for the new di-ainage system was begun immediately 
after the close of the year. The laying of sewers was completed in Sonth Triplieane, 
Egmore and Pei-iamet, and good progress was made in North Triplieane and Ohintadri- 
pet. Land.s for the extension of the sewage farm at Tondaiyarpdttai were acquired and 
taken possession of. In ah the sections 153,060 feet or 28'9 miles of pipes, stoneware 
and cast iron, of different sizes, wei-e laid during the year as against 20-17 miles in the 
previous year. The water-supply of the City was extended by laying 9,070 feet of ne-w 
pipes. Several fountains, stop-eoeks, hydi-ants, metres and pumps were also fixed. 


Bepatra. 163. The outlay on repairs to communications was Es. 1,75,968 against 

Es. 2,48,582 in the preidous year-. 28-17 miles of roads were re-formed against 48-74 
miles, and 2 miles 4 f urlongs of roads were metalled for the first time. A reinforced 
concrete bridge was eonsti'ucted in place of tbe old Ba.rbers Bridge and the water Tnain 
relaid at a cost of Es. 4,560. On repairs to buildings Es. 5,827 was spent against 
Es. 6,364 in tbe previous year. Drain cleaning and pumping ebarges amounted to 
Es, 1,62,699, or Es. 72 less than in 1904-1905. The length of pipes taken out, cleaned 
and relaid was 8,704 feet. Pumping at tbe Eed Kills started on 29th January 1905 and 
was eontiimed till 21st October 1905 when the level of tlie lake rose to 36-87. The 
' quantity of water supplied to the City was 593,079,057 cubic feet against 625,387,933 
cubic feet in the previous year. The cost of maiutaiiiiug the water-supply was 
Es. 82,906 against Es. 60,935 in 1904-1905. ’ 

Education. 164, During the year Es. 23,127 were spent on education. On the Slst March 

1906 there wei-e 139 primary schools aided fi-om Municipal funds with 7,222 boys, 
against 111 with 7,004 boys on the corresponding day of the previous year. The two 
Corporation Night schools were abolished after the close of the year owing to the 
unsatisfactory progress made bj' them. 

Meihcal 165. The Eoyapettah Hospital, Georgetown and Baliah Naidu Dispensaries 

Belief. ,,yere mauitaiiied at a cost of Es. 26,620 against Es. 26,522 in 1904-1906 and the 
number of patients treated was 111,114 aga,inst 107,321. The usual contribution of 
Es. 20,000 was made towards the cost of the Government Hospitals in the City, 
and the St. Tliomd Dispensary, St. Thomas’ Convent and the Yietoria Caste and 
Gosha Hospital received their usual contributions of Es. 1,100, Es. 240 and Es. 500 
respectively. A grant of Es. 780 for Sembium Dispensary was paid after the close 
of the year. 


Vaccination. 166. Tlie total number of vaccinations during tbe year was 53,426, an increase of 
14,689 cases over the previous year. The percentage of success obtained in primary 
and re-vaccinations was 99-16 and 71-28, respectively, against 99-50 and 77-87 per cent, 
in 1904-1905. The nmnber of vaccinations among children rose from 16,408 to 
19,255. 

Births and 167. During the calendar year 1905 tbe inmiber of births registered was 23,263 

Dsaths. against 20,439, the ratio per thousand being 45-6 against 40-1 in 1904. The total 
number of deaths registered was 3i),060 against 19,305 in the previous yeai-. The 
. death-rate rose from 37'9 to 59*6 per thousand which was tbe highest recorded since 

1877, the year of the great famine. There were 22 deaths from plague, of which 21 
were indigenous and 1 imported. There was a severe epidemic of cholera which 
resulted in 3,684 deaths. 


Conservancy. 168. Es, 5,43,779 or 19-74 per cent, of the total expenditin-e were spent on 
conservancy against Es. 3,40,519 in 1904-1905. The maintenance of bullocks in 
3 departmental depots and the epidemic charges, consequent on the outbreak of cholera 
and the occurrence of indigenous plague, were the chief causes of the increased 
expenditure. 

itiug*! 169. TweiTty-seven fl-ddilioriBl lamps "were erected, di^ring tlie year, lirinffiriff 

tlie total number of lamps to 6,192. The cost of lighting amounted to Es 7.3 498 
against Es. 74,464 in the previous yeai-, ’ 
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170. The cost of maintaining the People’s Park, Napier Park and Eobinaon Park — 

decreased from Es. S3,107 to Es. 27,352. Parks. 

171. The steam and manual fire-engines were maintained at a cost of Es. 7,379 Tire, 
against Es. 8,019 in 1904-1905. There were 9 fii-es during the year. 

172. In commemoration of the visit of Their Eoyal Highnesses the Prince and Miscel- 
Prinoess of Wales the name of the c^uarter of the City formerly known as Black Town laneoiiS' 
was changed to Georgetown with the permission of His Eoyal Highness. 


MILITAET (VOLHNTEEEING). (1905-1906.) 

173. The Company of Electrical Engineers attached to the Madras Artillery 
"Volunteers which was temporarily disbanded in 1904 was re-formed during the year- 
and a Sergeant Instniotor was appointed to the Company. The head-quai-ters of the 
Southern Provinces Mounted Eifies were transferred from Coimbatore to Ootaeamund 
and an additional first-class Sergeant Instructor appointed to the corps. This corps 
held its fli’st camp-of-exereise at Bangalore in Pehruary 1906. A second Adjutant 
and an additional Sergeant-Major were appointed to the Madi-as Eailway Volunteers. 
“ D ” company. East Coast Eifie Volunteers, was transferred from Cuttack to Berham- 
pur. There were in all 5,694 extra-efficients and 824 efficients in the various corps 
under the control of the Madras Government against 5,142 and 973, respectively, 
in tbe previous year. The increase in the number of extra-efficients was chiefly in the 
Madras Eailway Volunteers which was the largest corps in the Presidency. 


MARINE, (1905-1906.) 

174. The most important enactment introduced during the year was the Madras Porte. 

Port Trust Act (II of 1905) which came into force from the 1st July 1906. The Act 
constituted the former Harbour Trast Board into a Port Trust Board which was given 
extended powers of expenditure. The rate of interest on money borrowed from Govern¬ 
ment was also reduced from 4| to 4 per cent. The properties vested in the Trust were 
somewhat reduced from those held by the Harbour Board, but the exact limits were for 

the first time clearly defined. The provisions of section 7 of the Indian Merchant 
Shipping Act (VII of 1880) were extended to the port of Cnddalore and withdrawn 
from the port of Bimlipatam and the Landing and Shipping Pees Act (III of 1885) was 
introduced at Cnddalore, Hangerkotta and Poimdni. Dredging work was carried out 
at the ports of Tuticorin, Negapatam, Coeauada and Cnddalore. At Tutieoriu 153,821 
tons of silt were removed mostly by the dredger “ Mauar ” at an average cost of 
As. 3-31 per ton. The amount of silt removed at Cocanada was 131,163 tons and the 
average cost As. 1-6. The huE of the dredger “ Havelock ” which was working at 
Negapatam was condemned early in the year. 'Che number of European seamen 
shipped and discharged at the various minor ports in the Presidency was 20 and 11 
respectively; the number of native seamen was 304 and 2,356. At Madras 8 Eiuopean 
and 55 native seamen were engaged, while 17 Europeans and 184 natives Avere 
discharged. The statistics of trade and shipping ai-e given in Chapter IV in the ar ticle 
on Sea-borne Trade. The total number of passengers arriving at the 17 principal porta 
of the Presidency was 273,346 and the departures 369,259. Both arrivals and depar¬ 
tures were most numerous at Tuticorin where they numbered 104,066 and 156,198 
respectively. They exceeded 20,000 in each ease at Madras, Vizagapatam, Cocanada 
and Negapatam. Next to Madias, Cochin had the largest import trade in the Presi¬ 
dency, while Tutieoriu ranked second in the export trade and Cochin third. 

175. The shipping casualties in the year were 15, the same number as in 1904-1905. Wrecks and 
Only one of the vessels was a steamer which grounded and was refloated. The rest Casualties, 
were all country craft and boats. There was no loss of hfe. 

176. The coast lights ivere regularly exhibited throughout the year and worked Lighthouses, 
satisfactorily. Piilicat Eghthonse was sti-uck by Eghtiiing in October, but no damage 

ft'aa done No alterations or improvements to tlie hghts were carried out during the 
year. The port lights also worked fairly satisfactorily throughout the year and no 
important alterations iirere made in them. 
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177. The combined income of the vat-ions marine funds in the Presidency was 
Ea. 8,74,429 against Es. 18,29,200 in the previous year, but the latter figure included 
a special item of Es, 6,61,543 repaid ou account of expenditui-e in former years on coast- 
lights. The charges for all the funds amounted to Es. 8,04,890 against Es. 19,07,013. 
The receipts of the PEotage Pnnds were Es. 63,647 and the expenditure Es. 1,50,613. 
The receipts from the landing and shipping fees m minor ports were Es. 1,76,977 
against Es. 78,857, while the diarges increased fi-om Es. 89,637 to Es. 1,72,680. Tie 
coEeetions under the Coast-lights Act, whioli was only introduced in the previous year, 
amounted to Es. 1,55,640. 


MISCELLANEOUS. (1905.) 

178. Dm-iug the year 75,379 licenses were issued under the Indian Anns Act 
(XI of 1878) against 73,535 in 1904. Licenses to possess arms and ammunition and 
to go aimed for purposes of sport, protection or display further declined from 66,374 
in 1904 to 62,558. Licenses for the possession and transport of gunpowder and fuses 
for hlasting increased from 5,683 to 10,477, the increase being chiefiy in the Coimbatore, 
Madura and Tnchinopoly distiicts. Tie number of heenaes issued in the yeai- for 
single-barrelled muzzle loading percussion cap-guns decreased by 2,796 to 50,569. 
There was a sUgit increase in the number of licenses under the Indian Explosives 
Act (IV of 1884) from 2,566 to 2,687. Tie inspection of licensed shops both by the 
Police Inspectors and by the superior officers of Police were insiiffieieut. This was 
particularly the ease in the districts of North Arcot, Malabar, Salem, Gbddvari and 
Ti'icbinopoly. There was an improvement in the number of inspections by magistr-ates. 
The number of prosecutions instituted for breaches of the provisions of the Indian Aims 
and Explosives Acts, and the rules framed thereunder showed a furthei- increase from 
1,005 in 1904 to 1,164 in 1905; but the percentage of convictions remained the 
same at 86 per cent. 

179, Dming the year 233 sulphur heenses were issued, 27 of which were issued 
for the first time in 1906. The total quantity of sulphur covered by the licenses was. 
592 tons, 109 tons of which were in excess of the actual requirements. The stock 
of sulphur at the beginning of the year was 115 tons, 366 tons were purchased or 
imported during the year and 372 tons sold, leaving a balance of 109 tons. The most 
important transactions in sulphur were in Madras where 200 tons were sold diming the 
year. The chief uses to which sulphur was put were in the manufaelra-e of gunpowder 
and fire-works, for medicinal and sanitary purposes and in the bleaching of cardamoms. 
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CHAPTEE IV. 


PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 


AGEICULTUEE. (1905-1906.) 

[Report on the operations of the Agricultural Department, Madras Frmdenctj. 
for the official year 1905-1906f\ 

180. There was a steady expansion in the opemtiona of the department dining the Scientific 
year, but many of its undertakings were still in the pi-eliminaiy stage. The great 

need of the department was additional staff, and a scheme for'the recruitment of 
experts in Europe was under the consideration of the Secretary of State. The experi- 
inental farms at Beilary' and Koilpatti continued to be worked during the year, and 
another farm was opened during the later months of the year at Hagari, 9 miles from 
Bellaiy, for the investigation of variona problems eonneeted wilh the irrigation of 
paddy and cotton on black-cotton soil. There were 3 agricultural stations under the 
Government Botanist at Samallcdta, Paliir and Taliparamba. The two latter which had 
hitherto been only temporary were made permanent stations during the year. 

181. The chief experimeuts at Bellary were with regard to various methods of BclUry. 
tillage and the relative value of different sorts of maniu'es when applied to cotton and 
sorghums. Experiments in the selection and crossing of cotton seeds were also 
eontinued and the adaptability of various exogenous varieties tested. Similar experi- Koilpatti, 
ments were undertaken at the Koilpatti farm where the value of an Australian drought 
resisting fodder plant was also tested and several varieties of garden crops experi¬ 
mented with. On both farms the failure of tlie nortli-east monsoon seriously affected 

the value of the work done. The ai'ea of the Samalkdta station was eonsiderahly Siimallcutti. 

extended during the year and much of the time and energies of the staff were expended 

in reclaiming the additional laud and making it fit for eultivation. Most of the land 

on the farm continued to he devoted to experiments with regard to the productivity 

and immunity from disease of different varieties of sugar-cane and the comparative 

value of various methods of planting and manuring. An outbreak of disease among 

the canes was made the opportunity of a careful study of the mode of distiihution of 

the chief pests and their effect on the different varieties of cane. The PaMr station Pnlur. 

was also extended during the year-. The principal objects of this farai were the study 

and improvement of the grouiid-nnt and the introduction of better class sugar-canes, 

All tlie vaiieties of ground-nut available in India have been collected at the farm and 
during the year varieties were imported from Japan, the United. States, the West Coast 
of AJiica and Maiuitius. The diseases of the ground-nut were carefully examined and 
trials made witli various insecticides. A few canes were distiihnted during the year, 
but the farm is not yet in a position to meet the demands on it in this direction. The 
Taliparamba station in Malabar was established for tbe study of all varieties of the Taliparamba. 
pepper vine and to promote its cidtivatiou in tlie district. Various experiments in 
manuring,'pruning and methods of training were earned out and observations as to the 
effect of shade, aspect, soil, and moisture recorded. The various local methods of 
cultivation were also enquired into, 

182. In addition to the 6 pumping stations aheady in existence 2 Govern- Pumping 
ment installations were made at Attor and VilLupui-am during the year and loans experiments, 
varydiig from Es. 8,000 to Es. 2,000 were advanced to f prriate persons for the 
piu'ohasG of oil-engines and pumps. As most of the pumping installations are of 

very recen'( date and water what was formerly dry land no very exact information 
as to the value of this form of irrigation is available since the process of converting 
dry into wet land or into land bearing garden crops takes about 2 years and some¬ 
times longer. 

183. Tbe Government Botanist made a tom- in the Wynaad for the study of Botany. ’ 
.cultivated and indigenous. peppers and his assistants made special studies of the 
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various pests of the cotton plant, of a disease of horsegram, and of the root parasites 
prevalent in tlie Presidency. Purtlier eolleetions of halsams, sandals, and peppers 
wei'e made for the herbarium and a large number of sheets were mounted. A fine 
eolleetioii of germination stages of Oehlandra \ travancorica was made in the 
Travaneore hills and forwarded to Dr. Stapf at Kew. The work of naming the 
various varieties and sub-varieties of lemougmsses, peppers, and Mauritius canes 
was undertaken. A serious outbreak of disease among the palmyras in the Groddvari 
disti'ict was investigated by the G-overmnent Botanist. The disease appeared to 
he caused by a species of parasite new to soience ,and the study of "appropriate 
remedial measures was undertaken. Considerable additions were made to the 
photographic collections of the Botanical library. 

184. The new buildings of the Veterinary College were opened in October 1905. 
The total strength at the end of the year was 75 students, of whom 30 were in the 
senior class, 25 in the second and the remaindei' in the third class. The annual 
examinations in the two higher classes resulted in 25 passes in the first class and 
21 in the second. AU operations connected with the hospital were performed in the 
presence of the students, the senior students tbemselvms performing some of the 
operations under the supervision of members of the college staff. Various additions 
were made to tiie Library and Museum duiing the year in the shape of books and 
veterinary models. 


Cattle disease. 185. The total number of cattle protected during the year was 35,674 against 
20,688 in' 1904. Twenty-two thousand one hundred and fifty-two of the inoculations 
were for antiirax and 12,689 for rinderpest. Serum was obtained for malignant sore 
throat for the first time during the year and 833 cattle were protected with it. Most 
of the^ inoculations both for rinderpest and anthrax were in Ganjiim, Taiijore, fSTellore, 
Guiitiir and JCstna, but there was a serious outbreak of anthrax among sheep iu 
Tiiinevelly, during wliich 2,521 sheep were inoculated. The percentage of deaths 
reported_ among inoculated animals was only -37. Including a hospital opened at 
Eellary in January 1906 there were 6 veterinary hospitals in the Presidency at the end 
of the year. Tlie total numbei' of opei'ations pierformetl on horses, cattle and dogs w'as 
527 against _ 453 in the previous year, and the total .number of eases treated was 
7,794, of which 1,521 were in-patients. 
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186. There were 14 stalhons for pony-breeding at the begiiming of the year—9 in 
Coimbatore, 1 in Salem and 1 iu Madura Two were sold during the year and another 
had to he destroyed. Four new stallions were purchased in December at a cost of 
Es. 2,000, bringing the number at the end of the year up to 15. The total number of 
coverings was 356. Results vmre reported in only 167 cases, 52 of which v^ere 
successful. The number of ponies castrated was 73 against 63 in the previous vear. 
There were 2 casualties in one of which compensation was claimed and paid. 

187. Three important cattle-shows were held during Die year at Anakdpalle, 
Ongole, and Pithdpuram, at which 1,634 cattle were exhibited and Rs. 4,212 distri¬ 
buted 111 awards. Smaller shows were also held at Bellary and at Kottaolieruvu in the 
Anantapur district. 

188. Motes on sugar-cane culti-vation iu delta tracts and on the cultivation of the 
smiflowei' were translated into Tamil and Teluga and were circulated vvitli District 
Gazettes. Bulletins were pubhslied on the work of the experimental siigar-eane farm 
at Sd.nialk:6ta, on the_ agathi plant in coiiiiectiou with the cultivation of the betel 
vune, on the cultivation and curing of tobacco as practised at Dindigul, on irrigation 
by pLimping at Melrosapm'am, and on the great miUet or sorgliiim. The cotton soil 
plough in use at the Koilpatti farm was lent out to local cultivators and Agricultmal 
Inspeotors were lent to the Anantapur and Tanjore agricnltm-al societies to assist in 
promoting the objects of those societies. 

189. During the year it was decided to close the Agricultural College at Saidanet 
and to open in its stead an Agricultural College and Research Institute in coniunction 
with a central farm. A suitable site was selected and acquired near Coimbatore and 
steps were taken to bring the land into order and equip tlie farm with live-stock and 
agneiiltimal implements. Building operations have since been commenced and when the 
college 18 erected and the necessary staff entertained it is hoped that the Igrieultnral 
Department will be m a position to tiain a satisfactory supply of Agricultural Inspectors 
and so to meet the demands for skilled guidance and advice that are now received.

Not mucli progress was made in pushing the sale of chrome leather kavalais among the .distbIBIJ- 
agrienltural population, but the success of the leather for boots, s'hoes and sandals was .

Ooiisiderahle and tlie sales showed a continuous increase and the general progress 
made in the development of the industry was satisfactory. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. 

(Pasli 1315—1st July 1905 to 30ih Junk 1906.) 

[_Sea&07i and crop report Jor the ayn'cultural ffear, 1903-1906.'] 

L91. The rainfall was moi'e favourable to agricultural opeiations than in the Bainfall. 
previous year, but was considerably below the uormal, the deficiency being most 
marked in the north-east monsoon. There was a good fall of rain in the latter half of 
June in most disblota, hnt the rains in JuH were liglit and there was a considerable 
diminution in the area under both wet and dry crops whieli liad been sown by the 
beginning of August. The rainfall in August was in excess of the normal in the 
majority of the districts which enabled large areas to be brought under cultivation in 
the following month with the lesult that the total cultivated area under first crop up to 
the end of September exceeded the average of the previous five years in several districts. 

The fall in September on the other hand was far below the normal in most districts and 
the outturn of early crops was much less than had been expected in the Deccan 
districts. In the third week of September a disastrous cyclonic storm visited tlie north 
of the Presidency and caused serious damage to crops and to many irrigation sources 
in Gaiijdm and Yizagapatam. Good showers were received everywhere in the first 
fortnight of October except in parts of the Circars, but they were succeeded by a spell 
of dry weather. In the last week of Novembei' there were good rains in the Carnatic 
and southern districts, but they were followed by another break which lasted till the 
middle of Ja[iuary. This caused some anxiety in several districts which however was 
removed by the abnormal rainfall in the third week of January in Ouddapah, the 
'Carnatic, the Central disti'icts and Tanjore. In the Chiiigleput district, however, a 
certain amount of disti’ess occurred among the labouring classes and small land owners, 
in eonseqiieiiee of which 3 poor houses and 6 test works were opened between August 
and October. The largest number of persons relieved at any of the poor houses was 
460 on the 1st October. The highest average attendance at any of the test-works 
during the 2| months they were open was 50. The rain during the second monsoon 
was unevenl]^ distributed and the outturn of crops was in consequence much below normal 
in several districts. The maximum flood level of the Gddavari was on the lltli Sep¬ 
tember 1905 when the river I'ose S'6 feet above the crest of the aiiicut. The Kistiia 
reached its maximum height of 11'5 feet above the aiiicut on the 30th July 1905. 

192. The total area under wet and chw, first and second crop, was 28,391,800 Cultivation, 
acres wliich was 780,745 less than the noi-mal, but the total cultivated area was 
1,197,700 acres more than iii the previous year as the season was much better. The 
area under first crop was 666,000 acres below the normal, the deficiency occurring in 
all districts except Ganjdm, Yizagapatam, Kurnool, Malabar and South Canara, while 
the total deficiency for the year and both first and second crop was shared by aU. 
districts except Kurnool, South Arcot, Malabar and South Canara. The foim principal 
food-grains, paddy, eliolam, eumhu and ragi occupied 56 per cent, of the total cultivated 
area. There was a small increase in the area under cbolain, but a decrease under the 
other three grains which in the case of paddy was more tlian a quarter of a million 
acres. The reduction in the area under paddy took place In tlie aistricts of BeUary, 

Anantapiir, Ohiugleput, Salem, Coimbatore, Tiichinopoly, Madura and Tinnevelly, in 
that under emnhn in Anantapiir and Coimbatore and in tliat under ragi chiefly in 
Coimbatore. The increase under cbolani was partty due to its being cultivated instead 
-of qiaddy in tln-ee districts where the rainfall was deficient. Among oil-seeds, the area 
sown with gingeUy diminished by 5 per cent., while that under castors decreased by 
22 per cent The falling off wms generally due to deficient lainfall, but in the case 
of the castor crop it was accentuated by a decreasing demand for the oil. The 
cultivation of groundnut on the other hand rose by nearly 40,000 acres on account 
of the increased demand. A rise in the price of jaggery led to an increase of 
14,800 acres, or 27 per cent, in the area under sugarcane, a crop which is largely raised 
-■under wells. The area imder oo-hton which -R'as much the most important industrial 
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crop inereased by 17 per cent, to 1,802,899 acres as the result of high prices and a 
favorable season for tbe crop in the Zurnool, Bellary, Cuddapah, Coimbatore, Madura 
and Tiimevelly districts where the increase mainly took place. The extent cultivated 
vdth indigo was leas than half that of the previous year partly as a result of a fall in 
the demand for the dye and partly tlrrough the want of timely rains. 

193. The outturn of crops was in ro case above tbe normal. Paddy varied from 
75 to 100 per cent, in most districts, but tbe yield was only 67 per cent, in Yizaga- 
patam, Sugarcane was the most generally successful crop and varied from 83 per cent, 
to normal. The outturn of tire other crops raiiged generally between 67 and 92 per 
cent, of the normal.

194. The Botanical Garden.s, the Govei-nineut House Gardens and St. Thomas’' 
Cemetery at Ootacainund, Sim’s Park, Benbope Hiu'sery, and the Builiar Garden at 
Cooiioor continued to be inaintaiiied under the direction of the Curator of Govern¬ 
ment Botuiiical Gardens and Parks, the Nilgiris. A block of land measuring 138 
acres lying between Church Hhl road and Weulock road and along Post Office Hill 
was transferred during the year to tbe Curator for eonservatiou as a Govemniont Park. 
Ill the Botuiiical Gardens tbe tank between tbe entnmee and the office was cleared of 
silt and a number of shrubs and ti'ees were removed from the vicinity with tiie 
object of widening the lawn. Further pirogress was made in the work of improving 
the ‘ Cape gooseberry ’ and tbe results obtained were very satisfactory, the size of 
a fruit of the seventh generation being 134-7 per cent, greater than that of the original 
stock at the commencement of the experiment in 1897. Several varieties of potatoes, 
were imported from England, the produce of which is to be sold to the'public. Four 
liuiidi-ed shoots of ‘ Manilla hemp ’ were sold in tbe Bombay Presidency for the purpose of 
starting an experimental plot and practical demoiisti-ations in the methods of extracting 
tbe fibre were given to all who desired, to see them. A considei-uble ijuantity of .seeds 
of the Khasia Oak were sown in the Government House Gardens and about 1,500 
seedlings were eventually handed over to the District Foi-est Officer, the Nilgiris, to be 
planted on tbe Ootacamund downs. During tlie year a survey of the various species 
of Eucalyptus to be found at Ootacamund and Coonoor was commenced with a view to 
planting .some of tbe more valuable species of Eucalyptus on the Nilgiris so as to render- 
India independent of Austraha for tlie supply of i-ailway sleepera, A supply of 
nitrogen-fimiig bacteria from tbe United States Department of Agrioultiue was experi¬ 
mented with at Sim’s Ppfc on various species of clover- and peas. Owing to an 
unusually heavy fall of rain most of the seed plots wer-e washed out and no determinate 
results were obtained. At Benhope some Para, i-ubber trees wer-e planted with the view 
of testing therr utility as shade-giving avenue trees which would also yield a revenue 
from^ tapping. Some of the Para, Ceara, and Castilloa rubber trees were tapped at 
Burhar during tbe year and satisfaetoi-y results both in tbe quality and quantity of 
rubber- yielded were obtained. 

195. The experrditiu’e on the gardens was Es. 27,693 against Es. 29,602 and 
the receipts increased from Es. 5,098 to Es. 5,726. 

196. The income of the Agri-Horticultural Society of Madras increased from 
Es. 15,173 in 1904 to Es. 20,648, including Government grants amounting to Es. 4,000. 
The expenditure was Es, 19,334. The number of members at tbe close of lire year was- 
180., A large number of new plants were introduced and various experiments w-ere 
initiated with regard to nitrogen-fixiug hacteria and the different varieties of cotton 
plants. 

197. The Dodabetta, Hedivattam and Hooker cinchona plantations were main¬ 
tained during the yeai-, hut on the last two plantations the dr-onght which prevailed fi'om 
ISTovember to March caused the death of a large nninher of young plants. The i-ainfaE 
was suffieierrt however in the planting season and the riecessary reirewala as well as the- 
extensions on all three plantations were successfully carried out. The total number 
,qf young plapts and seedlings at the end of tbe year in the luir-series on the three- 
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plantations was 2,850,000. The number of young trees planted out cluiing the year 
was 218,560 and the number of trees pemiaiiejitly planted on the 31st March 1906 
was 2,531,729, of which 80 per f?ent. were Cinchona officinalis. Experiments with 
castor pooiiac manui'e ^\■ere continued on tlie ISTethvattam plantation with very success¬ 
ful reisults in the case of young plant.s on old land. The use of lime to couiiteiact the 
acidity of the .soil in the extejrsion.s on the TTooker plantation was not a,s succe.ssful as 
was anticipated. The total crop of bark harvested was 410,1611b. against 161,956 lb. 
in the previous year. The crop wa.s abnormally large owing to the elearajiee of plots 
for replanting The avemge cost of the hark harvested was As. 2-5-6 per pomid, 
excluding tJie expenditure on replaTiting. The avei-age cost in the two previou.s years 
was As. 6-9-3 and As. 7-2-29, 
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198. The total cpiaiitity of bark worked up iii the factory was 563,000 lb., QuininB 
of-ivhicli 260,216 lb. were estate bark and 302,784 lb. were pm-ehased from private 
growers. The purchased bark yielded 9,839 lb. of quinine and 3,320 lb. of febrifuge 

and the e,state bark 6,189 lb. of quinine and 3,254 lb. of febrifuge, the total yield 
being 16,328 lb. of quinine and 6,574 lb. of febrifuge. The purchased hark gave 3-21 
per cent, of quinine and 1-09 per cent, of febrifuge, compared -witl'i 2 19 per cent, 
of quinine and 1-25 per cent, of febrifuge yielded by the estate hai-k. The total 
cxpienditure on the factoi-y was Es. 1,06,985 and the cost of manufacture calculated 
on the output of quinine was Ea. 1-9-9-56 per pound of qiiiiiiiie against Es. 1-8-5-67 
in the previous year. The quantities of quinine and febrifuge issued were 17,416 lb. 
and 1,756 lb,, respectively. Quinine was sold to medical depots at Es. 12-6-0 per 
pound and to Local Eund and Municipal Hospitals and Native States at Es, 13 per 
pound. The number of packets of quinine and the total weiglit of the drug sold at 
post offices fell by about 50 per cent, Tliis was apparently the fe.sult of an increase 
in the price of each packet from 2 to 3 pies, though the weight of the packets was 
raised from 5 to 7 giains. 

199. The total expenditure on the cinchona plantations and factory was EinfiEos. 
Es. 1,82,790 ; the receipts were Rs. 2,41,258, leaving a balance of Es. 58,468 against 

Ea. 68,206 in the preceding year. The value of the stock in hand on the Slst of 
March 1906 was Es. 4,33,659 against Es. 4,15,285 on tlie 1st of April 1905. 


EORESTS.

200, The total area under the control of the Forest Departmeiit fell during the Area, 
year fi-om 19,626 to 19,585 squai-e mile.s, some of the areas previously proposed or 
selected for reservation lia-ving been given up to allov.' for the extension of cultiTation. 

Duiiug the yeai- 188 square miles rvere constituted reserved forests and 2 square miles 
■were disafforested being required for cultivation, -ivhile on a more acoui-ate computation 

of areas it was found that the area ah'eady notified was less by about 5 square miles than 
previously calculated. There "was therefore a net addition of 181 square miles of 
reserved forests. The area of reserved lands -was 1,297 square miles, a reduction of 235 
miles as the net result of the transfer of 188 sqiiai-e uules to reserved forest, the 
abaudoumeiit of 36 square miles for cultivation, the deduction of 11 square miles on 
account of Tension of area and the addition 13 square miles newly taken over. 

201. The total area for Forest Settlement during the year was 1,496 squai-e miles, Settlement, 
of which 188 square miles -v'ere constituted reserved forests, 3 square miles were 
ahaiidoned, 4 square miles were deducted on a more correct computation of area and 28 

square miles were excluded during settlement. Of the remainder 23 square miles were 
notified under section 16 of the Forest Act, their reservation to take effect after the 
close of the year, 1.6 squar-e miles were notified after the end of the year and in 802 
square miles the settlement was practically completed, leaving 432 squai’e miles to he 
settled. The latter area was left for setUement by Eeveiiue Divisional officers, the 
services of the Special Forest Settlement officers having been dispensed -with from the 
1st April. 
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202. Dui'iiig the year 608 miles of boundary lines were demarcated at a cost of 
Ea. 10,8.51 against 1,753 inilea at a cost of Es. 18,749 in the previous year. The 
shoi'ter outturn was due mainly to the fact that the work in several districts was 
approaching completion. The aveiage cost of demareatioii was considerably increased 
by the use of atone slabs instead of eairns in Godavari, Kurnool and Bellary. At the 
end of the year there were 965 miles i-emaining to be demarcated, ITie length of lines 
cleared free nf cost by forest subordinates was 6.341 miles against 6,618 milea, but 
5,981 milea were cleared at a cost of Es. 21,631 against 5,552 miles for Es. 13,958 
in 1904-1906. 

203. During the year Party ISTo. 19 of Die Survey of India worked by sections in 
5 districts and surveyed 2,220 squai-e miles by ti’iangulatioii, 17.3‘7 miles by traversing 
and S,j 1-7 square miles topograpbioaUy. ITiei'e was a large inci'ease in the area 
sinweyed, but the total cost decreased from Es. 1,10,424 to Es. 93,901 and the amount 
dehitable to the Porest Department from Es. 77,296 to Ea. 66,490. A confereiice was 
held at Bangalore in September 1905 to discuss tlie future progranune and scale of 
Porest Surveys in the Presidency. A considerable amount of aniwey woik was done 
departnientally in 7 districts. 

204. Dining t]ie year woi-ldng-plans for 110 square miles were sanctioned by the 
Board of Ecveniie and plans for 1,064 square miles wei'e under preparation. The 
outturn was much ainaller than m the previous year, one of the reasons being that 
the Disb'iet Poi'est officers were fully emplo 3 ’'ed with theii' other duties and another 
that several working-plans were being tested by actual working belote being submitted 
for sanction. The area for which plans had still to be preiiared at the end of the 
year was estimated at 9,723 square miles. 

205. The expenditure on roads and bridges increased from Es. 41,650 tolls, 47,857 
and on buildings from Es. 70,747 to Es. 88,534. On miseellauons works the expiendi- 
ture decreased from Es. 13,691 to Es, 8,407. TJio mono-rail introduced in lie 
Godavari district in the previous year worked at a pi'ofit of Es. 792 compiared with the 
former system of oooly-transpoit. Tlie number of ton-miles run was 1,192 and 1,232 
tons were carried. In the Nellore district the total weight carried on the Sriliarikota 
and coast range tramwaj’-s was 15,681 tons against 18,085 tons in the pi’evions j^ear 
and the iiuinber of ton-miles run was 42,125 against 49,631. In South Coimbatore the 
quantity of timber carried increased from 1,461 tons to 1,612 tons. The tramways 
were worked at a profit in PTellore as in previous years and at a loss in Coimbatore. 

206. The total mimber of forest offences reported during tire j^ear rose from 
21,930 to 23,021 which was biglier than the average of tlie three jireocding yeoi'S by 
708. The increase was chiefly caused by cases of uiiantborised felling. The nunrbei 
of oases eoinpjouiided was 13,288 against 12,287 in fasli 1314. The percentage of 
conriction in cases prosecuted fell from 91-78 to 89-17. Undetected eases decreased 
from 1,651 to 1,427. The compensation fees realised amounted to Es. 1,16,858 against 
Es. 1,02,444. 

207. The system of fire-proteetion adojited in most districts was as in previous 
years the iire-ti'aeing of boundaries, internal fire-line clearing and the appointing of 
flre-pati'ols. In Cuddapah, the system of bui'uing somewhat moi-e than half the area 
of the forest, in strips of varying width, in order to secure the protection of the 
remainder, and with a view to providing fresh gi'asa on the area burnt, was tried. The 
total ai-ea for which precautionary measures were taken was 7,208 square miles against 
6,509 in the previous fash. The ai-ea actually pi-otected was 6,772 square mile.s against 
6,350, but the proportion of success fell fi'om 97-6 to 94 owing to the comparatively 
long period of dry weatlier. The proportion of failures in specially pi'oteeted areas 
rose from 3-5 to 5-5 ;^er cent. The total number of fires was 1,164- against 857 and 
the area burnt increased fi-om 226,875 acres to 447,663 acres. The average cost of 
each successfully protected square mile was Ea. 9-1-8 against Es. 8-10-11. 

208. The area closed against all animals throughout the j'ear was 1,503 square 
miles against 1,621 in the preceding year ; 38 square miles were closed for a portion 
of the year against 89 in fasli 1314. Of the total forest area 87 jiei' cent, was open to 
grazing and 8-8 per cent, to biwsing. The number of animals of aU classes impounded 
was 230,796 against 228,322 in the previous 5 mar and an average of 280,234 for the 
past 3 years. 

209. The spike disease in sandalwood which appeared in Coimbatore and the 
fungus Trichosporium vesiculosum which attacked the easnarina plantations in Nellore, 
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South Arcot, Ganjaui. Kistiia a:id IsToi-tli Ai'i'ot were the two pests which caused most 
■damage duiing the year, tire lattei' being particularly destructive in Nellore. No 
i-emedy has been discovered for the spike disease in sandal. The rooting out of all 
diseased trees appears to have hetm the most efficacious method of dealing with the 
fungus. A new boring insect which attacked the Agaatiiiowgani was discovered in 
Gaiijam, hut wa., not identified during the year. In Salem, Malabai’, Tanjore and 
Tiiinevelly a considerable area n as clear-ed of various creepers and parasites. Notes on 
the various injurious lepidoptem which were found to attack several varieties of trees 
in Coimbatore were collected with a view to the study of I'emedial measures. 

210. The iiatiual reproduction of foi-est growth was as usual satislaetoiy in the 
moist west coast districts, but among the deciduous forests of the east coast and central 
inland districts it was considerably retarded by the scanty rainfall and unnsiially 
prolonged hot weatlier. In Gaiijiiin the year was particular^ unfavourable and the 
profuse seeding of the sal trees in the previous year left no tiaces. In Vizagapatam 
and Godavari natural reproduction was fairly good except in the Eckapalle range. The 
growth from coppice was satisfactory in Kistna and Guntur, but the majority of seed¬ 
lings did not fare well. In Eiirnool seedling reproduction was fair in most ranges, but 
in Bellary it was decidedly poor. Copjtice reproduction was good in Cuddapali, Nellore, 
and North Arcot. but in Chiiigleput and Soutli Arcot there was little reproduction 
of any soil. In South Canara and Malabar seeds of most species did well and 
reproduction was excellent in the Nilgiri.s. Most of the plantations in the iiortliern 
circle suffered a good deal fi’oiii the drought and a large munher of transplanted seedlings 
perished. In most districts the chief operations were the planting out of easuaiinas, 
but in Salem a large number of sliver oaks wei’e ti-ausplanted. In the southern circle 
a good deal of teak was planted out in Malabar and Coimbatore, but a considerable 
propoi'tion of the young plants perished. In Soutlr Canara rubber planting was 
started in one of the reserves and in Tinnevelly a large number of bamboo clumps and 
mahogany seedlings were planted, but only tlie former showed much signs of success. 
Among the exotic trees planted in previous years the mahogany and divi-divi have been 
most successful and the experiments made during the year with camphor in Yizaga- 
patani and Madura produced very promising I’esiilts. 

211. The felling of timber continued to be classified according to the object or 
method adopted as regeneration felling, selection felling, improvement felling, coppice 
felling and unregulated felling by permit-holders. About one-fifth of the timber was 
felled and more than half the fuel was removed by departmental agency. The right 
of eolleetiiig minor produce was usually leased to contractors. The departmental 
system of working was, however, considerably extended during the year and the value 
of the produce so removed increased by 37 per cent. The hay-making operations 
continued to be more or less on an experimental scale. The amounts collected were 
nowhere xeij large and the prices realised were low. The fees for grazing and the 
removal of grass increased from Es. 6,27,474 to Es. 6,62,837. The number of cattle 
Ecensed to graze was 3,521,895 against 3,285,579 m the previous year. Torest 
produce was also removed under various lights and jnivileges to the value of Es, 84,657 
and free grants, mainly of timber, fuel and bamboos to poor ryots for rebuilding houses 
and huts destroyed by fire and in BeUary for the eoiistruetion of health camps in places 
evacuated on account of plague, were made to the extent of Es. 14,970. 

212. The total outtmu of timber from the forests, including sandalwood, was 
2,563,161 cubic feet against 3,128,500 cubic feet in the previous year, -while tlie amount 
of fuel removed decreased from 20,903,817 to 20,044,660 cubic feet. There ivas also 
a -fall in the number of bamboos cut from 35,826,887 to 32,083,686, but the gross 
value of minor piroduce of all sorts rose from Es. 13,13,314 to Es. 14,02,744. 

213. The total receipts of the department increased from Es. 28,30,54-2 to 
Es. 30,36,892. The expenditure on conservancy and works was Es. 13,79,831 against 
Es. 11,78,153 and the cost of establishments rose from Es. 9,06,327 to Es. 9,36,900. 
The surplus for the year was Es. 7,20,161, or Es. 25,901 less than in the previous year. 
There was an increase in the surplus in tlie Southern Circle, but a decrease in both the 
Northern and Central Circles. 

214. During the year the Onddapah district, whichhad hitherto formed one charge, 
was dirtded into 3 charges. Measures lor the eucouragement of the growth of trees 
and shrubs yielding leaves suitable for manure were undertaken in several districts, 
but without much success owing to the -nant of seasonable rains. Further arrangements 
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DiaTK^- were made in several districts for the supply of forest produce to meet the 
TIOIT. ■ wants of the people and in Kuniool and Coimhatore implements for agricultural and 
~ domestic use were luanufactui'ed departmcntally and distributed at eonvonient centres 
for sale. In Tinnevelly lieadloads of fuel and leaf manure were aUowed to he removed 
at a small charge and at the Baindur reseiwe in South Canara similar permisaion was 
given free of charge. Twenty-two elephants were captured in Malabar*and Coimbatore 
and tlie number in charge of the department deducting loase.s increased from 70 to 86. 
Considerable additions were made to the Forest Museum at Coimhalore and a new' 
hiulding for it was completed at the end of the year. 


MINES ANB QUAREIES. (1905.) 


215. The following statement shows the districts in which mining operations 
were carried on during the past'two yeans and the output of the minerals woi'ked :— 
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Conipaved ivitli the previous year there was a slight fall in the oiitpiut of graphite 
and an iiicreiise in the oiitfmt of manganese, magnesite and niioa. Tlie inci'eased 
production of manganese in Yizagapalam, and of mica in Nellore ivas due to the opening 
of new mines during the yeai’. Two of the manganese mines in Vizagapatani were 
inspected by the District Magistrate. The giaphite mine in G6davari was inspected by 
the District Medical and Sanitai'y Officer and also b)' the Divisional Officer. In JSTellore 
40 mines were inspected by Magistmtes and 8 of the most important by the Collector. 
The District Medical and Sanitary Officer also inspected 14 mines. Tlie magnesite 
mines in Salem were inspected by the Collector. The general liealth of the employees 
in the mines was good except in some of the graphite mines in the Gdddvari district 
where the unhealthy character of tlie locality pjoduced malaria. The condition of tlie 
mine in NeUore, w'hich was repoi-ted to be insanitary in 190'J, was improved. 
Operations in one of the mines in Nellore had to be stopped in the latter part of the year 
owing to the dangerous condition of some of the tunnels. Cliildren were employed 
above-ground in the mines of Vizagapatam, NeUore and the Nilgiris and also under¬ 
ground. in the mines in NeUore. Women ivere employed both ahoi^e and below ground 
ill the mines of Vizagapatam,Nellore andvSalemand above-ground in those of tlie Nilgiris. 
The total number of persons employed in the mines dui’ingthe year was 11,531, of whom 
4,879 were men, 4,448 women and 2,204 children. There were 10 accidents in the 
year—3 in Vizagapatam and 7 in NeUore. Two persons were Irilled and one seriously 
injured in Vizagapatam and ill Nellore 2 persons were killed and 12 seriously injured. 
There v'ere no piroseeutions under the Mines Act during the year.

industries. 216. The chief induslries canned on in the Presidency dmlug the year were, 

placing them in the order of tlie number of operatives empUoyed, cotton-weaving and 
spinning, eoffee-eming, tile-making, cotton-ginning and pressing, printing, sugar¬ 
refining, tobacco-curing, tanning and rioe-di-essing. Of these, cotton-weaving and 
spinning were by fai' the most important, the average daily number of operatives 
at work in Uie 7 mills which earned on weaving or spinning and weaving combined 
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being 8,5d3, while the S mills whieh eairiecl on spinning only employed an average of 
7,883 hands. Seventeen ooffee -vvorks euijiloyed a total of ‘1,676 operatives and the 
number working in the 57 eotton-giiuiing and jiressing factories was 3,208. hlo other 
industry gave employment to a daily average of more than 3,000 hands. I’liese details 
■only refer to factories employing a daily average of 25 work people, of which there 
were 310 working during the year. The number of liands employed in the various 
railway workshops in the Presidency was 5,489. 
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217. The number of factories coming within the scope of the Indian Paetorie.s Act PactorieF, 
(XIV of 1881) inei’eased from 91 to 94 and the average munber of operatives employed 
from 36,975 to 41,457. The number of women employed fell from 2,805 to 2,642, "but 
the nnmher of children increased from 2,035 to 2,371. The wage.s eai'iied in the factories 
compared favonivibly with those of agricultural labourers. The pay of a cotton spinner 
varied from Es. 4-8-0 a month in Madura to Es. 40 in Madras and that of an engine- 
driver from Es. 6-8-0 a month in a Grodavari .sugar refinery to Es. 50 in a Madras 
cotton spinning mill The inspections of factories dining the year by medical officers 
were adequate, but the inspections by non-medical officers fell short of the lequii-ed ■ 
miiiumim in several districts. TJie samtaiy condition of the factories was generally 
satisfactory and the health of the operatives was on the ivhole good. The fencing of 
machinerj' was sufficient in most eases and carried out in aeeordanee with the regula¬ 
tions. The total number of accidents inci'eased from 242 to 302. Pour persons were 
killed in 4 different accidents and 12 persons were seriously injiu’ed. There was orre 
prosecution dnriirg the yeai', at Bellary, where the manager' of a ginning factory was 
convicted of neglecting to fence machinery properly and sentenced to a fine of Es. 30. 


SEA-BOENE TEADE. (1905-1906.)

218. The total sea-borne tr'ade of the. Presidency dining the year amounted to Total Trade. 
Es. 3,632'40 lakhs against Es. 3,519'10 lakhs in 1904-1905. luterportal b’ade within 

the Presidency contributed Ea. 242-90 lakhs of the total, hut the real value of the 
iiiterportal trade is to be taken as half of this amount, as the same articles appear twice 
in the trade returns, under exports from one port and imports at another, Of the total 
increase of Es, 113-30 lakhs, 89 per cent, or Es. 100-78 lakhs was contributed by the 
-external coasting trade. 

219. The aggregate value of the foreign trade of the Presidency w-as Ks. 3,428-87 Foreign, 
laklis including treasure and Goveruinent stores and exceeded that of the previous year Trade, 
by Es. 6'96 lakhs or -29 per cent. The imports ivere valued at Es. 852-13 lakhs and 

the exports at Es. 1,576-74 lakhs, the balance of trade in favom- of the Presidency 
being Es. 724-61 lakhs. Excluding Govermneiit transactions, tiieimport kade amounted 
to Ea. 777'47 lakhs under merchandise and Es. 38-10 laldis in treasiu-e, and the export 
trade to Es. 1,559-51 lakhs in merchandise and Es. 16-61 lakhs in treasiu-e, The 
imports of private merchandise decreased by Es..68'09 laklis, while the exports showed 
an increase of Es. 81-14 lakhs. The decrease m imports ivas eliiefiy in kerosiiie oil, 
manufactured copper, cotton piece-goods, unrefined sugar, arms and ammunition and 
betel-nuts. In kerosine oil the decrease was as much as 46 per cent, and was due to 
the great contraction in the imports from Eussia, the chief source of supply, as a 
consequence of the dosing of the oil works in the Baku disti-iet during a local revolution. 

The decrease in cotton piece-goods imported was 17 pei- cent, and was due mainly to 
the impaired purchasing power of the people as a result of the unfavourable character 
of the agricultural season, and to the local market being w^eE stocked at the begiiming 
-of the year. In exports the increase was due to expansion in the exports of coffee, tea, 
pepper, hides and skins, cotton twist and yarn and cotton piece-goods. The exports of 
■eoffee were the largest on record since 1875, and the prices, taking the year as a whole, 
were satisfactory. The greater demand for Indian coffee was due to the serious shortage 
in the Brazilian crop of the two previous years. The export of tanned skins and hide,s 
was also the largest on reeoi-d and theu total value was iieai-ly double that of the previous 
-^-ear. Tlie demand w'as very strong both on the eoiitiueiit and in America and led to

Tliere tras an improvement in tlie exchange market and the amount 
of money brought iitto the country in gold inereased. There was also less stringenoy 
in the money market^ a conditioii favouring the improA enient in tiade. Ti eight lates 
were easier throughout the year. 

220. The following statement shows the value of tlie iuipoi't trade of the 
Preaidenev with foreign eoniitries in the last two years, Grovernmeiit stores are not 
included in the statement:— 
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Animale, 221. Of the total %'ahie of the imports of living animals, ids. 6'89 lakhs represented 

living. value of horses, 1,539 of which came from Australia, and the remainder Ks, '15 

lakh, that of wild animals imported for menageries. The average value of the horses 
imported rose from Rs. 434 to Ea. 444. 

Ai-ticlea of ' 222. The principal articles of food and diink imported and their value in the two 
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years 1904-1905 and 1905-1906 were as follows:— 
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The item siiiees consisted ahnost entii-ely of betel-nuts, the iiupoi'ts of which aiiio anted 
to Es, 23'49 lakhs. The imports of spices, though lower than in the previous year by 
Es. 4T8 lakhs, were slightly above the average of the x^ast ten years. The value of 
the liquors imported has remained, pmctieally stationary lor tlie last ten years. The' 
imports of ale, beer and porter decreased by 44,142 gallons. Among potable spiiiits, ' 
brandy, gin, rum and Colombo an’ack, all showed a decrease while whisky was stationary. . 
Among wines, champagne and claret accounted for a total increase of 4,177 gallons 
while port and sheiwy showed a deci’ease. Methylated sphrits, winch had been, 
practically ousted from the market in the two jirevious years by the local product, ' 
increased from 8 to 4,345 gaEons, of which 3,900 gallons came from Germany. The 
low rate at which German potato spirit can be prlaced on the Madias market is I'espon- 
sible for this result. The value of foreign provisions imported increased by Es. 1-27 
lakhs, The increase was priueipally in biscuits, farinaceous foods and condensed and 
preserved milk, lor whicli tlrere is a growing demand' among the native popuilation, 
especially the travelling prabho. The United Kingdoni suprpilied 60 per cent, of tire 
provisions against 63 per cent, in tlie pi-evious year. There was a total decrease of 
Es. 4‘53 lakhs in the value of sugai- impoi-ted which was the net result of a decrease of 
Es. 6T5 lakhs under unrefined sugar and au increase of Es. 0-83 lakh in refined sugar.. 
The decrease hi the imports of unrefined sugar was due to an increased proportion of;' 
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the imports of Mamitius sugar heiiig i-eceivecl tLimigli Bombay aud so uot appearing 
among the imports from foreign countries as far a.s this Presidency is cnneeriied.

223. There was a decrease of almost a laPh in the value of the iiardware and Metals, 
outlei-y imported during the year tliougli the value of the tools and agiieiiltm'al 
implements imported increased by 17 per cent. Out of a total value of Rs. 19-9 
lakhs, tlie value of the cutlery and haidwai'e imported from the Umleil Xiugdoni was 

Es. 11-61 lakhs and from Germany Rs. 2-27 lakhs. The total quantity of unwrnnght 
metal imported increased by about 10 per cent, to 918.150 ewts., hut thei e was a faU 
in value of Es. 1-53 lakhs. The chief decrease was in copper, the imports of which 
fell off by 23.185 etvts. and in value by Es. 9-17 lakhs. The trade in copper was 
comparatively small owing to the stock in hand at the hegiimhig of the year in ingots, 
cakes and sheets being sufficient to meet Ere demand of the greater' part of the year. 

The total imports of iron of all desei’iptions increased in weight by 97,628 i‘wts. or 16 
per cent, and in -value by Es. 4-S8 lakhs. Steel increased in weight by 6 per cent, and 
in value by i-3 per cent. Imports were sEmulated by a drop in the puces in the 
European markets and by eheapei’ freights. The imports of English iron bars increased 
by 127 per cent., but there was a decrease in the imports of steel bars froin the United 
Kingdom by 31 per cent., while those from Belgium and Germany increased h\- 19 per 
cent. The imports of east steel rose from 293 ewts. in 190-1-1905 to 8.2-10 ewts. in 
1905-1906 in consequence mainly of the demand for boring imqilements from the Kolai- 
Gold fields. There -was a phenomenal increase in the imports of tinned plates From 
7,129 ewts. to 34,400 ewts. due to the extended local manufacture of kei-osiiie oil tins. 

The imports of aluminium increased by over a 100 per cent, and it now heads the list 
of the softer metals imported as a result of tlie development of the aluminium industry 
ill Madras, which now supplies a large native demand for cooking ami other utensils. 

There was a decrease in the quaiiEEes of Eii, zinc and German silver imported in 
consequeiiee of the high prices which prevailed during the year. There was a small 
increase of Es. 5,000 in the value of the machinery imported, an increase of Rs. -25 
lakh under “ locomotive engines ” and of Es, 1'62 lakhs underother sorts of engines ” 
being counterbalanced by a decrease of Es, 1-84 lakhs under - other sorts of maehinery.” 

The imports from the United Kingdom amounted to Es 26-28 lakhs, from Gennany to 
Es. 1'77 lakhs and from Belgiimr to Es -91 lakh. The imports of lailway roEing-stoek 
decreased by Es. 13'85 lakhs owing to the large importations of the previous year, but 
construction materials increased by Rs. 18'16 lakhs through the incredsed requirements 
for renewals on the Madras Railway. The imports from the United Kingdom amounted 
to Rs. 59'86 lakhs and wood sleepers to the value of Es. 4-08 laklis were imported from 
Australia. 

224. The total value of the chemicals importal i-ose from Es. 6-97 lakhs to Okemicula. 

Es. 7 23 laldis and the amount supphed from the United Kingdom was valued at Karootu''^ 

Es. 4'99 lakhs against Es, 5'50 lakhs in the previous year. The chemical, for which 

there was the greatest demand, was cyanide of potassium for use in the Gold Mining 
iudusfry. The quantity imported was valued at Es. 2 4 laklis, of which Germany 
supphed Eh. 1-02 laklis and the United Kingdom the remainder. The imports of 
camphor decreased by Es. 3'13 lakhs as a result of a rise in the price of neai-ly 53 per 
cent, consequent on the establishment of a Govei-nment monopoly of the pi-odnct in 
Japan. There was a slight rise in the value of the tobacco leaf iinpui-terl and an extm- 
oi'diiiary increase in the value of cigai-ettes wdiicli was more than double that of the 
previous year and seven times greater than in 1901-1902. 

225. The imports of mineral oils decreased from Es, 48'70 lakhs to Es. 27'16 lakhs. Oils. 
Kerosine oil decreased in quanEty by neai-ly 46 per cent, fr-ora the causes already noted, 
though the amounts imported from Bumia and Sumatra increased in each case by more 
than half a million gallons. Tegetable oils increased in value by Es '79 lakh mainly 

as the resiEts of the increased imports of eocoanut oil from Ceylon. 

226. In raw materials there was a total increase of Es. 1'19 lakhs in tlic value Bnw matoiiahi. 
imported. There was a smaE decrease under coal, coke and patent fuels, hut increases 

under gums, skins and wood. The rise in the value of wood imported was more than a 
lakli and a half of rupees and was due to a considerable increase in the supply of teak 
from Siam and of other woods from both Ceylon and Siam. 

227. There was a very large shrinkage in the iinpoi-t, ti-ade in cotton good,?, the Artidea 
reasons for which have already been given. The total imports were valued at Es. 442-20 maimfaolnred 

lakhs, a decrease of Es. 36'81 lakhs as compared with the total of the previous year ,

Tl^. ijy jjg_ g.gg ppe increase was entirely in coloured twists and yarn and the 

decrease in piece-goods Avas mainly in shirtings and coloured cloths. Out of a total 
import of piece-goods of Es. 207'60 laklis the United Kingdom supplied Ea. 206'07 
• lakhs. The value of the twist and A'arn iinpoited was Es. 89’29 lakhs, of which 
Es. 86-99 lakhs came from the United Kingdom. Tliere was a small increase in the 
imports of flax and a considerable decrease in jnte, silk and wool. Jute feE from 
Es. 6'06 laklis to Es. 5-56 lakhs as a result of the decrease in the export rice trade to 
Ceylon, the jute imports consisting mainly of empty rice hags. In silk the decrease from 
Es. 2'OS lakhs to Es. 1-07 lakhs Avas chiefly in the. silk yarn received from Italy. The 
decrease in the imports of AvooUen goods from Es. 6-14 lakhs to Es. 5-05 lakhs Avas due 
to overstocking iu the previous jmar and to general high prices. In apparel the imports 
fell off b}'- Es. 3-30 lakhs as a result of the abiioi-mally heavy importations in 1904-1905. 
The imports of gold thread amounted to Es. 20-73 laklAs, almost the Avhole of which 
was supplied by Prance. The other principal item under apparel was boots and shoes, 
the value of Avliieh ivas Es. 4-46 lakhs. The impoits from the United Kingdom under 
appai-e.l amounted to Es, 6-93 lakhs out of a total of Es, 31-54 laldis. There was a 
deoreaso of about 50 per cent, iu the value of arras and ammunitions imported, 
chiefly uiidei- dynamite and other explosives, Avhich decreased by Es. 6-20 lakhs. The 
United lungdom supplied ai-ms and ammunition to the value of Es. 7-13 laklis. Paper 
aiid paste-hoard increased from Es. 9 22 lakhs to Es. 10-70 lakhs and glass and glassware 
fi'oni Es. 8-3/ lakhs to Es. 9-55 laklis. There AA^as an inereaso in the imports of 
carriages and eai-ts from Es. 4-37 lakhs to Es. 6-16 lakhs, of which Es. 1-64 lakhs 
Avas eonti-ibuted by motor cars and motor cycles and Es. 1-70 lakhs by cycles. The 
large increase in the imports of canent from Es. 3-05 lakhs to Es. 4-57 la.VhR was 
due to the greater quantity required in connection with the Madras Hai-bour- works. 

Exports of .228. The value of the foreign niercliandise re-exported rose fr'om Es. 11-94 lakhs 
Merchandise Tliere Avas an increase of Es. 1-27 lakhs in the cotton goods 

reshipped, the total value of which was Es. 4-87 lakhs. The other principal item 
Avas a consigmneiit of old iron rails valued at Es. 2 lakhs Avhich Avas shipped to Italy. 
.Ee-exports of oainphov, hooks, apparel, instruments and carriages amounted to Es l-si 
laklis.

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230. Out of the total value of the exjoi-ts of Ihing animals Es. 10-11 lakhs were 
contributed by cattle and Es. 6-88 laklia by sheep. Ceylon and the Straits Settlements 
w-ere the pi-ineipal buyers. 

231. The exports of coffee increased in value fi'om Es. 165'66 lakhs to Ks. 171-67 
lakhs. The reasons for this inci'ease have alreadj’’ been mentioned. There was an 
inei-ease of 36 per cent, in the shipments to Prance and a decrease of 8 pei- cent, in 
those to the United Kingdom. There -n’aa an increase in tlie exports of eocoamit 
kernels and fi-esh vegetables from Es. 25-04 laklis to Es. 31-58 lakbs, but the shipments 
of eueoanut kernels were only about 50 per cent, of what they were in 1903-1904. 
Germany took Es, 19-69 laldrs out of a total of Es. 21-65 lakhs presumably for the 
manufactm-e of vegetable butter. The trade in fresh vegetables was almost exclusively 
with Ceylon and llic Sti-aits Settlements and the exports consisted chiefly of onions, 
garhc a,nd potatoes. The exports of grains and pulses amounted to Es. 80-99 lakhs 
which was 28 per cent, less tliaii in the previous year and the qnantity exported -was 
lower by 37 per cent. These figures were the lowest siuee 1900-1901. Bice and 
paddy were the mam factors in the decrease -which was due to the sb’ong home demand. 
There was little variation in the value of the provisions exported, a decrease of Es. 2-74 
laklis luider salted dry fish being eonnterbalanced by increases under dried fi-uit and 
vegetables and misalted dry fish. 

232. The exports of spices increased by Es. 17-56 lakbs to Es. 67-37 lakhs. The 
recovei-y in the pepper trade was mainly responsible for the increase, but there was 
a sbght improvement in ch il lies and cardamoms. 14-88 million pounds of pepper 
valued at Es. 50-90 lakhs were exported, the figures for both quantity and value being 
the highest on record. The ginger trade suffered fi-om a decreased demand and also 
from a shortage in the cro]! on the West Coast. The export trade in sugar was 
practically stationary, the value of the 210,219 cwts. exported being Es. 12-86 lakhs 
against exports to the value of Es, 12-43 lakhs in the pre-vious year. An increased 
pi'oportiou of the sugai' exported went to the United Kingdom -which took Es. 11-16 
lakhs against Es. 9-63 lakhs. There was considerable improvement in the exports of 
South Indian tea which rose from Es. 65-20 lakhs to Es. 75-28 lakhs. The principal 
consumers were the United Kingdom which took Es. 49-74 lakhs and Canada which 
took Es. 15-59 lakhs. Tea to the value of Es. 6-76 lakhs was sent to Ceylon for 
transhipment to destinations not reported. 

233. The only metal of any importance exported from the Presidency was 
manganese, which is mined chiefly in the Vizagapatam district. The value of the 
manganese exported was Es. 5-14 lakhs against Es. 4-28 lakhs in the previous year. 
Exports to the United Kingdom amounted to Es. 3-76 lakhs. 

234. The value of cinchona bark exjiorted fell by Es. "59 lakb, while other drugs 
•declined fi-om Es. 7-01 lakhs to Es. 3'56 lakhs, the faE being chiefly in senna. There 
was a slight increase in the value of uumaiiufaetm’ed tobacco exported tbougb the 
quantity deei-eased. Maimfactm-ed tobacco, chiefly cigars, was higher both in quantity 
and value. The value of the exports of both classes was Es. 6-89 lakhs against Es. 6-52 
lakhs in 1904-1905. There was a still further dechne both in the quantity and value 
•of the exports of indigo. The value ivas Es. 11-56 lakhs against Es. 16-85 laklis m 
the previous year and was the lowest in the decade. There was some leasou ho-ft^ever 
to suppose that there was a tendency in Europe to give more recognition to the merits 
of the natural dye as the exports to England increased from 620 cwts. to 1,027 cwts. 
The exports of niyrabolam decreased in value ow'ing to a fall in prices, wliile timmeric 
decreased in quantity but rose in value. 

235. The exports of essential oils increased from Es. 1-41 lakhs to Es. 1-54 lakhs. 
Lemoiigiass oil continued to he the chief oil of this kiud exported. Though the 
quantity of castor-oil exported decreased hy 16,430 gallons, the total value, Es. 1-33 
laklis, increased slightly owing to a rise in prices. There wras a very large decrease in 
the exports of eocoanut-oil due to the short output consequent on the scarcity of raw 
mateiial and also to iiiQi'easing local requirements. The decrease in quantity was 
■516,058 gallons aud in value Es. 6-98 lakhs. Out of the total exported value of 
Es. 21-71 lakhs, the United Kingdom took Es. 7-06 laMis, Germany Es. 7-78 lakhs and 
the United States Es. 5-27 lakhs. 

236. The chief increases among the exports of raw materials were in jute, hemp, 
■hides and manures,, aud the chief decreases in cotton, fodder and seeds. The decrease 
>in cotton was from Es. 253-62 lakhs to Es. 228-90 lakhs aud was partly due to stocks 
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being held back in the early part of the year on account of the decline in pnees. A 
feature of the year was the large increase in Tiniievelly cotton exported from duticoriUj, 
of wliich Japan was a large buyer. There was a eorreBpoiidmg decrease against 
Madias which was due to a deficiency in the varieties known as ‘ Northerns and 
■Westerns.’ Japan took the lai-gest quantity of cotton of any foreign ouiintry (276,1.14 
cwts.) ; Belgium was next with 227,196 cwts., and the United Kingdom third with 
116,681 ewts. The total value of seeds e^orted showed a decrease of Bs. 30-98 lakhs, 
or 23 per cent, compared with the prevdous year. The decrease oecurred among all 
seeds except coriander, the exports of which increased ill value by -12 per cent, though 
the total quantity exported only increased by 2 per cent. Ceylon took Es. 2'41 lakhs, 
or i-ather more than half the total amount of the coriander exported. Castors feU in 
value from E.s. 16-30 lailis to Es. 11-67 lakhs as the result of a very poor crop and aii 
increased demand fi'om local crushers. About one-third of the total weight exported 
was sent to Fiance. The exports of ground-nut declined by more than a quarter of a 
miUion hundred-weights, in spite of a reported increase in the area cultivated, and the- 
total value fell from Es. 89-91 lakhs to Es. 68-73 laklis. As much of tJie ground-nut 
is exported through the Freueli port of Pondicherry no exact inferene'e can he drawn 
from the Bi-itish customs figures. France M'aa the chief buyer, the quantity exported 
to that country being 1,074,159 cwts. out of a total of 1,117,037 cwts. The value of 
the fodder exported fell from Es. 30-63 lakhs to Es. 25-90 lakhs, of which oil-cake 
accounted for Es. 24-87 lakhs. The decrease is due to a change in classification, 
oil-eake for use as mamu’e being classed under manures. The quantity of oil-cake so 
transfei-red in the returns for 1905-1906 was 551,340 cwts. and the quantity of 
oil-cake exported both for fodder and manure increased by 297,239 cwts. G)-ei'ma,ny 
took more oil-cake than in -the previous year by Es. 6-87 lakhs mainly to supply 
fodder in the. distilots where the hay crop of 1904 had failed. Excluding the oil-cake 
just referred to there was a decrease of 557 tons in the quantity of manures exported 
and Es. 1-27 lakhs in value, but including the oil-cake the total value was Es. 15-71 
lakhs against Es. 6-40 lakhs in the pievious year. There-was an increase of 3,4S6‘ 
tons in animal bones and a decrease of 3,993 tons under other kinds of manure chiefly 
in houemeal. The progress made in. the tanning industry in the Presidency has. 
practically extinguished the export trade iu raw hides, hut owing to the demand for 
hoots aud shoes and other leatiiei- goods caused hy the Eusso-Japanese war, there 
was a very large increase in the exports of raw goat aud sheep skins. The total 
amount of the exports under skins was Es. 90-89 lakhs against Es. 53-24 laldis in 
1904-1905. The United States which supplied a great part of the war demand for 
manufactured leather took Es. 67-29 fakhs. The exports of jute which were valued 
at Es. 26-01 lakhs showed an increase of nearly 50 per cent, mainly owing to the 
increased local consumption of jnte in Bengal and the consequent restriction in the 
exports from that province. The value of the hemp exported increased from -Es. S-07 
lakhs to Es. 7-20 lakhs. This large increase was due to a very active demand frem the 
United Kingdom which took Es. 5-65 lakhs against Es. 2-43 lakhs in the jii'evious year. 
Es. 4-83 laklis of the total exports consisted of aloe fibre and yam, the demand for 
which is rapidly increasing every year. 

237. The year 1905-1906 was one of almost unprecedented prosperity in the cotton 
industry owing to a fall in the prices of the raw material and to the favourable rate of 
exchange with Cejdon, the Straits Settlements, and the Philippines—the countries 
■which took most of the cotton goods exported from the Presidency. Twist and yarn 
increased in value from Es. 15-44 lakhs to Es. 19-94 lakhs aud piece-goods from 
Es. 78-73 lakhs to Es. 85-68 lakhs, the increase in the latter being chiefly in coloured 
goods. Though the exports of Madnis handkerchiefs fell from Es. 11-63 lakhs to 
Es. 8-60 lakhs, the latter figure was cousidei-ahly higher than those of the three yeai-s 
prior to 1904-1905. Almost aU the handkerchiefs exported went to the United 
Kingdom. The expoi'ts of woollen goods, consisting mainly of oai-pets and rugs, 
were stationary at Es. 2^ lakhs. Articles of appai-el also showed little vari-ation at 
Es. 2-68 lakhs. Coir matting and other articles made of coir yarn increased in value 
by Es. 2-37 lakhs. The United Kingdom took Ea. 17-62 lakhs and Germany Es. 16-18 
lakhs out of a total of Es. 63-01 lakhs. The export trade in tanned hides and skins 
showed an even greater increase than that in raw hides and skins. The total exports 
amounted to Es. 283-81 lakhs against Es. 144-86 lakhs in the previous year and were 
higher than those of the famine year 1900-1901 when the shipments w^ere excoptioiially 
large owing to the high mortality among cattle. The United Kingdom took Es. 232-91 
laldis of the total and -the United States Es. 35-01 lakhs.

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239. In the foreign trade tke imports of gold increased finm Es. 24-56 laMs to Treasure. 
Es. 30-83 laMis, tke value of kotk sovereigns and bar gold imported keing liigker 
than in 1904:-1905. This was mainly dne to iuei-eased local reqnk-ementa foi- tke 
mannfactui-e of jewellery. Tke exports of gold were only Es. -60 kick. There was a 
faE kotk in tke imports and exports of silva-, in the former from Es. 11 08 lakhs to 
Es. 7-25 lakhs and in the latter from Es. 30 laldis to Es. 16 lakli.s. Tke deci-ease was 
mainly tke result of diminisked transactions in ' Government of liidia rupees. There 
■was a fall of Es. -58 lakh in tke imports of bar sEver owing to the kigli prices in tke 
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English market. Ceylon took the whole of the exported G-overnnient rupees amoimt- 
ing to Es. 16 lakhs. Es. 24-49 lakhs of the gold imported came from the United 
Kingdom, Es. 3-08 lakhs from Egypt and Es. 2-40 lakhs from hTatal. 

240. The total value of the imports and exports of Governnient stores during the 
year amoiinted to Es. 36,56,406 and Es. 61,876, respectively, against Es. 31,02,813 
and Es. 1,30,168 in die previous year. The increase iu the imports was in cotton 
goods, metels, instninients and appliances, hardware, railway materials and telegraph 
matei-ials. There were decreases in chemicals, arms and ammunition and woollen 
manufactures. The transactions were chiefly with the United Kingdom. 

241. The following statement shows the excess of exports over imports of 
merohandisa and ti-eastu-e diu'iug the last five years.

Out of the total iuorease of Rs. 106-33 lakhs in the coa.stiiig trade, Es, 102-32 
latha -was in trade -svith other prorrinees in British India. The cause of this great 
expansion -was the deficiency in the production of the staple food-grains ■within the 
Presidency. Large quantities of grain and pulse -were imported and in exchange for 
them largely increased quautities of oils, oil-seeds, spices, cocoanuts and copra -^vere 
exported. 

213. The number of Tessels which entered ports in the Presidency from foreign 
ports during the year -was 4,045 and their tonnage 2,712,892 tons against 4,159 with 
a tonnage of 3,011,937 tons in 1904-1905. The number of steamers was 1,733 
against 1,913. The decrease of 114 in the total foreign shipping -was due to a large 
decrease under sailings to and from Ceylon. The number of British vessels which 
entered and cleared during the year was 1,689.' Native craft numbered 1,367 and 
British Indian vessels 899. The number of vessels entering and clearing vid the Suez 
canal increased shghtly, wMle there was a considerable increase both in vessels entering 
and those clearing in ballast. 

244. The number of vessels engaged in the coasting ti-ade which entered ivith 
cargo during the year rose from 13,446 to 14,078 and the iiumher of those which 
cleared with cargo from 14,177 to 14,750. The total number of sailing vessels ■'vliich 
entered and cleared increased from 31,876 to 32,571 and the number of steamers from 
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5,-SOI to 11,346. Eritiab vessels munbered 6,163 with a toruiage of 13,131,563 tons 
and native craft 30,291 with a tonnage of 867,230 tons. Seven thousand two hundred 
and eighty-two vessels with a tonnage of 3,871,947 tons were engaged in tiie coasting 
trade with other Presidencies and 1,819 vessels with a tonnage of 318,635 tons traded 
with foreign ports in India. The numher of vessels engaged in the interpoi'tal trade 
within the Presidency was 29^816 and their tonnage 10,472,270. 

245. During the year 44 vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 1,916 tons were 
hnilt and 55 vessels wei-e registered under Act X of 1841. The principal ports in 
Presidency for building and registiation were Cochin, Calicut, Mangalore, Masulipata.m, 
Tuticorin and Cocanada. 


PUBLIC WOEKS—BUILDIbrCS AND EOADS, (1905-1906.) 

[Adnmdstralion Beport of tlie Public Works Department [General and Buildings and 
jRoads')^ Madras Presidencyfor ike year 1905—19067^ 

246. The expenditiu-e during the year on works under the direct control of the 
Chief Engineer, Public Works Departuieiit, was Es. 37,57,091 out of a total grant of 
Es. 47,03,608 and exclusive of .Es. 1,72,730 spent on “ contribution works.” In 
1904r-1905 the expenditm-e was Es. .37,77,096 out of a revised budget grant of 
Es. 40,18,168. Out of the total expenditure Es. 32,43,226 were sp)ent on Provincial 
works, of which Es. 20,84,265 was for the eonsti’uction and repair of civil huildings, 
Es. 5,52,775 on counnumoations, and Es. 2,52,798 on miscellaneous public improve¬ 
ments. The more important buildings under construction were new CoUectorate offices 
at Cocanada and Giintiir, a new District Police office at Guntdr, and a new District 
and Sessions Coiut at Goimba.tore. The principal works completed during the year 
were the weaving shed in the Coimbatore Jail at a cost of Es. 73,308, quarters for the 
Conservator of Eorests at Coimbatore, an office for the District Superintendent of Police 
at Cuddalore, and taluk offices at TinneveUy and Tiruppiir. A building to serve as a 
forest museum was also cojjstmeted near’ the Conservator’s office at Coimbatore. The 
Aiiamalai ghdt road and tlie road fi'om Manapatti to the foot of the Chiuiiar gliS,t were 
finished during tlie year. The Karimpoya bridge on the Nilambur-Nilgiri road and 
the Pomiiar bridge at Cuddalore were restored. A road bridge at Kodaniurti in 
Triehinopoly was under coiistruetion and a new road in Madura leading from the Athur- 
ghat was commenced. All the feeder roads on the Shevaroya except one were completed. 
The bridge over the Colerooii on the JCumbakdiiam-Ohidambaram road, the greater part 
of which was washed away in 1903, was demolished at a sanctioned cost of Es. 24,700 
as it endangered the river banks and an adjacent railway bridge, and its re-erection was 
considered nnnenessary, the railway having done away with the importance of the road. 
Ill Madras the revetment on the foreshore north of tlie Madras harbour was eonnnenced, 
the Cooum bar was opened six times, and steps were taken to protect the left bank of 
the Cooum from erosion. Out of a total length of 20,611| miles of metalled roads 
maintained by pubhe authorities within tlie Pi'esideney, but exclusive of tliose within 
municipal limits, the Public Works Department maintained 244i miles. Of unmetalled 
roads the department maintained 376|- miles out of a total of 4,233| miles. 

247. The value of the work done in the Public Works Workshops at Madras was 
Es. 2,91,389 against Es. 2,34,528 in the previous year. The outtium at the Dowlaish- 
weiani Workshops was Es. 1,49,636 against Es. 1,67,914. The manufacture of lime 
at Dowlaisliweram was discontinued as Eie cost was found to be unduly high and the 
quahty inferior. Bricks, tiles and mortar were stiU. manufactured with satisfactory 
results. 


PUBLIC WOEXS—EAILWATS AND TEAMWAYS. (1905-1906.) 

[Memorandum on Sailways of the Madras Circle for the year 1905-1906, Financial and 
Commercial Statistics of Brilish hulia — IX. Raihoays7\ 

248. During the year 2 new lengths of railway were opened in connection with tlie 
Madras Eailway system. The Tii-uppattiir-Krishuagii’i Eailway, 25-38 iT n le,q in length, 
was opened on the 18th September 1905 and the Morappiir-Dharmapuri line, 18-14 
miles in length, on 18th January 1906. The total mileage of the Madras Eailway on 
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the 31st March 1906 was 1.533-37 miles. To enable heawier engines to be introduced 
it was decided to strengthen the bridges at various points on the line and estimates to 
the amount of Es. 9,38,862 were sauetioned for the purpose. The work of rebuilding 
damaged bi-idges and adding extra waterways on the North-East Line between Madras 
and Bitragruita was completed. On tlie 31st December 1905 the total rolling-stook in 
running order consisted of 235 loeonrotives, 877 coaching vehicles and 5,017 goods 
vehicles. These figures include the stock belonging to the Nilgiri, the Shoranui’-Coehin, 
and the Tu’upattur-Krisbnagiri Eailways. The iiumber of engines and vehicles fitted 
witli the vaeuum brake was 161 engine, 788 eoaeliesand 380 goods wagons. Twenty- 
one vehicles were fi.tted for gas lighting on Piutsch’s system, making a total of 220 
brake-vans and 781 coaches. The total value of the stores in hand at the close of the 
year was Es. 52-08 lakhs against Es. 46-75 lakhs in 1901. The percentage of trains 
■which lan late fell from 11-76 per cent, to 6-06 per cent., out those over an hour 
and-a-hal£ late rose from 1-11 per cent, to 1-16 per cent. There were altogether 406 
accidents during the year against 448 in 1904 and 511 in 1903, but the numbers of 
killed and injiu’ed 73 and 62, respecdivmly, were higher than in either of the two 
pre-vious j’-ears. The staff employed inereas^ from 25,217 to 26,270, of winch 268 
were Eni’opeans and 1,616 Em-asians. The medical staff consisted of a chief medical 
officer with 32 subordinates. The cost of the Medical Department was Es. 58,500. 
There were schools at 9 important stations for Eui-opeau and Em-asiau ehildr-en, the net 
cost of which -was Es. 17,868. The police force employed on the hue numbered 653. 
There were 1,493 volunteers in the railway corps at the end of 1905, of whom no less 
than 1,358 were extra efficients. On the Madras E-ailway pi-oper the capital expendi¬ 
ture up to the end of 1906 was Es. 1,304 laklis, and the net earnings of the year 
Es. 57-06 lakhs, or 4'37 per cent, on the outlay against 4-72 per cent, in 1904. On 
the North-East Line the capital outlay up to the end of the year was Es. 650 lakhs, on 
-w'hich the net earnings Es. 26-65 lakhs gave a dividend of 4-10 per cent, against 2-47 
per cent, in the previous year. 

249. The length of the Zolar Eields Eailway, svhich is o-wmed by tlie Mysore State 
and worked by the Madras Eailway Company, was 9-88 miles. The capital outlay up 
to the end of 1905 was Es. 11-87 lakhs, and the net earnings for the year, Es. 67,599, 
gave a dividend of 5'69 per cent, against 7 47 in 1904. 

260. The Nilgii-i Eailway, the length of which is 16-99 mile,s, is the pi'operty of 
Government and was worked by the Madras Eailway under a pro-visional agreement 
terminable at 6 months’ notice. The capital cost up to the end of 1906 was Es. 36-89 
lakhs, and the net earnings for the year Es. 48,972. giving a dividend of 1-33 per cent, 
against 1-86 in 1904. 

251. The length of tire Shoi-anur-Coehiu Eailway, which is owned by the Cochin. 
Stale and worked by the Madras Eailway, was 64-76 miles. The capital outlay up to 
the end of 1905 was Es. 68-30 lakhs, and the net earnings for the year Es. 1,61,395 
equivalent to a dividend of 2-36 pei- cent, against 2-86 per cent, in the previous year. 

262. The Tii'iippattur-Krishiiagiri Eailway, which was coiisti-ucted at a cost of 
Es 10-63 lakhs, was opened on the 18th September 1905, and the earnings for the 
half jmar fell shoi-t of the expenditure by Es. 1,067. 

253. The total mileage of the South Indian Eailway at the end of 1905 was 
1,353-47 miles. The important oonsirnctive works completed during the year were a 
new junotioJi at Maiiiyachi and a new locomotive shed and yard at the Egmore Station, 
Madras, where also a new passenger station was under cousti-uction. The rolling-stock 
ill runmng order on the line on Slst December 1905 consisted of 196 locomotives, 877 
coaching vehicles and 3,657 goods vehicles. Dming the year 129 engines, 386 coaches 
and 903 goods vrehieles were repaired. The balance of stores in hand at the close of 

1905 was Es. 29-89 lakhs against Es. 28-35 lakhs at the end of the previous year. The 
percentage of ti-ains late decresised from 10-07 per cent, to 5-81 per cent. The number 
■of accidents of all kinds was 589 against 578 in 1904 and the number of kiUed aud 
injured increased frorn 29 and 60, respectively, to 35 and 97. A breach between the 
Yei pedii and Yellakarii Stations caused by a very heavy fall of rain on the 17th January 

1906 interrupted through communicatioii for 11 days. The number of persons employed 
■on the open lines worked by the South Indian Eailway was 15,933, of whom 157 were 
Eiu-opeans and 748 Eurasians. The police force worffing on the line consisted of 248 
men. The medical s(aff consisted of a Superintending Physician and 33 subordinates and 
the monthly coat of the medical department was Es. 5,704. The railway maintained 
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5 sohools at important stations, 4 for Europeans and Eurasians and 1 for l^ative children. 
The strength of the volunteer eoips at the close of the year’ was 710, of "whom 677 were 
extra eiBeients. The capital expenditure on the South Indian Eailway up to the end 
of 1905, exclusive of the Travaneore Branch, -was Es. 862-96 lakhs on which the net 
earnings for the year, Es. 66-44 lakJis, gave a dividend of 7-69 per cent, against 8-81 
per cent, in 1904. 

254. The capital expenditure on the Tanjore District Board Eailway, which is. 
the property of the Tanjore Disti-iet Board hut worked by the South Indian Eailway, 
was Es. 47-33 laVhs at the end of 1905, and the net earnings .tor the year amounted to 
Es. 2-65 lakhs which gave a dividend of 5-60 per cent, against 5 64 in the previous 
year. 

256. On the 7-85 miles of the Pondicherry Eailway owned by the Prenoh 
Government and -w'orked by the South Indian Eailway, the capital outlay at the end of 
1905 was Es. 6-6S lakhs. The net earnings for the year were Es. 29-826 equivalent 
to a return of 5-25 per cent. 

256. The 14-65 miles of the Karaikkal Eailway, which is also the property of the 
Prench Goveriune-nt, continued to be worked by the South Indian Eailway. The 
capital expenditure uji to the 31st December 1906 was Es. 7-23 lakhs, and the net 
earnings for the year Es. 4,406 equi-yalent to a dividend of -61 per cent. Tire lo-w 
net earnings were due to iiie payment of Es. 11,075 to the South Indian Eailway 
Company on account of the loss m working the Ene in 1903. 

257. The works designed to con-neet the North-East line with the Madras Eailway 
proper comprising an extension from Korukkupettai to Basin bridge and a looj) line 
fi'omWasliei-manpet to Basin bridge were comple-ted during the year with the exception 
of the signalHiig an-angements. Work on the Azhikal-Mangalore extension of the 
Madras Eail-way was practically completed over the first 50 miles, and on the remaining 
27-27 miles line formation, tunnels and minor bridges were nearly finished. Two 
major bridges were stiU incomplete and the whole of the permai-ient-way materials had 
been received at the end of the year. Land acquisition was oomi-)leted and three- 
fourtlrs of the earth-work finished dtu’ing the year on the Coonoor-Ootaeamund 
extension of the Nilgiri Eailway. All the permaiient-way materials were collected and 
the bridge and tunnel -work commenced. Tme question of the advisability of working 
the hne by electi-ieity was still under consideration at the end of the year. The length 
of the hne will he 11-75 miles. The extension of the South Indian Eailway to Eiiin^s- 
varaiu was under eonstnietioii during the year. The object of the extension is to open 
a new port for Southern India and to accommodate and develop the pilgrim traffic. It 
is also contemplated that the extension may possibly in the future form part of a 
railway joining India and Ceylon. A proposM to inalce a sliip canal through the 
island of Edmesvaram -was also under investigation. 

258. During the year the Southern Mahratta Eailwa.y commenced the construction 
of a meti-e gauge hne from Bezwada to Masuhpatain on behalf of the ICistna Dish-ict 
Board. The length of tire hue wih he 49-5 miles and the estimated cost Es. 24-25 
laHis which amount the Local Boar-d has borrowed from Govei-mneut. 

259. A line from Yiziauagram to Eaipm’ in the Centi-al Proviuoe.s was sanctioned 
for construction by the Bengal-Nagpur Eailway. The length of the hne within the 
Madi-as Eailway wih he 133 miles. 

260. The survey of a hne from Dhai-mapuri to Bangalore with a branch to 
Krishnagiri -was being canied out during the year by the Mai’as Eailway on behalf of 
Government. A hne from Bitragiuita on the Madras Eailway to Ddayagiri, a distance 
of 40 miles, has been proposed for construction as a Pamine Protective Eailway as it 
worfid open up a tract of coujifry always liable to scarcity and at jiresent ill-supphed 
with railway or other means of communieatiou. A hne to serve a similar pui-pose has 
been proposed from Singar-ayakonda to Kanigii-i, 28 miles, as a branch of the North-East 
Line of the Madras Eailway. The Salem District Board has negotiated whli the 
Madras Eailway Company for the construction of a metre gauge line of 36 miles from 
Salem to Atur, The survey of a hne from Tiimevelly to Timohend-ur, 37-6 miles, was 
completed on behalf of the Tinnevelly District Board by the South Indian Eailway 
and negotiations for its constnrction and working by the latter were in pi-ogress. Tlie 
funds for the consti-uctiou of the hne are to be raised by the levy of the special i-ailwav 
cess in the district. Surveys of lines fc’om Eninbakonam to Maniiai-gudi and from 
Tirutturaippiindi to Y^ddranniyam have been carried out by the Soutli Indian Eail-way 
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on behalf of the Tanjore District Board which is now considering the relative merits of 
the two lines. A hue from Cuddalore to Yriddachalam, 34 miles, was simveyed by 
the South Indian Eailway for tlie South Ai'cot District Board which has obtained 
the permission of Government for the levy of the special railway cess to finance the 
eonsti'uction of the line. The survey for the proposed, doubling of the South Indian 
Eaihvay hue from PaUavarani to the Beach Station in Madras was practically completed 
during the year. The survey of a line from Dindigul ml Periyakukm to Dttamapd- 
laiyam, 72 miles, was entrusted to the SouBi Indian Eailway by the District Board 
of Madura. A line from Trichinopoly to Pudukkottai, 31 miles, of which a ti’afflc 
survey was made in 1897, was under the consideration of the Pudukkottai Durhar with 
the object of raising the neeessary funds w'hieh are estimated at Es. 22 lakhs. A 
proposal to constiuot a metre gauge line, 50-64 miles in length, from Phirangipnram to 
Gurzala from the Pamiiie Insurance Grant was under the consideration of Government. 
The Kurnool District Board obtained sanction for a loan from Government for tlie 
construction of a metre gauge hue from Kurnool to Dbone, E2 miles, but tbe proposal 
was in abeyance pending the decision as to the alignment of a metre gauge railw'ay from 
Hyderabad to Guntakal. A proposal to couneet the Soutbern Mabratta Eailway 
system with that of the South Indian Eailway hy a metre gauge hue, 120-75 miles in 
length, from Erode to Hanjangod ivas deferred o-nfing to the greater claims of other 
lines to a place in the progranmie of railway constnietioii of the Government of India. 
The first place in the progranmie submitted hy the Madras Government for the con¬ 
struction of new railways fi-om Impei-ial funds was given to a line from Dindigul via 
Palni to Balghat. The proposed hne would be a meh-e gauge one with a length of 102 
miles and its approximate cost -would be Es. 71-10 lakhs. A meb'e gauge line, 25-24 
miles in length, from Pbdaniir to PoUachi has been surveyed hy the South Indian 
Eailway and may possibly be constructed by tbe Coimbatore District Board. A line 
from Berbampur to Eussellkonda, a distance of 49 miles, the approximate cost of 
which would be Es. 14-91 lakhs, has also been surveyed and if carried out would open 
up the rich valley of the Eusliikulya. 

261. Besides tbe above hues within tbe area under tbe control of tbe Madras 
Government two other lines were completed dm-ing the year. The Hospet to Kdttiiru 
line, 43-06 miles in length, connecting with the Southern Mabratta Eailway at Hospet, 
was opened on the 1st April 1905 and the Bellaiy to Eayadrng line, 83-35 miles, 
eonnecting with the same railway at BeUary, was opened on 1st July of the same year. 
Both these hues which are entirely within the Bellary district were constructed as 
Eamine Protective railways. They are under the Bombay Government circle of 
control. 
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262. The mileage of the Madras Electric Tramways was 10 miles 3 furlongs, of Madras 
which 2 miles and 6 furlongs were provided with doable tiacks. At the power s-fation Electric 
there were 5 engines, with an aggregate of 1,221 horse-power, driving the generators, 
and an engine of 20 horse-power for hghtmg purposes. The rolling-stock consisted of ' 

52 motor cars and 6 trailers. The hne continued to be worked on tbe over-bead trolley 
system. There was a lO-minute service on aU sections of tbe bne except that from the 
Custom House to Barber’s Bridge where there was a T^-minute service. During the 
year- the cars ran 1,002,866 miles and carried 7,557,859 passengers compared -with 
10,70,843 miles and 7,802,226 passengers in 1904. 


PUBLIC WOEKS—CANALS. (1906-1906.) 

263. The canals on which navigation was carried on during the year were the 
Chilka lake canal, the Dumagudiem canal, the Gdddvari and IGstna canals, the 
Buckinghain canal, the Kurnool-Cuddapah canal and the Vedai'anniyam canal. The 
total ton-mileage and value of goods on these canals fell from 31,775,918 to 26,357,873 
and the value of goods carried from Es. 6,12,09,281 to Es, 4,35,04,402. The faU 
under these heads occurred on the Cliilka lake, Gddavari, Buckingham and Tddaranniyam 
canals. The decrease on the Chilka lake canal was small and calls for no particular 
notice. In the case of the Gdddvari and Buckingham canals, the fall was attributed to 
a decrease of traffic in certain ai-ticles as a result of Eailway competition. As regards 
tbe Vddaranniyam canal the faU was reported to he due to the closure of the canal for 
months and to the tempoi-ary obstruction caused to through-traiSc hy the construc¬ 
tion of thfi Karunganny lock, whioh was in progress during the year. There was an 
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increase in botli the amount and value of the traffic on the Dumagudiem and the 

Kurnool-Cuddapah canals, the increase on the former being due to the completion of 
the temporary rough stone dam above the ruined seouriiig sluices, 'which enabled water 
to be held up throughout tlie navigation season, and on the latter canal to the rise in 
tiaffle in oil and oil-seeds. On the Kistna canals there was a fall in the value of goods 

which was stated to be due to only 17 tons of treasure haying been carried during the 

year against 57 tons in the previous v’ear. The increase in the ton'inileage was due to 
the canals in the Eastern Delta having been navigable during 1905—1906 for a greater 
penod than in 190d-19(i5 and to the increase of traffic in paddy, rice, etc. The number 
of passengers carried on the canals fell from 684,307 to 561,172. 


PUBLIC WOEKS—lEEIGATION. (1905-1906.) 

[jidministratmi Report of the Irrigation Branch of the Pnhlic Works Department 
in the Madras Rresideney for the year 1905-1906f\ 

264. The gross expenditure on nrigation works rose from Es. 76,82,850 in. 
1904-1905 to Es. 78,51,476 : the area irrigated increased from 6,496,735 acres to 
6,986,286 acres and the revenue from Es. 2,12,36,405 to Es. 2,39,86,428. 

265. Among the major protective works in the Presidency inolnded in Class I 
aeeoi'ding to the classification of irrigaUon works, the only one in the revenue-producing 
stage was the Eushikulya project. The expenditure from capital account on this project 
during the year was Es. 37,579, bringing the capital expenditure up to Es. 60,41,667. 
The gross revenue for the year was Es. 1,79,974 against Es. 1,69,028 m 1904-1905 
and the gross charges Es. 54,423 against Es. 66,343. The total area imgated increased 
from 96,274 to 102,244 acres and tlie improvement took place under both first and 
second crops. On the Mopad Eeservoir project which was onlj' commenced at the close 
of the previous )'ear, the capital outlay was Es. 2,36,611 out of a total estimated cost 
of Es. 12,10,500. A new work—^tlie Bhavanasi Tank project—was sanctioned diming 
the year, but too late for any work to be conmieneed on it. The cost of the project is 
estimated to he Es. 1,42,200. 

266. The major productive works in operation were tlie same as in the previous 
year, namely, the Godavari, Kistna and Cauvery delta systems, the PeniAr river canals, 
the Eurnool-Cuddapah canal, the Barur tank project, the Srivaikuntam anient system 
and the Periydr project. Two new works were commenced during the year, the 
NagavaUi river project and the Divi island pumping project, the expenditure on which 
was Es. 1'89 and Es. 3-74 laklis, respeotively, towards a total estimated cost of Es. 10-82 
and Es. 18'60 lakhs. The total capital expendituro during the year on the 10 major 
productive works -^vas Es. 13,38,287 against Es. 10,42,199 in 1904-1905. In the 
Gddivari delta system the piineipal works either completed or in progress were new 
under-sluices to the Dowlaishwaram anicut, the diversion of the canal at Kbrmnalli, tlie 
Yemavaram project, the excavation of a straight cut from the 21st to the 25th mile of 
the Teki diuin and the excavation of a straight cut at the tail end of the Tenamudurrii 
drain. In the Kistiia delta system the most important works were the construction of 
a new head sluice at Bezwada and of a new river wall and flood hank at the Bezwada 
head works, tlie erection of an iron girder bridge across the main canal, the consti’uotion 
of a lock on Eyves’ canal, and of an inspection bungalow on the Pofraz canal. In the 
Cauverj^ system the remodelling of the Upper Coleroon anicut was completed, the Cauvery- 
Kodamm’ti open 'dam was converted into a regulator with shutters aud ball-bearings 
were substituted for the friction plates in the screw-gearing of the Cauvery-Yennar 
regulators. The drainages to the Palavar aud Adappar were improved, a lock was 
coustraeted on the Yddaranniyam canal and a vented dam built neai' the head of the 
Eunnur chaunel. In the Penn6r river canals system an inspection bungalow was 
constructed at Butchireddipolem, -the Grandavaram-Peddapiithedu and Ghiunarojmni- 
polem channels were improved and extended and new screw-gearing shutters were 
fixed to the auxiliary head sluice. In the Srivaikuntam anicut system improvements 
were made to the Uppa Odai dam and to the Kanam and Trichendiir drainage channels. 
The head, works at Peranai were remodelled and a new regulator was in course of 
construction at the site of the Periydr right bank escape in the Periydr project system. 
The net revenue from the 8 major productive works was Es. 68,69,156 against 
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Es. 63,15,990 in the previous year. The increase oeeun-ed under all systems except 
the Bariir tank project where the decrease was small and caEs for no remarks. In the 
•other systems the increase was due to the season having been somewhat more favourahle 
than in 1901—1905. The increase in the Goddvari delta occurred under second crop 
irrigation and in the Eistna, Cauvery and Srivaituntam aiiicut systems under first crop 
irrigation. Under the Penndr river canals there was an increase under both crops and 
in the Periydr system under the second crop, and under both systems as well as in the 
Cauvery and Eistna deltas there was a decrease in the remissions granted. Under the 
Eurnool-Cuddapah canal the increase was due to part of the revenue of the previous 
year being eoUeeted in the year under report. There was an increase in the working 
expenses chiefly in the Gddavai-i delta and under the Peuner liver canals, that in the 
former being due to the purchase of 2 new bucket dredgers and in the latter to increased 
establishment charges. After deducting interest charges the net profit on the major 
productive works was Rs. 41,61,768 against Es. 36,51,334 in the previous year, a net 
return of 5'69 per cent, against 5'09 : excluding the Eurnool-Cuddapah canal the 
percentage was 9-57 against 8-82. 

267. In Class II which comprises minor works for wliich capital and revenue 
accounts are kept, 2 projects—the restoiation of the Thambalagondi tank in Cuddapali 
and the Berijam project in Madura—were sanctioned. Most of the capital outlay 
incurred was expended on the Tirukkoyilur and Lower Coleroon anient systems and 
the Ponnalur, Hajipuram, Atmakur and Anamasamudiam-Biraperu tank projects. 
Twenty-two works in tliis class were in operation during the year. The net revenue 
from them declined from Es. 5,08,362 to Es. 3,79,534, chiefly, on account of a sum of 
Rs. 1,90,295, the approximate cost of the old works on the PaMr anicut system being 
written hack from the capital to the revenue account and the large outlay iuciuTed in 
repairing flood damages in the Bombay channel and constiucting a rough stone revet¬ 
ment ooimected with the Tirukkoyilur anicut system. The total area irrigated rose 
from 521,786 acres to 565,765 acres, the principal increases being 21,000 acres under 
the Pdlar anicut, 10,000 under the Poiney anicut and 5,000 uiider the Cheyar anicut. 
The total capital outlay during the yeai’ was Rs. 3,84,228 and up to the end of the yeai’ 
Es. 1,18,97,110. 

268. There were 10 systems in operation during the year in Class III which 
includes minor works for which neither capital nor revenue accounts are kept, but for 
which continuous records of individual expenditure and revenue are maintained. The 
total area irrigated was 121,813 acres under first crop and 100,049 under second 
crop against a total of 220,350 acres in 1904^-1905 but the revenue decreased from 
Es. 7,37,823 to Rs. 7,34,681, while the expenditure increased from Es. 87,155 to 
Es. 89,944. 

269. In Class IV which includes minor works for which no individual accounts 
are kept, the area irrigated by works in charge of the Public "Works Department 
increased from 1,190,923 acres to 1,348,907 acres, but was considerably below the area 
irrigated in 1903-1904. The expenditure, including outlay on Tank Restoration 
Scheme works, was Es. 21,60,997 against Rs. 19,43,382 and the revenue Es. 37,30,352 
against Es. 27,93,121. Undei' works of this class in charge of the Revenue Department 
the area irrigated rose from 1,526,803 acres to 1,732,610 acres and the revenue from 
Es. 29,64,134 to Es. 38,80,944. The expenditm-e decreased from Es. 6,87,031 to 
Es. 6,84,446. The area irrigated by works in charge of the Public Works Depai-tment 
was largest in the Ohingleput, South Areot, KeUore and Trichinopoly districts, and by 
works in charge of the Eevenue Department in the South Arcot, Eorth Arcot, 
Cuddapah, Salem and Chingleput districts. 

270. On the recommendation of the Irrigation Commission and with the approval 
of the Government of India 4 Tank Restoration divisions were formed in place of 
the former Tank Restoration parties to enable the restoration work to be prosecuted 
more vigorously. A special grant of Es. 5 lakhs was sanctioned to meet the increased 
expenditure, neaily haE of which was expended, but the new divisions were not finally 
constituted tiE after the close of the year. Up to the end of the year 55,570 square 
miles had been investigated, or about 39-2 per ceut. of the total area to be investigated 
in the Presidency. During the year 203 estimates were sanctioned amounting to 
Es. 2,94,661. The cost of investigation was Es. 49,358, or 16'75 per cent, of the 
amount of the sanctioned estimates. The total number of estimates sanctioned up to 
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the end of the year was 7,845 amoruitiiig to Es. 84,37,200, and the total expenditure 
ineurred exclusive of establishment and tools and plant charges was Es. 71,50,785. 

271. The outlay on worts in Class V which includes agricultural works not 
direoEy connected with ii-rigation, such as riv^er conservancy, was Es. 8,78,888 against 
Es. 10,87,447 in the previous year : Es. 2'03 lakhs were spent on original works and 
Es. 5'10 lakhs on repairs. 

272. The investigation of irrigation projects was carried on during the yeai' under 
the supervision of a Superintending Engineer on special duty. Eour parties worked 
under him in the distiicts of Kiuuiool, Gaiijam, Ghingleput, Ouddapah and Anantapur. 
The Kurnool party on completion of its work was transferred to Coimbatore for the 
investigation of the Bhavani project. The most important projects investigated in 
Ganjam were the Bahudd, Boradapalle and Godohollo projects which are intended to 
supplement the supply to the Eushikulya project. In EeUare 2 altei'iiative schemes for 
the Yengalapuram project were formulated and were under scrutiny, wdiile 2 other 
important projects in the same district for whicli plans and estimates were prepared were 
ordered to Me over pending the orders of the Government of India on the Tungabhadra 
and Kistna reservoir projects. The Giiiidlakamma and Gazulediniie schemes in Guntur 
and Kurnool were also postponed after the preparation of plans and estimates for 
the same reason. Eevised plans and estimates foi' improvement of the Kurnool- 
Ciiddapah canal were submitted by the Superintending Engineer and estimates foi' the 
IJttaramerur project in Ghingleput, the Toludiir anieut in South Arcot and for improve¬ 
ments to the "V ii-aiiam tank and Shatiatope auiciit sj’steni in the same district w'ere under 
preparation. The Bhavani project in Salem and Coimbatore was under investigation 
during the latter part of the year. Of the 3 large schemes under investigation, 
plans and estimates of Es. 2-78 orores and Es. 12'18 crores, respectively, for the Cauvery 
and Ihingabhadra projects which had been submitted to tlie Government of India in the 
previous year were returned for I'evision, Estimates for the Cauvery praject amounting 
to Es. 2'Sl orores were submitted after the close of the year, while tiie Tungabliadra 
project was stiE under revision at the end of the year. The plans and estimates for 
the Kistna reservoir project amounting to Es. 9'16 orores were under scrutiny during 
the year and were subsequently submitted to the Governmeiit of India, . 

278. Eor the Court of Wards the Public Works Department only expended Es. 10 
during the year on irrigation w'orks, Es. 2 on tlie Bodagada estate and Es. 8 on the 
S^rugdda estate against Es. 2,508 and Es. 745 on the same estates in the previous year. 
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274. Tlie receipts and charges on account of Imperial, Prorincial and Local Eiinds Receipts and 
during each of the past 2 years are exhibited in the following statements;— Expenditure.

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275. Iiichidiiig tlie service i-ecci])te Hiiil cliargos of the Civil and Public Worlcg 
Departments and of the Excluded Local Puud.s. but excluding the figures I'elatiiig to the 
Army, the Postal and 'I'elegraph Departnients. Gruamnteed Kaihvays and the PCoine 
accounts as well as tliose lelatiiig to Debt and Poreigii transactions, the gross revenue 
of the Presidency dinhig the year nndei- i-eview in.se by Es. 35.71.428 and amounted 
to Ks. 16,75,14.34.9. and .similaiiy the gross expenditure increased from Es. 8.86.47,348 
in 1904-1905 to Es. 9,28,57,517 in 190.5 -1906. Tlie figures for the year under report 
ai'C howevei' subject to alteration until the Eevenne and Einance accounts arc made up 
by the Comptroller-fTPiiei'al. 

276. The snrplu.s of the year amounted to l?s. 7,46,56,832'and fell beluu' that 
of the previous year by Es. 6.38.746. This is the net result of an increase of 
Bs. 35.71.423 in receipts diminished hy an excess exjienditiu-e of Es. 42,10,169. The 
improvement in receipts is chiefly under lAiiid Eevenne (30.j lakhs), C'onb’ibutions to 
Local Pniids (19 lakhs). State Eaihvay Earnings (IS lakhs), Provineial Eates (9|-lakhs) 
eonnterhalaneed by a decrease of 371 lakhs in Salt Eevenne. 'L'he excess expenditure 
oecuri'ed mainly under (.'ontilbntions to Local Funds (19 laklis), (tivil \Torks in charge 
of Civil officers (llj lakhs), Working expenses of State Eailwaj's (8| lakhs) counter¬ 
balanced by a decrease of Es. 9 laklis in the C'onsti-uction expenditure of Paiiiine Protective 
Eailways. The rest of the increase is scattered in smaller amounts over the several items. 

277. The year opened with a total cash balance of Es. 253 laklis in the Eeserve 
Treasury, the Mach-as Bank and its Branches and the Eevenne Treasuries and closed with 
Es. 257 lakh.s. The balance thus rose by 4 laklis c4iiefly under Eeserve Ti'ea.sury. 

(h) Imperial Eevenue and Finance. 

27 S. The total receipts on account of Imperial Eevenue, as exhibited in the 
statement given above, were less than those of the pravious year by Es. 36,70,723, 
while the expenditure, exceeded that of 1901-1905 by Es. 5,63,872. The decrease in 
receipts was dne mainly to the reduction of the Salt duty with effect from 22nd March 
1905 which lowered the receijits during the year under review by Es. 37.48,283. 
Larger eontiibutions to .Provincial Revenues for spiecial expenditure caused a decrease 
of Es. 17,37,887 under J^and Eevenue.” The faE would have been greatei' but for the 
collection of revenue suspended in 1901-1905. On tlie other hand there was an 
improvement of Es. 17,30,410 in the earnings of State Eailwaj’s. The excess expendi¬ 
ture was due mainly to larger Capital outlay on the construction of Irrigation Works 
(Es. 2,36,982) and State Eailways (Es. 1.14,765) and to an increase of Es. 2,10,360 in 
connection with the conservancy and working tliarges of State forests. The incidence 
of taxation per head of population fell by 5 pies to Es. 2-12-6. 

279. The receipts from Land Eevenne amounted to Es. 5,85,67.015 and exceeded 
those of the previous year by Es, 28,45,175. This increase occurred mainly inider 
Ordiiiarj^ Eevenue (Es. 28.34,906) and was chiefly in the dish’icts of Giuitur, Kurnool, 
Cuddapah, Bellary and North Areot. In Guiitiir the increase was due to the introduction 
of resettlement rates and to the exclusion of the collections from April to Octolier 1904 
from the figures for 1901-1905 as the distiict was formed only from October 1904, 
In the other districts, the increase was due to xirompt collections and favomahlo season 
and to the coUeetions of revenue suspended in the previous year. There were decreases 
notably in Salem, Nellore and Ganjain. In Salem the faU was dne to unfavomable 
season. The transfer of tire Ongole taluk to G imtur was the cause of the fall in Nellore. 
The leeeipts from the sale of waste lands commanded by the Eushikulya Project were 
lower than in 1904-1905; hence the decrease iii Gan jain. The incidence of taxation 
per liead of population rose from Es. J -7-6 to Es. l-S-6 being highest in the disfaiet 
of Guntiir (Es. 3-10-4) and lowest in the district of Visagapiatam Es. O-S-5. The 
charges under “ Land Revenue ” being purely Provincial are dealt with in the Promncial 
section. 

280. The receipts on account of navigable canals rose from Es. 2,01,367 to 
Es. 2,04,309. All the canals -vvitli the exception of the Buckingham and Kimnool- 
Cuddajiah canals contributed to the increase. 

281. The revenue under “ Chistoms ” is snb-divided into Sea C’ustoms and 
Land Customs. Tlie receipts under Sea Customs exclusive of “ Import duty on 
Salt ” which is credited to Salt amounted to Es. 45,67,439. The decrease of 
Es. 5,65,868 in the I'eceipts of the yenv was the net lesnlt of a decrease of 
.Es. 2,29,882 and Es. 3,72.504 in Export and Import dxiW, respectively, and of an 
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iiicrea.iie of Es. 45,564 in Excise duty on cotton nianufactuves and of Es. 
misceUaueous collections. The decrease under Import duty occurred clne% lu 
petrolenm and cotton nmnufactnres, but there was the lai'ge increase of Es. 1,.^2,.j1u 
in .spirits and litiuors. The laige decrease under Export duty was due to smaller 
exports of rice and paddy to foreign ports. The receipts under Laud (uistoms 
amounted to Es. 1.54,799 as against lis. 1,77,862 ui the previous yem', ihu deoiuase 
of Es 23,063 being attiibuted to smaller exports of rice and paddy to toreign 
countries llu’ough Karikal. The incidence of taxation per head of the popiilattoii was 
1 anna 11 pies. The total charges under “ Oustoius’’ anioiiiitefl to l\s. ^,7o,lob. 



Tlie incidence of taxation per head of population aiiioiinted i.o ^ .1 9 piie.s against 
4 pies in 1904-1905. The charges amounted to Es. 6,260 as against Es. 1,951 in 
the previous year. 

283. As in 1904-1905 the munher of &overninciit factories was 21, while- 
tlie niimher of excise factories fell from 15 to 41. There was inaimfactiirc in all 
the Governnaeiit and Excise factories. 'L'lie season was generally favourable for the 
maiiiiiaeture of salt. The quantity of salt uiauufactured during the year aniounted 
to 10,579,715 iiiaiinds and exceeded that of the jirevious year by 865,896 iiiaimds 
and was the highest on record. Of the quantity produced 6,288,385 ma.nnds were 
uiaiiufaetui’ed under the Excise system and 4,291,333 under tho Monopoly system. 
The salt mainifaetiired under the latter system exceeded the quantity produced 
ill the previous year by 11 lakhs of inauiids fine to an inoroaso in tho ontliini 
in hfellore and Oliingleput sub-divisions. The impiorts of salt amounted to- 
1,066,169 inaunds against 1,307,978 maunds in the pirevioiis year. The decrease 
was due to the merchants having I'eatrieted the impiorts from the Bombay .L^residency 
towards the close of the year in the expectation of a further reduction of duly. 
Tlie total issues for home and inland cousunijitioii amoimtcd to '10,095,502 maunds and 
fell below those of 1904-1906 by 216,991 maunds. The decrease was mainly in tlie 
salt imported by sea. The export oP salt during the year amounted to 336,408 
maunds and Ml helow the export of 4 904-4 905 by 61,703 iiminuls. The tohil stock 
at the end of the year amounted to 7,224,002 maunds against 6,442,155 maunds in 
1904-1905. The revenue from .salt during tlie year aiiuHinted to Es. 1,57,89,722 and 
fell below the receipts in 1904-1905 by Es. 37,48,283 which was mainly duo to the 
reduction of salt tax from 22nd Marcli 1905. The incidence of taxation pei' head of 
population also fell from 6 annas 7'8 jiics in 1904-1905 to 5 annas 1’6 ])iesin llic year 
under review. Tlie charges amounted to Es, 21,71,798 and exceeded those of 
1904-1905 hy Es. 1,69,686. Tliis excess occurred mainly under “Salt pui'chase and 
freight.” 

284. The receipts on account of Ahkari reveinio miimmted to Es. 1,82,64,237 or 
more than those of 1904-1905 hy Es. 3,67,744. The increase is chiedy under toddy 
and foreign hquor. Under toddy the increase was due to higher i-entals and larger 
collections of tree-tax. Under foreign liquor, it was duo la increased rentals of heei' 
and foreign liquor taverns. The incidence of taxation per head of po])idation rose 
from 7 annas 6 pies to 7 annas 8 pies. The charges amounted to Es. 10,1.5,781 and 
exceeded those of the previous yeai- hy Es. 20,893. 

285. The revenue under Stampis rose from Es. 88,43,981 in 190-1-1905 to 
Ks 93,86,896 in the year under report. The iiierease was indicative of increasing 
litigation, expansion of trade and increase of monetaiy transactions. The incidence of 
taxation pier head of population rose from 3 annas 8 piles to 3 annas ll'l ])ies. 
The charges under the head amounted to Es 3,78,682 against Es. 3,52,646 in the- 
previous p^ear. The increase was piartly due to the larger discount paid on the larger 
sales of all Muds of stampis and piaitlp" to au increase in the cost of stamps suppilied 
from the Central stores. 

289. The receipits on account of Income-tax, which are progi'essive, aiiiounted 
to Es. 26,41,270 against Es. 26,67,204 in the pirevious pmar. The incidence of tin's 
taxation per head of population was I auna 1 pile against 1 anna 0-7 pic in the 
previous year. The charges w'ere Es. 32,862 or Es, 4,010 more than tho.se of the- 
previous p'ear. The increase was due partly to the entertainment of additional 
estahEshments and partly to larger expenditure iiicurred under “ Ti'avelling allowance ” 
and “ Commission paid to piivate individuals,”

287. The Forest receipts (Es. 29,67,604) were liiglier than those of 1904—190,5 hy 
Us. 1,38,388 as a result of the extension of the departmental s 3 'steni of exploitatiou 
and the laiger supplies of tiinbei' and firewood made to railway.s, nulls and tlie 
puhhe. The charges amoinited to Es. 22,66,579 and exceeded those of 1904-1905 
hr .Ea. 2.80,481. The surplus of the vear (Es 7.01,025) thus fell below that of 
1904-1905 by Rs. 1,42.093. 
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288. Imperial receipts from other sources amounted to Es. 2,47,87,775, an increase Other 
of Es. 16,93.251. The improvement was mainh’’ in the earnings of State Railways 

(Es. 17,30,410). The chief contributor was the Xoith-E^at Line of the Macbas 
Eailway, the earning on wliieli increased by Es. 01 lakhs. The grain tiaffie on this 
Eailway was niueh developed owing to the scarcity prevailing in several district.?. 

The Mysore State and tlie South Indian Eailwaj’s eontrilnited Es 3 and Es. 2 lakhs 
■respectively to the increase. The visit of Their Eoj'al Highnesses the Rrinee and 
Princess of Wales, the introduction of iinproToment in pas.senger train .service.? and the 
development of goods traffic accounted for flip larger receipts on the My^sore State 
Railway. The iiiiproveinent in the receipts of the South Indian Eailway' was paused by' 
a general development of Goaoliing and goods ti-affie tbrongliout the line The increase 
of Es. 1,37.487 under “ Inteiest ” was due to the monthly' payment of interest by the 
Madras Port Trust Board on tire loans taken by it and to the interest paid by tlie Coast 
Lights Dues Fund on the loans made to the fund. The increase under “ Miscellaneous ” 
receipts was due to the credit to Government of Ea. 13,430, the value of old Currency 
Notes assumed to be no longer in eireulation. The increase of Eg, 20,235 under 
“ Irrigation—Major Works—^Dii-ect receiiits ’’ was due to the greater utibzation of the 
Kurnool Canal Water during the year under repoi t. Tlie deei-ease of Es. 2,04,26 8 under 
“ Subsidised Compdiiies ’' was due to the smaller recovery from the Mysore and 
Travaneoi’e States of the net charge lor interest on the capital expended on tlie 
oonsti'uctioii of the Mysore State Eailway' and the Ti'avancore Bi’aiich (Native Sta.te 
section) of the South Indian Railway'. 

289. The expenditure from Imperial Funds under other heads than those ahuady other 
dealt mth amounted to Es. 2,78,66,778 and exceeded that of the previous year by Imperlul 
Es, 1,52,195. This was the net result of an increase of expenditure of Es. 14.55.99S E.-ipendituro. 
rmder 15 heads and of a decrease of Es. 13,03,798 undei- the remaining 9 heads. The 

largest excess (Es. 7,98,470) occurred under “State Eailways—Working expenses,” 
the South Indian Eailway alone shoulng an increase of nearly Es. 5 laldis which U'as 
due to the extraordinary' outlay' iucuned on strengthening girders and flood protectire 
works and to the employment of additional suboi'dinatc sta-ff consequent on the 
increased length of the open line. Under Capital expenditure on Irrigation Works— 

Nut chai'ged to Eeveune ” there ivas an enhanced outlay of Es. 2,35,982 due mainly' to 
the starting during the y'ear of the Nagavalli and Divi Pumping Projects. The 
increase of Es. 1,60,129 undei' ”• Miscellaneous Railway expenditure ” was due to the 
decision to exhibit the “ supeiAdsion charges under this head instead of under the head 
“39. Guaranteed Companies—Land and supervision’’ as formerly'. Under “ Capital 
Expenclitui'e on State Railways—Not charged to Revenue,” the increase of Es. 1,14,765 
was caused mainly' by tbe laigei' outlay' on tlie Coouoor-Outacamnnd, the South 
Indian and the Eamesvaram Extension Railways. On the other hand the expenditure 
on the Native State section of the TiniievePy'-Quiloii Railway' wa.s imich .smallei" 
than in 1904-1905 owing to the completion of the line. The increase under 
■■ Refunds ” was due mainly to refunds of excess salt duty'levied after the reduedion of 
the duty' from 22nd March 1905 and to a refund of excess Land Revenue coEected 
from the Maharajah of Jey'pore. As regards decreases, the largest fall took place luider 
“ Construction of Proteeti'V'e Eailways ” (Es. 9,08,014) oiving to the completion of the 
lines from Hospet to Kottur and from Tiruppattui’ to Krishnagiri. Under “ 39. 

Guaranteed Companies ’’ the fall was noiiiiual and was due to the change in the method 
of exhibition in tbe accounts of “ supervision ” charges as noticed above. The fall of 
Rs. 1,03,272 under Assignments and Compensations ” was due to a portion o'f the 
charges having been allocated to “ Provincial Revenues ” from the year undei' review. 

The decrease of Es. 95,622 under “ Constraction of Protective Irrigation Works ” was 
due to the very small chai’ges on account of the Tungabhadra and Penner projects 
and the Kistna Reservoir pi'ojeet whieli were only' paidially counterbalanced by large 
outlay on the Mopad Reservoir project. The decrease of Es. 23,102 under “ Stationery 
and Printing ” was due to smaEer pni’chasos of stationery' for the Central stores. 

290. The balance of loans outstanding on the 31st March 1906 amoimted to Imperial 
Es. 70,90,309, an increase of Es. 6,71,833 over the previous year which was due mainly Lr 
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to a loan of Es. 7.00,000 to the Madras Coi-poiation iu coimection witli drainage works. 
This loan i.s repayable in 60 equal half-yearly payments of Es. 20,138. The only other 
loans from Imperial Funds are those to the Madras Fort Trust and Madras Coast Lights 
Fund. Neither of these received any fresh loans in the year 1905-1906. I'lie Madras 
Port Trust repaid Es. 24,223 on account of principal during the year and the balance 
of loan to be repaid by it stood at Es. 40,25,777 outlie 31st March 1906. This is 
repayable in 40 years by equal luontldj'- payments The Madras Coast Lights Fund 
repaid Es. 3,911 on account of principal dmlng the 3 mar; and the balance of loan due 
by the funds stood at Es. 9,34,532 at the end of the year. For the repajmieiit of the 
loan of Es. 14,30,000 taken by the Madras Corporation, a sinking fund lias been con¬ 
stituted and the instaliiieiit of Es. 28,600 due to the fund during the year was duly 
paid. On the 31st March 1906, the sinking fund held Governiueiit securities of the 
noiuinal value of Es. 10,55,200.

291. The Provincial Fund opened with a balance of Es. 81,09,812 on Ist April 
1905 and closed with a balance of Es. 83,34,933 on the 31st March 1906. 'The 
receqits and charges of the j^ear amounted to Es. 1,17,56,9'J7 and Es. 4,15,31,826 
respecbTelv. There was thus a surplus of Es. 2,25,121 on iiie transaoluins of the 
j'ear against a defieit of Es. 11,02,344 iu the pi'cvimis j'ear. The iinproveinoiit of 
Es. 16,27,465 was due mainly to a contrihutioii of Ea. 10,00,000 Iroiii Imperial Funds 
for Police Eeargaiiisabon Selieme—almost the whole of wliioli was not spent during the 
year but merged in the Provincial balance—and to the realization during the year 
under review of Laud Eeveiuie suspended in 1901-1905 owing to the unfavourable 
obaracter of the season of fasli 1314. 

292. The Laud Eevenue receipts of the year under review amounted to 
Ea. 2,52,03,468 and were more tliaii those of the x^i'evious year by .Rs. 45,83,062. Of 
this increase only Es. 7,11,294 was due to ijicrcased ooUcctious and the balance was 
due mainty to the following special contributions made from Imperial Funds :—

293. The chai'gos under “Laud Eevenue ” amounted to Es. 60,14,476 or 
Es. 2,03,922 move than iu 1904-1905. The increase was due chiefly to increased 
charges on account of District Administration and Laud Records staff. 

294. The explanations given in connection with the variations in tlio receijits and 
charges undei' “ Stamiis,” “ Excise,” “ Assessed Taxes ” and “ Forest ” in the Imperial 
section ajijily also to the vailatioiis under the same heads in tlie Pi'oviuoial Bcctioii. 
The receijits under Registration amounted to Es. 16,69,264 or Es. 61,147 more than 
in the previous year. Tlie imja-ovemeiit was due to the I'egistration of a veiy large 
number of Provident Societies started during the year and to a general inci'ease in 
registration operations. The charges amounted to Es. 9,47,327 and exceeded those 
of 1904-1905 by Es. 24,340 mainly as a result of the opiening of additional sub-registry 
offices. 

295. The Provincial Eeveuues under the remaining beads amoimted to Es. 40,19,152 
against Es. 40,43,250 iu the previous yeai'. The decrease of Es. 24,098 was made 
up of an increase of Rs. 1,74,206 under seven heads and of a decrease of Es. 1,98,304 
under the remaining eight heads. The increase was mainly under “ Contributions 
from Local” {^Es. 1,19,320^ and Courts of Law (Es. 29,052^. The former was 
due to the recovery from the Proprietary Estates Village Service Fund of the cost 
of enfranchisement operations incurred from Provincial Funds in previous j^ears, 
to the payment of contributions by District Boai’ds towards the cost of certain 
Local Fund works executed by the Public ‘Works ‘Department and to the recovery of 
the cost of vaccine Ix^mpb supplied for the first time to Local Funds in 1904-1905. 
The increase under “Courts of Law ” is nominal as the receipts of 1904-1906 were 
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diminislied by the amoitut of fines for two years creditable to innnicipalities and other 
pi'ivate bodies and adjusted in 1904-1905 by deduction from receipts. The decrease 
was mainly under “Scientific and other minor Departments’^ (Es. 98,42.S), “Jails” 
(Es. 26,89i), “Police” (Rs. 28,453), “Medical” (Es. 16,815) and “ MiseeUaueons’’ 
(Es. 22,413). The lower price and the smaller sales of quinine and febrifuge and the 
abolition of the Lower Seeondai}" and Piimary Examinations account for the fall under 
the first head. The supplies of jail manufactures in 1904-1905 were specially large 
and the receipts in 1905-1906 fell slightly short of tliis high standard. Owbig to the 
disbandment of the greater portion of the Punitive Police forces stationed in the Madura 
and TinneveUy distiiets, the recovery in the year under review on account of the cost 
of these forces was proportionately small whieli accounted for the lower receipts under 
“ Police.” The decrease imder “ Medical ” was caused by the discontinnance of 
recoveries from municipalities on accomit of the Medical College and Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tion and by .smaller hospital reeei]its. The deoi-ease under “ Miscellaneous ” was 
ohiefly under “ Unclaimed Deposits ” credited to Government. 

296. The expenditure in the Provincial section under heads other than those 
already dealt with amounted to Es. 3,35,50,311 and exceeded those of the previous 
year by Es. 30,89,357. The excess was the net result of an increase of Es. 32,13,203 
under 18 heads and of a decrease of Es. 1,23,846 under the remaining 4 heads. The 
largest inciease oceiuTed under Gontiibutions to Local Punds (Es. 18,98,968) for 
expenditure on Primaiy School buildings and on Communications. This was more than 
oovered.hy the assignment of Es. 20,00,000 given to Provincial from Imperial Punds 
for these pmrposes. The paj^meut of a contribution of Es. 3,00,000 to the Madras 
Corporation for sewerage and di’aiuage works was the cause of the increase under 
“ Civil Woiks in charge of Cinl Officers.” Lai'ger expenditure incm’red in connection 
with the revision of the inspecting staff and the reorganisation of Government Girls’ 
Schools aocomited for the increase of Es. 1,30,539 under “ Education.” Dmiug the 
year under review, the charges on account of Assignments and Compensations were 
aUocated between Imperial and Provincial on the same basis as “ Refunds of Revenue.” 
This caused an extra expenditure of Es. 1,28,330 for which a compensating assignment 
was given from Imperial Punds. Until 1904-1905 these ehaiges were wholly Imperial. 
The increase of Es. 1,26,962 under “ Scientific and other minor Depai'tments ” was due 
to special expenditiu'e incurred in connection witli Agrieultm'al development and the 
organisation of the Clirome-tanning Industi'y. The gradual expansion of the Pension 
list explains the increase of Es. 1,15,988 imder “ Superannuation Allowances and 
Pensions.” Enhanced expenditure on Tank Restoration Works was the cause of the 
increase of Es. 1,06,499, under “ Minor Inigation Works in charge of Public Works 
Officers.” The expenditiu'e on Pamiiie Relief amounted to Es. 97,404, of which 
Es. 22,665 was spent in the Civil Department and the balance in the Public Works 
Depai'tmeiit. The expenditure in the Civil Depai'tment was incurred in comiectioii 
with poor-houses opened in the Chinglepnt dish'iet. The Public Works expenditure 
represented the cost of famine tools pui'chased and maiiufactoed dining the year in 
order to make up the deficiency between the prescribed reserve and the actuals in stock. 
The special expenditure incurred in connection with the visit of His Royal Highness 
the Prinee of Wales and the ti'aiisfer of charges relating to the Smgeon to His 
Excellency the Governor and to the Government House dispensary caused the increase 
of Es. 86,131 under “ General Administration.” The increase of Es. 85,871 under 
“ Stationery and Printing ” was due to the increased demand for stationery and to the 
higher price of country paper. Under “ Medical ” the increase was due to enhanced 
expenditure on plague-preventive measures, on hospitals and dispensaries and on 
sanitation and vaoeination. Increased dietaxj^ charges consequent on an increase in the 
prison population, increased charges for moving prisoners to avert overcrowding in jails 
and the eonversion of the BeUary District Jail into a Ceiiti’al Jail accounted for the 
increase of Es. 72,648 under “ Jails.” The decrease was mainly under “ Civil Works 
ill charge of Public Works Officers” (Es, 68,955) and “Minor Imgatlon Works in 
charge of Civil Officei'S ” (Es. 34,545). The former was due mainly to lai'ge expenditure 
in 1904-1905 on account of the value of instruments returned fr’om the Tungabhadra 
and Peimei' Projects and debited to “ Provincial ” Avhile in 1905-1906 there were no 
transactions of this sort. The expenditure on “ Minor Irrigation Works ” in 1904-1905 
was swelled by ehai’ges incurred in the earlier months of the year for repairing 
monsoon damages in the Cnddapah and Smith Arcot districts and in the later months on 
account of works started in the tracts affected by the failiu’e of the north-east monsoon. 
In 1905-1906 there was no such special expenditure. 
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297. The tmnsactioiis iiiider Provincial loans opened "with an outstanding balance 
of Es. 52,83,910 on 1st April 1905 and closed with a balance of Es. 62,15,328 at the 
end of the and thus resulted in a net loan disbursement by Government of 
Es. 9.61118. The advances during the year ainoiiiited to Es. 11,90,629 and were more 
than those of the previous year by Es. 8,28,540. This increase occurred chiehy under 
loans to District Boards. ITie following amounts were advanced to District Boards 
during tlie year;—

298. There was also an iiici'ease of Es. 3,63,561 lu the amounts advanced to 
cultivators, the loans during the year having amounted to Es. 6,98,659 as against 
Es. .3,35,098 in 1901-1905. The great demand for loans duiiiig the year was doe to 
the rmfavoiu'able ehatacter of the season iu some districts. Tlie iidvaiices under the 
Co-operative Credit Societies Act amounted to Es 12,100, o)' an increaso of Es. 10,400 
over those in 190-1-1905. The total I’epiaymenls amounted to E&. 5,29,110, or Es. 3,183 
less than in 1901-1905. There was a decluie of Es. 32,000 in the recoverie.s from 
cultivators cine to the luifavoiu'able season. On the other hand Es. 29,510 were repaid 
by tlie jSTav'ab of Baiiganapalle in the yeai' under review on aecuunt of Llio loan taken 
by him for completing the survey of his State. 

299. The fohowiiig paragraphs on Local Funds deal with funds raised from special 
sources and devoted to special objects and not to the general ]mrposes of the Adiiuiils- 
tration (Imperial or I’lwnnoial): these funds are divided into («) Incorporated I;oeal 
Funds and (fi) Excluded Local Funds. Ineorpiorated Local Funds are those, the leoeipts 
of and dishnrseiuents from whicli, aio iueorporated in tlio .fublio Accounts. They 
comprise the following :—(1) Local Fluids luider Act V of 1884, (2) Eyotwiiii Village 
Servioc Fund, (3) Proprietary Estates Village Service Fund, and (4) Irrigation Cess 
Fund. The receipts and charges of tlie above funds as recorded in the Civil and the 
Public Works Imoks a.s well as their opening and closing balances are dealt with below. 

300. Tlie ti'uiisactions under service heads of the year under review opened with a 
credit balance of Rs. .31,49,876 and closed wdtb Es. 43,03,641 at the end of tlic year, 
and thus resulted in a siuplus of Es. 11,63,766 against a deficit of Es. 4,35,019 in 
1904-1.905 TJie improvement was due mainly to the eollections of the cesses suspended 
in 1904-1905 owing to the mifavoarable character of tlie season in some districts, to 
the contributions from Tnipenal Funds of 6 laldis for Piimary Education and 14 lakhs 
foj- expenditure on Couimuiiicatioiis—a considerable ])oition of these grants not having 
been sjient during the year have merged in Ere balances—and to lower expenditure on 
plague-preventive measure.s. The more important variations are explained below. 

301. The total revenue of the year amounted to Es. 1,28,03,136 as against 
Es. 1,01,06,415 iu the previous year. The improvement was mainly under “ Provincial 
Contribub’ons ” (Es. 18,95,594), Provincial Eales (Es. 7,69,952) and State Railways 
(Es. 52.249) counterbalanced by a decrease of Es. 30,705 under Civil Works by Civil 
Officers. The increases under “Provincial Contributions” and “Provincial Rates ” were 
due to the causes mentioned above. Under “State Eailwii}"s” the increase was due to 
the development of ti’affic. The scanty yield of tamarinds in the Salem district on 
account of the adverse season lowered the receipts from the sale of avenue clipipings. 
This explains the decrease under “ Civil Woiks by Civil Officers,” 

302. The charges of the year under rerdew'’ amounted to Es. 1,16,49,370.and were 
more lhan those of the prerious year by Es. 11,07,936. The increase occurred mainly 
under “Civil Works in charge of CivE Officers” (Es. 11,75,542) due to enhanced 
expenditure on Comnmnicatioiis and Primary School buildings from the spieeial graiits- 
in-aid obtained from Imperial Funds. There were also increases under “ Eelnoation ” 
(Es. 31,169), “ Miscellaneous ”, (Es. 33,343), “State Railways” (Es. 32,173), “Mis¬ 
cellaneous Railway Expenditure” (Es. 15,716), and “Contributions from Local to 
Provineial Funds” (Es. 33,771). Enhanced expenditure in connection with Primary 
Education is the eause of tlie increase under the first head. Under “ Miscellaneous 
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the increase was due to larger espeiiditm-e on account of Choultries in the Tanjore einancb. 
district and to the conhihutions made by the Disti'iet Boards of Madura and Eistna 
towards the capital coat of the eonsti-uetion of bridges constructed from Imperial Loan 
Bunds. Under “ State Railways ” the inci'eased working expenses went with the 
increased traffic receipts The excess was chiefly under “ Maiiiteuauee of "Way. M'orks 
and Stations.’’ The progress of lailway surreys in eoimection with tlie projected lines 
from Eumhakdnam to Mannargiidi. from Cuddalore to Vriddhachalam and from 
Tirutturaippiindi to Vedaranniyam explains the increase under “ Miscellaneous Eailway 
Expenditure.” The payment of a contribution of about Es. 25,000 by certain District 
Boards towai'ds tbe cost of certain Local Bund works executed by tbe Public "Works 
Department and a reco\'ery for tbe first time of Es. 23,381 on account of lympb supplied 
by the Yaoeine Section ot the liung Institute of Preventive Medicine dining 1901—1905 
account for the increase under “ Contributions.” There was, however, a diminished 
expenditoe of Es. 2,41.713 under “ Medical ” owing to the subsidence of plague. The 
funded capital of the District Boards on the 31st March 1906 was Es. 17.97,363. Of 
this Es. 15,17,500 represents investments of the Eailway Cess balances in the districts of 
Tanjore, Eistna, Em-nool. Salem, Trichinopoly, G-iintiir, Coimbatore and Tinnevelly and 
Es. 2,163 investments in Post Office Savings Banks. The balance of Es. 2,77,700 
represent investments on account of Endowment and other funds. 

303. Tbe receipts of tbe Ryotwari Village Serrice Bimd consisted of (1) Village Eyotwari 
Cess levied luider Madras Aot IV of 1893, (2) Contributions from General Revenues "Village Service 
ecLual to tbe total amount of cess collected under tbe above Act and (3) Miscellaneous 

auudry items. There is not a separate fund for each distinct hut a single consolidated 
fund for the Province. This fund has ceased to exist from 1st April 1906, the cess 
having ceased to he levied from that date. The Village Cess continued to be levied at 
8 pies in tbe rupee up to 31st March 1906. The fund opened with a balance of 
Es. 6,66,536 on 1st April 1905 and 'closed vvith a balance of Es. 4,85,186 on the 31st 
March 1906. The result was therefore a deficit of Es. 1,81,350‘on the transactions of 
the year as compared with Ra. 4,54,267 in the previous year. The deficit was large 
in the districts of Cuddapah, Auantapur, Kurnool, Ohingleput, Eortli Arcot, South 
Arcot and Salem. The receipts of the year amounted to Es. 61,37,767 and were 
more than those of the previous year by Es. 3,93.251 due mainly to the coUectious of 
the ce,sses suspended in 1904-1905 owing to the nnfavoni’able chai’acter of the season 
of fash 1314, and to an assignment from General Revenues equal to the arrear collec¬ 
tions thus made. The charges of the year amounted to Es. 53,19,117 and exceeded 
those of 1904-1906 by Es. 1.20,334. Larger expenditure on account of Village 
Service estabhshments and ou the consfruetion of village chavadies and a refund of 
about Es. 23,000 ou account of erroneous credit to the funds in 1904-1905 of Land 
Revenue and Land Cess under Act V of 1884 explain the above increase. 

304. Tbe Proprietary Estates Village Service Bund opened vuth a balance of Proprietary 

Es. 1,34,897 on 1st April 1905 and closed with a balance of Es. 98,829 on the 31st Estates 
March 1906. The decrease in balance was due lo the contnbutlon of Es. 82,844 to Service 

Provincial Revenues towai’ds tbe cost of enfranchisement of village service inams in 
proprietary estates in previous years. Tbe repavnuent was made by tbe funds ooustituted 

in the districts of Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Godavari, BTorth Arcot, Eistna, Anautapiu', 

Tinnevelly and Coimbatore. Compared with the previous yeai’ there was an increase 
of Es. 14,880 under “ Laud "Eevenne ” due to larger receipts on aecomit of Revenue 
from Village Service luaius, while the receipts under “ Provincial Rates ” were more 
than those in the previous year by Es. 3,745 only in cousequenoe of the arrangements 
lor the levy of cess not having been completed during the year. With the exception 
■ of the repayment to Provincial Bunds referred to above the charges during tlie year 
were almost the same as in 1904-1905. 

305. The Irrigation Cess Bund existed in each of the districts of Ohingleput, IiTigation 
Trichinopoly, Madura, Coiinhatore and Salem. The fund opened vvdth a balance of Bund. 

Es. 28,630 on 1st April 1905 and closed with Es. 30,176 on the 31st March 1906. 

The receipts during the year amounted to Es. 39,312 or Es. 3,454 more than in tbe 
preceding year. The increase was chiefiy due to a temporary grant of Es. 2,500 from 
Provincial Revenues to the fund in the Salem district in aid of its balances and to a 
contribution of Es. 874 to the Coimbatore District Bund towards the repair of the 
Yangal Channel. The total expenditure diu-iug the year amounted to Es. 37,767 or 
• only Es. 18 more tha.n that incurred in 1904-1905. There was increased expenditure 
'in the Chingleput district coimterhalanced by lower charges in Trichinopoly and 
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Coim'batore. Tlie inci’ease in CLinglepnt was ascribed to expenditure on special works 
necessitated by fieqiient floods in tbe Cbeyyar liver. The decrease in Trichinopoly was 
attiibuted to sayings from salaries of channel establishment and that in Coimbatore to 
short expenditm’e on silt elearanee and koranibu works owing to the absence of heavy 
fi-eshes in channels diii'ing tlie j'ear. 

306. The Excluded Local Eimds comprised (1) Port and Marine Funds, (2) Canton¬ 
ment Fund.s, (3) Wellington Cantonment Hospital Fund, (4) University Fee Fund, 

(5) Knmbakonam College Hostel Fund, and (6) Mrs. A. Y. FTarasinga Eao’s College 
Fund at Yizagapatain. The Port and Marine Funds which form the largest portion of 
the Excluded Local Funds iii this Presidency consist of (a) Port Funds (Act X of 1889), 

(6) Pilotage Funds, (c) Landing and Shipping Funds, and (d) Madras Coast Lights 

Fund. The Port Funds are again suh-divided into (i) Madias and (ii) Minor Ports 
Fund, and the Pilotage Funds into (i) Madras and (ii) Minor ports. The bala,nces of 
the old Pier Dues Funds liave been merged in those of Landing and Shipping Funds. 
The Madras Port Fund opened with a balance of Es. 31,09,3 on 1st April 1905 and 
closed with a halanee of Es. 26,.361 on the 31st Mareh 1906. The deoreaso in the 
haknee is chiefly due to heavy expenditure in Februaiy 1906 for foniiing road and 
railway lines lor the Oil Installation. The income and expenditure of the fund during the 
yeai' ainouiited to Rs. 1,06,112 andEs. 1,10,854 respectively. The receipts and charges 
of the Minor Ports Fund during the year under review amounted to Es. 3,72,052 and 
Es. 2,48,080, and thus resulted in a sm’plus of Es. 1,23,972 on the transactions of the 
year. This raised the balance to the credit of the fund at the commencement of the 
year to Es. 2,42,557 at its close. In addition to tiiis balance, this fund had Government 
promissory notes to the value of Es. 5,87,600. Th6 Euid was formed by the amalgama¬ 
tion of the old Eastern and Western Group Port Fkinds. Tlio receipts and chai'ges of 
tbe Madras Pilotage Fund amounted to Es. 46,939 and Es. 41,758 respectively and the 
balance at the close of the year was Es. 38,122. Besides this balance, the fund had 
Es. 50,000 m Government promissory notes. The income and expenditure of the Pilot¬ 
age Funds at minor ports during the year- amormted to Es. 16,709 and Es. 1,08,860 
respectively. The deficit of Es. 92,151 on the cash transactions of the j^ear is nominal 
as Government promissoiy notes of the face value of Es. 1,00,000 were purchased in the 
year undei' report on account of the Pdmban and Kilakarai Fund out of the accumulated 
balances of the fund. This fact acoomits for the reduction of the cash balance of the 
Emd from Es. 1,20,142 on 1st April 1905 to Es. 27,991 on the 31st March 1906. Tlie 
total invested balance to tlie credit of these funds amounted to Es. ] ,12,000. The 
Landing and Shipping Funds opened with a balance of Es. 1,68,649 on 1st April 1905 
and closed with a ba,lance of Es. 1,72,946 on the 31st March 1906. The recei])ts and 
cliavges of the fimd diming the yeai’ amounted to E.s. 1,76,977 and Es. 1,72,680 
respectively. Ihe invested balances of the Masulipatam, Vizagapatam, Cocanacla and 
Mangalore Funds were respectively Es. 5,000, Es. 80,400, Es. 15,000 and Es. 10,000. 
Ihc income and expenditure of the Madras Coast Lights Fund amounted to Es. 1,55,641 
and E.S. 1,22,663 respectively. There was thus a smplus of Ea. 32,978 on the tra,iis- 
acbons of the year which ■ raised the balance of Es. 59,607 to the ci'edit of the fond on 
IstApiil 190o to Es. 92,685 on the 31st Marcli 1906. Besides this balance, the 
nind had Es. 25,000 m Government promissory notes purchased during the jmar. The 
Lantonmeut Funds opened wdth a balance of Es. 4,910 on Ist April 1905 and closed 
u o March 1906, and thus resulted in a siuplus of 

hs. -,obo on the trausaotioiis of the year'. The debit balance of Es. 4,300 of the Bellary 
Lanton:^nt Fund at the commencement of the year was wiped out by a grant of 

- 11/1 *^0’'^6i’iniient. This fund, howevei-, closed with a minus balance of 

Es 114 due to the payments for March 1906 being made in that mouth. The receipts 
and charges of the iiewly-constiEitedWeUington Cantonment Hospital Fnnd equalled 
each other and left no balance at the close of the year. The University Fee Fund 
opened with a balance of Es. 98,095 on 1st April 1905 and closed with Es. 81,620 at 
the close oi the year. The receipts and charges of the year amounted to Es. 2,82,837 
an Rs. j,96,312 respectively. A sum of Es. 44,600 was invested in Government 
prounssory which raised the total invested halanee to the credit of the fund to 
Rs. ti,/U,UUU. fine receipts and charges of the Kumhakonam CoUege Hostel Fund 
amounted to Es. 6,573 and Es. 2,466 respectively. The balance to the credit of tlie

iaub. Ihe incr^se in the balance was due to an increase in the hostel receipts. The 
ransae ions o Mis, A, Y, Marasinga Eao’a College Fund dining the year resulted in a 
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surplus of Es. 7,406 wLicli raised the balance to the credit of the fund on 1st April 
1905 to Es. 14,418 on the 31st March 1906. The increase in the balance was due 
to the sale of Government promissory notes to the extent of Es. 19,000, which reduced 
the invested balance to the credit of the fund to Es. 1,00,000 at the close of the year. 
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307. Excluding the opening balance of E.s. 9,74,496, the total receipts of mufassal Mufassal . 
municipahties amounted to Es. 38,34,977, against Es. 40,90,056 in the pievdops year. Munioi- 
The decrease occurred chiefly under fines, grants and coutiibutions from Government, 
sale-proceeds of Government securities and loans; but it was partly couiiterhalanced 

by increases under the tax on buildings and lands, the water and drainage tax, income 
t'om markets and slaughter-houses, recoveries for services rendered to private indi¬ 
viduals and advances recovered. The receipts under fines fell from Es. 96,912 to 
Es. 10,064. The total amomit of grants from Provincial Eunds also fell from 
Es. 4,29,421 to Es. 2,29,576, The revenue from the taxes ou buildings and lands 
rose from Es. 9,67,031 to Es. 10,07,207 and that from the water and diaijiage tax 
from Es. 1,91,916 to Es. 2,13,151. The mte of the tax on buildings was enlianced 
in Negapatam, while in Palghat and Kodaikdnal vacant sites were assessed on their 
estimated annual value instead of according to tlieir ai'ea. The average incidence of the 
tax on buildings ro.se from Es. 2-12-10 to Es. 2-14-10, but that of the tax on lands 
fell from Es. 1-5-3 to Es. 1-4-10. The average incidence of municipal ta-xatioii per 
head of the population, including toUs, increased from Rs. 1-1-2 to Es. 1-1-10, and 
excluding tolls from As. 13-8 to As. 14^2. The total amount of giants received from 
Provincial funds was Es. 2,29,576 against Es. 4,29,421 in the previous year. Of this 
sum, Es. 40,000 were granted to the Municipal Council of Bellaiy towards the 
consti'uction of a hospital, and a sum of Es. 1,07,000 was granted to the municipalities 
of Bellary, Cuddapah, Ootacanumd and Mangalore for the improvement of tlieir financial 
position which had become impoverished mainly through hea\y expenditure on 
plague preventive measiu’es. In addition to tliese grants, a sum of Es. 1,69,924 was 
expended by the Pubho Works Department out of grants provided by Government for 
the water-supply scheme in VeUore, the drainage in Ootaeaniund and the constriction 
of the bridge over the Ellore canal. The contributions from Local Eunds amounted to 
Es. 1,13,639 against Es. 1,09,534, and those from other sources to Es. 13.3.53 against 
Es. 36,891. The sale-proceeds of Government securities fell from Es. 72,207 to 
Es. 5,868. The loans received from Government by municipalities amounted to 
Es. 2,60,700 againstEs. 8,24,880. Details of these loans wiU be found in the paragraph 
dealing with Provincial loans. The total expenditure of mufassal imuiicipalities was Expenditnie, 
Es. 36,83,673, or Es. 1,26,379 less than in the previous year. The outlay on public 
works fell from Es. 11,21,743 to Es. 9,88,122, and that on sanitation from Es. 9,76,343 ' 
to Es. 8,91,794, while the expenditiu'e ou hospitals rose from Es. 3,50,108 to 
Hs. 3,64,425, that on compensation for lands from Es. 1,26,041 to Es. 2,01,108 and 
that under advances from Es. 1,16,697 to Es. 1,20,669. The amomit invested decreased 
fi'omEs. 8,478 to Es. 3,595 and the repayment of debts from Es. 1,18,524 to Es. 1,14,880. 

The closing balance rose from Es. 9,80,447 toEs. 11,25,800, or 29-3 per cent, of the 
ourrent receipts. In 13 towns the balance was less than the prescribed minimum of 10 
per cent, of the ciurent receipts. The total indehtedness of mufassal nninicipahtiea at 
the end of the year amounted to Es. 23,41,582 against Es. 21,82,654 at the end of 
1904—1905. Sinking funds had been established in Ootacamund, Cuddapah, Madura, 
Trichinopoly and Kumhakonam, amounting in aE to Rs. 1,28,320. 

308. The receipts of the Madras Mmucipality, excluding the opening balance, City of 
increased from Es. 17,14,919 to Es. 28,18,251 and the expenditure from Es. 23,36,149 Madias, 
to Es. 27,55,300. The closing balance was Es. 3,92,603. There was an iiicreaso in 

the revenue from rates and taxes, but a fall in the income from municipal property and 
powers other than taxation. There was a large increase under special grants from 
Government, Es. 3 lakhs being granted for tire improvement of the water-supply.

ITJie forty-mond mmual report of the Sanitary Oommimoner, Madras, 1905; Judicial 
and Administrative Statistics of British India—XIII. Vital Staldstics; XX. 
Wild Animals and Snakes.^ 

310. The registration of vital statistics was compulsory in all the 61 municipalities 
in the Presidency and ic 574 other towns and villages. It was brought into force in 52 
fresh towns and villages during the year. Exclnding the hill tribes of the Ganjara and 
Vizagapatain districts, the inhabitants of the Amindivi and Laccadive islands, the 
inlmbitants of the Baiigariapalle Jaghir in Knrnool and all Europeans and Eurasians 
the population for which statistics were furnished in the year was 36,737,533 out of a 
totd population of 38,212,712 according to the census of 1901. The number of births 
registered was 1,176,256 against 1,125,751 in 1904. The ratio per thousand was 32’0, 
which was the highest on record. It exceeded that of the previous year and the 
decennial average by PS and 2-7 per thousand respectively. An increase in the birth¬ 
rate was recorded in 14 districts and a decrease in 8. In South Cauara the increase was 
as much as 6'2 per thousand over the previous ycai’, while in Nellore the decrease was 
3-8 per thousand. In muiricipalities the birth-rate rose from 35 5 to 39'8. There was mi 
increase m 47 towns ami a decrease in 12. The highest rate was 61-2 per thousand in 
Vaiiiyambddi, and it exceeded 40 per thousand in 24 towns, but was as low as 26-2 and 
22-3 in Bellary and Anautapin. The general increase of births must be mainly attributed 
to im]iroved registration, but in those areas where a decrease was recorded, the probable 
cause was the dearness of the staple food-gi’ains. The number of deaths registered fell 
h'om 821,...78 to 786,123, and the rate of mortality from 22'6 per thousand to 21-4. 
The decrease occurred in 14 districts, wliile in 9 there was an increase. The increase 
was most uimPed in Madras where it w'as 21-3 per thousand and the total death-rate 
was o9'o. The lowest death-rate wus 16 per thousand in North Arcot. The death-rate 
ni imiiiicipahties averaged 35-8 per thousand against 32'9 in 1904. Bezwada came 
next to Madras with a death-rate of 45'S per thousand. The lowest death-rate in any 
municipality was 18-7 iu Cuddalore. The infant death-rate in municipalities was 240'7 
per thousand compared with 172-9 in rural ai-eas. The highest rates were 342-6 in 
Bezwada and 319-3 inMadi-as. The fall in the plague mortality accounted for the lower 
death-rate in many districts, w^hile the pu-evalence of cholera, small-pox and dysentery 
was the main cause of the higher rates in municipal areas.

distribution in 1905, there w'as a considerable rise in the prices of aU the staple food- 
grams duriug the year which became more accontnated month hy month.

and Coimbatore. The heaviest mortality in any town was in Madias where the deaths — 
numbered 3,531, a ratio of 7-2 pier thousand. The district wdiich suffered most was Chief 
Bellary with a mortality of 2-8 per tliousand. The outbreak in klaih-as was attributed to 
the scanty supply of \yater from the lied Hills i-e.-^ervou- which necessitated some of the ^ 
people of the town having recourse to polluted sources. There was a large increase in Smsill-pox. 
the mortality from smaU-pox during the year, the deaths numbering 18.540 against 
9,891 Ill 1904. The disease occurred in all districts and was severe in Madura and 
Bellary where the ratio of mortality was To pier thousand. Thirty-eight mniucipial 
towns wore attacked and the death-iute in Diiidigul was 8-0 per thonsaiicl There was Plague, 
a large fall in tlie deaths from plague which numbered 5,78S against 20,125 in the 
previous year. Seven districts were entirely' free from the disease and m 6 others there 
were only a few imported cases. The highe.st death-i-ate was 3'6 per thousand in 
Bellary', the Hilgiris coming next with 1-9. The destruction of rats wa.s one of the 
chief method.s of combating the disease employed during the y'ear. The total number Fevers, 
of deaths from fevers, which eontimied to be the chief classified cause of deatli, ivas 
265,044, the ratio per thousand of the popmlation being 7-2 against 8‘0 in 1904. The 
death-rate in municipal towns was Sri per thousand, but in hlandyal it was as liigh as 
14-2 and in Tiiticorin it was ] 3-0. Little progress was made by local bodies dimng 
the year iu foimulating measiires for the supipressiou of malaria] fever by the destruction 
of mosqiuitoes, though their attention w'as particularly directed to the matter in 1904. 

In rural areas tlie average death-rate from dy'seiitery and diarrhoea was 1'4 per thousand Dysentery and 
against 4-4 in municipal towns. The highest rate was II 2 in Madras, the result of a iharrhoaa. 
large influx of piauper ryots and coolies into the town in search of work. 

313. The number of deaths from iiijiuies reported diuing the year was 11,912 Injuries, 
against 12,801 in 1904. The number of persons killed by ivild beasts and snakes was 

2,970 against 2,678. 

314. The statistics given above do not include Emupeans and Emasians. The Europeans 
number of Eegistrars of Births, Deatlis and Marriages under Act YI of 1886 was Til, . 

the same as in the previous yeai'. The niimhei' of hiiths registeredluider the Act wliich 0905-1906.) 
is not of a compulsory natime fell from 222 to 167 and the number of deatlis from 102 
to 74, There were however 1,835 bapitisms and 1,485 burials recorded against 1,610 
and 963, respectively, in 1904-1905. Of the deaths reported, 507 ivere those of ehildien 
below 5 years of age and 207 of persons above 60 against 314 and 179 in 1904-1905. 

The chief causes of death were fevers, diarrhoea and dysentery and cholera which were 
responsible for 253, 147 and 146 deaths respectively. • 


EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION. (1005.)

315. Under regulated emigration there ivere 14 shipments of emigrants to Natal Eegulated 
and 2 each to Eiji and Trinidad. As iu the tliree previous y'ears there was no emigra- Emigration, 
tion to the Ereiich Colonies. The number of eiuigraiits for Natal was 6,498 againsl Hattil. 

6,387 iu the previous year, and the number would have been considerably laiger had it 
not been for an outbreak of cholem at the Emigration Depot which stopped recruiting 
for a time. Eorty of the emigrants to Natal were special servants registered under the 
jH'oVisioiis of the Indian Emigrafaon (Amendment) Act of 1902. The emigrants sent Fiji, 
to Eiji during tlie ymar numbered 1.731. Emigi’ation to Trinidad was begun for the Tiinidad. 
first time in 1905 and the number of emigrants who went to the island was 1,382. 

One tliousand one huiidiud and sixty'-six of the emigrants to Natal had to be detained 
iu the depot for 3 mouths on account of the outbreaJe of cholera. Two hundred 
and seventeen of the Eiji emigrants and 5 of those proceeding to Trinidad had to he 
detained for a similar period owing to an outbreak of plague. The due proportion 
of women was maintained in the ease of aU shipments except one, the deficit in wdnch 
was made good in the next shipment, Out of a total of 9,611 regidated emigrants 
shipped during the year there were 2,172 women and 1,415 chiidren. Nearly 
half the emigrants for Natal came from the Chiugleput and North Arcot districts 

n 
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and North Arcot also supplied the largest luutibers of any diatriot botli for Kji 
and Trinidad. There were oidy 3 einigi’aiita in the year from Ganjdm and 2 from 
Bellarv. No emigrants went to Mauritius oi' the Seychelles during 1905. One 
thousa'nd five hundred and sixty-nine emigrants returned from Natal with savings 
amounting to over K.s. 2 lakhs. One shipment of 186 emigrants returned from Mauritius 
■with Hs 1,680. No eniigrauts retui'iied fi-om Tiji or T'rinidad during the year. The 
hnndi'ed and nmety-.six emigi'aiitri who returned fiuiu La Re-Uniou oidy brought 
Es. 822. I'he immagement of tlie depots during the year was reported to be satisCactoi-y 
and the emigrants were generally well ti-eated and contenled. 

316. Tlie number of passengers to the Straits Settlemeuis increased from 28,249 
to 10,900, of whom 31,875 atai-ted from ports in the Tanjore district. The increase 
was ascribed to a larger demand for labour in (lie Straits Settlemeuis and the consequent 
greater activity’ of the recruiting agencies and to the scarcity jirevailing in the 
Presidency. The number of qiassengers proceeding to Burma and Ceylon inoi'eased 
from 138,8.31 to 227,827, but it was nut possible to distinguish emigrants from 
ordinary passengers. The increase occurred uiaiiily in the iranjore, Madura and 
Tinuevelly distriot.s and was due to scarcity and insufficient demand for labour in those 
disb'icts. 


Immlgi-a- 317, The number of ])assengei-s excluding indentured eniigraiils, who arrived at 

the several ports of the Presidency during 1905, was 288,293 against 252,248 in 
, the previous year. Of tlie total imniber 152,576 came from Ceylon and 96,216 from 

Burma. The increase in tlie passeiigei's fiom Burma was stated to be due to the 
prevalence of plague there and to a reduction in tlie steamer fai'es. The lai'ge number 
of mrivals fi'om Ceylon was due to the increased eniigralion of late years to that island 
and also in part to a large number of pei'sons I'etuining from the iiearl fishery. 

Financial. giS. The receipts on account of emigration increased froniEs. 17,709 to Rs. 24,616. 

The oliarges which amoLuited to Es. .15,293 were exclusive of a moietyof the salaiies 
of the British Consular Agent at Pondicherry and Karilcal and his establishments wliicb 
was debited to the head ‘ Political.’

Medical _ 319. Dining the year the niunber of medical institutions in the Presidency increased 

Institutions, by 8, making the total number of Civil Hospitals and Di.spensaries open on the 31st 
December, 610. Sixty-seven hospitals and dispensmies were maintained by Provincial 
Builds, 456 were Local Bund or Municipil Inslitiitions, 61 were inainlaaned by Uie 
various railways and the remaining 56 were piivate institutions, 22 of which received 
aid from Govei'iiment or Local Bunds. Of the 67 liospitals and dispensaiies maintained 
by Provincial funds, 42 wci'e special institiitioiis provided for the Police. The number 
of bed.s available in tlie 266 hospitals was 3,432 for males and 2,474 fur females. The 
374 dispensaries gave relief to ont-patienls only. 

320. Excluding tlie police, railway and ruiaided private institutions 5,237,505 
patients were attended to, out of whom 66,930 were iii-patients : 2,679,268 men, 
1,120,643 women and 1,437,594 children came lor treatment. The total attendance 
was higlier than that of the previous year by 26,164. The increase was among 
men and children and there was a slight falling off in the total iiumbei’ of -women 
treated. There was an increase of 6,4,81 in the in-piatients, and the total admissions 
as well as the average daily number under treatment in the hospitals was higher 
among' men, women and children. Attendance by proxies among out-patients decreased 
shghtly during the year. Among the vaiions classes treated the percentage of 
Europeans and Eurasians was 14, of Hindus 72-8, and of Muhairiiuadans 12-5, while 
13-3 per cent, were shown as belonging to other classes. In the police hospitals 
the number of in-patients decreased by 913 to 6,197, while the number of out¬ 
patients rose fi'oin 8,668 to 8,934. There was a considerable fall in the number 
of fever oases treated, the total for the Presidency being 96,976 lo-wer than in the 
previous year. The fall was most marked in the Cnddapah, Salem and Bellary districts. 
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Cholera occurred in all distiiots except Tricliinopoly and the Mlgiris; 3,‘1-28 case^i were 
treated against 2,898 in 1904, The large.st niiinher reported for any district was 775 
ill Madins, Small-pox prevailed in every distiict but Cuddapah, the highest number of 
eases reported being 267 in Madias. Plague was much less widespread and vindent 
than in the previous year. The greatest moi-talily was in BeUary where 3,901 deaths 
took place among the cases ti-eated in plague hospitals. There was a considerable 
increase in cases of dysentery, diarrhoea, anaemia and debility which was probably due 
to the distress consequent on the failm’e of the north-east monsoon in 1904. The 
increa.se reported m tubeicular diseases may be accounted for by more careful 
diagnosis. Among the general diseases treated the most important iiuniericaUy were 
as in previous years worms, malarial fevers and rheumatic affections. Ulcers, sldii 
diseases, diseases of the digestive organs and diseases of the eye and ear aooounted for 
about four-fifths of all the local diseases treated. The percentage of deaths among 
in-patients rose from 5'90 to 6-75. This is attributed to a considerable increase in 
the number of persoms admitted in a moribund condition. Excluding such cases the 
percentage was 5'67 or practically the same as in the previous year. The percentage 
of in-patients who were cured or relieved was 74‘57 against 77’37 in 1901. There was 
a very satisfactory increase in the nmnher of operations performed, the figures being 
187,436 against 171,083 in 1904. The increase was pai’tieularly noticeable in the 
Coimbatore, Tanjore, Salem and Triohiiiopoly districts. The death-rate was retm'ned 
at only 0-26 per cent., but the actual figiue was probably slightly higher than this owing 
to certain alterations in tlie classification of lesults. 

321, The total income for the yeai' of the various hospitals and dispeiisar-ies 
amounted to Es, 18,24,639. Of this sum 2o-8 per cent, was contributed by Government, 
45'6 per cent, from Local Funds and 21 per cent, from Munioipai Funds including 
Rs. 20,000 contributed by the Madras Municipal Commission towai’ds the upkeep of 
the five Government hospitals in the Presidency Town. The amount of subscriptions 
fell from Rs. 62,618 to Rs. 49,462. The total expenditui'e was Rs. ]8,24,437 against 
Rs. 18,24,967 in 1904, Es 8,85,113 were spent on establishment, Rs. 2,54,372 on 
buildings, Es. 2,74,079 on medicines and Rs. 1,94,688 on diet. The expenditure on 
buildings covered various improvements at the General, Maternity and Ophthalmic 
Hospitals in Madras and the erection or completion of various hospitals and dispensaries 
in the nmfassal. The average cost of a patient increased from As. 4-9 to As. 6-4 
■owing to an improvement in the dietary. 


LUMATIC ASYLUMS. (1905.) 

[G.U., No. 399, Fiiblic, dated 28th May 1906 ; Judicial and AdniMslrative Statistic.^ of

322. The accommodation provided in the 3 lunatic asylmns at Madi-as, Yizaga- 
patam and Calicut was for 904 patients, including that for 136 Europeans in the first 
institution. The number uE inmates in all the asylums on the 1st January 1905 was 586. 
Liolndiug readmissious, 185 persons were admitted, making a total of 771 patients 
nndei' treatment during the year, of whom 584 were males and 187 females. Fifty- 
nine males and 6 females were discharged cured and 29 patients who were handed over 
to their friends left the asylums improved iu health. The total number of deaths was 
86, the perceuhige mortality on the average daily strength being 14'64 against 
9-35 and 6'90 in the two previous years. The increase was mainly due to the 
prevalence of cholera and catarrhal enteritis in the Madr’as asylum which contained 
about 71 per cent, of whole population of the 3 asylums. The niunber of criminal 
lunatics was 149 males and 15 females, all of whom were confined iu the Madras 
asylum. Of the persons admitted, whose previous oceupations were known, 30 
were coolies and 16 agricultural labourers. Mania continued to be the commonest 
form of insanity. Of the admissions 66'84 per cent were among persons between the 
ages of 20 and 40. Twenty-fonr Europeans and Eiu-asians were admitted into the 
Madras asylum diuiiig the year against 16 and 26 iu the two previous years. A male 
lunatic escaped from the Madras asylum and was still at large at the end of the year. 
The chief forma of employment were gardening, weaMng, sewing, knitting, and coir- 
making. The estabhshment charges decreased fromEs. 43,667 to Es. 41,178, but there 
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was an increase in tlie dieting eliarges Jirom Es. 3d,d06 to Es. 38,857. llie income 
from paying patients fell from Es. 12,735 to Es. 12,033. The total cost per head 
calculated on the average daily sEength showed a slight decrease from Es. i 61-9-3 to, 
Es. ] 60-3-6. 
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SANITATION. (1905,) 

[The -tenth annual report of the tSanilary Board and sixteenth annual report 
of the Sanitary Engineer^ Madras, 190BT\ 

333. The quantity of water supplied duriug the year was satisractory in all the- 
towns where water-worka were in operation except Ad6ni, tut on tacteriologioal 
exanunation the anpply at Dindigul was found to be diatinctiy polluted and tliii.t of 
Taujore town suspicious. New rvater-woiks at Guntiii’ and Ooonooi' wei'e completed 
during the year and handed over to the Mmiicipjal Councils, and the works at Dindigul 
were extended. The oonstiuetion of water-woiks at Velloi'e wawcomnienced hy the 
Public Works Deijaitraeiit, and schemes for the water-supply of Ooimhaioi'c and 
Kotagiri were qirepared. A sclieme for the nupiovement of 11 le water-supply of the 
Madras City was also formulated during the y'ear, the estimated cost being E,s. 22^ 
lakhs. Investigations into the average consumption of water per liead and the oast 
of supply per unit showed vaiiations from 'hi gallons per diem in Cocauada, at a 
cost of Es. 1'31 for raising a mtilion gallons one toot, to a daily cojisumplion nC 15'7 
gallons in Trichiuopoly at a eost of Es. OAh pei’ million gallons. 

324. Drainage woiks estimated to cost Es. 3'63 lakhs wei’e commonced at Oohieu- 
mund, and schemes for the drainage of Maduni, Cudda])ah and Kumhakdnam wevo 
prepared during the year. 

325. The subject of the improvement of certain outlying suburbs of the City of 
Madras was investigated during the yeai' and proposals involving the expeiiditiii'e 
of about a lakli of rupees were submitted. Plans and estimates for hospitiils at 
Coimbatore, Bellary, Tinnevelly, Salem and Yellore were pj'epared hy the Sanitary 
Engineer, who also scrutinised and checked estimates and plans for 75 minor works 
costing more than Es. 1,000 each, which included 9 drainage works, 12 water-works, 
28 hospitals and 17 maikets. The estimated cost of the 1.01 saiiitaiy works, the 
estimates for which were scrutinised by the Sanitary Boaitl,amounted to Rs, 63.j- laklis. 


YACCINATION. (1905-J 906.)

Vaccination. 326. The vaccination staif consisted of 66 Deputy Inspectors and 887 Yacciiiatora 
against 65 a.nd 873, r'cspeetivcly, iir the irrevious year,' At the end of October 
1905 an additional range was constituted in the Guntur district and a Deputy 
Inspeetor appointed. The total number of vaccinations porfoimed was 1,461,990 
against 1,483,269 in 1904-1905. Primary and secondary vnccinatious deoi'ea.sed 
from 1,406,9.89 to 1,357,745, while tliei'c was an increase in I'e-vaecinations from 
76,280 to 107,246. The deci'ease was large,st in the TiimevelJy, Guntur and 
G6ddvari ’distnets and was due to the insufficient supply of paste a.nd the absence 
of Yaccinators without substitutes. In muiueipalities there was a very satisfactoi'y 
improvement in the number of vaccinations fi-om 145,153 to 167,581. It wa,s most 
noticeahle m Madras where there was an irici'ease of 14,689 operations, hut there was 
also considerable impr-ovemeiit in BeHai-y, Neg-apatam and 'Coimbatore. The total 
number' of ancoessful operations was 1,296,312 or 91'8 per cent, against 86-8 jrer cent, 
in the previous year. The Irighest percentage of snccevss in any distr iot was 99'3 per 
cent, iir Malabar and the lowest, 84 per cent., in Godavari. The number of eluldi'en 
under one year who were siiccessfuILy vaeoiiiated increased hy 6-3 per oeirt. from 434,701 
to 462,317. The chief increase was in Kistna where rt amounted 6,403, lit’lire 
mnuioipal towns of Adoni, Bellamy, Coonoor, Netiore, Sn'rangaui, and Yellore more than 
50 per cent, of the children avaikihle for vaccination, accordirrg to the birth regi.ster-s,. 
were unprotected. Over 61 per cent, of the operations were verihed by the Deputy 
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Inspectors, but 9 of those officers failed, to verif}’ 50 pea" cent, of the operations in their 
ranges. The District Medical and Sanitary Officers verified 3'6 pei' cent, of the cases 
during their tours of inspection. The percentage of success with lanoline lymph was 
92"3 in Local Lund areas against 86"6 in the previous year. In municipalitios the 
percentage was 96-7. Ten thousand three hundred and sixty-eight cases were vacci¬ 
nated with glycerinated lymph looaUy prepared and the percentage of success in such 
eases was 99"4. The average cost of each successful case was As. 3-7 against As. 3-5 
ill 1904-1905. At the beginning of the year vaccination was compulsory in 1,283 
unions and other villages in the Chingleput district and in 206 places in other distiicts 
besides all municipalities. During the year if was made compnlsoiy in 16 places in the 
districts of Malabar and South Canai-a and 47 unions in other districts and a scheme 
was sanctioned, for introduction in the next year, making vaccination and registration 
of births compulsory tkroughont the district of Chingleput and in parts of the districts 
of North Areot, South Arcot and Madura. ^ 

327. The lymph reqnii'ed was supplied to aU. districts in the Presidency from the 
vaccine section of. the Eing Institute of Preventive Medicine and steps were taken to 
extend the supply to the Corporation of Madras which had hitherto made its own 
anangements for the lymph requh’ed by it.

EDUCATION. (1905-1906.) , 

\_lieporl on Public Inslruelion in Hie Madras Presideneij for 1905—19067^ 

.329. The total iiraiiber of public educational institutions, that is of iiistitutions 
confomiing to departmental standards, whether managed by Government, by piiblic,boclies, 
or by iDi'ivate individuals, was, at the close of the year, 22,111 and the number of pnrpils 
on their rolls 839,910. The luuuber of pwivate jnstitiitioiis was 5,817 and the jmmber 
of pupils attending them 187,056. Public institutions increased in nutnbei’ by .399 or by 
1'8 per cent., but their strength decreased hy 1,121 pupils or by T p)er cent. The increase 
in public institutions was almosl entirely among schools of the primary grade. Private 
iu.stitutions increased in number,s by 211 and in puprils by 6,818. In 13 distiicts there was 
an increase in both aclrools and scholars. In 3 districts there was an increase in schools, 
but not in scholars and in 2 others there was an increase of scholars oiil 3 n The number 
of new schools was largest in Tinncvellj’', while Bcllary added most scholars. In 5 
districts including Madras the number both of schools and scJiolai's declined, the fall 
in schools being largest in Kistna and Salem and in scholars in Madras. 

330. The number of arts colleges fell from 10 to 39 owing to the closing of the arts 
classes in the Presentation Convent CoUege, Madi’as. There were 7 pu’ofessioual colleges 
as in the previous year. The nnmbei' of students at the arts colleges was 135 less than 
in the pirevioiis year and there were 17 fewer students at the jirofossional colleges. 
Among public institutions the nuinher of upiper secondaiy schools for boys was station¬ 
ary, while those for girls declined hy 2, but there was a not increase of 187 in the 
number of scholars. Lower secondary schools increased hj' 26, hut the attendance 
declined by 1,771. There were 339 more pirimary schools for boys and 35 moi'e for 
girls, but the attendance of boys declined hy 2,149, while that of girls increased by 
2,642 The abolition of the lower secondary and primary examinations accounts for 
the decrease in the uumber of piupiils reading iu the lower secondary schools and among 
the boys reading in the pirimary schools. The total strength of the public institutions 
for general education on 31st March 1906 was 832,799, a decrease of 0'18 per cent, 
from the inimbers on the same day of the previous year. The proportion of lower 
primary pupils to the total number of scholars rose from 81-2 to 81-5 par cent.,but in 
the upper primary and lower secondary stages the proportion decreased. In the higher 
stages the proportion did not vary. The munher of pirimary pupils reading printed hooks 
was fewer than in the previous year. The i ncrease in pupils attending private institutions 
was maiulj' among tliose in the primary stage. 

331. Of the whole number of iustitutious, 3,128 with 182,183 pupils were under 
public management. Of these, 377 with 27,616 pupils were Government institutions, 
2,431 with 129,926 pupils were managed by local boards and ,318 with 24,498 pupils 
by municipalities The number of Govermnent schools decreased by 29, all of winch 
were transferred to board management and the uumber managed by local boards increased 
by 54. The number of schools under private management increased from 24,545 to 
25,130 and the numher of their pupils from 791,800 to 794,783.

332. Calculating on the censua figures of 1901, the pereeutage of hoys of a school 
age attending either public or private institutions was 29-0 against 29’1 in the previous 
year. The percentage among girls rose from 5-2 to 5'1 and the total percentage for 
both sexes was 17'0 against 16'9. In municipal towns the percentage of male scholars 
fell from 96'2 to 93’7; while that of female scholai’s ro.se from 25'9 to 2t)’2. The increase 
in the total number of pupils was contributed to by Native Cliiistiaus, Mubamuiadans 
and iion-Brabmaii caste Hindus, but Europeans, Eurasians, Eialnnans and Panehamas bad 
fewer under iustruction than in the ])revious yeai’. The landliolding class as usual 
supplied tlie largest number of pupils, the percentage for tlie yetir being 12 against 11'3 
in 19Ul-190c. The oooly class came next witli 23T per cent., while traders. offioiaLs and 
artisans suxiplied 13T, 11'9 and 7'6 xier cent, resjieetively. 
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333. The jiercentage of hoy.s and girls reading in English in all institutions taken Languages 
together was 16 and 8, res^iectively, as in tlie xuevioiis year, but tliei'e was a further fall studied, 
in the iiiiinbei' both of boys and girls who were making a study of the language. Of 
the classical languages, Sanskiit and Aiabie eoutimied to be more largely studied than 
Persian, and the nmiiber of jiupils making a study of them also increased. In the case 
of Saiiski'it the increase was in both public and pi'ivate institutions, but in Arabic it was 
confined to the ]irivate schools. The number of pu^iils receiving instruction in tlie 
Ternaculars remained much as in the previous year. Tlie chief vaiiatioii in the numbers 
reading particular vernaoplars was an increase of 2'7 per cent, in the pupils reading 
Tolugu and a decrease of 3-5 per cent, in tlio.se reading Malayalam. 


331. Exclusive of the special recuiring grant of Es. 6 lakhs given by the Financial. 
Government of India for the promotion of elementary education, the total expenclitiu'e 
for the year, direct and indirect, on education amounted to Es. 93,69,031. The 
total direct expenditure increased from Es. 65,68,038 tolls. 68,00,396. The amomit 
spent on primary education was -17 jicr cent, and .that on secondary education 28 per 
cent, of the total direct outlay. The net Provincial expenditure was Es. 33,50,883 
wbicli included Es 1,95,223 sxiciit on tiie Medical College and schools, including 
stipends and sobolar.ships, and Es 1,.55,355 the outlay on Government educational 
buildings. The expenditure on ednoatmu from Local Funds was E.s. 8,82,259 and 
from Municipal revenues Es. 2,57,321. The total amount expiended from aU private 
'sources was Rs. 21,36,261. Out of the Provincial exxienditure Es. 1'22 lakhs were 
spent on collegiate education, Rs. 1'36 lakhs on secondary schools and Es. 1’53 
lakhs on primary schools. Of the total expenditure from Local Funds 73 per cent, 
was devoted to primary education and from Municipal funds 67-2 jier cent. Out 
of the expenditure from private soiwces Es. 5'68 lakhs went to secondary schools 
and Es. 6-19 laklis to primary ,schools. The in-oportion of the total direct expendi¬ 
ture on education, from aU sources, s]ient on the primary education of boys was 
39 per cent, and on that of girls 8 per cent., while the proportions spent on secondary 
education were 25 and 3 per cent., respectively. The average cost of education per 
bead of the poxmlatioii for the year increased from As. 3-9 to As. 3-11, of which 
As. 1-S was provided from xmbbe funds against As. 1-7 in the pievious year. 


335. Though there was a slight decrease in the average number of pupils on the School Pees, 
rolls from 922,807 to 918,880, the total income from fees increased from Rs. 25,53,353 

to Es. 29,73,318 and the average fee fier bead from Es. 2-77 to ILs. 2-80 The fees in 
Government, Board and aided institutions of all grades amoimted to Es, 3,23,163, 

Es. 1,06,417. and Es. 14, o,409, respectively. There was a large increase in fees in 
Gov'emment and aidel . islitutions and a small decrease in the fees in Board schools. 

Thirty-six per cent, of the total direct expenditure was covered by fees against 37 per 
•cent, in the previous year. In Government institutions the proportion of the charges 
covered by fees fed from 21 to 30 per cent, in Board schools fi'om 38 to 34 per cent., and 
iu aided institutions from 37 to 34 per cent. 

336. The expenditure on scholai'ships from ]iublic funds increased from Es. 75,937 Soholaiehipa. 
to Es. 79,922, and that from private Euids increased fromRs. 33,690 to Es. 39,039. 

337. The total expenditure on grants-in-aid, exclusive of a special grant of Grants-in- 
Es. 5,66,000 to Local Boards for new primary school buildings, was Es. 15,57,141 
against Es. 15,77,297 in the previous year. The amount paid from Provincial Funds 

lor ordinary purposes was Es. 11,54,337, out of which Es. 7,63,434 were paid to 
schools under private management and Rs. 3,46,790 to Local Boards, and Es. 41,113 
to Municipabties, Excluding the subsidy of Es. 2,08,582 received from Piuvineial 
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Punds, Local Boarda spent from tlieir own funds Es. 2,77,915 agauist Es., 2,66,392 
in 1904-1905. The Municipalities received a snhsid}^ of Es. 24,038 and speirt in 
addition Es. 1,24,889 against Es, 1,15,831. 

338. The number of schools in receipt of aid on the Fixed gj'ant system during the 
year was practically the same as zn the preceding year when there were altogether 2,115 
.such .schools. Pa}’uientby i-esiilts was discozdinued in tlie middle of the year and the 
grants paid to schools previously aided by results grants were calculated, as a jirovisional 
measure, on the average anioimt which the schools had received in pr evious years. 


Controlling 339, Tlie numher of Inspeetois woi'king throughout the year was 4, but diuing the 

Agency. latter lialf of the pmar 3 new Inspeetomhips were added to the cadi'e of the educational 

InspectoiG. servioe and an additional Inspeclor was actirally apipointcd in November 1905. The 12 

Assistant Inspectors examined 2,039 schools with 115,914 pnipiils. ddiere were 3 
Inspenti-esacs. Inspectresses ol girls’ schools as in the ]irevioiis yeai', but tlie muiiber of Assistant and 
Siib-Assislaiit Inspeotre.sses wa.s increased from 9 to .1.0. Each As,si,stant Inspec¬ 
tress examined on an average 99 .schools wilh 6,627 pnipils and ouch Sub-Assistant 
Inspectress 115 scliools. The number ol Sub-Assistant Inspectors was 105 as in 
1904-1905. They examined 21,037 schools wilh 658,702 pnipiils, a. distinct improve¬ 
ment on the work of the previous year. 'L'he Sub-.Assistant Inspector of Sanskrit schools 
examined 102 schools and also some of the Sanskrit classes attacliod to colleges and 
high schools. The numher of candidates who appeared for the Sub-Assi.stauts’ test 
held in April 1905 was 17, of whom 15 p>as.sed, all in the second class. 
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340. There wore altogether 268 Supervisors of primfU'y schools or 2 more than 
in the previous year, of whom 7 were paid from Biuvinoial Funds, 69 from Municipial, 
and 202 from Loetd Funds. As in the pzrevious year 22 of these officers were onipdoyed 
for schools intended for Muliammadans and Mappillas. Of the whole number, 189 had 
been trained and 19S were men who had passed the Ma.triculatioii examination or higher 
tests. There was no improvement in the qualifications of the Supervisors over the pre¬ 
vious year and they continued to leave much to be desired iu jioiiit of efficiency. They 
visited altogether 3 ,211 villages without .schools, started or luvived 1,340 new schools and 
brought 2,370 unaided scliools on 1o the aided list, and 2,349 schools under inspiectioii. 
The 6 Superintendents of Hill Schools visited 188 villages without schools, starter! or 
revived 33 new schools and brought 37 unaided schools on to the aided list and 26 private 
schools under_ inspection. The I'eccntly instituted examination called the primaiy 
schools supervisors’ test, which is open to teachers of 2 years’ standing holding trained 
teachers’ certificates of the upper secondary and higlier grades and serves as a qualitjting 
te,st for admission to the po.st of Supervisor, was hold in April 1906. The number 
of candidates who appeared was 51, of whom SI passed. 

341. The expenditure from public funds on direction and inspection during tlie 
year amomited to Es. 6,49,127 against Es 5,43,603 in 1904-1905, or 16'4 per cent, 
of the total expenditure on instruction from public funds, after deducting the surplus 
fee receipts of institutions under public uianagemeut, against 14-3 per cent, in the 
previous year, 

342. The Senate of the Universit)’' wa,y occupied during the year in pireparing 
a revised body of regulations for the sanction of Government under section 26 (1) of the 
Indian Universities Act of 1904. The proposed regulations I'elating to the internal 
organisation of the University were submitted during the yeiu', but the oonsideration 
of proposals for the reconstitution of tho coui-ses of study to be pm-sued by candidates for 
degrees, of examinations and of the relations between the University and its affiliated 
colleges was not completed before the close of the year. In April 1905 a conimission 
was appointed to inspect the colleges affiliated to the University and between 2nd July 
and the 6th September visited all such colleges. Its report was submitted for the con¬ 
sideration of the Syndicate in March 1906. At the convocations of the University held 
lu April 1905 and Marcli lOOG, 574 cinididatcs were admitted to degrees, tlie nnniber in 
the previous year being 752. Among the candidates were 2 orthodox Brahman ladies 
who were admitted to tlie degree of Bachelor of Arts, At the examinations lor the 
M.A. degree 25 candidates presented themselves, of whom 6 passed, 2 each in mathe¬ 
matics and Sanskrit, 1 in physical science and 1 in zoology. The munber of candidates 
in me previous yeai- was 39, of whom 12 passed. There was a considerable increase 
in the nmuber of candidates in each of the divisions of the B.A, Degree Examination, 
but the percentage of passes was in most cases smaller. In the science division the 
percentage of success was 49-9 and in the EngEsh langnage division 38-5 against 56-0 
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and 58-0 percent, in 1901-1905. Eight women ap]ieai‘e(l iu tiie English language 
division and aU passed; 9 appeared in the second language division, of whom 1 passed; 
and 11 appeai’ed for the science division and 1 passed. j\t the Eiwt examination in Aids 
2.236 candidates pre.seiited theinselve.s and 630 pa.ssed, a percentage of 30'1 against lO'S 
in the jii’eviona year. 
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343. There was a findliei- ino-ease in tire number of candidates fliat appeajed for Jlatriculiition, 
the Matiiculalion examination from SAO-J to 8,998, of whom '2,163 were successful, 
a percentage of 24 against 28'2 per cent, in 1904-1905. English and general knowledge 
coiitinned to be the two subjects wbicb accomited for most failures and in eaeb of 
tliem more than half the candidates failed. Tlje highe.st percentage of success 26’7 was 
obtained by Brahmans, Native Cliristians comijig next with 25'6 followed by Europeans 
■with 24-7. Muhammadans a.s usual seom-ed the lowest j)ercentage with 15'5. 


344. Ten candidates presented themselves for the M.L. Degiee Examination, but Law- 
only one passed. The number who appeared for the B.L. Degree Examination was 366 EsaminatiDns. 
against 455 in the previous year; 11] were successful against 498. Out of 397 -who 
appear ed for the Eirst Examination in Law 102 passed. 


345. The number of candidates appeiuiiig l‘oi‘ llie M.B. Exiimiiiatnin -iras 13, Medicine 

of whom 6 passed, and the number apjreaiing for tbe various pi-eliminaiy exinninatioiis Examinations, 
for the M.B. degree was 92, of -wliom 53 were successful. There tvei’e nii candidates 
for tbe Degree of Doctor of Medicine. Out of the 56 candidates ^^•ho went in for ilie 
various L.M.S. examinations there were 28 passes, 5 pas^i)!g in tlie final L.M.S. out of 15 
appearing for that degree. 

346. At the First Exaivdnation in Engineering only 8 candidates ]iassed out of 28. Engineering 
Two candidates passed out of the 12 u’ho appeared for the B L.E. Examination, 1 each Examinations, 
in the Civil and Mechanical blanches. Niue out of the 10 .successful candidates were 
Brahmans. 

347. For the theoretical and piaetical portion of the L.T. Degree Examination 103 Teacliing^ 
and 119 candidates, respectively, appeared against 94 and 116 in the previous year. Examinations. 
The number of passes in each of the 2 blanches was 80 and 70. Out of 150 sucpessful 
candidates 30 were Native Christians and 103 were Bialuiiaiis. 


348. The income of the Univei-sity from fees, iutere.st on securities and.misceUaneons EinancB. 
sources amounted to Ks. 2,82,403 ; the expenditure on remuneiation to examiners, salaries 

and establishment and miscellatieous items was Rs. 2,44,652, leaving a surplus balance 
of Ks. 37,751. The amount lield in Groverniiieiit securities at the end of the rear -uas 
Rs. 5,20,000. 

349. The number of flist-grade arts colleges was 11 as in the prev ioius year. The Aids 
number of second-giade colleges was reduced by tbe closure of the college olas.ses at the Collages. 
Presentation Convent, Yepery, to 28. The total number of students at colleges of botli 
grades was 4,404, of whom 31 were women. Out of 519 students in their third year 

at first-grade colleges 460 passed the First exaniiiiation in Arts in December 1905 out 
of a total of 680 successful candidates. The number of candidates from fii'st and second- 
grade colleges who passed the Matrioulation Exaim'iiation at the same time was 1,162. 

350. All the 6 scholarships for post-graduate study were awaided in the year, 2 Soliolaiships. 
in physical science, 1 in chemical science, 2 in botany and 1 in Englisli language 

and literature. Out of S B.A. acholai’.ships for non-Europeans, 2 -were awarded to 
Muliammadans; lor tbe others no qualified applicants were fortliconiiiig. The 25 
seholai'ships tenable iu the F.A. classes weio all awarded, 8 of them to MuliammadauB, 

4 to students of backward classes, 2 to Uriyas, and 6 to females. Three scliolar.sliips 
were awarded to Emopeans tenable in tlic F.A. classe.s and 1 in the B.A. classes. 

There were no candidates for European seholai'ships for post-graduate study. The 
expenditure on scholarships in arts colleges was Rs. 31,164, of which Rs. 15,339 
wei'e pro^vuded from Provincial Funds, the eoi’rc.siioiiding figures for the previous year 
being Rs. 27,169 and Rs. 13,481. 

351. Tbe total expenditure on aits colleges increa.sed from Es. 6,24,984 to ExpBinliturB. 
Es. 6,67,258, the expenditure from Provincial- Funds also showing an increase from 

Es. 2,30,038 to Es. 2,35,601. The avei’age inmiber on the rolls rose from 4,170 
to 4,375 and the fee receipts from Es. 2,69,943 to Es. 2,93,948. The average cost 
of educating each student was Es. 152 against Es. 119 and Es. 171 in the two 
preceding years. 
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352. The number on the rolls of the Law College on 31st March 1906 was 
312 against 351 and 382 on the same date in 1903 and 1 904. The percentage of 
.snceessful students in tlie B.L. Examination was 46 and in the First Examination in 
Law 31. The nnmber of Biahmaii students was 241, of Native Christians 8, of Mnhain- 
madiuis 8 and of non-Bralmian Hindus 55. The total I'eceipts of the college fell from 
Bs. 57 331 to Es. 50,870 and there was a corresponding decrease in tlie expenditure 
from -Rs. 35,714 to Rs. 23,231. 

353. There was a fiirtlier increase in the sti'ength of the Madras Medical College 
from 184 to 191. The numbers were divided among different classes as follow's; — 
Brahmans 71'. non-Braliman Hindus 66, Native Christians 31, Europeans 17, Mnliain- 
iTiadans 2, and Parsis ]. Eight of the students were women, 6 being of European 
extraction. In the tinul M.B. examination the college passed 16 'per cent, of its 
oanrlidates and in the final L.M.S. 33 per cent, against 75 and 80 per cent, in L901- 

1905. The percentage of success at all the University medical examinations, including 
the various intermediate ones, was 58-6. The expenditure in tlie college department 
daring tlie vear was Es. 86,152 against Es. 87,602, while the receipts amonnted to 
Es. 22,908 aVinst Rs 21,623. 

354. The nnmber of students in the College of Engineering was 121 against 
121 in tlie ^ireviou.s year. There were 100 Bialnnans, 6 Europeans, 5 Muliammadans, 
12 non-Brahmaji Hindus and 1 Native Christian among the students. Among the 
Eugineer students 12 out of 15 candidates passed in the final examinations eoudiieted 
by the Board of Examinere and 27 out of the 32 Engineer Subordinate students. 
During tbe yeai' Government approved of the proposal to make the B.A. degree 
the educational qualification for admission to the Engineer class and the Pii’st Exami¬ 
nation ill Arts that for the Eiigiiieev Subordinate class. Proposals for additional 
laboratory and other accommodation were under consideration. The i'eceipts for the year 
amounted to Es. 18,468 and the charges to Es. 72,190 as compared with Es. 17,460 
and Es. 66,000 in 1904-1905. 

355. There was a slight increase in the sti’ongth of the 2 teachers’ tiuining oolloges 
at Eajahinuudry and Saidapet, the number on the rolls of the 2 institutions on 
the 31st March 1906 being 80 against 72 in the previous year. Sixty-ono of tlie 
students were Brahmans, 14 were Native Christians, 8 were non-Brahman llindu.H 
and only 1 Was a Muhammadan. Pive students from .Eaiahnmndry and 35 from 
Saidapet pa.ssed the ooinplete test for the L.T. degree during the year. The total 
charges for the 2 colleges amounted to Rs. 37,947. There were 2 students at the 
Sarah Tucker T'raiiiing College for Women at Palamcottah and the charges of the 
institution were Es. 450. 

356. The CJollege of Agricultoi'e at Saidapet worked at a disadvantage during tlie 
year as not oiiL' was it for some time without a Principal, but radical cluuiges in 
tbe institution were under consideration and no students were recruited in January 

1906. Three students out of 9 m the highest class completed the test for the diploma 
in Agriculture, lu the va.rious subject examinations the piercentage of successes was 
66. Tlui'teeii of the students were'Bralimaus, 12 non-Brahman Hindus, 4 Mulunn- 
inadana and 2 Native Cluistians. Tlie totid expenditure fell from Es. 46,613 to 
Rs. 41,561, but the receipts rose from Es. 6,460 to Es. 9,301. 

357. The number of candidates that appeared for the Upper Secondary examination 
was 337 against 304 in the qirevious year and 47 or 14 per cent, were successful, an 
improvement of 2 per cent. Thirteen candidates completed tlie test, making the total 
of fully passed candidates 97. As the examination had been in force for 16 yeai's the 
results must be considered far from satisfactory. 

358. Tho number of upper secondary schools for boys was 171 as in the iirevious 
year, but there was a decrease in the number of pupils from 50,785 to 50,088. Tliis 
decrease was entirely in the lower secoiidai'y and piriinai'y departments, there being 
an increase of 200 puinTs in the upper secondary department. There was a deQi'ea.se 
of 1 boai’d and 2 aided schools and an increase of 3 unaided schools, the number of 
Government schools remaining nuchanged. The average strength was highest in the 
Government schools at 141, while that of aided schools dropped from 140 to 137. In 
board and unaided schools tire average was 115 and 116, a rise of 8 in each ease. Thei'e 
was an increase of 1 school each in 3 districts and a similar' decrease in 3 other 
disti'icts. The 2 districts with the largest upper secondary strengtlr were Madras and 
Tanjore though the former again lost in numbers. Gdddvari and Coimbatore showed tile 
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largest advance, while tlie Nilgiris and Anantapur liad tlie smallest number of upper 
secondary pupils. The number of scliolarsliips awarded increased from B5 to 94. Native 
boys obtained 59 scliolar.-jhips and native girls 25. while European girls were awarded 
10 acliolarship.s and Euiupeau boys none. The total expenditure on scholar,ships 
in upper secondary schools, includhig the lower secondary departments, was Es. 15,590. 
of which Es. 11,687 was contriliuted from Provincial Funds, the ccire.spondiiig figures 
for the previous year being Es. 15.757 and Es. 12,097. Tlmugh the average number 
of boys on the lolls decreased ft’oni 48,230 to 48.144, the total expenditure increa.sed 
from Es. 12,96,832 to Es. 13,36,957 and the aveiuge cost per pnpil from .Es 26-14 
to Es. 27-12. The expenditure from public funds fell fi'oin Rs. 1,78,754 to 
Es. ] ,66-047, while the receipts from fees rose from Es, 9,46,549 to Us. 9,65,440, 
each irapil paying an avomge fee of Ifs. 20-1 against Rs. 19-10. The average fee in 
Groverniiient, board, and aided schools was Es. 18-8, Es. 26-5 and Es. 19-10 
respectively. Of the total expenditure Rs. 8,37,919 apperfained to the upper secondary 
department in which the aveiage cost of a pupil was Es. 'JO-2 against Es. .39-9. 

359. No lowei' secondary examination was held dmiiig the year that test having 
been abolished. The number of lower secondary schools increased by 9, the increase 
being entirely eonfiiied to English schools, the number of which rose from 312 to 
321. while the number of vernaeular schools remained at 104. The strength of the 
schools showed a deercase of 3'8 per cent., the uiunhei's ha\dng fallen from 44,277 to 
42,592. [fhe average strength of the lower secondary fomis was 49 against 53 in 
1901-1905. One hundred and sixteen of the lower secondary schools were managed by 
local hoRrd.s and 223 were aided; of the latter more than lialf were under mission 
management. Ont of 1G4 Government scholarships allotted for the lower secondary 
fonns 152 were awarded. Of the 6 scholarships for Eiu’opean hoys, only one was 
awarded., but the remaining 5 were appropriated for European guls. The expenditure 
on scholarships was Es. 3,550, of which Es. 2,729 was met from Pj-oviucial funds. 
The total expenditure on lower secondary schools for boys increased from Es. 6,41,385 
to Es, 6,66,542, the aveiage number of boys on the roEs being higher tiian in the 
previous year though, as already mentioned, there was a considerable fah in the luimbers 
on the i'oll.s at the end of tlie year. The average cost per pupil remained tlie same at 
Es. 15. Out of the total expenditure Rs. 3,41,741 was contributed by fees, the average 
fee per pupil being Es. 7-15. 

360. There was a decrease of 1,059 in the total number of boys in the secondary 
stage of instruction on the Slat March 1906, the number being 63,080 as compared 
with 04.739 in >the premous year. The decrease as aheady stated was due to the 
abolition of the lower secondaiy examination and was confined to the lower secondary 
stage, the number in which fell from 42,809 to 40,977. In the upper secondaiy stage 
there was a slight increase, the number liaviiig risen hum 21,930 to 22,103, or by 
■■7 per cent. The percentage of boys in the secondary stage of education to Hie popula¬ 
tion of school age was 2-23 against 2-29 in the previous yeai'. Considered according to 
the stage of secondary education, there was a decrease in strength in all forms except the 
fourth 111 which there was a large increase. The greatest decrease was in the third form, 
tlie cause doubtless being the ahohtion of the lower secondary examination, the passing of 
w'hich would liave been the next stage for hoys in that form after which a large uumher 
usually leave school. In siiite of the decrease iu the strength of the schools and the 
fact that the mimher of schools remained unchanged, there was an increase in the 
number of teachers employed as a result of the efforts to increase the efficiency of some 
. of the schools by splitting up the larger classes and appointing additional teachers. 
Excluding headina.sters, pandits and other special teachers the general staff inoreased 
from 3,147 to 3,243, of whom 1,544 held fraiued teachers’ certificates, 530 untmined 
teacliers’ certificates, 22S general education certificates, while 914 were not qualified 
under the educational rules. The increase in teachers holding the framed teachers’ certi¬ 
ficates vus 119. The uimiher of drawing masters was 231 against 234 and that of drill 
and of gymnastic instructors 474, of whom 426 were trained. 

361. The prhnary examination as a public service test was ahohshed during the year 
and an examination, to he known as the elementaiy school leaving certificate examination, 

■ conducted b}' inspecting officers at the time of inspection was substituted for it. The 
number of public prhnary schools for boys rose from 20,146 to 20,485, but their strength 
declined from 665,943 to 664,220 or by -3 per cent. The fall in attendance must be 
attributed to the abolition of the primary examination which had served for a mmiher 
- of years as a public service test. There was a slight faE in the number of recognised 
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schools, but It tvas ooufined to lower primary schools. The percentage of boys’ primary 
schools managed by Government was -6, by local boards 12-6, by missions 18-3 and by 
other private agencies 68-5 The primary schools maintained by Government were 
confined to Madi'as. where they were intended for MuhammadanB and to certain agency 
tracts in the Northern Circarl The proportion of boys under instnictioii to boys of 
scliool age was 22-1 per cent, against 22'3 per cent, in the previous year. In the 
indigenous jirimary sehonls for which returns were received 114,690 boys wore under 
ii].struction against 110,431 in 1904-1905. Including these the total number of boys in 
the primary stage of iiistruclion was 739,532, or 26T percent, of the malepojmlationof ‘ 
scliool-coing age. The dishibution of schools in rural tracts where the vast majority 
of the popidatiou live was almost exactly propoi-tionate to the sizo of the viUagos. Only 
3 per cent, of the village,s witli a population of under 200 had schools, while 23 per 
cent, of those witli a population of from 200 to 500, 48 ])cr cent, of those with a 
population between 500 and 1,000 and 77 pier cent of those with from 1,000 to 2,000 
inhaliitaiitB were provided with one or more schools. The .special recurring grant of 
Es. 6 iaifha made by the Government of India is to he mainlj^ devoted to the exiension of 
the number of seliools so as to bring elemonlaiy education as far a.s possible U'itliin the 
reach of every child The disb'icts with the lowest proportion of bo 3 ’-s attending the 
public primary aehools v'ci'e Yizagapatam,Hellavy, Anautapiir, C'uddapab, Nellore, Nortli 
Areot, Salem and Coimbatore, in each of which the pieroentago was below 20. In Ganjum, 
Gddavari, ICistna, Guntur, Kuriiool, Cbiugleput, South Arcot, Trichiiiopoly, Taujore, 
Madm-a, South Ganara and Malabar, the jierccntage was between 20 and 30 and only in 
Tiiinevelly and the Nilgiris did it rise above 30. The number of teac’liers employed 
in public primary schools rose from 27,051 to 28,019 or by 3'6 pier cent. As the 
number of schools only increased by 1'7 per cent, and there was a J'all iii the number 
of pupils, the increase in the proportion of teachers to pupils was decidedly satisfactory. 
On an average there were 1’3 teachers for each school as in the porevious year, but the 
number of pupils to each teacher was 23-7 against 24-6. There was a decrease of 215 
i]; the number of teachers holding untrained teachei's’ oertificates and approved service 
certificate,?, hut this was more than counterbalanced by tire increase in the number 
holding trained teachers’ oeidiflcates and geueiul education cerb'fieales which amounted 
to 52-1 and 4.63 respectively. The percentage of fully qualilled teachers was 46-3 
against 46'S in 1904-1906. The improvement in the scale of .salaries wliioh is being 
eai'i’ied out in schools undei’ pniblio management as well as iho granting of a capiitation 
allowance to each trained teacher in lower cla.ss cleniontai y schools should result in a 
considerable increase in tlie Rupipily of fnlh’' qualifietl teacbevs in tlie next few years. 
The expenditure on scholarshipis which were granted in priinarj’' schools to Mn[i]iillas 
and Savaias amounted to Es. 3,122. The total expendituro on jiriniary schools was 
Rs. 23,84,007, towards wliich Ks. 2,91,028 were contributed from Provincial Punds, 
Hs. 8,11,906 from Local Punds and Rs. 1,89,585 from Municipial Punds, tbe municipal 
and local fund contiibutions being somewhat .smaller and tbe pirnvijicial sliglitly lai'ger 
than in the previous year. The average cost pier pmpil was unchanged at Ks. 3-11. 
Pees covered 3 per cenl. of the expienditure in Govei'nmeutsclrools, 19 pier cent, inboard 
schools and 23 per cent, in aided schools. The total expiendltuie on primary schools 
and primary depai-tments oC secondary schools for boys was Rs. 26,98,882. 

362. There wa.s a further rise from 156 to 158 in the mimber of special schools and 
from 5,919 to 6,371 in their strength. The increase in minibcrs was shared by all classes 
of schools exceprt medical schools, the attendanee at wbicli showed a slight falling off, 

363. Tlie total number of trained ca.ndidates of all grades tliat appeared for the 
written examinatiou for teachers’ certificates was larger than in the p^revious year, being 
2,604 against 2,468, the increase being contributed particulaily by teaohei's of the 
lower secondary and primaiy grades, but tbe number that passed fell fronr 1,236 to 
1,142. Of untrained candidates 50 piassed out of 168 or 30 pier cent, against 40 pier 
cent, in the previous year. At the practical test a.lso the results obtained by the trained 
teachers did not compiaxe favourably with those of tlie previous yeaip for although 13 
more teachers had entered for that test, tlie number that passed was fewer by 58. 
Altogether 955 qualified for teachers’ certificates against 1,015 in the previous year, 
the percentage of success falUng from 65 to 61, 

804. The numbei' of braining schools for masters increased from 43 to 44 and their 
sfrength from 1,256 to 1,662. The largest nmnber of students coming from any district 
was 144 from Gddavari and the sraaUest 4 fi'om the Nilgiris. The munher of Muham¬ 
madan students remained stationary at 68 and there was a decrease in Europeans and'. 
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Paiichamas to ]. and 36 respeGtively. BmLimana Riipplied 36 }ier cent, of tlie students, 
non-Bralimaii Hindiis 3J and Native Clinstians 29 per.cent. Taking all the tiaining 
seliunls together, the imiulDer that qualified for ceiditicates including nlil students ivas 
601, ol whom 37 obtained certificates as iiqipei seeoiidary school teacliei.s, 167 as lo'iier 
secondary and 397 as pidmaiy school teaeheis. I'liither iinq)roveiuei!t> were effected 
during tlie year hi both the accommodation and equipment of the training sciinoLs, S 
new hostels being opened and a larger number of the schools being jaio-iiled with 
gai'dens wliile museums were stalled at 9 .schools. A featuie of tiie year ivas the train¬ 
ing in the Govei'inuent schools of a s^Mcial hatch of teacheis for i iiral schools iilio were 
required to undergo a nine luonth.s' eounse in the uietliods of teaching, blackboard 
drawing, kindergarten, garden work, history and civic,s. Excluding special giants for 
furnituie, apparatus and buildings, the total expenditure on tiaining scliocds foi’ musters 
wa,s Hs. 1,67,063, of wliieh .h’s. 1,JS,06S was met from Proiii'cial Emid», Its. 2,160 
from Local and Miiniciqial Funds and J’s. 16,836 from fees and other sources, TJie cost 
pel' student was Ea. 96 against Its. 113 hi the qirevioiis year. 

365. The number of training schools for mistre.sse.s was IS. 1 less than in 190-1- 
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1905, hut the mimher of stiiilents increased from 35-1 to 396. the increase being Schools for 
eiiTirely in those ti'aining for tlie lower secoiidaiy certificate. Only .3 of tlie students 
■vrere Brahiiiaii.s, 310 being Native Chiistians, 17 Enrupeaiis, 26 nou-Bi'ahman Hindus 
and 10 Miihammadrais. The numbei' of stiideiila who aqipieai-ed for the jiielimiiiary 
exiiminatiuii for teachers’ certificates iuereased from 539 to 555. hut the uiimber who 
passed fell from 286 to 278. 'The number of students who obtained complete cei tificates, 
inclusive of old students, was 179. of whom 26 were of the upper fecooudary grade" 121 
of the lower secoiidaiy and 32 of the primary grade, the inmihei'a in the last case being 
less than half those of the pievioiis year. Out of the 396 .stndenis 3.1 9 irere in leceiqit 
of stipeials. The total exqienditure was Bs. 66,0-11, of ivhieli 70 per cent, wa.s contri¬ 
buted by Provincial Fund.s. The oo.st to Govei-runent iier student wa.s lis. 123 against 
Bs. 131. 

366. The instiuctor attached to th.e Teachers’ (hllege, Saidnpet, gave instruction 
ill gymnastics to 1 paying students wlio all obtained teacliei's’ ceitilicates in diill and 
gymnastics at the examinatoii by the Board of Exanihiers in Deceiiilier 1905 and were 
all placed in liie first class. 

367. The attendance at the 53 se.ssional schools woiking during the year increased 
from 717 to 750 though the number of schools was lower by 8. The nninber who 
passed the primary examination also increased from 562 to 587. Sixteen .schools with 
a st'eugth of 207 were retuiiied as worldng on tlie 31st March 1906. The expenditui'e 
on sessional schools was lls. 1&.216 against Es. 16,729. 

868. The syllabus ni the intermeLliate stage of the examination in Minor Sanitary 
Engiiieei'ing prescribed for sanitary inspectors was revised during the year anil also the 
syllabus for some of the subjects included in commerce. A syllabus uas prescribed for 
the new Advanced Technical Exanuiiatiou in Typewriting. Tiieie was a further 
increase from 6,505 to 7,903 in the number of subject candidates I'oi the Government 
Technical Exaiiiiiiationa and from 2,616 to 2,889 in the nmiiher of pusses. Init the 
percentage of success fell from 40'2 to 36'5, tlie deci'ease being confined to tlie exiamna- 
tions of the elementary giade, while in the 2 higher grades tl.e piupoitioii of success 
was larger. The peieentage of success was highest in the advanced guide where it was 
57'0, the most popular subject hi that gi'ade being di'awing. In the intermediate grade 
the gieater propoi'tion of the candidates entered for eiigineeinig and coimueice. Five 
diplomas, of which 3 were for commerce, and 19 group eeitilicates iiiclinliiig 2 for 
shorthand and 3 for mechanical dra'wing were issued diu'hig the year. 

369. The number of students on the rolls of the Medical .-^ehoola at liuyajiui'ani, 
Vizagapatam and Tanjore on the 31st of Maiuli 1906 was 198, 16 and IS, resjieetively, 
against a total of 260 in 1905. In the school department of the Jledicnl C'ollege on 
the same date there were also 76 students, including 20 women, qiiafifying for 
apothecaries, 51 for sanitary inspectors, 7 for chemists and druggists and 15 lioapital 
assistants undergoing a post-graduate traiuiug—a total of 119 students against 160 in 
the previous year. The class for hospital assistants was a new featm e introduced to give 
a certain number of liospital assistants of ovei' 10 yeai's’ service a six luontlis'' coarse of 
post-coUegiate frainiiig in various specified subjects. The experience of tlie fiist year 
was very favourable as to the success of the scheme. Li the aqiotliecaiy class the 
majority of the students were Europeans and there was one noii-Bralimaii caste Hiiidii 
woman. There were 2 female students in the hospital assistant class, the majority in 
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ivhioh were "Braliman noii-Bi'aliman Hindus. The majority in the sanitary inspectors’ 
class were Brahmans. Seventeen out of the 19 apothecary students who appoeared for 
the final examination passed arrd 45 out of 50 of the sanitary inspectors’ class qualified 
in hygiene. Out of the 44 candidates from the Raya.pnrain Medical school who ajppieared 
for the final exaiuinatiou for hospital assistants 33 passed, 6 in the fii'st class and all 6 
candidates from Vizagapatam passed with one in the first class. The single student 
who presented himself hum the Tanjore Medical school failed. The expenditure on 
Medical schouls ainonnted to Hs. 1,32,690 to wliioh Local Funds contributed Hs. 2,105, 
Municipal Fmids Rs. 228 and fees and other receipts Es. 6,176. The average annual 
cost of educating each student was Es. 123 at Eayapuram, Es. 266 at Vizagapiatam 
and Es. 361 at Tanjore. 

370. The number of higher class schools teaching subjects coming under two or 
more groups oi the Technical examination seheme decreased horn 23 to 18 and tire 
attendance from 2,083 to 1,867. The decrease was due to the icdnciion of six schools 
to a lower grade, hat an unaided industrial school in Taiijoi'e was I'evived. There was a 
diminution in the number of pupils in eugmeering, eommei'ce, niiisio and jowellor’s work, 
but an increase in tliose working at drawing, textile fabrics and tailoring. As in the 
pi'evions year 8 institutions had a hundred or more pupnls on their I'clls at the close 
of the year. The Government School of Aits lieaded tlie list with. 44 9 students, 
St. Aloysius’ Techuical School, Vizagapatam, and the Eeformatory School, Chingleput, 
coming next with 206 and 186 students, I'espeetively. There was an increase from 
36 to 11 ill the numher of schools teacliing only one group of technical subjects with a 
corresponding rise in pnpiils h-om 1,283 to 1,382, but it was almost entirely accounted for 
by the reduction of the higher standai’d schools already referred to. The only two 
institutions with a hundred or more pupils continued to be the school depaitment of the 
College of Eugineeriug, Madras, and the School of Commerce, Calicut. The foi’iuer 
institution passed 27 out of 39 students as sub-overseers and surveyors and IS oat of 28 
as drauglitsmeu in the final examinations held by the Board of Examiners. In tiie 
Calicut School of Commerce 50 out of 89 students in the English seotioii and 1.6 out of 
S3 in the vernacidai' section were successful in Bie final examinations, an impravement 
on tlie re.sults of the previous year. Lov'er class schools rose in number from 14 to 17 
and in siiungth fi om 354 to 446. Compositor’s work and carpentry for hoys and laoe- 
inakmg for girls were the most popular subjects. Tlie only agricultural school was that 
of the United Free Church Missiou at Mehusapuram, All the students were Native 
Christians and the strength was 20 as in the previous year. Thirteen other schools 
mostly uiteiided for general education had technical or industrial olaasos attadied to them 

’™m'ber of pupils in such olasses also inoi'eased from 
to 1,00,1. IJie manual training class attached to the Municipal High School, 
Chicacole, was the largest and contained 387 pupils at the close of the year. The 
value of tiie articles turned out dmiug the year was Es, 1,,39,143 and the amount realised 
oj sales Its. , m botli cases an increase over the previous yeai '\4 iigai''as. 

371. Tile munber of techuical scholai'ships awarded was 129 out of 180, 116 were 
awai'ded to males and 13 to females. The expenditui'e on soholavships was Es. ,3.1 183 
to which Provincial Funds eontiihiited Es. 12,788. The total expenditure on tediiiical 
schools wa.s Es. L,99,400, of which 27 per cent, w'as supplied Proviuoial .Funds 8 
per cent, by Local and Mmriciiial Funds, 10 pei' cent, from lees and the remainder from 
otliei' 80111 'ces 

- 7 .) Mai’olr 1906 there were 1,250 institutions .Cor girls attended by 

74,746 pupils, an increase of 56 schools and 3,312 pupils. Botli public and private 
mstitations contnhuted to the increase, the number of the former having risen from 
1 RgQ to 1,166 with 72,582 pupils and the latter from 77 with 

PT-ipils. Including girls reading in hoys’ schools, there 
weie altogetliei' 157,439 gn-ls under instruction against 150,037 in the previous year, 

ion readiug in hoys’ schools was 54-8 per cent, ia in 
in ^7. percentage of girls under iiistnictioii to those of school age, taking 

the Presidency as a whole, rose from 5 2 to 5-4 per cent., and tlie percentage increased 
in all districts but MaEas. Six distriots Ganjdiii, Vizagapatam, BeILaiy,^Anaiitapur 
S^em and Madura had less than 3 per cent, of the female population of school-age 
undei instuictiou, 7 had between 3 and 5 pei‘ cent, under iustruetion, 5 between 
6 a,nd 8 per ceiit.,_ and only Ghdavan, Eistna, Malabar and the Nilgiris had more than 
wa 31™^’ exclusive of the Presidency Town where the percentage

.S73. Ill tlifa English language tliWsion of the B.A. degree examination 8 female 
candidates—^6 Earo]jeaus and 2 hfative Christians—appeared, all of whom passed, 2 in 
the second class and the remainder in the third. Foi' the second language dirisiou 8 
Europeans and 1 Native Christian were examined and tlie latter with 3 of the Europeans 
passed. Eleven candidates went up for the science division, 3 Brahmans, 7 Europeans 
and 1 Native Christian, of whom 2 Biahmans and 3 Europeans passed. For the fli'st 
time in tlie annals of the University 2 Brahman ladie.s OLualified themselves for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. At the First examination in Arts 2 Brahmans, 14 
Europeans and 8 Native Chiiatiaus appeared, and 1 Biahmaii, 6 Europeans and 3 Native 
Christians passed, all of them in the second class. The total number of women who had 
passed this examination up to the end of the year was 109, 7 of whom were Brahmans, 
1. a iion-Brahman caste Hindu, 72 Europeans and 29 Native Christians. For the 
Matriculation examination 1S9 female candidates appeared, of whom 46 passed against 
46 out of 195 in the previous year. The successful caudidate.s comprised a Brahman, 
4 non-Brahman Hindus, 15 Em'opeaus and 26 Native Christians, the 2 Muhammadan 
girls who appeared both failing. The success of the Brahman candidates at these 
examinations is a sign that their oonunmiity is awakening to a sense of its duty in the 
matter of the higher education of its gii-ls. 

374. Tlie number of colleges specially intended lor women fell from 3 to 2 in 
oonseq^uenoe of the closing of St. Joseph’s Presentation Convent OoUege, Vepery, and the 
nmuber of students in them from 12 to 10. There were 24 female students in colleges 
primarily intended for males, of whom 8 were at the Presidency College and 5 in 
the Dovetou College, Madras. The total number of women in the collegiate stage of 
instruction rose dming the year from 30 to 34, of whom 18 were Em'opeans, 25 Native 
Ciu'istians, and 1 a non-Brahman Hindu. 

375. No girls appeared for the Upper Secondary examination during the year. 
The nmiibei' of upper secondary schools for girls fell fc’om 27 to 25 and the strength 
from 3,200 to 3,089. The decrease in strength oeom'i’ed in the uppier secondary and 
lower secondary depailments, while the primary department had a slightly lai'ger 
attendance. The decrease in the number of schools was the net result of the lowering 
of the standard of 3 upper secondary schools aiid the raising of the standard of a 
lower secondary school. Twenty-three of the schools were aided schools, of which 
22 were under mission management. Forty per cent, of the pupils were Eiu'opeans 
and 55'9 per cent. Native Clulstiaus. The immher of lower secondary schools for girls 
rose from 170 to 187 and their atteudauoe from 19,564 to 20,952. The Eaghsh 
schools increased by 4 and in pupils by 284, and the rernaoular schools by 14 
and in pmpils by 1,104, botli Government and aided schools contributing to the increase. 
Of the 134 aided and 4 unaided schools, 122 and 3, respectivel)', were under mission 
management. The average strength of each school fell from 115 to 112. The number 
of girls in the secondary stage of instruction at the close of the year was 4,745, out of 
whom 4,119 were in the lower secondary stage. The largest number of girls in the 
seoondaiy stage from any one disfalct was 1,131 from Madras airdtlie smallest 7 from 
Anautapiu’. The number of Paucliajua girls in the lower secoudaiy depai’tment showed 
■a very satisfactory increase from 15 to 67. 

376 The munber of primary schools for girls was 914 with 47,454 pupils, an 
increase of 35 schools and 1,434 pupils over the preceding year. Of the new schools, 12 
with 1,025 pupils were added to the upper primary gi-ade and 23 with 409 pupils to the 
lower primary grade. Aided schools ineveased both in number and strength, while 
board scliools advanced in strength only, their nmuber remaining the same. Out of the 
777 private primary schools, 433 were under missionary management. The number of 
girls in the upper primary stage of the pnbhe primary schools was 2,825. Including 
the gills in boys’ schools, the total nmnher of girls in the primaiy stage of instruction rose 
from 130,580 to 135,728. Malabm’ with 14,455 had the largest number of any district 
and the Nilgiris with 899 the smallest. The pereentage of pupils to the female popula¬ 
tion of school age was highest in Madras at 26-3. Eight disbicts had over 6 per cent., 
and ] 0 districts between 2-5 and 5 per cent. Out of 2,797 general teachers in .public 
schools for girls, 1,260 held trained teachers’ certificates, 486 held various other 
qualifying certificates and the remaiiiiug 1,051 or 37'6 per cent, were not qualified 
under the Educational Eules. 

377. All the 25 and SO scholarships promded for guis studying in the upper and 
the lower secondary forms were awarded, the majority^ of recipients being Native 
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— ’ Christians in the one ease and Hindus in the other. Tlie 60 special scholarships pro¬ 
vided for Muhaiuinada}! and caste Hindu girls were also all awarded. On the 
results of the Matriculation examination 3 scholarahipjs were given to Europeans and 
6 to Natives. Out of the 63 scholarships open to Hindu and Mnhaiumadan widows 
58 were awarded The expenditure on scholarships during the year amounted to 
Rs. 20,293, towards which Provincial Eiuids contribiitec! Rs. 15,319. The total 
expeiiditui'e in the secondary and primary schools for girls was Es. 7,93,627, of wliich 
Es. 3,52,861 was provided hy ProOncial Emrds, Pis. 6,149 by Txical and Municipal 
Puiids, l(s. 82,305 hy fees, and the balance by subscriptions and other sources. The 
total average cost per pupil wa.s Es. 11-8 aud the average eo.st to Public Eimcls 
Rs. 5-3. The average fee jiaid eaeb pupil was Rs. 1-3 against Es. 1-5 in the 
previous yeiu'. 


Zonana 37S, Owing 1o the closing of the Home Education class at Coimbatore tlie number of 

Ageaeies. Zenana groups of classes feR from 4 to 3 and the pupils from 11.6 to 104 Nineteen of 
the pupils were in the lower secondary department aud 85 in the primary agaiimt 23 and 
93, respectively, in the previous year. TJie National Indian iis.sociatiou had clas,ses at 
only 2 stations—JlacEas and Cuddalore—and tbo United Tree Clmroli Mission at, Madias 
alone. AU the classes continued to Ijavc some jHipils in the lower’ soconckiy stage. 


Education of 379. There were lOJ institutions for Europeans at the close of the year aud the 
Europeans, number of pupils fell from 8,345 to 7,922. 

Eduo®tt^n ^ colleges for men as in the previous year, hut 1 of the 

■ 2 colleges for women was closed. Tlie strength of the European arts colleges fell fiom 

62 to 38 and the number of Europeans in them from 23 to 11, but including those 
in other colleges the total number of Europeans in the collegiate stage was 51 agm nst 72 
111 1904-1906. ^ In the B.A, Degree Examination 42 Eiu'opean candidates apjieared in 
the different divisions and 27 passed, of whom 11 were women. At the Pii'st- Exami¬ 
nation ill Arts 7 men and 6 women passed out of 12 male and '.Ld female candidates. 
In the Law examinations 1 candidate appeared and failed. In the vai'ious medical 
examinations 8 candidates were successful out of 17 11010 appeared. Eive candidates 
entered foi' the written and 5 for the pi'actieal portion of the L.T. Degree Examination. 
Foul' of the former and all of the lattei' wore suceessfiil. 
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381. There were 12 upper and 25 lower secondary schools for boys and 13 ap 3 ier 
and 21 lower secondary schools for girls, an increase of 2 lower secondary schools for 
bo 3 ^a and of 1 for girli, and a decrease of 2 in the upper secondary schools for gii'ls, 
The sEengtli of the girls’schools declined from 3,094 to 2,902 and that of Hic hoiks’ 
schools from 3,920 to 3,809. In the Ma.tricnlation examination 60 boys aud 94 girls 
appeared and 23 bej'^s and 16 ghls were successful, 

382. The number of primary schools for boy.s ivas 6 as in the previous yem', but 
the attendance feR from 263 to 247. There were 12 primary .schools for girls, one less 
than 111 1904—1905, and the number of pnpRs decreased from 539 to 457. 

383. There n'ere 8 special schools, 3 for boys and 6 .for girls, the same nmnber 
as in the previous year. The lumrbei' of pupRs in the 3 industrial schools for bovs 
increased from 217 to 258. The subjects taught m tlie 5 schools for girls were music, 
di’awmg and laoe-niakiug. The attendance in them feR from 260 to 211. 

384. The number of schools mainiaiiied by the Madi'as Railway increased to 10 by 
the opening of a new school at Bitragunta and the attendance rose from 442 to 468. ■ 
The 4 schools maintained by the South Iiidiaii Railway had an attendance of 152 
gainst 123 in 1904-1905.^ 'rwenty-foui' out of the 29 scholarships allotted to 
Em'opeaus were awarded, 4 in collegiate aud 20 in secondary forms, 19 of the latter 
being obtained by girls. 

385. The expendiRme on Biiropiean institutions was Es. 6,58,987, of which. 26 
per cent, was met from public funds, 19 per cent, from fees and 55 per cent, from 
private funds. 

number of institutions for MnEamiiiadans increased duiing the vetu’ 
from 2,099 to 2,174 and their sEengtli from 82,041 to 85,364. Public iiistifritioiis 
mcreased by 6 to 956, but them sti'ength fell from 45,925 to 45,841, while private 
institutions increased hy 69 and the attendance at them by 3,407. There were 63 
advanced schools for boys for teaching Arabic or Persian with a considerable increase' 
or sohoiars, but the only 2 schools of this kind for girls were closed dui'ing the year. 
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387. Tliere was a decrease in tlie mimlier of Muhamraadan boi'.s in eveiy stage 
of instruction, while there was an increase of girls in the lower secojidary and primar}- Pupils, 
stages. There were no female students in either the collegiate or upper secondary stage, 
and in training and otliei' special schools tlie number of female ]iiipils showed a decrease. 

The proportion of Muhammadan male and female pupils under instruction to the 
respeotive piopidation of school age rose from -51 2 aurl lO'O per cent, to SI'S and ll'l. 

The district with the smallest percentage of schohirs to pwpulation of school age was 
Bellaiy with 13'0 per cent, and the highest was Gddavaii witli TO'S per cent. 


388. Twenty-two Muhammadans apipieared for the English language division of Collegiate 
the B.A. Degree Examination and B i)assed. In the second language and science Edaoatjon. 
di'visionS; out of 17 and 19 coiididates, lesjiectively, 12 passed in each division. For the 
Eirat Examination in Arts, .SI went up and B passed. The result.s on the wliole 
were not as good as in the previous yeai'. Out of 80 students in arts colleges, 

34 were reading in the Madras Cluistian College, 6 in the Presidency College and 5 in 
the Wealey College, Rayapet. 

3S9. There were 1,1 secondary schools for Miihummadans at the close of the year, Secondaiy 
9 for hoys and 2 for girls, an inei'ease of 2 in the former case and 1 in the latter and Edaertion. 
their total strength rose fi cm 1,14.5 to 1,662. The Govevmnent Madvasa-i-Azain and the 
Harris’ High School. Rayapet. enutinned to he the only 2 of the secondary schools for 
boys of the upper secondary grade. The strength of these 2 schools was 476, an 
increase of 5 pupils over the previous j'eai'. The results among tbe Mnhanunadan candi¬ 
dates at the Matriculation were far fiom satisfactory, only 35 passing out of the 22B who 
appeared. At the uppei' secondary examination none piassecl out of the S who went up. 

391). Primary puhlic schools for hoys deeUiied in number from SSI to 828 and the Primary 
attendance decreased from 40,138 to 39,240, while those for girls increased in both Education, 
respects, there being 111 schools w'itli 4,712 pupils against 104 with 1,393 pupils in the 
previous year. 

391. Excluding schools for special education and including indigenous .schools Eemale 
there ^i'ere 195 schools for Midiammadan gills witli a ati-ength of 7,00B pupils, the Education, 
corresponding figures for the previon.s year being 181 and 6,209. AH classes and 

grades of schools shared the increase. The increase of 1 in the nimiher of secondary 
schools was due to the reopening of a lower secondaiy fonn in the Christian Evangelical 
Zenana Mission School, Triplicaoe. At the Matriculation examination botli the female 
candidates who went up failed. 

392. There were 6 special schools for Muhammadans attended bj' 227 pupils Spacinl 
against 7 sobools and 249 pupils in tbe previoms year. Of tbe 20 male students in pro- Schools, 
fessioual colleges, 8 wei'e in the Law College, 5 iu tbe College of Engineering, 2 in tbe 
Medical College, 4 in the College of Agriciiltnre and 1 in the Teacheis’ College. Out 

of 45 male students under training as teachers 2B were in the Muhammadan Training 
School, Madras, and the remaining 19 in the Malaxipmain Training School. Eight out of 
the 10 female students were in the Hobart Training School, Madras, and the other 2 iu 
the Moyan Training School for Mistresses, Calicut. Of the 3 Industrial schools specially 
intended for Muhannimdans the Aiijuman-i-Muffid-i-Ala-i-islam of liladras and the 
Anjiimani Industrial School at Yellore were both for boys, and had 100 and 48 paxiils, 
respectively, and the American Evangelical Ijutheran Mission School for Women at 
Guiitrir had 31 girl pupils. 

893. There was a further fall in the public sebools for Mappilla boys fi'om 251 to Education of 
242 and in tbe pupils in them from 14,789 to 13,933. Private schools rose in nuinher Uappilltia. 
from 311 to 342 and in staciigth from 11,221 to 12,858. Seventy of the pubhc schools 
were boai'd schools and 1.35 were aided scliools. All the schools foi' MappiUa girls were 
puhho schools. The number was 15 as in tbe previous year and the attendance 769. 

Eight were Government schools, 5 were aided and 2 unaided. The highest standard 
reached by the pupils was the fourth. Of the 539 teachers employed in puhlic primary 
schools 290 were unqualified. The expenditure on Mappilla education during the year 
was Rs. 61,638, of which 39 per cent, came from Provincial Bunds, 43 from Local 
Bunds, 8 from Municipal Bunds, 2 per cent, from fees and the remaining 8 per cent, 
from other sources 


394. Out of 8 sciiolarsliijis for Muhammadans allotted for the B.A. classes only 2 SohotarahipB. 
■were awarded. Thirty-one scholarships were given in secondary fonns and 8 on the 
results of the Matiicnlatioii examination. Special scholarshijrs were awarded to 16

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boj’-.s among the Caniatic Stipendiaries and to 20 Mappilla pupils of the School of 
Coiiimeree, Calicut. 

395. The total expenditure on Muhammadan and Ma]ipilla schools was 
Ra. 2,83.403. of which Rs. 69,940 was coutnhuled by ProYinciiil Ruuds, Ea. .57,021 hy 
Local Funds, ITs. 31,128 by Municipal Funds, Ks. 48,766 from fees and the remaining 
Es. 76,548 by Bubaoriptions, endowmeiits and other sources. Li otlier words jnihlic 
funds met 56 ])er cent, of the curreut expenditure, fees 17 per cent, ajid other source.s 
27 per cent. 

396. During the year there was an increase in the number of schools chiehy iiiteiided 
for Panehiunas and in their strength, hut thei'e vvas a dccrea.se in tlie actual jiuinber of 
male and female Pancliaiua pupils under instruction. On the 31st Miirch 1906 there 
were 3,515 schools with 85,478 puihls against 3,346 soJiooLs witli 83,587 pupils on the 
coiTesiionding date in the previous year. These figures include all pupils in Pancliama 
schools and exclude Pancliama pn])ilH reiicliiig in iiiatitiitious not specially intended for 
them. The figures which foUow relate to Paiichaiiuis only. 

397. The nuiiiber of Paiichaiiui pupils who had passed beyond the primary si,age 
of instruction a,gain decreased, and was only 245 against 321. There were 15 boys 
and 1 female pupil in tlie upper seeondary stage, and, thougli tlia minibcr of boys in the 
lower secondary stage fell from 229 to 165, the iiuniber of girls rose from 18 to 64 
which was the most satisfactory feature of Panchauia education in the year. In the 
primary stage the niiiiiber of hoys fell from 46,265 to 4.3,91.4 and of girls from 6,985 
to 6,782. The number of hoys in training schools fell from 46 to 42, but there were 
3 girls qualifying as teachers a,s in the lauvioiis year. In other special sclioola the 
uuniber of boys moreased from 47 to 60 and of girls from 2 to 5. T’aking public and 
private iustitiitionH together, there'was a decrease in male Paiichaina puinls from 48,766 
to 46,311 and of female pupils from 7,039 to 6,879. The percentage for tlie Presidency 
of male pupils to the male poqnilation of school age fell from 15'9 to 15’1, while that of 
females remained stationary at 2-2. The district with the lai’gest percentage of male 
pupils was Timierelly wilh 68 7, while Madras with 21-2 liad the highest; percentage of 
females. South Caiiara. had the lowest percentage of males with •! and returned ]io 
Paiiohama female,s as going to school. These rarioiis stati.sties fw' PaJiclamias may 
be taken as not quite so discouraging as they appear, as Pancliama Christians not 
infrequently return themselves as Natiie Christians. 

398. The total expenditime on Paiichama schools was Es. 4,18,610, towards which 
Provincial Funds coiitribulcd Es. 42,260, Local Funds Es. 1,00,698, Municipal Funds 
Rs. 31,253, fees Rs. 13,227, while Es. 2,31,172 wore met. from other sources. 

399. Ill the 3 northern districts thei’e were at the close of the year 338 schools 
for the aborigines with 9,441 puqiils again.st 809 schools with 8,888 pupils in the 
previous year. Tlie increase was partly due to the retiunsfei' to Government control of 
some schools in the Bhadrdchalain taluk of the GOdilvari agency and qiartly to the 
opening of new sehooLs in both the Ganjuiu and Gudiivtiri Agencies. Of the public 
schools which miiiibered 295 with 9,015 pupils, 98 with 3,810 pupils were under the 
mauagemeiit of the Educational Deqiartment, 4 4 with 1,899 pupils were under the manage¬ 
ment of Local Boards, 104 with 2,359 pupils were aided and 49 with 947 pupils were 
unaided. The only private schools were the 43 in the Vizagapataiii Agency which were 
attended hy 426 pupils. The total umnber of pupils belonging to the aboriginal tribes 
under instruction in all classes of schools in the 3 Agencies increased from 3,595 to 
4,423, There were a few schools for aborigines in othei' parts of the Presidency. 
In Guntur there was a school for Lambhadies witli 17 piiqnls and in Kistna 1 for Koyas 
with 10 pupils. In Knrnool there were 2 Board schools for Olieuchus with 80 pupils 
who were fed and clothed by Pie Local Board. Ti'iohinopoly had 2 Board schools for 
Malayalees, attended by 38 pupils and in Nellore 51 boys and 14 girls of the Yenadi 
and Tei'ukala castes attended, the ordinary schools. There were 3 schools in the Nilgiiis 
for Kotas with 47 pupils and 2 Todas attended the ICattupet Board school. The 
Wynaad Taluk Board managed a school for Panias in Malabar which had an attendance 
of 22 pupils. There were in aE 4,732 hoys and 119 girls belonging to the aboriginal 
tribes in ah classes and grades of schools in the Presidency at the close of tlie year 
against 4,046 boys and 97 girls in 190?H905. 

400. The expenditure on schools for the aborigines and hill tribes was Es. 43,417, 
of which Provincial Funds contributed Es. 36,822, Local Funds Es. 4,124, fees 
Es. 1,372, and subscriptions and other sources Es. 1,099. 
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40 L. Tliere wei'e 2 State school!; lu the 5 islaiuLs of the Laccadive group attached — 
to the Malabar diHtriet. 1 in Ajidi-oth island and the other in KMpeni. Both the Education 
schools ivere examiiied for grants and earned Ks. 99 and Rs. 94, respectively, the attend- ^-ouadive 
anee at the Androtli .school being no and at the one in Ivalpeni 36. The entiic cost of iBlanda. 
education in the.se i.slaiids is met from the Island Bunds. 


402. Tire nnmher of schools for the hliiid in Tiimevelly was 3 as in prenons Education of 
years. There was 1 for boi’s mid 1 for girls at Palamcottah each aided by fixed grunts f 

and another for hoys at PaniiamTai aided by i exults grants. The uimiher on the rolls ® 

of the 3 schools was 54. of whom 39 were hoys and 15 girls. Seventeen were Native 
Christian.^, 19 rvere non-Brahmitii caste Hindus and IS were Panchamas. All the Bbud. 
schools were reported to hiir-e done satisfactoiily when inspected. Tn the Industrial 
class attached to the Palamcottah hoys’ school the subjects taught were luat-weaviug. 
chair-caniiig and rope-making. Eleven out of 13 jiiipuls iu this claa.s had passed tlie 
Primai'Y Examination. Of i'onuei' pupils from these seliools, 13 of those who had 
prassei the Primary Examinabou were euiplnyed as teachers iu various schools, 3 of 
them holding trained teachers’ certificates. The school for the Soutli Indian Blind at 
Madj-as had 21 puijnlo on the i oils at the end of the year. In the industrial section the 
work taught was the making of cn.Keus blinds and bamboo chicks and the quality was 
sufficiently good for orders to be obtained for such ai tides from various public offices. 


403. The school for deaf-mutes at Palamcottah which was aided by a fixed grant SoHoolsfor 
had a large increase of pwipils diuiiig the year, its number risuig from 76 to 108. Tlie Deaf-mutes. 
pupiiLs were of both .sexe.s and came not only from tlie Madras Presidency but fi om 
Calcutta, Bombay and other ])arts of India. The spieech classes opened lu the previous 

year had a considerable measure of success. English was taught to pupils coming from 
other than Tamil-speaking districts by a trained Eugli.sli teacher. The industrial cla.ss 
contained 22 pupiils and the industiies taught included tailoring, weaving and 
carpentry, 

404. Private institutions increased both iu number and sti’ength daring the year, Private 
and, on the 31st March 1906. tliere were 5,S47 schools with 137,056 piipuls against 5,636 Institutions, 
schools with 130,208 pupils on the same date in 1905. There were 292 secondary 

schools for hoys with 6,664 pupiils and 1 for girls with 36 jiupils. Out of 5,554 
primary schools with a total of 180,356 pupiils. 83 were girls’ scliools with an attendance 
of 2,128. Of the total number of institutions 290 were high class indigenous schools, 
that is, schools teachiug Sausbit, Arabic or Persian language and literature, 3,895 were 
elemeutaiy schools teaching a vernacidar oidy and 1,094 were Quran .schools. Out of 
the 290 high class schools 228 were Saiisbit schools with 8,830 pupiils and 62 were 
Arabic schools with 2.831 pupils. Malabai- with 24.176 had considerably the largest 
number of pupils in private institutions and Madura with 700, tlie largeiSt number of 
schools. Thii’ty-eig'ht per cent, of the girls atteialiug private schools were at such schools 
in North Areot and 29 per cent, in Taiijore. As in former years the Sanslnit schools 
were the only ones receiving aid in the i'oiui of salary grants and special grants for 
furnituie. The amount so granted was Rs. 2,113 agaiust Rs. 1,218 iu 1904-1906. 

4.05. Provision was made for instructiou iu gjmuiastics, European or native, in 7,842 
institutions out of 22,411. In most primary .schools which foim the bulk of the total ii-ducation. 
luunber of schools, instruction was provided in drill and calisthenics instead of gimuas- 
tics. The number of institutions where gymnastics on European lines were taught rose 
from 6,531 to 7,400 and of tliose teaching native g}'inuastics from 377 to 442. 

406. The number of boarders iu the Victoria hostel increased from 259 to 271. Hostels and 
A hostel wa.s opened at the Kumbalconam College on the Ist August 1905 and there were 

30 boarders in it at the end of the year. Iu the Eajahimmdry College and Teaoliers’ 

College hbatels there were on the 31st Mmch 39 and 73 boardei's, respectively, against 
37 and 62 in the previous year. At the close of the year there were 144- boarding 
houses for males with 7,754 boarders and 86 for females with 4,500 hoarders. Out of 
155 hostels for Native Clmistians 71 were for girls and 84 for boys and of the 23 for 
Europeans, 15 were for girls and 8 for boys. There were 45 hostels for Hindus, 3 for 
Muhammadans and 4 for Panchamas, all of w'hich were for hoys. Hostels for hoys cost 
Rs. 4,55,869 and those for gills Rs, 2,17,259, towards which Provincial Bunds contri¬ 
buted Rs. 19,564 and Rs. 20,689 respectively. 

407. There was an increase in the number of schools with buildings of their own School 
-from 7,526 to 7,854 and their percentage to the total number of schools rose from 34 Buildings- 
to 35. The niunber of schools held in rented buildings was 6,792, while 4,760 were 
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held hi chavadies oi' temples and 3,002 in managers’ or headniaslers’ houses, Building 
grants to the extent of Rs. 3 lS, 9.55 were paid from provincial funds during the year 
towards the erection of school builduigs. 

J(lS. Only one meeting of 'tlie Text-Book Clonmiittee w'as lield during tlie year 
■svheii the reports of the Sub-Committees on 197 hooks were considered. Tlie number 
found suitable for class use was 170, Opinions w^ere called foi' during the year from 
inspecting officers as to the changes neeessajy in the present list of text-hooks prescribed 
for Government and Boai'd schools with a rdew to its revision. Vigoro-iis steps were 
taken against the use of utiauthori.sed text-hooks and cram hooks in lecognised 
scliools. 

109. Tlie Primary and Lower Secondary Examinations having been ahohsiied 
by the order,s of Government issued in June 1905, the nnmlier of examinations held 
under the control of the Coumiissiouer for Goveniiuent Exaniiiiatioiis during the year 
was 8 against 10 in the previous year. The examinations w^erc held at various 
centres in tlie Presideiic}^ and the Technical Examinations wore also held in the Native 
States of Tiavancorc and Mysore. Tlie results of the General and,Teolinioal Exfiiiiina- 
tions have been dealt with above. For the Handwriting and Dictation Test for 
undergraduates, 2,918 candidates appeai'ed at ihc two exaiuiiuitions held in Maj" and 
Deceinher, of wJiuiii 711 xiassed. In tlie examinations in comieotioii with the Subordi¬ 
nate Medical Department 25 candidates aiipeared for the grade of Civil Medical Pupil 
ill which there were 20 vacancies, 20 candidates were examined for 12 vacancies in the 
grade of Native Military Pupil, 97 candidates for 25 vacancies as Madras-Burma 
Hospital A.ssistant Piqiils and ll candidates for LO vacancies as Military Pupils in 
tlie Assj.staut Surgeon Branch of the Madius Command. As in tlio previous year no 
Miiliaiumadan candidates appeared for any' of these laicaiioies. For the Special Tost 
Examiiiirtions out of 5,111 candidates who registered their names, d,600 presented theiii- 
selve.s for examination and 961 iias.sod. The perceiilage o.f success 'W'as only 20'89 
agaiii.st 27'49 in the previous year and in the Preci.s-wriliiig Test less than 7 per cent,, 
of the candidates wJio appeared passed. Tlie nnmber of candidates foi' the Special 
Tests for officers of the Salt, Abkiiii and Customs Department was 232, of whom 61 
per cent, passed against 62 per cent, in 1904-1906. The total receipts of the Examina¬ 
tions Commission werei lls. 75,032, or Rs. 1,00,361, less than in the preceding year, 
as a re.suJt of the abolition of the Primary and Lower Secondary Exainiiiations. The 
expenditure was Es. 81,109 against Es, 1,37,200. 

410. Including it day scholars, the number of piipiils on the 31st Deceiriber 1905 
in the male hianch of the Lawrence Asylum ivas 298 against, 289 boarders and 9 day 
scholars at the beginning of the year. Of tlie boarders 129 were Emxiyieans and L66 
Eurasians. Out of 58 pupils who left during the year, 24 entered the Telegraph 
Department, 5 enlisted iii the aiony, 2 obtained employment in the Cable Telegraph 
Company and 1 joined the Medical College, Calcutta. The yeai' ^Yas an unhealthy one 
ill the Asylum as theie were eiudemics of chicken-pox, ineasles, influenza and itch, and 
the daily average number of sick Avas IS’25. The .strengt,h of the Cadet corps was 
18L, all of Avliom were efiicients. The receipts iveie Rs. 1,14,608 and the charges 
Rs. 1,12,230, so (liat the j'ear closed with a balance of Es. 2,878. In the female branch 
of the Asylum, excluding 1 day scliola.!-, the number of pupils at the close of the yeai' 
iras 1 67, of whom 98 Avere Euro])cans and 09 Eurasians. There Avas an increase of 20, 
boarders in the year, Of the 22 girls aaIio left during the ymai' 3 entered domestic 
service and 2 obtained eiriployuieirt in a drapery hrm irr Madras. There Avas an 
orrtbreak of measles and iuHrtcuza AAdiich raised tiro daily average of sick from 2'23 
to 10-31. The i-eceipts for the year auroiiritecl to Es, 53,656 and tiro expenditure to 
Rs. 52,278. The defieit Avith which the year opeired Avasreduoerl to Es. 2,054. 

411. The stieugth of the Reformatory School, Glriirgleput, Avhicli Avas 168 at tire 
begimiing of the year rose to 185, the highest number on record. No juvenile offender 
was refused admissiou for wairt of roorir, but tire limit of the accommodatiorr aa'US 
reached at tire end of the ymr. The number of admissions Avas 57, of Avhom no leas 
tharr 35 were habitual offenders though only 4 belonged to the criminal classes. With 
the exception of two who Ai^ei'e foimdin pjossession of counterfeit coins and a third who 
escaped from lawful custody, all the boys admitted liad eommittod offences against 
propertyn There were 1 Brahman, 11 Muhammadans and 1 Christian among the pupils 
admitted. At the close of the year 67 per cent, of the pupils were 13 years of age and 
28 per cent.' 14. There Avas an improvement iiA the conduct of the boys judged by the 
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puiiisliments inflicted, tat ttere were three eases of very serious ofEeiiees The total 
niimter of punishments was 103 against 167 and 128 boys were not punished at all. 
The mark sy.stem was continned and the average annual eainings of a pupil weie 
Ea. 1-1-9 against Es. 1-0-9 in the previous year. Thirty boi’s appeared for the Gov¬ 
ernment Technical Examination, of whom 26 passed, 2 in the first class. The health of 
the pupils was good, the daily average of sick being only -1'09. All the hoys received 
systematic instruction in gymnastics and diill. Of the 37 pupils discharged during the 
year, 23 secured employment, 2 in the Army and 2 in the Police. The iiumher of 
pupils who left the school in the 3 years prior to 190.6 was 97, of wlioin 61 were well 
reported on, 11 were reconvicted and 1 badly reported on. The total expendihue 
increased from Es. 27,111 to Es. 28,673, while the receipts fell from Ea. 1,592 to 
Es. 3,881, 
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412. The number of pupils on the roUs of the drawing classes of the School of Arts School of 

on tlie 31st of March 1906 was 149 and the aveiage attendance 375 against 317 m the Madras, 
previous year. The fees, which were paid by all students, except 10 specially exempted 
by the Director of Public Instruction, amounted to Es. 1,298. The total iminher of 
appreutice.s in the vuriou.s industrial departments on the Sl.st Maicli wa.s 216, of whom 
115 were paid and the remainder unpaid. One hunched and ten apprentices attended 
the educational classes, the teaching in -which was confined to English conveisation. 

In the Government Technical Examinations 74 per cent, of the 220 oaiiclidates who 
entered passed in the various cLrawing examinations and 38 out of 17 candidates from 
the industrial classes passed in their various subjects, the results in each case showing 
a decided improvement over the previous yeai’. Eight out of 11 candidates obtained 
Technical Teachers’ eertifloates against 13 out of 19 in 1904-1905. 

413. There was a large iiioreuse in the work tmued out in the wood-work depart- IndTiatrial 
ment, the value ot which was Es. 15,207. About haE of it oomsisted of elaborately Ebparinient, 
carved and highly finished articles of furnitm-e made fium design.s prepared in the 
department. The work was executed by skilled carvers collected from various parts of 

the Presidency and by several passed pupils of the school. A collection of tlie fufniture 
obtained a silver medal at the Madias Pine Aits Exhibition. The ornaiiieiits employed 
were mainly Hindu scroU-work and figure.s and where possible features of Hindu 
ai’ohitectiu'e were introduced. In the metal-work department a large imiount of copper 
and brass repoussd wmrk was made for use in coniieotioii with the oarvecl aitioles of 
furniture. Tire silver trowel and maUet used by His Eoyal Highness the Prince of 
Wales at the opening of the Victoria Technical Institute were made at the school and 
were very creditable examples of the quality' of work it can turn out. The total sales 
of metal-work and jewellery amounted to Es. 7,212. During the year the pupils in the 
lacquer-work and modelhug departments made and erected in pajiier mache and plaster 
of Paris an ornamental ceiling for the hbrary. The w'ork of the carpet-weaving 
department though restricted in quantity o-wing to a temporaiy .scai-citj* of labour 
was other-wise successful aaid every cai-pet and nig produced wms sold at the end 
of the yeai’. 

414. The question of impro-ving the oi'ganisation of the school which was defective General and 
in many respects was under the consideration of Governmeut during tlie year. The Knauoial. 
amount of fees received was Es, 4,298 and the cash sales in idl departments reahsed 

Es. 25,164. The net expenditure on the school was Es. 27,355 against Es. 34,635 in 
the previous year. 

415. The amount of educational progress acliieved during the year was not General, 
altogether satisfactory. There was a considerable falling oJS in the number of hoys 

both in the primaiy and lower secondary stages of insti-uctioii, but there was, on the 
other hand, a partially equivalent increase of girl pupils in those stages. The total 
increase in schools and scholars was very small and did not axiproaeh that made in the 
two previous years. The two main causes seem to have been the unfavoiii-ahle season 
and the abolition of the Primary examination as a service test and of the Lower 
Secondary examinations. On the other hand the increase in the number of Inspectors 
and the steps taken to pro-vide a fuE complement of Snb-Assistant Inspectors may he 
expected to bear frait in more efficient orgauisataou in the future, while the increase in 
the proportion of teachers to scholars in both secondary and primary schools was very 
satisfactory from the teaching point of view. The successes gained by female students, 
especially by those of the Brahman coiiununity iu the vaiious Diirimrsit}^ examinations, 
are more hopeful sigiis for the future of female education iu the Presideicy. The

special recurring grant of six laldis of rupeos given by tlie GrovernniBiit of India for tlio 
promotion of elementary education \riU enaWe a mucK larger proportion of sckoola to 
be propei-ly boused than was possible in tbe past, and tbe oreatioii of new sobools in 
villages now unprovided With them wiU bring elemeutaiy education within the reach of 
a eonsidei-ably larger proportion of the children of the Presidency. 


LITERAIL’RB AND THE PRESS. (1905-1906.) 

116. The Educational Librny and Museruu were as usual kept open during the 
working hours of the oiE.ee, The eontnhutions as in tiie previous year consisted mainly 
of text-bookiS. 

117. The number of rea.ders in the Connemai'a Public Libraiy was 16,839 against 
17,278 in the previous year and the number of volninos issued 20,198 against 19,561. 
Pour huudi'ed and ten standard works were added to the library, of which 359 were 
aequb'ed by purchase and the remainder piresented. 

118. The total number of inanuscHpta added to the Government Oriental 
Maimscripts Lihi ary during the year was 124 against 658 in the previous year; but 
judging by the rarity and importance of the mauuscripits collected better results were 
obtained in the matter of acquisition than in any previous year. Two hundred aud 
fifty-eight of the new mauuseripts were presented, 43 were purchased and the remainder 
either traiisoribed or restored. Nearly three-fourths of the additions were iu Sanskrit 
aud about one-fourth related to religion. Pair jirogress was made in tbe preparation of 
the descriptive catalogue of the manusoripts aequired since 1899, botli Sanskrit and 
Vernacular. Tlie amount spent on the coUeetion, ti’anscription and pi'eservation of 
manuscripts and in contingent charges was Es. 1,767 against Es. 2,116 in the previous 
yeai’. The popularity of the library ivas maintained diuiug the year and as many 
as 86,000 maiuisGiipt Granthas were supplied to European aud Indian scholans at their 
own expense The number of visitors was 1,745 against 1,834 iu 1904—1905. 

419. All the colleges and nearly all tire secondary aud traijiing schools were 
provided with libraries. A few of the larger j>riuiary scliools also had libraries, 
the number of girls’ schools provided with them being largei' in proportion than that 
of boys’ schools. Out of a total of 22,dll institutions 1,580 had libraries attached to 
them, an inci'ease of 116 fnnn the previous year. Most of the profe.ssional institiitions 
ill Madias aud some of the industiial schools iu the iiiiifassal liad uuiseLiiiis, while the 
iiuiuber of training schools possessuig them iiicroasod from 12 to 21, an indioation of the 
growing appreciation of their educative value. 

420. There were I'eading-rooms in almost all the colleges and most of tlie ujiper 
secondary scliooLs. Teacliersl Associations increased in popularity owing ohiofly to the 
special efforts made by inspecting olEcers. Their launber increased from 151 with 4,960 
members to 236 with 7,162 members. Reading-rooms and literary soeietics botii 
registered and unregistered also increased, tliere being 3S9 such institutions with 
103,557 members against 323 with 45,247 members in tlie previous year. 

421. The iiiimber of periodicals, iiicluding magazines and reviews, publishediu the 
Presidency dming 1905 was 394. The number of English periodicals being produced 
at the end of the year was 66, 4 more than at tlie end of 1904. Eouiteen were 
newly started or revived dming tiie year and 11 wei'e discontinued. Forty-four of the 
English periodicals were publislied iu Madras and included 5 general newsqiapers issued 
daily. Timiil and Anglo-Tamti periodicals mimbered 84, Malayalam and Anglo- 
Malayakin periodicals 59, Telugu and Aiiglo-Telugii periodicals 30, and Canarese 
and Aiiglo-Caiiai’ese periodicals 21. There was only 1 Sanskrit periodical, but there 
were 2 combining Tamil and Sanskrit. The number of Urdu periodicals increased 
from 10 to 23. The total number of Veruaoulai’ aud Anglo-Vernacular periodica.ls 
registered during the year was 225, an increase of 40 over thejireceding year. Out of 
the total llO were published monthly. Exactly half the Tamil publications were 
produced at Madras. Nine out of the 30 Telugu periodicals were published in Gdddvari 
and 8 in jiladras and 13 of the Canai-ese newsqiapers and periodicals belonged to Mysore. 
Twenty-two of the Malayalam journals were produced iu Malabar and South Caiiara and 
the remainder in the States of Cocliiu and Travaucore. 
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422. Undev the orders of the Government of India some important alterationa were 

made ii; the f orm.s of the quarterly oatalogues of books published under section 18 of Registratioii. 
Act ICXV of 1867. The total uiunber of pubheations registered during the year 
increased from 1,200 to 1,237, of which 843 were books and 39-1 periodioals. There 
were 1,127 original works, 73 I'epuhheationsand 37 translations against 1,096, 8.5 and 29, 
respectively, in the pre^■ious year. Four hundred and sixty-one of the publications were 
in English, 341 in Tamil, 221 in Telugu, 50 in Mala. 3 'alam and 105 in Sanskrit. 

Classified according to subject matter the majority of the publications as usual dealt 
with rehgiou, but there was a large increase in those devoted to language. In 
poetry and art there was a maiked decline. Perha^is the most interesting from a 
political and historical point of view of the works produced during the year was the 
first volume of the Private Diary of Xnanda Eanga Pillay from 1736 to 1761. The 
diarist was Chief Dubash to Dupleix, Governor of Pondicherry, and the translation of hia 
diar y has been made nuder the orders of Government. The number of works of which 
the copyright was registered rose from 330 to 37S, the highest figure on record

ARTS xlND SCIENCES. (1905-1906.) 

424. The total number of 'risitora to the old and new buildings of the Government Govermnerit 
Museum was 1,241,873 against 1,274,411 in tlie previous year. The largest number Museum. 

of visitors on a single day was 45,979 on the 7th January 1906, the Dwadesi festival. Visitoia. 

The number of visitors on Simdays was 172,294 and the number of gosha females who 
visited the museum on the monthly Satm-days set apart for them was 8,263. The 
total expenditure was Es. 37,264. 

425. The Superintendent made two tours in connection with the work of the Ethnograplijr. 
ethnographic siu'vey. In lurruool the Cheiichus, a jungle tribe, living on the Nallamalai 

hills, were examined and theii' cephalic measurements taken. lu spite of a conspicuous 
want of uniformity in their physical development they were all found to be of a 
pronounced dohclio-cephalic tj'pe. The results of the sm-vey up to the present have 
been to establish that tlie inhabitants of the Canar-ese, Maratha, and Telugn areas have 
a higher cephalic index than the dwellers in the Malayalam and Tamil countries. 
Investigations were made on the Nilgiri plateau into the manners and customs of the 
Badagas and Kotas and many memher.s of both tribes were tested for oolom’ blindness. 

It was found that none of the Kotas and 2 5 per cent, of the Badagas suffered from the 

red-gi’een form of colour blindness as against 12'8 per cent, of the males of the Toda 

trihe who practise the adelphic form of polyandry. The Superintendent took a piiono- 

grayrh with him for the first time on these tour.s and seemed records of tribal and mar riage 

song.s and of temple and other iustriunental music. Yarious additions were made to 

the ethnological section of the museum including the various apparatus used by the 

Kotas and Badagas in making fire by friction, bows and arrows used by the Chenchus 

and a series of painted clay gods worshipped by fishermen in Gaiijam which included a 

figure of Bengali Babu represented wearing a hat and riding on a black horse who ■ 

secur es the fishermen large, liauls of fishes and guards them from danger at sea. A 

series of Grsgeo-Indian sculptures were tiansfeiTed to the Lahore Muaeiim and a fine Arohseology. 

collection of bi'onzea, iron weapons and implements, pottery and human bones excavated 

at AditanaUur in the TinneveUy district were airaiiged in a special gallery; a series 

of ] 7 seals and a charm which were piuchased by Governnient in 1859 at a sale of 

tlie effects of tbe Carnatic family were also riansferred to the museum. 

426. A commencement was made with the compilation of various pattern books Ait. 
of design. 

427. The construction of a mai'ine aquarium ou the Marina at Madras opposite Natural 
the Presidency College was sanctioned by Government and its oonstmetion commenced Hintoiy. 
during the year. The plan provides lor 10 tanks for marine animals, a central pond and 
small tanks for' fresh water' animals and a large pond for shai'ks and dogfishes. 
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128. There were 5 second-olass ohoervatories and 19 third-class observatories niider 
the control of the Meteorological Eeporter. A second-olass observatory was started at 
Pndukkottai during the year by the Pndukkottai State. Yarious new insti'uments were 
supplied to most of the observatories. There was a break in the continuity of varions 
observations at Nellore, Amim IHvi, Welliiigton and YeUore from varions nra.-oldable 
causes, but they were mostly of short duration and in all the other obser' torios, 
the records of observations were continuous. Port Blair and Slipper Island wei' added 
to tlie list of stations sending daily weatiier messages for the Madras daily weather 
report making tire n um ber of such stations 46 Awards for storm reports or pecial 
observations were given to 7 observers during the year. The daily weather' I’ejior't 
was issued to 39 Government officials in Madras and to 61 in the miifassal besides a few 
private sub scrub era. 

429. Twelve new rairr-recording stations were opened dmung the jmar and 3 were 
closed. The rrnmhei' of stations, excluding observatories at the end of the year, was '163, 
of which 75 wei'e in Yative States. Of the rain gauges in the Presidency 93'5 per cent, 
were inspected in the year’. 

430. Tire work at the Eodaikaiia,! observatory continued to be mainly directed to 
solar observations. Tbe weatlrei' was favom-abie and ther'e were only 19 days in tlie 
year on which no obser'vations were po.ssible. Photographs of tlie sun, 8 inches irr 
diameter, wei’e taken on 327 days. Srm-spot speeti'a were obsei'ved on 179 days and 
prominences wez'e sketched on 297 days. One thousand one hundred and seventy- 
seven photographs were taken with the speotro-lreliogr'aph. The consti'uctioii of a 
photo-heliograph house with a 16-foot dome was commenced during the year'. Poi'iy- 
nine seismic distm'bauces wei'e recorded. The first and last par'is of the great Indian 
earthquake of April 4th, 1905, were well recorded, but diu'ing tire large motion (he 
boom went completely off the scale. Poim bulletins on the I'esult of the solar' observa¬ 
tions were published during the year'. The astronomical obRervations at the Mbdi’as 
Observatory were as usual solely directed to time detei'mirmtious. The Government of 
India ha.ving sanctioned the introduction of siandai'd time for India all the time signals 
from the observatory from July 1st, 1906, were sent in accordance with the nev^ system, 
which is 5j- hours in advance of Greeimich mean time and 9 m. 0'45 in advance of 
Madras mean time. The time guu at Fort St. George was fired correctly on 702 occa¬ 
sions out of 730, the percentage of success being 96'2 against 94'0 pei' cent, in the 
previous year. The time ball at the Port office was dropped cori'eotly on all occasions 
except one. 
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[Annual Progress Eeport of the Archmological Survey of Madras and Ouorg for the 
year 1905—1906 and G.O.^ Mo. 5h3^ Puilic., dated the 20th July 1906 

431. During the year excavations were carried out at the Amaravati Stupa, Gimtiir Archaeology, 
dieti'ict, at the buried Jain shrines at Danavidapad in the Cuddapah district and a Excavations, 
group of cromlechs near Perainhair and adjacent villages to the south of Chingle- 

put were also examined. 

432. During the excavations at the Amaravati Stupa, two-life size maihle statues 
of Euddha and two otliers of a smaller size, one with an inscription, were discovered. 

At the east gate a group of six marble statues were found and in the fields roimd 
Amaravati a large niunber of fine palmolitliic and neolitliic celts were obtained. 

One thousand five imudred coins mostly Andhia lead coins but with a few gold ones 
among them were also collected at the same site. At Danarmlapad the excavation 
of the buried Jain shrines wa.s proceeded with and a number of seulptiu'es and 
inscriptions discovered which were removed to the Madras Museum. 

433. The field survey of Yijayauagai' reached the final stage and the work of Yijayanagar 

collating the numerous vilhige field maps was proceeded with. Burvey, 

434. In connection with the conservation of ancient monuments many places CoiiBeivation. 
were visited by the Superintendent, Arehieological Survey, and a large amount of 
conservation work was done. An interesting item of work in tins respect was the 

affixing of a marhle memorial slab to the house in Anantapur wliioh was occupied 
by Sir Thomas Munro, the monument to whom at Gooty was also taken under 
conservation. Six fresh monuments were added to the list of those selected for 
conservation. 

435. The expenditure in connection mth the Archmological Survey was Expenditure. 
Es, 21,624-6-6 against Ea. 24,475 of the previous year. This does not include 

the sum of Es. 34,808-14-1 spent in excavations and conservation. 

436. A considerable amount of work was done in this branch of arcliieology. The Epigraphy- 
index of inscriptions hegmi during the previous year was continned. Impressions 

of 34 copper plates were taken and 604 stone inscriptions from all parts of the 
Presidency were copied. The moat important discovery was that of a long inscrip¬ 
tion relating to the Chola king Eajendi'a Chola I. 

437. Parts ii and iii of the PpiyJ'aphia Indica., volume VIII, were issued and Part Puhlioations. 
iv of the same volume was passed for pnuting. The expenditure fi'om the Imperial 

grant on account of this journal amounted during the official vear 1905-1906 to 
Es. 2,176-12-9. 
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438. Vide pages 275 to 277 of the Eepoi't on the Administration of the Madras 
Presidency during the year 1901-1902. 
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439, The iiumhei’ of clerks in holy orders officiatmg under the license of the 
Bishop of Madras on the 31st of March 1906 was 238, of whom 46 were officers 
of tlie Ecclesiastical establishment, 34 being obaplains and 11. clergymen receiving 
allowances from Government, 34 were European missionaries, 5 were English clergymen 
muiistering to English oongregartions a,nd 154 were native clergymen. Out of the total 
number 11 Em-opeau missionaries and 87 native clergymen were officiating under the 
episcopal charge of the Bishop in Tinnevelly and Madura. Daring the year 1 European 
aod 4 natives were ordained deacons and 2 Eiiropeans and 6 natives were ordained 
priests by the Bishop of Madras. The Bishop in Tinnevelly and Madura ordained 
1 deacon and 5 priests, all of whom were natives. New cemeteries at Mysore, Calicut 
and Kodaikdnal and the existing cemetery at Eamaudroog were consecrated. 

440, The amount of alms and other devotional offerings received through clergy¬ 
men ministering to English congregations in the diocese was Es. 1,52,848, the amount 
in the previous year' having been Es. 1,59,028. The amount devoted to iioii-pai'ochial 
objects out of the voluntary contrihiitions received was Es. 27,616, 

441, The establisliment of the Church of Scotland maintained by Government 
consisted of 4 chaplains including the Presidency Seidor Chaplain.

442, The value of the stock with the Stationery Department on the 1st April 
1905 was Ils. 5,79,843, of wliioh Es. 3,64,785 was represented by Engliab. stores. 
Duriiig the year English stores valued at Es. 2,38,336 and Indian, stores valued at 
Es. 3,64,497 were received, making a total of Es. 6,02,833 against Es. 6,89,907 in the 
previous year. 


443. The value of the stationery issued was Es. 8,04,018 against Es. 6,75 672 in 
1904-1905 ^ The value of the Eughsli stores issued was Es. 3,32,678 and of the Indian 
stores Ea. 4,(1,340. There was a small increase in the value of stores, Es. 20,135, 
issued to Imperial depaitments owing to the demand for paper for the new Eevenue 
money order forms. The increase in stores issued to the vaidous Provincial depart¬ 
ments was considerable and 0(3enrred in Eie case of ahuost every department. It was 
paiEy due to indents held over from 1904-1906 being complied with during the year 
and partly to the issim of new kinds of paper to tlie Survey Department and of certain 
specia s oies to the Public Works Department. At the close of the year there was a 
" Es. 2,70,443 and of Indian stores valued at 
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444. The total receipts of the Government Press iiici-easecl from Rs. 76,020 to Financial, 
its. 82,409. of ■which Es. 21,746 ^yas received for jM'inting work done for Local BoardtS, 
Muiiioipalitie.s, Special Punds, etc. The expenditure 'vvas Es. 3,44,-519 against 

Efl. 3,92,679, the difference being mainlr due to a sum of E.s. 69,106 paid for Govern¬ 
ment Press work done at private pre-sses in the previous year. 

445. Thei'e was an increase in the number of copies of the Indian Lain Bnporb^ Publications. 
Marh'cw Senen, jH’ir.ted from 5,900 to 6,200 to anoiv a larger .stock to be .sent to 

Calcutta for reseive purposes. The number of copies isaned to officials was 2,122 
and to subscribers 3,082. The receipts under this item increased from E.s. 17,701 
to Ra. 18,866 and the charges from Ra. 8,.5.56 to Es. 9,-598. The Bort Si. George 
Ga?elb‘. was sent to 1,798 officials ; 133 more than in the previous year. The number 
who received the complete gazette was 1,363, the remainder being supplied wdth 
certain parts only. One liuiidred and seventy-four subscribers took the wlmle gazette 
and 176 varioius parts of it. The receipts from aubacriptioiis and sales wereEs. 4,839 
and from advertisements Es. 1.999, the figures for the previous yeai' being Es. 4,525 
and E.s. 1,793, respectively. The value of the gazettes supplied to officials calculated 
at subaciibers’ rates was Es. 25.057, making a total of real and nominal receipts from 
the gazette of E.s. 31,896. The oo.st of production was Es. 23,023 agaiii.st Es. 31,804 
ill 1904-1905. There were 18 agents for the sale of Madras Government publications, 
of whom only 11 obtained copies; the sales they effected amounted to Es. 2,315 and 
the eommiasion earned to Es. 769. 

446. The value of the plant at the end of the year was Es, 6,62,335 which Plant and 
iiioluded Es. 21,796, the cost of iiew pilant received from England dining the year. Stores. 

The value of the stores at the begimung of the yeai' was E.s. 33.692. Stores to the 

value of Es. 1,2.1,478 were received and the issues amounted to Es. 1.47,839, leaving 
a balance of Es. 37,231. The consumption wa.s higher than that of the previous year 
by Es. 5,192 owing to tlie inoreasod outturn. 

447. A Branch Press wa.s started at Ootacamuud in May 1905 to undertake the Printing and 
printing of urgent work duiing the stay of Government in the Nilgins and in October Binding. 
190.5 it was decided to keep the Branch open all the year round vith a small penua-nent 

stafi], oil the lines of a District Press, which ooidd be augmented in the hot weatliei'. 

The total cost of piinting done at tlie Central Press, the Penitential y and at the 
Ootacamuud Branch during the season -vs'as Es. 2,96,673 against Es. 2,89,654 m the 
preceding j^eai'. The outturn of composition work which was the liighest yet 
attained ivas equal to 244,774 pages of pica solid foolscap folio. Compared with 
1904-1905 there was an increase of 17,095 pages at the Government Press and 298 
pages at the Penitentiary; tlie work of the season branch at Ootacamund was 6,803 
pages. The outturn of imxiressions was also the highest recorded, the total being 
100,433,870 against 68.690,948 in the previous year. At the Centiul Press the cost 
per standard page of pica solid foolscap folio fell to As. 14 or As. 1-7 less than iii 
1904-1905 and the cost per thousand impressions was As. 13-2 or As. 12-6 less than 
in that year. At the Penitentiary the cost per page was Es. 1-8-9,against Es. 1-9-0 
and the cost of 1,000 impressions was As. 2 lower at As. 5-10. The total cost of 
binding, ruling, numbering and other processes was Es. 64,971 against Es. 53,523 in 
the previous year. 

448. In the type foundry 234 punches and 187 mabiees were made; 70,453 lb. Type 

of English and Vernaeular 'tj’pes, 14,521 lb. of leads, quotations and clumps, and Foundry. 
7,625 lb. of stereo-plates were cast, making a total of 92,599 lb. or 16,202 lb. more 
than in 1902-1903 -when the previous liighest record was attained. The cost per 
j)Ound of metal used rose from As. 2-1 to As. 2-11, but the average cost per pound of 
types of all sizes feE from As. 5-10 to As. 5-9. 

449. On the last day of the official year the numerical sti-eugtli of the Press Miscella- 
establishments was 1,532, including 312 convicts, a decrease of 45 compared with the neons, 
preidous year. Tlie strength of the Branch Press at Ootaeamiind was 43 dining the 
season. At the Centiul Press the average mouEily earnings of compositors' for piece 

-work were Es. 15-2-8 against Es, 14-8-6 in 1904-1905. At the Penitentiary there 
were 25 ooiwict oompositors employed throughout the year and their average earnings 
were Es. 7-2-1. The average monthly earnings by piece work of the oompositors 
at Ootacamund on the season staff were Es. 21-13-3 including allowances and free

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liAUEOTiB. During tlie year a sepaiate composing section was opened for the work of 

the Local and Municipal, Educational and Legislative Departments and uiaeliinery was 
introduced into the Confidential section with the result of a considerable Raving in time 
without any increase lu cost. At the Penitentiary the introduction of an oil-engine to 
drive the machinery effected a monthly .saving of Es. 185 compared with the cost of 
the tread-mill foiuierly in use and tlie outturn fioiii the printing machines increased by 
28 per cent. 


DISTPJCT PEESSES. (190"-1906.) 

150. The e.stimated value of the work done in the District Pi'essea was Es. 89,037 
compared with Es. 85,261 in 1904-1905. The increase was due chieily to the opening 
of a new District Press at Criuitiir. There was a slight fall in the total cash luceipts 
which amounted to Es. 16,055 compared with Es. ] 6,381 in J 904-1905. The charges 
fell from Es. 65,701 to Es. 62,672, the decrease being marked in Godavari, the Nilgiris 
and South Cainua where tlie cliai-ges amounted to E.s 2,833, Es. 1,629 and Es. 2,410 
against Es. 3,880, Es. 2,749 and Es. 3,981, respectively, in 1904-1905. The decrease 
of Es. 1,120 111 the Milgiris was dire to the piintuig of the Nilgiri Distiict Gazette in 
tlie Government Branch Press at Ootacamund, a change introduced on 1st November 
1905, while tlie decreases in the other two distriel.s were ehietly due to smaller 
purchases of stock than in 1901-1905.

451. Tlie work of the Chemical Examiner’s Department showed a considerable 
increase during the yeru', the total iimiiber of articles examined being 3,087 against 
2,722. The increase was in both branches of the work, uierUco-lcgal and miscellaneous. 

462. Examinations were made in 130 ca.ses of su-spected human poisoning against 
150 ill 1901, and the nmiiber of articles examined was 89.5 against 991, The 
percentage of detection juse from 66’6 to 72 per cent. .In 98 cases, involving 14.3 
persons, of wliom 75 died, poison was detected. In .59 cases the poison was found to 
be inorganic and in 39 the poison was of an organic nature. Ansonio wa.s the poison 
employed in 35 cases audit was used in 10 others mixed with other poisons. In 
12 oases nieronry alone was used. Out of the 39 oases in which organic poisons were 
detected, aconite was found alone in iO cases and mixed with inorganic poisons in 
3 others. 0]miin and inorpliine ivero detected in 9 oases, and dhatura in 5, while 
gaiija, oleander, and strychnine n-ci-e each found in 2 cases. Izal was found to be the 
cause of deuth in the case of a convict who was a eon firmed opium cater and who w'as 
supposed to lia^'e taken it for its sedative effect, while the solution was distributed 
about the jail dining an ejrideimc. The number of cases of animal poisoning examined 
was 139 against 107 iu the previous yean There was also an increase in tlie numbei' 
of animals killed and the articles i-eqiiiriiig exainiiialiDii from 73 and 360, respectively, 
to 87 and 465. White arsenic was as usual Ihe favourite tool of the cattle-poisoner, 
but during the year a poison new to the Presidency was used in 20 cases in tlie Kistna 
and Guntur districts. It consisted of a paste made from the kernel of the seed of the 
Uerbera Thcretra known as the yellow oleander. It is a far more deadly poison than 
arsenic and one veiy diffLciilt to detect in lai’ge masses of cattle viscera. Its successful 
detection lu so many cases seemed to have an excellent effect in reducing the subsequent 
number of oa.se.s in which it ivas used. The work of exaiiiiiiing stains was not so 
heavy as m the ycai’ before, the nmnber of aidicles examined being 482 against 618, 
but the number of eases involved was larger. Eiglity-seimu out of 113 cases leferred 
to the crime of murder. The percentage of deteetiou in all tlie stains eases was 84-9. 
There were 9 medico-legal cases, 3 of wdiieh related to eoims. In two, counterfeit coins, 
alloys and coining implements had to be examined and in the tliii'd the question at 
issue was whether vaiimis coins had been cairied about b] a miser wi'apped in bis I'aga 
or had been boarded in pots where houseliold salt had been stored as was alleged by 
the accused who was cliai'ged by the police wdtli robbery. The result of the examina¬ 
tion of the stains on Hie coins was the acquittal of the accused. 
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453, The number of misoellaiieous examinations made was 808 against 672 in the — 
pievious year. About a quarter of the work consisted of tlie examination of various MiacBlla- 
artioles, chiefly water on behalf of Municipalities and Jails. One hundred and eighty- Exam- 
three analyses wei'e performed oti behalf of the Board of Revenue, most of them being 
quantitative examinations of toddy residue for the detection of lime Sixty-seven 
samples of explosives were analysed for the dhief Iiisjiector of Explosives, and various 
stores and oliemieals on hehalf of the Medical Stores and the Telegraph Departments. 

One hmidred and eightv^ articles consisting mainly of essences and extracts were 
examined for the Cu.stoina Department and variou.? article,s such a.s beer, chloroform 
and gold and silver lace for the Military Depirtment. 


CHARITABLE 1H8T1TU1T0NS. (1905-1906.) 

454. The Monegar Chonltr)'. the Native Infirium-y, the FonneUing Asylum, Raja Monegar 
Sir Ramasavvmy Mndaliar’s Maternity Hospital and the Raja of Yenkatagiri’s Choultry 
were managed as usual by the Directors of the Monegar Choultiy. The receipts 
from all sources, excluding those of the Raja of Yenkatagiri's Choultiy, aiiiouiited to 
Ea. 23,809-3-2, an increase of Rs. 5.0.30 compared with those of the preceding year. 

The sale qiroceeds of Municipal Dehentiu'es to the wdue of Rs. 4,000, which were sold to 
meet the cost of repairs to buildings, aceomited for the greater part of tlie increase. 

The other sources of income were the Government contnhutions which amounted 
to Rs. 12,855-2-11, the interest on invested funds amounting to Rs 4.809-12-3, and 
private donations and subscriptions of Ea. 2,011-12-4. Tlie income of the Raja of Yenka- 
gin’s Choultry was Rs. 7,213-11-6, of which Rs. 5,303-1-0 were spent m relieving 
paupers and Rs. 1,750 on repairs to the choultry. Excluding these charges the expend¬ 
iture on all the institutions under the Directors ammmted to Es, 25.600-3-S against 
Rs. 21,289-14-8 in 1904-1905. There was an increase in the miinber of paupers both 
in the Choultry Depot and in the Infirmary, the average daily iminber being 7 4 92 and 
77'81, respectively, against 4B'S2and 74'96 in 1904.' The average cost of feeding was 
As. 1-10 per head per diem in the Depot Choultry and As. 3-llf in the Infirmary, 
as compared with As. 1-4| and As. 3-8.2 respectively, in the previous year. The 
increase in the cost per liead was due to the rise in the prices of food-grains. The 
daily average uumber of childien relieved in the Asylum for Foundlings was 2'70 
against 2‘94 in the previous year. Tlie average cost per iiead was 10| pies against 
10 pie.s. The number of women admitted to Raja Sii’ fiamasawmy Miidaliar’s 
Maternity Hosqiital was 1,211 against 938. The cost of dieting was Rs. 1,577-13-10, 

01 ' an average of Es. 1-1-10 per liead eompju'ed with Rs. 1-9-1 i in the previous year. 

In the Raja of Yenkatagiri’s Choultry the average daily luuiiber of in-door paupers fed 
was 63'21 and of out-door paupers 120. the corresponding figures lor the previous year 
being 41'27 and 120. The average dailv cost of relieving each pauper rose from 
As. 1-5 lo As. 1-8-1. 

465. At the close of the year there were 8 inmate paupers in the Tripheane Triplicane 
Langarkliaiia and the daily average for the yeai' was 11. An average of 5 paupers Tangar- 
were in I'eoeipt of monthly money doles, 176 received a monthly aUowaiice of raw I'ice 
and 125 received cooked food daily. Tlie total expenditiu'e was Rs. 5,913 against 
Rs. 4,744 in the previous year, the increase being due to the higher price of rice, the 
cost of aiding each pauper having risen from Rs. 1-4-2 per mensem to Es. 1-7-9. 

The balance on hand at the end of the year was Es. 432 against Rs. 1,458 at the 
begimiiiig. 

456. Excluding dispensaries and asylums for lunatics there were altogether 3,384 Miscella- 
oharitahle institutions in the Bresideicy m 4905-1906 Avith a total income of about neous. 

Es. 12 lakhs. Of these institutions 1,781 were maintained entirely by the general 
pubbe whose- subscriptions and endowments in land and money amounted to Es. 5'81 
lakhs. Three hundred and fifty-nine institutions w’ere supported eiitii'ely by Govern¬ 
ment at a cost of about Es. 1'28 lakhs; 679 others at a cost of Es. 3-15 lakhs Avere 
kept up partly by Government and partly by the public, Avliile the maintenance of the 
remaining 566 institutions costing about Es. 1‘84 lakhs deA''olved Avholly or in part on 
the Local Boards. More than tivo-thirds of the whole nmuber Avere choultries for the 
benefit of travellers who were provided Avith aceommodatiou and in many cases with 
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food or raw rice and other iiecesaary supplies as well. Nine hundred and eiglity-two 
of these choultries were exclusively for Hindus, 55 for Muhammadans and 1 for Euro¬ 
peans, while the remaining l,d28 were not restricted to any pai'ticular class. Eoi' the 
relief of paupers 346 institutions w^erc maintained, of which 234 were restricted to 
Hindus, 14 to Muhaiumadaius and 5 to Europeans and Eurasians, w'hile the remaining 
93 were open to all classes in-especti^ e of caste or creed. There were 561 institutions 
for the exclusive accommodation and feeding of Bi-ahmiiis and Bairagis. There were 
also 9 institutions for orphan,s, I for Eapmt boys and girls and 1 in which food was 
supplied to persons afBroted witli leprosy, loss of vision or defective liearing. The 
total inunber of persons aided dming the year at all the eharitahle institutions was 
12,812,881 and the avei-agc daily number in receipt of relief wms 35,104, or about 1 in 
every thousand of the population of the Bresidency. 


MUHAMMADANS IN THE SEBVTCl OB GOVEBNMENT. (1905-1906.) 

457. The total number of Muhammadans in the superior service of Goverimient 
at the close of the year was 6,379, an increase of 285 from 1904-1905. The total 
number of axipointments in superior service was 44,264 and the percentage of Muham¬ 
madans was therefore 14'4 against 14T in the previous yeai'and 14-5 in 1903-1904.' 
Brom the.se flgiu'e.s are excluded aU appointments in the Bubhc Woi'ks Department on 
Hs. 120 a year or le.S3 as such appointments are not included in superior service. The 
percentage of Muliaiiimadans to tlie total jiopulation of the Presidenoy according to the 
census of 190L was 6-42, so that nmuerieally Mulianimadans Jield more than a jiropor- 
tionate .share of appointments. But this dispi’opoition existed mainly in tlie lower 
grades. Of appointments on Es. 120 a year or less Mnliammadans held 22'7 per cent., 
but in the higher gmdes their shai’e of appointments was in most cases lower than their 
percentage to the total population and decr«ised as the value of llie a]ipointmeiits 
increased. Of appointments from Es. 121 to Es. 250 they held 8'3 per cent., from 
Es. 251 to Es. 500 5-2 per cent., from Es. 501 to Es. 1,000 4'5 per cent., from 
Es, 1,001 to .Es. 2,500 6'5 percent., from Es. 2,501 to Es. 5,000 3'2 per cent., and 
above Es, 5,000 only I'l per cent. The comparatively high percentage of appoint¬ 
ments carrying salaries between Es. 1,000 and Es. 2,500 was due to the number of 
appointments as Police Inspectors held by Muliammadau.s.
